Of  its  Name^  Climate,  Vimeitfiotis,  Divi- 
vifwH,  Air,  Soil,  Commodities,  Moneys, 
iVeights,  Meafures,  and  Buildings, 

ENgUni ,  the  better  part  of  the  , 
bell  Ijlar.i  in  the  whole  World, 
anciently  witli  Scoihnd  called 
Britain,  and  rometimes  Albion, 
was  about  800  years  after  the 
hcarnatm  of  Chriji,  (by  fpccial 
Edict  of  King  Egbert,  dcfcciuled 
from  the  Ar.gks,  a  People  of  tlie  Lower  Saxony, 
in  whofc  polTclTion  the  greateft  part  of  tliis 
Country  then  was)  named  Angle,  or  Englelond, 
tlicncc  by  the  French  called  Angkterre,  by  the 
Gemam  Engeland,  and  by  the  Inhabitants  Eng-

Clime.  It  is  fituatecl  between  the  Degrees  17  and  11 
of  longitude,  equal  with  Briun}  and  Kormind] 
inlrme-,  and  between  jo  and  57  of  Northern 
Lutimde,  equal  with  Flinders,  ZeiUnd,BolIind, 
loner  Sixony,  and  Benmjrl^. 

The  longcll  day  in  the  moll  Northern  part  is, 
17 hours 30 minutes,  andthcfliortcildayin  the 
moll  Southern  part  is  almoll  eight  hours  long. 

Pimenft-  It  is  in  length  from  Birwick.  to  the  Ltnds  End

rifun  oi' France  is  as  30  to  82. 

Pivifm.  That  part  of  Britain,  now  called  Etiglanf  was 
^  in  the  time  of  the  Bgmans  divided  into  Britannia 
Frinti,  Britannia  Secitndi,  nml  Maxima  Ca-farien- 
fs.  The  firll  of  ihefc  contained  the '  outh  part 
of  England,  the  fccond  all  that  Wellcrn  part  now 
called  Wales,  and  the  third  the  Northern  parts 
beyond  Trent. 

When  the  Britains  had  received  the  Chrillian 

Faltli,  they  divided  tl'.e  fame  ( for  ilic  better 

Government  F.cclcliallical )  into  three  Pro¬ 
vinces,  or  Archbilhopricks ;  vk.  the  Archbilho- 
prick  of  London,  that  contained  Britannia  Fri- 
ma ;  tiic  Arclibilhoprick  of  Fork.,  which  contain¬ 
ed  that  part  called  Maxima  Cajarier.fs-,  and  the 
Archbilhoprick  of  Caerlecm,  an  ancient  great 
City  of  South-Wales,  upon  the  River  Vske,  un¬ 
der  which  was  Britannia  Sectinda.  Afterward 
the  Heathen  Saxons  over-running  this  Country,

and  dividing  it  into  fcvcn  Kingdoms,  the  King 
of  being  firll  Converted  to  theChriftian 
Faith  by  St.  Avjiiu,  who  lived  and  was  buried 
ztCitiurbur},  the  Archicpifcopal  See  of  London 
was  there  placed,  and  the  other  at  Cnetkoti  was 
tranflated  to  St.  Divids  in  Pmhrokfjhire ;  and  at 
lad  fubjetlcd  to  the  See  of  Canter kry :  the  North 
part  of  England  and  alUc«/(t«d,\vas  put  under  the 
Archbilhop  ofTorK,  and  all  England  divided  into 
Dioceffes;  and  in  thcyearCjo  it  was  forbcttcc 
Order  and  Government,  dlltinguldicd  into  Pa- 
rilhcs,  by  the  care  and  pains  of  Honurm,  Arch- 
bilhop  of  Canterbury,  almoll  200  years  before 
it  was  divided  intoCounti’.s  or  Shires  by  King 
Alfred ;  by  whom  alfo  thofe  Shires  (fo  called 
from  the  Saxon  word  Scyre,  a  Partition  or  Di- 
vilion)  were  liibdividcd  into  Hundreds,  which 
at  firll  contained  tenTytbings,  and  each  Tytliing 
ten  Families. 

At  prefent,  England,  according  to  its  Eccle- 
fiallical  Government,  is  divided  firll  into  two 
Provinces  or  Archbifhopricks ,  viz.  Canterbury 
andTerk.;  thefe  two  Provinces  into  ifiDiocelTcs, 
which  are  again  divided  into  60  Archdeaconries, 
and  thofe  into  Rural  Deaneries,  and  thole  again 
into  Parifhes. 

According  to  the  Temporal  Government  of 
England,\t  isdivided  into  5 1  Counties  or  Shires, 
and  thofe  Into  Hundreds,  Laths,  Rapes  or  Wa¬ 
pentakes,  (as  they  are  called  in  fomc  Counties) 
and  thofe  again  intoTythings. 

I  England  without  Wales  is  divided  intofixCir- 
cuii  allotted  to  tlie  ii  judges  to  hold  Allizes 
I  twice  a  ycar,(whcreof  more  in  a  Trcatife  apart.) 
It  is  alfo  divided  bythcKingsJiillicesin  E)re  of 
the  Foreft,  and  by  the  Kings  at  Arms  into  North 
i  and  South;  that  is,  all  Counties  upon  the  North 
and  Soutli  lids  of  Trent

Towns,  called  Market-Towns,  and  97:,-  Ta-I

The  yJir  is  far  more  mild  and  temperate  (if 
not  more  healthy;  than  any  part  of  the  Cor.ti- 
r,er,t  under  the  fame  Clinute. 

By  rcafon  of  the  warm  vapours  of  the  Sea  on 
every  lide,  and  the  very  often  Winds  from  the? 
huge  Wcltcrn  Sea,  the  CeW  in  Wir.ter  is  lefs 
iharp  than  in  fomc  parts  of  Ernce  and  Jul), 
which  yet  are  feated  far  more  Southerly. 

By  rcafon  of  the  continual  blalls  from  Sea, 
the  very  often  interpofition  of  Clouds  betwixt 
the  Sun  and  Earth,  andthe  frcqueiit  Ihowcrsof 
Rain,  the  hat  in  Smmer  is  Ids  fcorching  than 
in  fomc  parts  of  the  Contimt,  that  lies  much 
more  Northward,  where  neither  Rain  not 
Clouds  appear  for  ;omc  Months,  and  not  much 
.Wind. 

As  in  Simmer  the  gentle  iVivJs  and  frequent 

Shorrers  qualilic  all  violent andVrou^hs, 
fo  in  IVimer  the  Frojh  do  only  meliorate  the  cul¬ 
tivated  Soyl,  and  the  keep  warm  the  ten¬ 
der  Plants.  In  a  word,  here  is  no  need  of  Stoves 
in  Winter,  nor  Grotta’sin  Summer. 

It  is  bldTcd  with  a  very  fcrtilcwholfomSoyl, 
watered  abundantly  with  Springs  and  Streams, 
and  in  divers  parts  with  great  A>jig.iileJ{ivers: 
fcw  Barren  Aloiixtaks  or  Craggy  Rocks,  but  ge- 
ncrallygentlcplcalant/*7/r,  and  fruitfid  E'allejs, 
aptforGra/n,  Gr.t[s,  or  K'coJ,  The  Exccilency 
of  the  Englilii  So;./  may  be  learn’d  (as  Vasro  ad- 
vifedof  old;  from  the  Cewf/rx/OT  of  the  Irha- 
'  litarts,  who  therein  excel  all  other  Nations; 
or  clfe  from  the  Idgh  value  put  upon  it  by  tht 
/{cnuiii 
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Sonudi  aniUhc  Suxoks,  who  look'd  Upon  it  as 
fnch  a  precious  fpot  of  ground  .that  they  thought 
it  worthy  to  bejemd  in  like  a  Gard;»-p!t,t  with 
a  mighty  iVnU  of  fourfcorc  miles  in  length,  viz. 
from  Timouth  on  the  German  Sea ,  to  Svlrvay- 
Frith  on  the  IrijI)  Sea,  (whereby  the  Cakdonm 
Bores  might  be  cxcliKicd)  andwith  amonilrous 
Pik.e  of  fourfcorc  and  ten  miles,  viz.  from  the 
mouth  of  the  River to  that  of  the  River  Vee, 
(whereby  tlic  Cambro-Britain-Foxes  might  be 
kept  out :)  LalHv,  the  F.xcellency  of  her  Soyl 
may  alfo  be  learn’d  from  thofe  tranfeendent 
Fheies,  bellowed  on  her  by  Antient  and  Mc- 
dern  Writers,  calling  England  the  Granary  of 
the  Wejiern  World,  the  Seat  of  Ceres,  &c.  That  her 
FaSeys  are  like  Eden,  her  /fiZ/rlike  Lebanon,  her 
Springs  as  Fifcah,  and  her  fivers  x  for  dan.  That 
{he  is  a  Faradife  of  Fleajure,  and  the  Garden  of 
God.  OfortiinatSl  omnibus  territ  bealior  Britan¬ 
nia!  te  omnibus  cteli  ac  foil  ditavit  Natura ,  tibi 
nihil  ineftquod  vitx  ofendat,  tibi  nihil  deejl  quod, 
vita  iefderet,  ita  ut  alter  orbit  extra  orbem  poni 
ad  deliciis  hiimani  generis  videaris.  O  happy  and 
blelTed  Britain !  above  all  other  Countries  in  the 
World,  Nature  hath  enrich'd  thee  with  all  tlie 
blettingsof/feawsand  Earth;  Nothing  in  thee 
is  hurtful  to  Mankind,  nothing  wanting  in  thee 
that  is  defirable;  infcmuch,  that  thou  reemell 
another  World  placed  befides,  or  without  the 
great  World,  mcerly  for  the  delight  and  plea- 
lure  of  Mankind.

In  a  word,  though  fome  Countries  excel  Eng- 
bnd,  in  fome  things,  yet  generally,  there  is  no 
one  Country  under  Heaven  whofe  is  betten 
liored  with  Birds  and  Fomls ;  Seat,  I{ivers,  and 
ronds  with  Fijhes;  Fields  with  all  forts  of  Csrii, 
the  Pdjiiires  with  Cdttel;  the  Forrefis,  Pdtkf, 
mrrens  and  imds  ,  with  hW  Bidp  ,  only 
for  Recreation  and  Food ;  the  Mines  with  Afe- 
tdls,  C  w/j.and  other  MinerdU ;  Where  arc  few¬ 
er  rmnoM  and  hurtful  Bedjls ,  fewer  •memon 
Serpents ,  or  noifom  Flies  and  f^ermin ,  fewer 
Droughts,  hunditions,  or  Dedrths;  fewer  hd- 
whollom  Serenes ,  Fefilentkl  AFs,  Tempepoui 
Hurricdnes ,  or  dejlrullive  Eirtlijuikes  ? .

year  1 5  Co,  to  Her  great  praife,  called  in  all  Pach 
Money;  flnee  which  time,  no bafe Money  hath 
beencoyned  in  England,  but  only  of  pure  Gold 
and  Silver,  called  Sterling  Money  ;  only  of  lat¬ 
ter  time,  in  relation  to  the  ncceflity  of  the  Poor, 
and  exchange  of  great  Money,  a  liiiall  piece  of 
Brail,  called  a  Earthing,  or  fourth  part  of  a 
Penny,  hath  been  permitted  to  be  Coyned,  but 
no  man  enforced  to  receive  them  in  pay  for 
Rent  or  Debt;  which  cannot  be  affirmed  of  by 
any  other  State  or  Nation  in  the  Cliriliian 
World ;  in  all  which,  there  are  feveral  forts  of 
Copper  Money  as  currant  with  theni  for  any  pay¬ 
ment  as  the  purcll  Cold  or  Silver. 

NO  Moneys  in  any  Mint  are  made  of  pure  Sil¬ 
ver  ,  becaufc  silver  in  its  purity  is  almoll  as 
pexihleas  Lead  -,  and  therefore  not  foufeful,  as 
when  hardned  with  Copper, 

Gold  minted  pure,  would  alfo  be  too  fiexilile, 
and  therefore  is  in  alt  Mints  allayed  with  forae 
, Coppery  l|ld  moll  Mints  differ  in  more  or  lefs 
allay. 

In  the  time  of  the  aforenamed  King  Edward 
the  Firll.theCoyns were oaly4  pence,  3  pence, 
j  pence, 
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1  pence,  I  penny,  the  half-penny,  and  the  far¬ 
thing  all  of  Silver. 

The  pound  weight  Troy  of  Silver,  fince  the 
Reign  of  CJuccn  Elizdeih,  hath  been  cut  at  6i 
Shillings ;  and  the  fevcral  Silver  Coyns  now  cur- 
lant  !n  EngUiii,  arc  the  Crown,  or  Plvc  Shil- 
lings,  which  is  almoft  the  Ounce  Troy,  then  Half- 
Crowns,  Sliilliiigs,  Sixpence,  Four  Pence, Three 
Pence,  Two  Pence,  and  One  Penny. 

For  the  Coynage,  tiicre  was  till  of  late  al  low¬ 
ed  Two  Shillings  in  the  pound  Troy  of  Silver, 
lb  that  the  Merchant  who  brought  in  the  Bulli¬ 
on,  received  only  Shillings  for  each  pound 
Treiy,  which  tr  ade  the  Ounce  to  be  juft  Five  Shil¬ 
lings;  But,  by  an  Aft  of  Parliament  for 
encouragement  of  Coynage,  the  charge  of  Coy- 
rage  is  defrayed  by  an  Impufition  on  Brandy,  and 
nothing  payable  by  the  bringerin  of  the  Bullm, 
fo  that  now  the  Merchant  receives  fix  Shillings 
for  every  pound  Troy  of  Btillion. 

The  pound  weight,  or  1 1  Ounces  Troy  ofGold 
is  divided  into  24  parts,  which  arc  called  Car- 
lats,  fo  that  each  Carrat  is  1 0  pennyweight  Troy, 
or  half  an  Ounce ;  and  this  Carrat  is  divided  in¬ 
to  four  parts,  which  are  called  Carrat  Grains; 
fo-that  the  Carrat  Grain  is  two  penny  weight 
and  an  half,  or  fixty  ordinary  Grains,  and  the 
Carrat  Grain  is  divided  into  divers  parts.  The 
Standard  of  Crown  Gold  is  12  Carrats  of  fine

lince  judging  it  wortli  their  pains  to  diipofl'is 
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The  firfl  Inhabitants  in  Englmd  are  believed 
to  be  the  Sriuitts ,  cicfcendcct  from  the  GmU, 
vvhofc  Language  was  once  almoil  the  fame  • 
fubilncc'i  afterward  by  the  I{omm ,  who ,  by 
rcafon  of  their  troubles  nearer  home,  were 
conilrained  to  abandon  this  Country, about40D 
years  after  Chrili;  whereiiiion  the  Fifis,  Inlia- 
bitants  of  Scotland,  invading  the  Britains,  they 
call  to  their  aid  the  Saxons,  who  chafing  away 
the  Fids,  foon  made  th-ntfelvcsMaffcrs  of  the 
Britains-,  but  thefc  not  able  to  endure  the  heavy 
yoke  of  the  Saxons,  after  many  Battels  and  At¬ 
tempts  to  recover  their  loll  Liberties  and  Coun¬ 
try,  retired,  cr  were  driven,  fomc  of  them  in¬ 
to  in  Fmce,  from  whence  foiiK  think 
they  lirl}  came,  but  moil  of  them  into  the  two 
utmoft  Webern  barren  and  Mountainous  parts  of 
this  Country,  called  afterwards  by  the  Saxons, 
Waiijhknd,  in  Head  of  GauIijhUnd ;  as  the  Cer- 
KMwllill  aWJtaly,  mlijhUnd,hKmk iahihitci 
by  the Cifalf he  Gauls-,  and  the  French  call  our 
Country  oF  Britains,  lejaU  de  Gales. 

Theteonsfolclypollefs’d  of  all  the  bell  parts 
of  this  IJle,  were  for  a  long  time  infeHed,  and 
for  fomc  time  almoll  fubdued  by  the  Danes,  and 
afterwards  wholly  by  the  Mwtww,  who  drove 
not  out  the  Saxons ,  but  mixed  with  them,  fo 
that  the  Englijh  Blood  at  this  day  is  a  mixture 
chiefly  of  Norman  and  Saxon ,  not  without  a 
tindure  ofDaniJb,  I{omiJl!,  and  Britijh  Blood, 

The  Englijh,  according  to  fcveral  matters  and 
lam.  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  are  governed  by  fevcral 
Laws,  viz  Common-Law.  Siamte-L.iw,  Civil- 
Law ,  Canon-Law,  Forejl-Law ,  and  Martial- 
Law-,  befides  particular  Culiomsand  By-Lams: 
Of  all  which  in  brief,  intending  in  a  Treatifc 
apart  to  fpcak  more  largely  of  them  in  the  par¬ 
ticular 
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ticular  Government  of  E>:gk«d 

Civil  and  Milirso',  together  with  all  tiie  Courts 

and  Officers  thereto  belonging. 


The  Commor-Liro  of  EngUni  is  the  Common  C omor,- 
Culbms  of  the  Kingdom,  which  have  by  length  Lxv,. 
of  time  obtained  the  force  of  Um :  It  is  called 
Lex  non  jerip'-ii  but  that  we  have  them  writ¬ 

ten  in  the  old  ^^ormn  DUleci,  which  being  no 
tvhere  vulgarly  ufed ,  varies  no  more  than  the 
Latine)  but  bccaufe  it  cannot  be  made  by  Char¬ 
ter  of  Parliament ,  for  thofe  are  always  mat¬ 
ters  oi’IUcord  i  rvhereasCulbms  arc  only  mat¬ 
ters  of  E.i'},  and  are  no  where  liut  in  tiie  Memory 
of  the  Tiople ;  and  of  all  Laws  mull  be  the  b;  (I  for 
the  Lnglifh ;  for  the  Written  Laws  made  in  Eng- 
bd  by  Kings  or  Privy-Councils,  as  mientJr, 
or  bv  Parliaments,  as  of  bta  times,  are  impo- 
fed  upon  the  Subjeft  before  any  probation  or 
trial,  whetlnr  they  are  beneficial  to  the  Nati¬ 
on  or  agreeable  to  the  nature  of  the  People; 
but  Cuftoms  bind  not  the  People  till  they  have 
been  tried  and  approved  time  out  of  mind; 
during  which  time  no  inconvenience  arifing  to 
hinder,  thofe  Ctilloms  became  Laws ;  and  therc- 
ffire  when  our  Parliaments  have  altered  any 
Fundamental  points  of  our  Common  Law,  (as 
fometimes  hath  been  done)  thofe  alterations 
have  been  by  experience  found  fo  inconvenient, 
that  the  fame  Law  by  fuceeeding  Parliaments 
hath  foon  been  rellored.  This  Common  Law  is 
the  Quintcircnce  of  the  Cullomary  Law  of  the 
Meums,  prevailing belbrcthcConquell  in  the 
Middle  Comitri-s  in  Er.gbd,  called  the  King¬ 
dom  of  d/rrr  J,(.and  ofthe  among  th.-Well 

and  South  pans,  and  of  the  Pxaes  amonglhhc 
Exjl  Mgles,  all  firll  reduced  into  one  body  by 
King  Edmd  the  Elder ,  about  the  year  yoo ; 
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which  for  fomc  time  alinoli  lolf,  were  revived 
by  the  good  King  Edmrd  the  ConfciTor.and  by 
I’olkrity  named  his  Laws.  To  tlicfctlie  Con¬ 
queror  added  fome  of  the  good  Culloms  of  A'or- 
wasd),  and  then  his  SucteiTor  King  the 
Firlt,  having  in  his  younger  years  given  himfdf 
fatisfadtion  in  tlie  glory  of  Arms,  bent  himfdf 
(like  another  fiifimM )  to  endow  his  Ellate 
with  divers notableFundamcntal  Law5,cvcrfnce 
pradiifed  in  this  Nation.  The  excellent  conve- 
nicncyand  connaturalnefsof  the  Common  Law 
of  England  tothctcmperofEngliniMcn,  isfuch, 
that  the  lerious  confidcration  thereof  induced 
King  fmes  in  a  folemn  Speech  to  prefer  it  as 
to  this  Nation,  before  the  Law  of  Mofes. 

Stmte-  Where  the  Common-Law  is  iilent,  there  we 

l4rv.  have  excellent  Statute-Laws,  made  by  the  fe- 
veral  Kings  of  Englmd,  by  and  with  the  Advice 
and  Conlent  ofall  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Tem¬ 
poral  ,  and  with  the  Confent  of  all  the  Com¬ 
mons  of  Enghr.d,  by  their  Rcprcfaitativcs  in 
Parliamcnt,whercunto  the  Engliln  eafily  fubmir, 
as  made  at  their  own  carneft  dclire  and  requell, 

C}vil-Lm,  Where  Cowmn  arcl  dMtKte-Z.tjtitakc  no  Cog¬ 
nizance,  uleismadcof  thatLaw  of  Laws  called 
the  Civi!-Lm ;  wherein  is  to  be  had  what  all 
the  Wilcft  and  Nobleli  Men  of  the  mod  flou- 
rilhiogand  puilfant  State  that  ever  was  in  the 
World,  could  in  the  fpace  of  many  hundred 
yews  by  their  own  Wildom  or  Reafon  devife, 
or  from  any  other  people  learn;  fo  that  this  Law 
may  be  lookt  on  as  the  Preduft  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Reafon  of  all  Mankind,  and  fitted  for  the 
Intcrcll  and  Welfare  not  of  one  Nation  only, 
but  contemplating  and  taking  care  for  the  ge¬ 
neral  afSiirs  of  all  People.  Of  tltis  Law  ufc  is 
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made  in  all  EcclcfialHcal  Courts  of  Bidiops, 
Archdeacons,  Vicars-Gcneral,  Chancellors, 
and  Coinmiirarics,  when  ever  Cognizance  is  ta¬ 
ken  of  Wills  and  Tcllamcnts,  ofTythes,  Obla¬ 
tions,  Mortuari.s,  of  Matrimony,  Divorce,  A- 
dultcry,  Incclt,  fornication,  Chaliity  attempt¬ 
ed  ;  of  Sacred  Orders,  Inliitutions  to  Church- 
Livhgs,  Celebration  of  Divine  Oificcs,  Repa¬ 
ration  of  Churches ,  Dilapidations,  Procurati¬ 
ons;  of  Hcrefic,  Apollalie,  Athcilin,  Schifm, 
Simony,  lilafphemy,  ere.  So  of  this  Law  is 
made  life  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty,  in  all  af¬ 
fairs  immediatel/  relating  to  the  Royal  Fleets, 
to  all  other  Vcflcls  of  Trade,  and  to  their  Ow- 
iv.rs,  to  Mariners,  to  Commanders  at  Sea,  to 
Rcprifals ,  to  Pyracics ,  to  Merchants  Affairs, 
to  all  Cuntrads  made  at  Sea  or  beyond  Sea,  in 
the  way  of  Marine  Trade  and  Commerce  ;  to 
all  matters  touching  Wrecks,  Fhtfam,  Joifam, 

Lag.m,  Marine  Waifs,  Dcodands,  (Sc.  More¬ 
over,  ufe  is  made  of  the  Civil-Law  in  the  Court 
of  the  Earl  Marflial ,  taking  Cognizance  of 
Crimes  perpetrated  out  of  England,  of  Con- 
trads  made  in  Foreign  parts;  of  Affairs  of 
War  within  and  without  England ;  of  Contro- 
verfies  about  Nobility  and  Gentry,  or  bearing 
of  Coats  of  Arms ;  of  Precedency ,  [^c.  Of 
this  Law  much  ufe  is  made  in  Treaties  with 
Foreign  Potentates,  where  many  points  arc  to 
be  determined  and  concluded,  according  to  the 
direflion  of  this  moft  excellent  and  general  ap¬ 
proved  Law ;  and  for  this  caufe  Foreign  Prin¬ 
ces  take  cfpccial  care  to  chufc  fiich  perfons 
for  their  Amba^adors  as  arc  skilled  in  the  Ci¬ 
vil-Law  ;  and  this  policy  was  heretofore  duly 
oblervcd  by  our  Englilh  Princes  with  very  good 
fuccefs.  Lafily,  the  two  Univcrfitics  of  England 
fcfve  thcmfelvcs  of  the  Civil  Law;  for  by  their 
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Privilcdgcs  no  Student  is  to  be  fued  at  Common- 
Lixo ,  but  in  the  Vice-Chancellors  Courts  foil 
Debts,  Accounts,  Injuries,  (Jf. 

Cmn-  ^  The  Canons  of  many  Ancient  General  Coun- 
Lirv.  cils  ol  many  National  and  Provincial  Englid 
Synods ,  bcfidcs  divers  Decrees  of  the  BilTiop] 
of  ]{omi,  and  Judgmentsof  Ancient  Fathers  hail 
been  received  by  the  Church  o{  Etigkrid,  aiil 
incorporated  into  the  Body  of  the  Canon-Lawl 
by  which  (he  did  ever  proceed  in  the  cxcrcifc  of 
herjurifdidlion,  and  doth  Hill  byvertue  oftht 
StatutC2r/fe».8.  fo  fir  as  the  laid  Canons  ani 
Conllitutions  arc  not  repugnant  to  the  Holtj 
Scripture,  to  the  Kings  Prerogative,  or  the  Laws,l 
Statutes  and  Cuftomsof  this  Realm,  and  thoft! 
arc  called  the  Kings  EcclcfiaHical  Laws,  whicl'

FonJ}-  The  fondfi  htm  are  peculiar  Laws ,  dilTc- 
Into.  rent  from  the  Common-Law  of  Englitni.  Fo- 
rejh  in  Engktid  are  exceeding  ancient,  and  be¬ 
fore  the  making  of  Ckru  de  Forep,  Oflcnccs 
committed  therein,  were  puniflic  at  the  plci- 
furc  of  the  King  ,  in  fo  Hiarp  and  grievous  a 
juanner,  (as  Hill  in  Girninp)  that  both  Nobles 
and  Commons  did  luficr  many  horrible  incon¬ 
veniences  and  opprefllons;  and  even  in  that 
Charter,  were  Ionic  hard  Articles,  which  the 
Clemency  of  gracious  Kings  have  fince  by  So 
tutc  thought  Ht  to  alter  por  yljftfn  Forefix,  In  the 
time  of  Edtonrd  3,  rohinks refitul/itiir  frofnHo', 
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fo  that  if  a  Man  be  taken  hunting  a  Detr,  he 
may  be  ai  relied,  as  if  he  had  taken  a  Ditr.  The 
Forcllcr  may  take  and  arrcll  aMan,  if  he  beta¬ 
ken  cither  at  Do^-irdvi,Stible~^ini,  Bic)i;heir, 
or  for  in  thefe  four,  a  man  is  faid 

to  be  taken  with  the  manner,  though  three  of 
them  may  be  bur  prefumptions. 

Lix  Cdjhenjii  A.^Ucuu,  is  that  Law  that  de-  MsrtiiU 
p  iideth  upon  the  Kings  Will  and  plcafurc,  or  ijjv. 
hi5  Lieutenant,  in  timeof  adlual  War;  for  al¬ 
though  in  time  ;  f  pcacc.the  King,  for  the  more 
equal  temp-r  of  Laws  towards  all  his  Subjefts, 
makes  no  Laws,  butbyrhccenfent  of  th.  three 
Ellates  in  Parliament;  yet  in  iime^  of  War,  by 
1  eafon  of  great  dangers  anliiig  fuddenly  and  un- 
expcfledly  upon  fmall  occalons,  heufethabfo- 
liite  Power,  inlbnuich,  as  his  word  goeth  for  a 
Law.  Martial  Law  c.'ttends  oncly  to  Soldiers 
and  Mariners,  and  is  not  to  be  pradlifcd  in 
tiincsof  Peace,  but  oncly  in  limcscf  War,  and 
then  and  there ,  wh.ere  the  Kings  Army  is  on 
foot. 

By  the  King’s  Royal  Charter,  granted  to  di-  „ 
vers  Cities  of  Faglid,  the  Magitra^es  have  p 
power  to  make  fitch  Laws  as  may  be  hcncnciai  ]  '•* 

for  the  Citizens,  and  not  repugnant  to  the  '  ' 

Laws  of  the  Land;  and  thefe  are  h  miing  on¬ 
ly  to  the  Inhabitants  ofthephtec,  iinleis  iith 
Laws  are  for  general  good,  or  again!!  a  gene¬ 
ral  inconvenience;  for  then  tliey  bind  iiran- 
gers.  .

who,  in  his  Ri  formation  of  the  Rel; 

gien,  that  the  Jews  might  be  the  Lfsohent 
id, and  more  cafily  won,  thought  fit  to  rerai 
divers  old  Elements;  as  their  Htij/iAgt ,  I 
convert,  d  into  the  Sacrament  of  JljfratM 
and  lb  their  cuftom  of  Brejd  and  U'inc  in  the 
faffcovir ,  he  turned  into  the  othcr_  Chrilna 
.Ucmmir.t,  &c.  In  a  word,  it  was  rcfolvcd,  ni 
to  Icparate  farther  from  the  Church  of 
iuDoarinc  or  Difciplinc,  than  that  Chun 
had  feparated  from  rvhat  ftic  was  in  her  p: 
reft  tune:..  For  DodtiLie,  they  embraced  t  lul 
cxccllcn 
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excellent  Counfcl  of  tlic  P  rophet ,  StM  fii’er 
vus  .mi^ius  d  viditc  qu.tium  fit  vii 
mbiihtc  in  e,i ;  they  ms'le  a  ihiiiil ,  and  took  a 
view  of  the  pure!}  Primitive  CliriDian  times, 
•ind  thence  faw  which  wastlic  right  way,  and 
followed  that.  For  tlicDifciplincof  this  Re¬ 
formed  Church ,  they  confidered  what  it  was 
in  the  pnreft  times  of  the  fir!}  pood  Chiftiaii 
F.mperoes ;  for  the  times  of  pcrfecution  (  be¬ 
fore  Tempora;  Princes  embraced  tlie  Chri- 
fiian  Faith  )  as  they  were  mof}  excell.nt 
times  for  Doflrine  and  Manners;  (b  very  im¬ 
proper  and  iintit  for  a  Pattern  or  Example  of 

outward  Government  and  Policy.  And  had 
this  Jullicc,  Prudence, and  Divine  Policy,  been 
ufel  in  our  neighbouring  Reformed  Cliurches, 
doubtl.ls,  they  had  feen  a  litr  more  plentiful 
Harvcl}.

Search  all  the 
Religions  in  the  World,  none  will  be  found 
more  confonant  to  Gods  Word, ,  forDoarine, 
nor  to  the  Primitive  example,  for  Governmenr. 
None  will  be  found  that  aferibes  more  to  God,  or 
that  conilitutesmorc  firm  Charity  amoiigft  men  j 
none  will  be  found  fo  excellent,  not  only  in  the 
C  immunity,  asChrilHans;  butalfo  in  the  fire- 
cial  Notion,  as  Reformed,  for  it  keepeth  the 
middle-way,  between  the  pomp  of  Suptrditious 
Tyranny,  and  the  meannefsof  Fanatick  Anar* 

chy. 

In  two  Points ,  the  Church  of  Ei;£hr,d  is 
truly  tranfeendenti  Firft,  it  hath  the  grand 
Mark  of  the  true  Church  ,  which  moll  Euro- 
feM  Churches  feem  to  want,  and  that  is.  Cha¬ 
rity  towards  other  Churches ;  for  it  doth  not 
fo  engrofs  Heaven  to  its  own  ProfelTors,  as  to 
damn  all  others  to  Hell.  Secondly,  it  is  the 
great  Glory  of  the  Euslijh  ProtcRant  Church , 
that  it  never  refilled  Authority ,  nor  engaged 
in  Rebellion;  a  praife,  that  makes  much  to 
her  advantage ,  in  the  minds  of  all  thofc  who 
have  read  cr  heard  of  thedifmal  and  devillifh 
cRcfls  of  the  Holy  League  in  Frme ,  by 
Papilis ;  of  the  Holy  Covenant  in  Scotknd  , 
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bv  Puritans ;  ami  of  tl;c  late  Solemn  League 
ami  COVENANT  in  Enghmi,  liy  Presbyteri¬ 
ans, 

As  for  tlie  fcaml.il  begotten  by  tlic  late 
Troubles,  and  Murder  of  the  late  King,  which 
fome  of  the  I{omijh  endeavour  to  throw  uiioii 
the  Engliji)  Religion;  it  is  fufliciently  known, 
that  not  one  perfon  that  was  a  known  Eavou- 
rcr ,  and  Pradifer  of  that  Religion  by  Law 
cllablilht  in  Eaghml,  was  cither  a  beginner  or 
niiive  profecutor  of  that  Rebellion,  or  any¬ 
way  an  Abettor  of  that  horrid  murther ; 
for  that  our  Religion  neither  gives  fucli 
Rules,  nor  ever  did  fet  fuch  examples;  nor 
iiulecd  can  that  be  truly  laid  to  be  an  Adi, 
either  of  the  Parliament  or  People  of  Exg- 
Ud,  but  only  cf  a  few  wretched  Mifereanrs , 
S  ons  of  Btliil,  that  had  no  fear  of  God  bcf>  re 
their  Eyes. 

About  the  year  iSjj  or  ifjf.  the  Church 
of  Enghtid,  as  well  as  the  ftate,  feemed  to  be 
in  her  full  Stature  of  Clory,  (hining  in  Tran- 
feendent  Empyreal  Lufirc  and  Purity  of  Evan¬ 
gelical  Truth :  her  Religious  Perlormanccs, 
her  Holy  Offices ,  ordered  and  regulated  a- 
greeable  to  the  expedient  of  liicli  Sacred  Ad'ti- 
ens;  herDifcipline  Models,  fuitable  to  the  A- 
poliolick  Form;  the  Set  aud  Suit  of  her  Holy 
Tribe  renowned  for  Piety  and  Learning;  and 
tliefe  all  in  fo  Super-eminent  a  Degree ,  that 
no  Church  on  this  fide  the  Apollclick ,  can 
hardly ,  or  ever  could  comrare  with  her  in 
any  one.  And  in  this  felicity  flic  might  pro¬ 
bably  have  continued .  had  flic  not  been  di- 
llurbed  by  a  Generation  of  Hypocritical ,  or 
at  Icall  blind  Zealots;  whofj  Prcdcccflbrs  in 
(ijiiecn  ElizMi's  time ,  began  to  oppofe  that 
excellent  begun  Reformation,  and  th.cn  to' 
C  4  contrive 
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contrive  tlic  alteration  of  Government ;  be- 
ginning  firii  very  low  at  Caiis  ami  Hoods , 
Surplices ,  and  Epifcopal  Habits  but  fhefc 
flew  higher,  proceeding  at  length  to  the  height 
of  all  impiety,  fubverted  even  Liturgy  ,  F.pii- 
copacy,  and  Monarchy  it  fclf ;  all  wliich  our 
mod  Gracious  King  ,  upon  his  ricHauration , 
liatli  moil  Wifely  and  Pioufly  rcliorcd ,  af¬ 
ter  the  example  of  that  good  King  NizA'A 
1  Chr.i^.z,^,  Since  wi  ich  ,  we  arc  able  to 
render  this  ;oyful  account  of  the  Religion  and 
Church  of  Eaglir.d,  z’iz.  That  there  is  notl'.iiig 
wanting  in  order  to  1-alvation  ;  We  have  the 
Word  of  God,  theFaitli  of  the  Apoliles,  the 
Creeds  tf  the  Primitive  Church,  the  Articles 
of  the  Four  Firfl  General  Councils,  a  Holy  Li¬ 
turgy,  Excellent  Prayers,  Due  Adminifiration 
of  Sacraments,  the  Ten  Commandments,  tlic 
Sermons  of  Chrid,  and  ail  the  Precepts  and 
Couiicels  of  the  Gofpel.  We  teach  Faitli  and 
Repentance,  and  the  neceflity  of  Good  Works, 
and  ftridlly  exaft  the  Rverity  of  a  Holy  Life. 
We  live  in  obedience  to  God,  ready  to  part 
with  all  for  His  fake;  we  honour  His  Moll 
Holy  Name;  Wcworlbip  Him  at  the  mention 
ofHisNamc;  We  confefs  His  Attributes;  We 
have  Places,  Times,  Perfons,  and  Revenues, 
tonfecrated  and  fet  apart  for  the  Service  and 
Woriliip  of  our  Great  God  ,  Creator  of  Hc.i- 
ven  and  Earth;  we  honour  His  Vicegerent  the 
King,  holding  it  damnable  to  ufe  any  otlicr 
Weapons  againft  him  or  his  Army  but  Pray¬ 
ers  and  Tears;  we  hold  a  charitable  refpeit 
tO'vard  all  Cbridians;  we  confefs  our  fins  to 
God ,  and  to  our  Brethren ,  whom  we  have 
offended ,  and  to  Gods  Miiiillcrs  the  Priclis , 
in  cafes  of  a  Scandal  or  of  a  troubled  Conlii- 
Cncc;  and  they  dulyabfolvc  the  Penitent  Soul- 
^Vc 
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Wc  liivcan  uninterrupted  Tuccc.Ton  of  Reve¬ 
rend,  Learned  and  Pious  Billiois ,  who  Ordain 
Pri.lh  and  Deacons.  Conllcrate  Churches, Con¬ 
firm  the  Baptized  at  a  due  age,  Blcfs  the  People,. 
Intercede  for  them ,  Vi'it  oft  their  refpedtive 
Diocefles,  taking  care  of  all  Churches,  that  they 
be  ferved  with  as  good  and  able  Pallors  as  the 
iVnill  maintenance  can  invite;  they  defend  tlic- 
Church  Liberties,  confer  Inilitutions,  inflift 
Ecclcliallical  Ccnlurcs,  difpence  in  certain  Ca¬ 
fes,  keep  Hofpitality  as  St.  Paul  admoniftieth ; 
and  Preach  as  oft  as  necelTity  rcqiiircth.  Ho- 
die  emmveque  Concionatorm  pmcitu  iiti  elim, 
veque  ir.fdelium  mihitudo  hoc  exi^ere  viditiir , 
For  now  neither  that  fcarcity  of  Preachers 
which  was  aniongll  the  Primitive  Chriilians, 
nor  multitude  of  Heathens  which  dwelt  among 
them  doth  feem  to  require  it,  but  rather  that 
like  good  Pilots,  who  fitting  Hill  at  the  Helm, 
(while  others  labour  and  toyl  at  the  Ropes  and 
Sayles)  theyflioiild  make  it  their  whulc  bufi- 
nefs  i.by  confidering  the  Winds  and  Tides,  the 
Rocks  and  Shelves,  the  Scafons  and  Clini-itcs) 
that  the  Ship  may  keep  her  right  courfe,  and  be 
lafely  brought  toher  JefircdHavii;  for,  it  hath 
been  unluckily  obferved,  that  as  a  lliip  is  then  in 
mod  danger,  when  the  Pilot  (hall  quit  the 
Holme  to  pull  at  a  Rope  -,  fo  f  hofe  Diocclfes 
have  comiTivmly  b.cn  word  governed  ,  whole 
Biihops  have  been  moll  Lookilh,  and  moll  fre¬ 
quent  in  the  Pulpit. 

Even  fince  the  beginning  of  cur  Reformati¬ 
on,  thCK  arc  foniC  few  Families  in  fcvcral  parts 

of  Eaglaud,  have  perfilled  in  the  Rc.miJh  Reli¬ 
gion,  and  arcufually  called  Pafijis  from  Rifa, 
the  old  ulual  n.imc  of  the  Bilhop  of  I{ome.  A- 
gainlt  thcl'c  there  arc  divers  fevrre  Law's  Pill- 
in  force,  but  their  number  being  notcoijfidcia- 
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blc,  nor  their  Loyalty  of  later  years  queftiona. 
ble,  thofe  Laws  arc  more  rarely  put  in  executi¬ 
on,  beliclcs  the  Clemency  and  gentle  uiage  lliewn 
them  here,  begets  in  Homijh  States  and  Poten¬ 
tates  abroad,  the  like  gentle  treatment  of  their 
ProtcHant  Subjefts,  a.id  of  the  Englilh  living 
within  their  Dominions. 

As-for  thofe  other  Perfuafions ,  whofe  Pro* 
felTors  arc  commonly  called  Prefb^ierms ,  Indi- 
fenderits,  Jnduftijls,  ^i\ers,  Pifth-Momck)- 
Ali«,  Admim,  Ammm'ms,  Sahbm- 

rim,  rerfsBionifis,  Family  of  Love,  and  the  reft 
of  thole  Mulhrooms  of  Chrifliaitity,  as  moft  of 
chem  fprang  up  fuddenly  in  the  late  unhappy 
bight  of  Confufion,  fo  it  is  to  be  prefumed ,  that 
they  may  in  alliort  time,  vanifliin  this  blefled 
day  of  Order;  and  therefore  not  worthy  to  be 
deferibed  here  as  Religions  profelfcd  in  England : 
for,  as  the  State  of  England  doth  account  them 
no  other  Members  than  the  Fiidendaof  the  Na¬ 
tion,  and  arc  afliamed  of  them,  ubi  ca¬ 
tena  Membra  moventur  ad  arhitrim  hominis,  hac 
fola  tarn  turbida.inordinata  ac  efrenata funt  ut  frit¬ 
ter  contravoluntatem  commoveri  folent-,  fo  nei¬ 
ther  doth  the  Church  of  England  look  upon 
thofe  Profeftbrs  as  Sons  but  Baftards:  or  make 
an  account  of  any  other  intereftin  them  than  a 
wan  makes  of  thofe  Vermin  which  breed  out  of 
his  cxcremcntitious  fweat ,  or  thofe  Afearides 
which  come  fometimes  in  his  muft  uncleanly 
parts. 

Touching  tlic  Jew,  which  by  the  late  Ufur- 
per  were  admitted  it  London;  and  ftnee  continu¬ 
ed  by  the  bare  pcrmifllon  of  the  King,  and  fuf- 
fered  to  hire  a  Private  Houfc,  wherein  to  hold 
their  Synagog  ie ;  they  arc  not  coDlidcrable,cither 
for  Numb  r.making  not  above  joijr40  Families 
norfor  their  wealth  or  abilities,  being  for  the 

moftpartPoorandlgnora-.t.  As 
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As  fomc  years  before  the  late  Troubles,  no 
People  of  any  Kingdom  in  the  World  enjoyed 
more  (ireedom  from  ShieryitiiTixes,  lb  gene¬ 
rally,  none  were  freer  from  evil  tempers  and . 
humours,  none  more  </rJ0Hi/y  Heligious, 
obedient  totheLms,  truly  Loyil  to  the  lo¬ 
vingly  hofpiuble  to  Neighbors,  ambitioujiy  civil  to 
Strangers,  or  more  liberally  charitable  to  thi 
Needy. 

No  Kingdom  could  fliew  a  more  w/M«t,  pru¬ 
dent  Nobility,  z  more  Learned  Pious  Clergy,  or  a 
more  contented  Loyal  Commonalty,. 

The  were  generally  honeft,  the  if'ives 
and  IVomen  challe  and  modeft ,  Parents  loving. 
Children  Obedient,  Husbandshind,  Majiersgentie, 
and  Servants  faithful. 

In  a  word,  the  Englip  were  then,  according 
to  their  Native  Tempers ,  the  bell  Neighbours, 
boR  Friends,  bell  JiiijeHr, and  the  bzRLbripam 
in  the  World. 

Good  Nature  was  a  thing  fo  peculiar  to  the 
£ nglip  Nation,  and  fo  appropriated  by  Almighty 
God  to  them  (as  a  Great  Perfon  obfcrv.d)  that 
it  cannot  well  be  Tranflated  into  another  Lan¬ 
guage,  or  pradlifed  by  any  other  People. 

Amongll  thefe  excellent  Tempers ,  amongfl 
the  goodly  Wheat ,  whilfl  Men  flept ,  the  Ene¬ 
my  came  and  fowed  Tares,  there  fprangup  of 
later  years  a  fort  of  People  furore,  ftilkn ,  fuf- 
picious  ,  querulous ,  cenforious ,  peeviflt ,  envio:-.:, 
refervtd ,  narrow-hearted,  clcff-ffled,  felf-ccn- 
ceited ,  ignorant,  jlijj-necfed.  Children  of  Belial, 
(according  to  the  genuine  fignification  of  the 
word)  ever  jirone  to  defpife  Dominion,  to  fpe.i':, 
evil  of  Dignities ,  to  gain -fay-Order,  l{iile,  aud 
rluthority ;  who  have  accounted  it  their  honor 
to  contend  with  Ifings  and  Governors,  and  to 
dijquiet  the  Peace  tf  whom  no  .!►- 
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fens,  no  ckmincy  could  ever  oblige,  neither 
Oat/’Jor  Vrmifes  bind,  breathing  nothing  but 
feiiim  and  uhmnks  againlt  the  cliabliilit  Gc- 
vernment,  alpiring  without  mcaliirc,  ruilir.g 
■without  rcafon, and  making  their  own  v>ili  fin- 
cies  the  Square  and  Rule  of  their  Cor.fciences-, 
hating,  dclpifing,  or  difrcfpediingihe  Nobility, 
Gentry,  and  Superiour  Clergy,  &c, 

Thde  lurking  in  all  quarters  of  EngUtid,  had, 
at  length,  withtheir  peftilential  breath,  infeift- 
ed^lbme  of  thereorfe  Nmrjl,  and  viorfe  Nur¬ 
tur'd  Gentry  ,  divers  of  the  inferiour  Clergy, 
moll  of  the  Tndefmen,  and  very  many  of  the 
Feafmry ;  and  prevailed  fo  far,  as  not  only  to 
fpoil  the  bell  governed  State,  and  to  mine  the 
purcil  and  mol!  flourilhiug  Church  in  Ckrijien- 
dome,  but  alfo  to  corrupt  the  minds,  the  hu¬ 
mours,  and  very  wwrei  of  fo  many  Englijhi  that 
notwithlianding  the  late  happy  Rcllauration 
of  the  King  and  Biihops ,  the  inceffant  joynt 
endeavors  and  lludies  of  all  our  Governors  to 
reduce  this  people  to  their  prifiine  happincls, 
yet  no  man  now  living  can  reafonably  hope  to 
lee  in  this  time  the  like  blelTed  dayes  again , 
without  a  tranfplantation  of  all  thofe  Sons  of 
telkl  ( as  King  ^arttes  in  his  grave  Tcllamcnt 
to  his ‘on  did  intimate)  without  an  utter  ex¬ 
tirpation  of  thofe  Tares,  which  yet  the  Cle¬ 
mency  and  Mcckncis  of  th'C  Protclhint  Religi¬ 
on  feems  to  forbid ;  nnlcfs  they  are  fuch  who 
believe  thcmfclves  obliged  in  Confcicncc  to 
take  all  opportunities,  eccafions  and  advantages 
to  extirpate  and  d  Hoy  the  prefent  Church 
Government  by  Lawedablilbt  in' Engl und,  and 
in  purfuance  of  the  fame  to  venture  their 
Uve;  and  Eflatcs,  and  conllantly  to  (ontinue 
in  that  belief  all  the  dayes  of  their  Lives  ;agaiiift 
all  oppolition  whatfutver ,  as  the  V/ords  of 
theit 
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their  SOLEMN  LEAGUE  and  COVE¬ 
NANT  arc.  To  fuclt  no  Prince  nor  Poten¬ 
tate  in  Eiirofcwill  ever  imUilge,  lo  farasto  liif- 
fer  them  to  breathe  tlic  lame  Air  with  them : 
And  vet  liicli  is  the  Mercy  of  our  ( .racious  Ling, 
and  tiic  Lenity  of  oiir  Reverend  Bilhops.and  of 
our  two  Houfes  of  Parliament,  that  they  thought 
fit  hitlicrto  not  to  banilli  any  one  pcrfoii  for  cn- 
tringintothat  IMPlOUs  COVENANT, 
not  to  exclude  any  ofthem  from  any  Office  of 
Church  or  State,  who  have  been  willing  to  Ab-. 
jure  the  fame. 

The  Nobility  and  chief  Gentry  of  Exg'ind, 
have  been  even  by  Hrangers  compared  to  the 
fined  flower ,  but  the  lower  fort  of  common 
people  to  the  courfejl  bran ;  the  innate  good 
nature,  joyned  with  the  liberal  education  and 
converic  with  Strangers  in  Forreign  Coun¬ 
treys  ,  render  thofc  exceeding  civil ;  whereas 
the  wealth,  infolence ,  and  pride  of  thefc,  and 
the  rare  converic  with  flrangers ,  have  i  cn- 
dred  them  fo  diflallcful ,  not  only  to  the  few 
Strangers  who  frequent  England ,  but  tven  to 
their  own  Gentry .  that  they  could  fometimes 
wiffi,  that  either  the  Countrey  were  Icfs  plen¬ 
tiful,  or  that  the  Tmpofitions  were  heavier; 
for,  by  rcafon  of  the  great  abundance  of  Hq^h 
zmlEifi.Ccrx.Ziatkr.mol,  &c.  which  the  Soyl 
of  its  own  bounty,  with  little  labor,  doth  pro¬ 
duce,  the  Peafants  at  their  cafe,  and  almofl  for¬ 
getting  labour,  grow  rich,  and  hereby  fo 
proud ,  infol -nt ,  and  carelcfs ,  that  they  nei¬ 
ther  give  that  humble  refpeft  and  awful  reve¬ 
rence,  which  in  other  Kingdoms !‘  ufually  given 
to  Nobility,  Gentry,  ar.d  Clergy,  nor  arc  they 
fo  indulirious ,  or  lb  skilful  in  Manufablures,  as 
fomc  of  our  Neighbor-Nations ;  fo  that  in 
England  it  is  no  Paradox  to  affirm ,  that  as  too 
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mucli  indiguncy  in  tlic  inferior  fort  of  People 
cl.ith  defrefs  the  fpirits,  and  dull  tlic  minds  of 
thein,  lo  too  fletitifiil  and  nmon  a  fortune, 
caufeth  in  them  a  lazhefs  and  lefs  iudujlry  3  that 
State  commonly  enjoying  molt  peice  and  order 
and  /’apfi«c/'i,tvliereeitlier  the  moderate  barer- 
wr/xoftlK  Coimtrey,  or  mat  of  sroiind,  or  mul¬ 
titude  of  /mpoJJs  fas  in  Jdollaud)  do  neceditate 
the  common  people  to  be  indtillrious  in  their 
Callings,  and  fo  to  mind  their  own,  as  not  to 
tlilinrb  the  State  and  Church  affairs. 

Moreover,  of  the  Erglijl),  cfpccially  of  the 
Pcafantry,  it  hath  been  formerly  and  unhappi¬ 
ly  obferved,  that  then  it  is  happiejl  with  them, 
when  they  arc  fomewliat  prefled  in  a  complain¬ 
ing  condition,  according  to  that  old  Rhiming 
Ycrfe, 

d{ujiica  setts  eji  optima  fietis  pejfima  ri- 
dens, 

Tl)c  EtisIiJI)  Common  people  antientlywerc, 
and  at  this  day  arc  very  apt  to  hearken  to  Ero- 
pbefies ,  and  to  create  Vrodigies ;  and  then  to 
interpret  them  according  to  their  osvn  extra¬ 
vagant  conceits ;  to  invent  and  then  maintain 
any  the  moll  prodigious  Opinions  and  i'cncts 
in  Divinity;  fome  of  the  inferior  fort  of  late 
holding  abominable  opinions,  unworthy  cveu 
of  Men,  and  fuch  as  in  no  age  was  ever  broaclit 
before. 

The  ErglijI)  National  rices  were  anticntly 
Gluttony ,  and  the  cfTcfts  thereof  Lafeivioufnejs 
(when  they  made  four  Meals  in  a  day,  and  moft 
cxcclfive  feajhng,  with  great  plenty  of  frwei 
li'ine)  when  Worn  n  of  profepd  hcontiner.cy 
were  permitted  to  profer  their  Bcdics  to  all 
Comers,  in  certain  places  called  Stem  or  Saves, 
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or  Billing  fIJcer,  brcaufc  men  were  wont  to 
Bithe  tlicmlclves  there  (  as  Ihll  mother  Conn- 
treys)  before  tlicy  addreft  themfclvM  o/m-. 

I  ms  Ms.  But,  immediately  before  the  late 

kllion  ( that  unhappy  fountain,  from  whence 
is  evidently  derived  whatfoever  is  almolt  now 
lamifs  in  Church  or  State,  in  Court,  City,  or 
Countrey)  no  People,  unlcfs  perhaps  the  Jsigu 
TGirmns,  were  moremodcll  and  chalt,  m.ire 
true  to  the  Marriage-Bed ,  whereby  was  pro¬ 
duced  a  healthy,  llrong  Race,  fit  for  all  Arts  and 
'  Sciences,  fbr  /gricuhm,  for  Tmfjick.,  forlfhr 
and  Peace,  for  Kavigatm.zni  Plamtion,  &c.  ^ 
Another  EngUjh  Naiionaince was  Pride  in 
i^ppare/,  wherein  they  were  anciently  fo extra¬ 
vagant  and  foolilh,fo  fuperfluous  and  obfccnc, 
that  divers  JMiiiter  b  fore  our  J^eformtmin 
Kelkion,  and  Homiliss  fmcc,  have  been  made 
apinft  that  excels;  and  an  Englilh  Man  was 
wont  to  be  pidhared  naked  with  a  pair  of  Tay 
lots  Sheers  in  his  hand,  a  piece  of  Cloth  under 
hisarm,andVerfc5amicxt,  intimating,  that  he 
knew  not  what  falhioii  of  Clothes  to  have. 

Excejs  of  Drinhjisg  was  anciently  more  rare  i;i 
England,  as  appears  by  an  old  Poet, 


Ecce  Britannorummos  efl  laudabilis  ij}e, 
Vt  bibat  arbistio  pociija  guifitie  fuo. 


The  Danes  in  the  time  of  King  Edgar  M 
brought  it  in ,  but  it  was  afterward  banilht 
hence,  fo  that  we  find  no  antient  Statute  nnee 
the  Conqueft  againft  k ;  for  though  the  Statutes 
heretofore  made  againft  Ex-cefs  in  Afparel  and 
Pjetasc  antient,  yet  thofe  againft  Dtunhpnnels 
are  but  of  late  date.  . 

As  the  Eng’.ip  returning  from  the  Wars  in 
•the^o/yiiiBif.  brought  home  the  foul  difeafeof 
Leprofe,  now  almoil  cxtindl  here,  though  not 
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yet  in  onr  Neighbouring  Coiintrcys:  fo  in  our 
Fathers  clays  th;£*5//]i)  returningfrom  the  Icr- 
Viccintlic  HetkrUnis,  brought  with  them  the 
foul  Vice  of  Dmkemtfs,  as  bcfidcs  other  Tc- 
liimonies,  the  Term  of  Cmus,  from  Gar  mz, 
M  out,  learnt  of  the  high-Dmh  there,  in  the 
fame  lervice;  fo  iiiufe,  &c.  This  Vice  of  late 
was  more ,  though  at  prclent  fo  much ,  that 
feme  jicrfons ,  and  thofc  of  quality ,  may  not 
falclybe  vilited  in  an  afternoon,  without  run¬ 
ning  the  hazard  of  cxcelllve  drinking  of  A'ca/tir, 
(whereby,  in  a  lliort  time,  twice  as  much  Liquor 
isconfunied  asbytheiJ«/cA,whofip  and  prate) 
and  in  fome  places  it  is  clleemcd  a  piece  of  wit 
to  make  a  Man  drunk;  for  which  purpofc, 
fome  fnilliKS  injlpid  Trencher  Buffoon  isalwayes 
at  hand. 

However ,  it  may  be  truly  affirmed ,  that  at 
prefent  there  is  generally  lefsExcefs  in  Orir\-  [ 
ing  (efpecially  about  London,  (ince  the  ufe  of 
Coffee)  lefs  Ex'cefs  in  but  princijrally  in 
jippdrel  than  heretofore;  infomuch,  that  the 
poor  Tradefman  is  much  pincht  thereby;  for, 
as  it  is  expedient  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
Common-wealth ,  that  divers  umxceJJ'ar)  and  /«- 
perfiuous  Commodities  (hould  be  allowed,  asTu- 
bacco,  Coffee,  Spices,  Sugars,  Baiftns,  Si\s,  Fine 
linnen,  &c.  fo  feme  lels  hurtful  exceffes  (as  in 
./Apparel,  Diet,  Building,J{ich  Furniture  of  Hott- 
fes.  Hangings,  Beds,  Plate,  fewels.  Coaches,  Lac- 
jHOJ.&  c.)  muff  either  be  connived  at,  or  much 
of  all  the  Money  of  the  Nation  mull  lie  dead  and 
unimployed  (as  now  it  dotli  in  the  pivate,  ful- 
len  ,  difeontented ,  niggardly ,  Non-Conformijis 
hand)  and  TraJcfnien  mull  either  llarvc  oroc 
fullained  by  Alms. 
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von\  Bitserii,  bnt  alfo  by  I{oi.  Tdrl.  p  £i. j.N'. 

5?.  is  now  rarely  pradtif.-d  amonglt  Enslf,  al- 
thoiigh  fom-.  times  difeovered  amongll/bVw  in 
Ergknd,  and  then  puniOit  by  Death  without  any 
rcmiliion.  . 

JmpojfomcnU,  fo  ordinarily  in  ;u/y,arc  lo  aao- 
niinabl'e  amongll  Erglijli,  as  i  H,  S.it  w  as  made 
Higli  Treafon ,  tlu.iigli  (ince  repealed  ;  after 
■which,  the  punillimcnt  for  it  w  as  to  be  pet  alive 
into  a  Caldron  of  Water,  ard  there  boyled  to 
death  :  at  prefent  it  is  Pclony  without  b  netit 
of  Clergy. 

Subbkg  in  ^Ks/afiiisninch  more  feldom  than 
in  /taly, the  EKgliJh  being  ealie  to  be  rccontilcd,to 
pardon  and  remit  offences,  not  apt  to  feek  He- 
Ycngc  j  the  true  well  bred  EugliHi  have  more  of 
inclination  to  goednefs,  which  the  Greeks  cal¬ 
led  rhilixihropU,  than  other  Nations;  the  No¬ 
bility  and  well-bred  Gentry  delighting  to  be 
gratious  and  courteous  withftrangers;  compaf- 
fionatetotbe  afflidled,  and  grateful  toBenefa- 
flors,  when  their  Purlc  or  Ellatc,  not  diverted 
by  other  extravagant  expcnccs,  will  give  them 
leave  to  remember  them. 

DuelUrtg ,  fo  common  heretofore,  is  now  al- 
maff  laid  afide  here  as  well  as  in  Ermc, 

The  Er.glifi),  according  to  the  Climte,  arc  of 
a  middle  temper.  The  Kotihern  Smtnixe ,  and 
the  Southern  MercurUI  temper  meeting  in  their 
Conllitutions,  render  them  i^ganiiout  and  ailive, 
yet  Jblid and  perfeverirg,  which  notirifht  under  a 
fuitablc  liberty,  infpircs  a  courage  and 
kfiing. 

Their  hg^miity  will  not  allow  them  to  be 
excellent  at  the  Chejt,  but  fubjctl  in  that  point 
rather  to  take  than  give,  and  fuppofing  others 
a;  npcn-hcarted  asthemlilv  s,  arc  many  times 
in  Treaties  ovir-mattlit  by  them,  wliom  they 
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ovcr-niarclit  in  Jms  anti  true  yahf:  wliich 
hatli  been  very  eminent  in  all  Ages ,  anti  al- 
moft  in  all  Lands  and  Seas  too  of  the  whole 
World. 

The  Englifh,  fince  the  Reformation,  arefo 
much  given  to  Literature,  that  all  forts  are  ge¬ 
nerally  the  mol!  knowing  people  in  the  World. 
They  have  been  fo  much  a  ldidtcd  to  Writing, 
and  cfpccially  in  their  own  Language,  and  with 
fo  much  licence  or  connivance,  tliat  according  to 
the  obfervation  of  a  Learned  Man,  there  have 
been,  during  our  late  Troubles  and  Confufions, 
mre  good,  and  more  bad  printed  and  pub- 
lilnctl  in  the  Englilli  Tongue,  than  in  all  thcvul- 
gar  Languages  in  Eiirofe. 

For  Iblidity  ofMattcr,  for  elegancy  of  Style 
anti  Method  in  their  Sermons,  Comedies,  I{omin- 
ces;  asalfo  in  their  Books  of  Divinity,  Philojb- 
tk/>  Phyfek,  Hiftory,  andalloth  r  folid  Learn¬ 
ing,  no  Nation  hath  furnalT.d  the  Engiijh,  and 
ftw  ctiuall’d  them. 

The  Englijl),  cfpccially  the  Gentry,  arc  fo 
much  given  to  Prodigality,  Sports,  and  Pa- 
jtimes,  that  Ellatcs  arc  oftner  fpent  and  fold , 
than  in  any  other  Countrey :  They  think  it  a 
piece  of  frugality  beneath  a  Gentleman  to  Bar¬ 
gain  before-hand,  or  to  Count  afterward,  for 
w  hat  they  cat  in  any  place,  though  the  rate  be 
moft  unrcafonablc ;  whereby  it  conies  to  pals, 
thotCooks.f'intners,  Inn  keepers,  and  fuchmean 
Fellows,  enrich  themfclvcs,  and  b  gger  and  in- 
fult  over  the  Gentry.  In  a  word,  by  tbeir  pro¬ 
digality  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  not  only  thofe, 
hut  Tailors,  Danckg-Mafiers ,  and  fuch  Tri- 
pkg  fellows,  arrive  to  that  Riches  and  Pride, 
as  to  ride  in  their  Coaches ,  keep  their  Sum- 
mer-Houfes ,  to  be  ferved  in  Plate ,  an 
infolcncc 
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infokncc  iiifupportable  in  other  wcll-govcrn’cl 
Nations. 

Bccaufc  the  fcveral  PunilTimcnts  inflifted  Puiijlmeitt 
fjrfcvtral  crimes,  arc  different  in  mofi  Coun-  of  Cnmi- 
treys;  and  tliofe  of  Er.gUni  much  different  wir, 
fromthoie  of  all  other  Countreys;  a  brief  ac¬ 
count  of  them,  may  probably  not  be  unaccepta¬ 
ble,  to  Forreigners  efpecialh’. 

All  Crim.s  in  Er.gUnf  that  touch  the  life  of 
a  Man,  are  either  JHgh-Tnufon,  J’rily-Trca/oM, 
or  Felony.  Although  Ionic  A'/gh-Trcj/ciiJ  arc 
much  more  heinous  and  odious  than  others :  yet 
the  punillimcnt  by  Law  is  the  fame  far  all  li  rts 
(except  for  Coyning  of  Money)  and  that  is, 

Tliat  die  Traitor  laid  upon  a  Hurdle  or  Sledge, 
he  drawn  to  the  Gallows,  there  hanged  by  the 
Keek,  prcfcntly  cut  clown  alive,  his  entrails  to 
be  fiiddenly  pulled  cut  of  his  Rclly ,  and  burnt 
before  the  face  of  the  Criminal,  then  his  Head 
to  be  cut  off,  his  Body  to  be  divided  into  four 
parts;  and  laftly,  that  the  Head  and  Body  be 
hung  up,  or  impaled  where  the  King  (hall  com¬ 
mand. 

Bcfidcs  all  this,  he  (hall  forfeit  all  his  Lands 
and  Goods  whatfoever,  his  Wife  (hall  lofc  her 
Dower,  his  Children  their  Nobility,  and  all 
their  right  of  inheriting  him.  or  any  other  An- 
ccllor:  Our  Law  thinking  it  moft  rcafonablc , 
that  he  who  endeavoured  to  dellroy  the  King, 
the  breath  of  our  Nollrils,  and  thereby  to  rend 
the  Ma^clly  of  Government ;  his  Body,  Lands, 

Gcods,  and  I’odcrity,  (hould  be  rent,  torn,  and 
d  Itroycd.  For  Coyning  of  Money,  though  ad¬ 
judged  FJigh-Tretfon  ,  the  punifhment  having 
been  on  dy  Drawing  and  Hanging,  before  the 
Statutcof : 5  Ed.  3.  it  remains  foftilL 
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Vith-Ttiifon ,  is  either  wlicn  a  Scrant  kil. 
Icth  hisMa!Kr  orMillrils,  or  a  Wife  killctli  licr 
Husband :  or  a  Clcrgy-man  his  Prelate .  to 
vhom  he  oweth  obcdi'cncc;  and  for  tliis  crime 
the  I’miillimcni  is  to  be  drawn  (as  before  )  and 
to  be  hanged  by  the  Neck,  till  he  be  dead.'  The 
piiniilinicnt  for  a  Woman  convifted  High- 
Treafin,  or  Vetit-Tre^on,  is  all  one ;  and  that  is, 
to  bedrawnand  burnt  alive. 

Fe'.o>:ifs ,  arc  all  other  capital  Crimes ,  for 
which  anticiitlv  there  were  leveral  ibrtsofPii- 
ninimcnts,tillAt».i.  or.  ained,  that  the  Pii- 
nifhnicnts  for  be  to  be  heJiit’- 

cd  by  the  Kcik  till  they  b  ■  dead. 

But  if  a  Peer  of  the  Realm  commit 
Treafott,  Petit-Tredon,  or  Fdon},  although  his 
Judgment  be  the  fame  with  that  of  common 
perfuns :  yet  the  King  dotli  iifually  extend  fo 
much  favour  to  fuch ,  as  to  caufe  them  cnely 
to  be  liehcadcd  with  an  Ax,  upon  a  Block  !y- 
?ng  on  the  ground ,  and  not  as  in  all  other 
Countreys,  by  a  Sword,  kneeling  or  flanii- 
mg. 

If  a  Criminal  Indiflcd  of  Tetit-Trafon  or 
Felon]!,  refufeth  toanfwcr,  or  to  put  himfeif 
upon  a  Legal  Tryal;  then  for  fuel)  Handing 
Mute,  and  Contumacy ,  he  is  prcfcntly  to  un¬ 
dergo  that  horrible  punilhmcnf,  called  Paine 
Jorte  dure ;  that  is ,  to  be  fent  back  to  the 
Prifon  from  whence  he  came,  and  there  laid  in 
fomc  low  dark  Room,  upon  the  bare  ground, 
on  his  back,  all  naked  befid-s  his  Privy  parts, 
his  Arms  and  Legs  drawn  with  Cords,  fallcn- 
cd  to  the  fcvcral  quarters  of  the  room;  then 
lhall  be  laid  upon  his  Body,  Iron  and  '^tone , 
fo  much  as  he  may  bear,  or  nv  re ;  the  next 
day  he  lhall  have  three  Morfcls  of  Barley 
Bread  without  Drink  j  and  ih;  third  day  lhall 
have 
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luvc  Drink  of  thcV/atcr,  next  tothePrifon- 
(loor,  extept  it  be  Rur.ning  Water ,  without 
lireaJ,  and  tliii  iliall  be  his  Diet  till  lie  dyc. 
Which  grievous  kind  of  death,  fou.e  llout  fel¬ 
lows  have  fometimes  cliolcn,  that  lO  not  being 
tried  and  convicted  of  tlicir  Crimeo,  their  t- 
ftiites  may  not  be  forfeited  to  the  King ,  but 
defeend  to  tlieir  Children ;  nor  their  Blood 
lliincd. 

Bur,  in  cafe  of  Jiigh-Tretfon,  though  the  Cri¬ 
minal  Hand  Mure,  yet  Judgment  ihall  be  given 
againil  I'.im,  a^  he  had  been  convicted,  and  his 
Iritate  cuuhlcat  d. 

After  Beheading  or  Hanging,  the  Criminals 
fric.-.ds  uiujlly  interr  the  Body  decently,  where 
iheypleale  ;  oncly  if  the  Crime  be  very  enor¬ 
mous,  as  for  murdering  and  Robbing  any  per- 
I'on ,  then  by  Order  is  the  Criminal  ufually 
liang.d  by  the  Ncek,  rill  he  be  dead,  and  after- 
w.!rd5  hanged  in  Chains  till  the  Body  rot;  and 
i.i  fome  ta^cs  his  right  hand  is  firftcutoff,  and 
then  hanged. 

In  all  fuch  Feloxiis,  where  the  Eaitf.t  of  Cler¬ 
gy  is  allowed  (as  it  is  in  many)  there  the  Cri¬ 
minal  is  to  he  mark'd  with  a  hot  Iron,  with  a 
T.  orM,  for  Thief  or  Min-fljyer,  on  the  left 
Handi  and  wanJring  Rogues  are  to  be  burnt  on 
the  Shoulder  with  aiiR. 

Anticntly,  in  tlic  time  of  tlce  S^xott  Chriflijn 
Kings,  ami  fometime  aft.r  the  coming  of  the 
A'«r/;ua  .ungs,  Men  were  rarely  put  to  death 
I'or  any  Crime,  but  cither  paid  grievous  Fines, 
or  for  the  more  cnormnib  Crimes,  to  lolc  their 
Eyes ,  or  their  Tcfticlcs  and  fo  remaining  li¬ 
ving  Monume  'ts  of  tlicir  impieties,  a .  puniih- 
ments  far  woi.e  than  death;  which,  among 
Cliriilins,  is  believed  to  be  but  a  p-vliige ,  for 
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all  truly  penitent,  from  this  life  to  a  far  better, 
and  fo  ni,  r  ■  a  ilcwaid  than  a  Punilhment. 

For  Petit  Urcem ,  or  fniall  Theft, thit  is  of  the 
value  of  u  d.  or  Under,  I '  c  punilhment  antient- 
ly.was  lomciiiiics  by  k  fs  a  an  Ear,  fometima 
by  Cudfjclling  bu'  lintc  Edw  onely  by 
Whipping  ;  but  if  fuch  Petit  Thief  be  foun.i  by 
the  Jury,  to  have  red  for  the  lame,  he  forfcitctli 
all  his  Goods. 

Perjiir},  by  bearing  falfc  Witnefs  upon  Oath, 
is  punilh’d  with  the  Fiilory,  called  CoUijhigi- 
tm,  burnt  in  the  Forehead  with  a  P.  his  Trees 
growing  upon  his  ground,  to  be  rooted  up,  and 
Ills  Goods  confifeated. 

Forgery,  Cheating,  Libelling,  Falfe  Weights,  and 
Measures ,  forefltUing  the  Mirhet ,  Ojjences  in 
Bakjng  and  5rcn’)i!g,arc commonly  punilh’d  with 
Handing  in  the  Pillory,  and  fometimes  to  have 
one  or  both  Ears  nailed  to  the  Pillory,  and  cut 
off,  or  there  bored  through  the  Tongue,  w  ith  a 
hot  Iron. 

The  pnnifhmcnt  for  Mijpifm  of  High-Trei- 
fon,  that  is,  for  ntgleiffing,  or  concealing  it,  is 
forfeiture  of  the  Profits  of  his  Lands  during 
life,  and  of  all  Gootls,  and  alfo  imprifonment  for 

For  Strikjng  in  the  Ifjng's  Court,  tvhereby 
Shod  isdraton,  the  puniflimcnt  is,  that  the  Cri¬ 
minal  lhall  have  his  right  Hand  firucken  off, 
in  mod  fad  and  folcmn  manner ;  as  more  at 
large  may  befeen,  in  the  Chapter  of  the  King's 

Court, 

For  ilriking  in  Wejlminjler-Hall  vrhM  the 
Courts  of  Jullicc  are  fitting,  is  imprilbnmcut 
during  life,  and  forfeiture  of  all  his  Kfiatc. 

For  one  found  in  a  Premunire  ,  that  is,  one 
who  incurrs  the  fame  punilhment  which  was  in- 
flifled  on  thofe  who  traiifgrcffcd  the  Statute 
of 
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0^16  EJch.i.  Citf.f.  commonly  called  tlie  Sta¬ 
tute  of  Pramim/rc, corruptly,  as  forae  think,from 
the  Writ  J’ummre,  for  Vrxmme  fjcus,  Cs’e. 
for  fuch  an  one,  the  punilhment  is  forfeiture  of 
all  his  Ellate,  to  be  put  out  of  the  King’s  Pro* 
tedtion,  and  imprifonmenc  during  the  King’s 
plealure. 

The  puniflimcnt  of  Petit  furors  attainted  of 
giving  a  Verdict  contrary  to  Evidence,  \\  ittingly, 
is  fevere  anti  terrible ;  they  arc  condemned  to 
lofc  the  Franchifeor  Freedom  of  the  Law;  that 
is,  bee  )me  infamous,  and  of  no  credit,  uncapa- 
blc  of  being  a  Witnefs,  or  of  a  Jury  ;  their 
Houfes,  lands,  and  Goods,  (hall  be  feized  into 
the  King’s  hands,  their  Floufcs  pulled  dowiijtheir 
Meadows  ploughed  up,  their  Trees  rooted  up,  all 
their  Lands  laid  walle,  and  their  Bodies  impri- 
foned. 

The  like  punilhment  is  alfo  for  thofc  who 
(hall  confpirc  tolndidl  an  Innocent  ftlfly,  arid 
malicioufly  of  Felony. 

AnyMan  or  Woman  convifted  inthcBIlhops 
Court  of  Here  fie,  is  to  be  delivered  over  to  the 
Secular  Power,  and  to  be  burnt  alive. 

Felo  de /?,  that  is,  one,  who  wittingly  killeth 
himfelf,  is  to  be  buried  oot  of  Ckijuin  Buriul, 
with  a  (lake driven  through  the  Corps,  and  to 
forfeit  his  Goods. 

Drunkards,  Vagabonds,  C?r.  arc  puniihed  by 
fetting  their  legs  in  the  Stocks  for  certain 
hours. 

Scolding  If'omen  arc  to  be  fet  mttTrekchet, 
commonly  called  a  Cuckjngfiool,  perhaps  front 
the  French  Copine,  and  the  German  StuI,  the 
Suems  Chit,  placed  over  fomc  deep  water,  in¬ 
to  which  they  are  let  down,  and  plunged  under 
water  thrice,  to  cool  their  cholcr  and  licat- 

Other 
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as  their  Blood )  a  mixture  chiefly  of  tl'.e  old 
Sixon  (a  Ditkd  of  the  T eutonick.)  and  the  old 
MrmM  (a  DUle^  of  the  Trench)  not  without 
fomc  favour  of  the  Btitnins,  R^mw,  and  Dir.es 
Languages. 

The  Romms  pofTefling  Enghnd,  caufed  their 
Tongue,  the  Lithe  once,  to  be  generally  ufed 
ill  this  Country. 

The  Sixons  fuccceding ,  introduced  their 
Lmguige ,  whcrelbcvcr  they  feated  tliem- 
fclves. 

The  Normms  afterwards  getting  polTefllon  of 
Trghni,  caufed  the  Normm  or  French  Tongue 
to  be  learnt  at  School,  by  the  Sixons,  and  for 
a  long  time,  had  all  Lms ,  PteidirgSt  Sermons, 
&c.  in  French. 

The  Lithe  Tongue  at  prefent  is  made  ufe  of 
ill  Com- Rolls,  Records,  Frocejfes  of  Courts,  in 
Chirters,  Commijftons,  Patents,  IPrits,  Sonds,!iHtl 
fomc  Stittitesiic  flill  kept  in  that  Language.

The  Etalijh  that  feed  not  over  liberally,

entice  them)  nor  drink  much  Wine,  but  content 
thcmfelvcs  with  fmall  ylle  or  Sider,  (but  efpe- 
cially  the  latter)  arc  obferved  to  be  much  more 
heM}/,  and  hi  longer  lived,  than  any  of  our 
Neighbouring  Nations. 

Since  the  late  Rebellion,  England  hath  a- 
boundedin  variety  of  Drinks  (as  it  did  lately  in 
variety  of  Religions)  above  any  Nation  in  Eu¬ 
rope.  Eelidcs  all  forts  of  the  bell  wines  from 
Spain,  France,  Italy,  Germany,  Grecia-,  there  arc 
fold  in  London,  above  10  forts  of  other  Z)rwi(f, 
zs  Brandy,  Coffee,  Chocolate,  Tee,  Aromatic\j 
Mum,  Sider,  Perry,  Beer ,  Ale,  many  forts  of 
Ales,  very  different,  as  Cock^  Stepony,  .Stich- 
back,  Hull,  North-Dom,  Sambidge,  Betony,  Scur- 
vy-grfas,  Sage-Ale,  icc.  a  piece  of  Wantonnefs, 
whereof  none  of  our  Anceflors  were  ever 
guilty. 

Foi  AppareLoi  Clothing,  the  French  Mode  Attire, 
hath  been  gciferally  ufed  in  England  of  late 
years;  In  the  time  of  Qiicen  Elizabeth,  fome- 
times  the  High-Smeh,  fomctinies  the  Spanijh, 
and  fometimes  the  Turkjjh  and  Aforijeo  Habits 
wcic  by  the  worn  in  Er^UrJ,  when 
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the  Women  wore  Poulins,  with  render.!  Ced- 
fieces  on  the  Breij},  lull  of  Tj^s  and  Cult; 
moreover,  C.ilhgujeoxs,  rurdirsales,  and 
irgs  of  divers  colours ;  but  liiice  th.e  Refiau- 
Tation  of  the  King ,  now  Reigning,  ne¬ 

ver  faw  ,  for  matter  of  muring  Jppjrel ,  Icfs 
prodigality,  and  more  modelty  in  Clothes 
more  plainntfs  and  conidincls,  than  aiTK^gll 
her  Nobilitv,  Gentry,  and  fuperiour  Clergy; 
only  the  citizens,  the  Country  People,  and 
the  Servants,  appear  clothed  for  the  moll  part 
above,  and  beyond  their  Qitalitics  Ellatcs,  or 
Conditions ,  and  far  more  gay  than  that  fort 
of  People  was  wont  to  be  heretofore.  Since 
our  laft  breach  with  rrme ,  the  EngliJI)  Men 
(though  not  the  Women)  have  quitted  the 
rrench  Mode ,  and  taken  a  grave  Wear,  much 
acerrding  with  the  Oriental  Nations;  but  that 
is  now  left ,  and  the  French  Mode  again  taken 
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Tor  variety  of  Pivertifemnts,  Jfortiand  J(f- 
cremxs,  no  Nation  doth  excel  the  EnsUp- 
The  King  hath  abroad,  his  Forep,  Chjfes, 
and  Parlst,  full  of  variety  of  Game;  tor  Hunt¬ 
ing  and  fat/w  iJeer,  Coxer,  Otters;  //awt.- 
ine,  his  FuddcckrCourfes,  Horje-lluces ,  iSc.  and 
at  home.  Tennis,  Pelmel ,  Bifur d.  Enter ludes. 
Sills ,  Billets ,  Maks ,  Ctfe.  The  Nobility  and 
Gentry  have  their  Firks ,  if'iirrens ,  Decoys, 
nddock-Courfes,  Porfe-Sices,  Puntings,  Cotir- 
fmg,  Fiping,  Forv  ing,  Pitvkjeg,  Setting-Pegs, 
Tumbers,  Lurchers,  Puckehunting,  Cock  fighting, 
Guns  for  Binding, Loro-Bells,  Sit-Fowling,  sing¬ 
ling,  Pets,  Tennis,  Bonling,  Billiirds,  Tibles, 
Chefs,  Draughts,  Cruds,  Dice,  Catches,  ^efii- 
ons,  Ptirpofes ,  Stage-Plays,  Masks,  Balls ,  Din¬ 
ting,  Singing,  all  forts  of  Mu/al  hpumenu. 
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'dc.  Tlic  Citizens  and  Pcafaiits  liavc ,  I-Iini- 
BdU,  I'oot-BiU,  Skjttks,  or  Nhm-Pm,  Skovel- 
Bodrd,  Stow- Bill,  Gojje,  Trol-Midms,  Cudgels, 
Bcir-b.mr.g,BuU-bmr.^,  Bow nnd  Arrow, Thovi- 

It  Cocks,  Shittkcock,  Bowlins,  ditwits,  Uap-_ 
ins,  Wrtftlirs ,  Bitching  the  Bir ,  and  /[inging  of 
Bells ,  a  Kccrcation  ufed  in  no  other  Country 
of  the  World. 

Amongll  thefe,  Cockrfghmg  feems  to  all  Fo¬ 
reigners  too  childilhand  iinfuitablc  for  the  Gen¬ 
try;  and  for  the  Common  People,  Bitll-bihing 
and  Bedr-biiting  feem  too  cruel and  for  the 
Ciiizens,  Foot-Bdil,  ajid  Throwhg  at  Cocks, 
very  uncivil ,  rude ,  and  barbarous  within  the 
City. 

Nomkd  qttdfi  Noumint,  Nantes  were  firft  im-  EngliJI) 
pofed  upon  Men  for  diftinifion  fake  by  the  ATum-'j. 
^ews,  at  their  C ircitmcijson ,  by  the  at 

the  ninth  day  after  their  Birth,  and  by  the  e  hri- 
fiidiis  at  the  Bdptifm;  of  which  fignification  for 
the  moll  part  tliat  might  denote  the  future  good 
hope,  or  goodwilhes  ofl’drents  towards  their 
Children. 

The  EngUP  Names  of  Bdptifm  are  generally 
either  Sdxon,  as  Jiphert,  }{ickdrd,  Jienrp,  IPil- 
lidtn,  Edwdrd,  Edmund,  Edwin,  Gilbert,  fVjl- 
ter,  Zeonurd,  dc.  which  arc  all  very  (ignifica- 
tive  ;  or  elfc  out  of  the  Old  and  New  Tejld- 
mext,  as  Abrnhum,  IfddC,  fdcob,  ^ohn,  Tkorms, 

^dmes ,  dc.  Or  fometimes  the  Mothers  Sir- 
name,  and  rarely  two  Chriltian  Names,  which 
yet  is  ufual  in  other  Countries ,  cfpccially  in 
Germdxy. 

Names  fuper-added  to  the  Chrillian  Names  sirnunt.’s. 
the  Ereneb  call  Sirnumes,  (i  c.)  ftiper  Nomind. 

The  Hebrews,  Greeks,  and  molt  other  anti- 
ent  Nations,  had  no  Sirnames  fixt  to  their  Fa¬ 
milies,  as  in  thefe  days,  but  counted  thus,  for 
D  3  example 
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example  among  thc/ffiremi,  Mekki  Stn  MJi,  ■ 
Mdi  Ben  CtStm,  &c.  So  the  Britiins,  Hugh  nf 
Own,  Own  tp  Rjxfe.  So  the  hip,  Neal  mac 
Con,  Con  mac  Dermoti,  &c. 

As  Clirillian  Names  were  firft  given  for  di- 
flinftion  of  Perfons,  fo  Surnames  for  diliinfli- 
on  of  Families. 

About  Anno  looo.  the  French  Nation  began 
to  take  Surnames  with  de  prefixt  of  a  place, 
and  le  prefixt  for  Ibme  other  qualifications;  as 
at  this  (lay  is  their  ulual  manner.  The  Englip 
alfo  took  to  thcmfelves  Surnames,  but  not  ge¬ 
nerally  by  the  common  People,  till  the  Reign 
«f  Fdmard  the  Firft. 

Great  Offices  of  Honour  have  brought  divers 
Surnames,  is  Edward  Fitz-Theohald,  being  long 
ago  made  Butler  of  Ireland ,  the  Duke  of  Or¬ 
mond  and  his  Ancertors  defeended  from  him, 
took  the  Surname  of  Butler ;  fo  John  Count 
Tan^uerville  of  Normindj ,  being  made  Cham¬ 
berlain  to  the  King  uf  England,  above  400  years 
ago,  his  Defeendents  of  Sherbon-Ci^lle  in  Ox- 
fordpire,  and  of  Prefibury  in  Glocejlerjhire,  bear 
ftill  the  fame  Coat  of  Arms ,  by  the  name  of 
Chamberlain. 

At  firft,  for  Surnames ,  the  Englip  Gentry 
took  the  name  of  their  Birth-place,  or  Habita¬ 
tion,  as  Tbomu  of  Ajlon,  or  Eaft-Town ,  fohn 
kF Sutton,  or  South-Town-,  and  as  they  altered 
their  Habitation,  fo  they  altered  their  Surname. 
After,  when  they  became  Lords  of  places,  they 
called  thcmfelves  Thomat  Ajlon  of  Ajlon,  fohn 
Sutton  of  Sutton. 

The  Saxon  common  People  for  Surnames, 
added  their  Fathers  Name  with  Son  at  the  end 
thereof,  as  Thomu  fehnfon,  Robert  Ejehardjon. 
They  alfo  oft  took  their  Fathers  Nick-name, 
w  Abbreviation  with  addition  of  r;  as  Gibs, 
the 
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the  Nick-namc  or  Abbreviation  ofGHberhHoks 
of  ^bert,  Nicks  of  Nicboltn,  Sm  of  Birtbolo’ 
mv>,  Sim  of  Smtiei,  Hodges  of  J^oger;  and 
fhcncc  allb  Gthforiy  h'ohfottf  Nicksorty  Bsitjotiy 
Simpfon,  Hodfon ,  and  Huubi4on  ,  Many 
alfo  were  furnamed  from  their  Trade,  as  Smith, 
Joyner,  Weaver.,  Walker,  that  is.  Fuller  in  Old. 
Englidi;  and  Goff,  that  is,  Snitbin  We’cb,  Cr. 
Or  from  their  Offices,  as  Forter,  Steward,  Shep- 
bejrd,  Carter,  Spencer,  that  is.  Steward,  Cook., 
Butler,  Kjmp,  that  is  in  Old  Englilh,  Soldier :  or 
from  their  place  of  abode,  asVttderwood,  Vn- 
de/bill-,  zKo  Atwood,  Atwell,  AibiU-,  which  three 
lad,  are  (hrunk  into  Woods,  Wells,  Hills ;  Or  from 
their  Colour  or  Complexion,  as  Fairfax ,  that 
is.  Fair  Locks-,  Bigot,  that  is,  Jfecb.W;  Blur.t, 
or  Blurtd,  that  is,  Flaxen  Hair ;  fo  from  Birds, 
as  Arundel,  that  is.  Swallow  ;  Corbet,  that  is, 
lUven ,  Wren,  Finch ,  Woodcock.,  Clc.  lo  from 
Beads,  as  Lar^,  Fox,  Moyle,  that  is.  Mule. 

The  Normans,  at  their  firft  coming  into  Eng¬ 
land,  brought  Surnames  for  many  of  their  Gen¬ 
try,  witlJeprcfixt,  as  the  French  Gentry  doth 
.generally  at  this  day,  and  their  Chrillian  Names 
‘•were  generally  Germs;  they  being  originally 
defeended  from  Norway,  inhabited  by  Germans.. 
And  feme  for  about  zoo  years  after  the  Con- 
(jueft,  took  for  Surnames  their  Fathers  Cliriftiau 
Name,  with  Fitz,  or  Fils  prefixt,  as  Egbert  Fitz- 
William,  Henry  Fitz-  Gerard;  which  is  as  much  as 
WiUioMfon,  Cerardfon,  tfc. 

The  Britains,  or  Wellh  more  lately  refined,  did 
not  take  Surnames  till  of  late  years,  and  that 
for  the  mod  part  only  by  leaving  out  tf  in  4p,  and 
annexing  the  p  to  their  Fathers  Chridian  Name; 
as  in  dead  of  Evan  ap  J{ice,  now  Evan  Price 
fo  in  dead  of  ap  Howel,  Vowel ;  ap  Hughe,  Vugbe ; 
tp  ^gers,  Vrogers,  Ci.e.

the  other  obferved  by  thofc  ftill  under  the 
Yoke ,  is  called  the  Nan  Style,  or  Grego- 
lUn  Account  i  and  is  (by  reafon  of  the  aforclaid 
ten  days  taken  away)  ten  days  before  ours,  for 
the  beginning  of  Months,  and  for  all  fixt  Felli- 
rals,  but  various  for  all  moveable  Pcafc. 

Sifier,  and  the  other  moveable  Fcafls  in  Sng-

Tmfii),  is  always  the  firll  Tuefddy  after  the  firft 
New  Moon  after  fdnuity,  and  the  Sunity  fol* 
lowinp,  K^tdr^cftm,  and  the  lixth  Sunday 
after  ts  £ajler-ddy,  and  the  fifth  Sunday  after 
Sailer  is  Jfdgaiiw  Sunday ;  and  the  Thutfday 
following,  being  40  days  after  the  JlefurrelH- 
in ,  ts  Ajeenjion  day ;  Ten  days  after  which ,  or 
TO  days  after  Ealler,  L  Pentecojl,  or  Whitjunday, 
and  the  Sunday  following  is  Trkity-Sundayt  which 
Computation  of  the  Church  of  England,  agrees 
with  all  the  Eaftern  Chrillian  Churches ;  for 
they  and  we  find  Eafter  by  the  Rules  which 
were  generally  received  by  all  Chrillendom, 
Ann,y}i.  and  ever  fince,  till  1581.  itwas  alter- 
€d  by  the  Pope,  as  aforefaid.  Yet  cannot  it  be 
denied ,  but  that  this  old  Computation  is  be- 
come  erroneous  5  for  by  our  Rules,  two  Sailers 
will  be  obferved  in  one  year,  asintheyeart6(S7.

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But  to  reduce  all  to  the  fame  order,  as  it  was 
at  the  Birth  of  Chrill,  that  <b  the  Annunciation 
or  Conception  of  our  Saviour,  may  be  at  the 
rertidl  Equinox,  liis  Nativity  at  the  Winter  Sol- 
fticc,  and  St  fohn  his  Fore-runner  at  the  Sum¬ 
mer  Solllice,  as  it  ought  to  be,  maycafily  beef- 
fetled,  ifHisMajcflyplcafcdto  command,  that 
from  this  year  1 6yi.  forward,  there  may  be  o- 
mitted  I  j  Leap-years;  that  is.  let  there  be  no 
more  Dies  htemkres,  for  the  next  6o  years  to 
come ,  but  that  every  year  may  confiftof  3<iy 
days  only,for  thereby  would  the  year  be  brougltt 
back  jult  II  days,  1 1  hours,  6  minutes,  and  8  fc-- 
conds;  forthe  ycarconflllingof3^J  days.j  hours, 

minutes,  and  i6  feconds,  every  fourth  year 
putting  in  a  whole  day,  or  14  hours, there  is  put 
in  too  much  by  41  minutes,  and  ^6  feconds, 
which  by  41 8  Leap-years  now  fince  Chrills 
Birth,  have  thrull  back  our  year  julh  1  days,  i‘i 
hours,  6  minutes,  and  8  feconds. 

Mvcxt-Sunditj  hath  a  peculiar  Rule ,  and  is 
always  the  fourth  Sutida)  before  CfcrijJmat-ZJa/, 
or  the  neared  Sundt}  to  St.  Andreres-Dt),  whe*  • 
tlicr  before  or  after. 

The  year  in  Etiglittid,  according  to  the  Cy 
cks  of  the  Suit  and  Moon ,  and  according  to 
Almmks  begins  on  the  firll  of  January ;  but 
the  Eus^ijh  Church  and  State  begins  the  year 
from  the  day  of  Cbritts  hemutm,  vk.on  the 
j  5  th  of  Afarrii,  whicn  isalfo  obferved  in  Jfawj 
yet  the  Portuguefe  (as  in  divers  Countries  in 
Africa)  begin  their  year  on  tlieigthof  Augufl, 
the  yinetiaus  on  the  firft  of  March,  according 
to  the  £pa3 ;  the  Gtechns  on  the  longed  day, 
as  the  old  Romans  did  on  the  fhorteft  day ; 
which  two  lad  fccm.to  have  mod  rcafon ,  as 
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ning  juft  at  the  Periodicul  clay  of  the  Suns  return. 

The  Ntturiil  day  conlifting  of  14  hours,  is  be- 
gun  in  Englitid,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  the 
i'gypiMws  audautient  at  midnight,  and 

counted  by  u  liours  to  mid-day,  and  again  by 
It  hours  to  next  midnight ;  whereas  in  My, 
ithmU.PoUnd,  and  lome  other  Countries,  their 
account  is  from  Sun-f.tting  by  14  of  the  dock, 
to  the  next  Sun-lctting;  and  at  Normherg,  and 
Winmbergh  in  Gerpmy,  according  to  the  old 
Mylomti  account,  they  begin  at  the  fiift  hour 
after  Suu-rifing,  to  count  one  of  the  Clock,  and 
fo  again  at  thefirft  hour  after  Sun-fetting.  But 
Jjhonmirs  accommodating  their  Calculations 
to  the  moll  noble  time  of  the  day,  begin  their 
account  from  Noon  to  Noon,  as  do  Hill  the 
Arab'ms  and  fome  other. 

There  was  a  time  when  thofc  Names  of  Num- 
her  amongft  all  civiliz’d  Nations  w  ere  unknown 
to  them  .  and  probably  they  then  applyed  the 
Fingers  of  one,  and  fometimes  of  both  Hands  to 
'  things,  whereof  they  defired  to  keep  account, 
( as  is  yet  do  e  among  the  illiterate  Ir.dim ) 
and  thence  it  may  be  that  the  Numril  Words 
arc  but  Ten  in  any  Nation,  and  in  fome  Nations 
but  five;  and  then  they  begin  again,  as  after 
Peem,  Vndecem,  Piwdecem,  Cfe. 

The  IJebrem  and  the  Greeks  in  ftcad  of  Nit- 
Keral  Words  ufed  the  Letters  of  their  Jlfbii- 
bets,  beginning  again  after  the  tenth  Letter. 

The  Litines  made  ufc  only  of  feven  of  their 
Cttital  Letters ;  viz. 

M  D  C  L  X  V 1 ,  all  comprehended 
in  this  Figure ,  and  all  made  ufc  of 
f  jC  )  in  the  fame  order,  in  the  fatal  year

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turc  it  might  be  exfedient,  crpecially  for  the 
londoncrs  to  count  thus,  (x)  VI.  i«7i-QC,VlI.

CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  Government «/ ENGLAND 
in  general. 

OF  Go-jcr*»ic»ii  there  can  be  but  Three 
IQnds,  for  cither  One,  or  More,  or  All, 
mull  have  the  Sovereign  Power  of  a  Nation. 
If  One,  then  it  is  a  Monarchy ;  If  A/«rc,  (that  is, 
an  AlTcmbly  of  choice  Perfons)  then  it  is  Ari- 
jhcracy.  If  All ,  (that  is,  the  AJJembly  of  the 
Feople)  then  it  is  a  Democracy. 

Of  all  Governments,  the  Monarchical,  as  ipoft 
icfembling  the  Divinity,  and  ncarcll  approach¬ 
ing  to  FerfeSion ,  ( Unity  being  the  Perfedion 
of  all  things)  hath  ever  been  dicemed  the  moll 
excellent.

Tor  the  Tranfgrejfions  of  a  Land,  many  are  the 
Trinces  or  Filers  thereof ,  Prov.iS.:. 

Of  Monarchies ,  fume  arc  Defpotical,  where 
the 
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the  Subjcfts  like  Femnts ,  are  at  the  Arbitra¬ 
ry  Power  and  Will  of  their  Sovereign ,  .as  the 
Turks  and  Burburim.  Others  Poliiicul  or  Pu- 
ternd,  where  the  Subjefts  like  Children  under 
a  Father,  are  governed  by  equal  and  . jullLaws, 
confented  and  fworn  unto  by  the  King ;  as  is 
done  by  all  Chriftian  Princes  at  their  Corona¬ 
tions. 

Of  PMrttal  Monarchies ,  feme  arc  Heredi- 
ury,  where  the  Crown  defeends  cither  only  to 
Heirs  Male,  as  in  Prmce  hath  been  long  pratli- 
fed ;  or  to  the  next  of  Blood,  as  in  Spin,  Eng- 
hni ,  Ctff.  Others  EleSive ,  where ,  upon  the 
death  of  every  Prince,  w  ithout  rcfpefl  had  to 
their  Heirs  or  next  of  Blood ,  another  by  So¬ 
lemn  Elcftion  is  appointed  to  fuccced ,  as  in 
Pokxd  and  Hungtry,  and  till  of  late  in  Dtnmxrk^ 
and  Bokmu. 

Of  Hereditary'  Piternil  Monarchies  ,  fomc 
arc  dependent,  and  holdcn  of  earthly  Poten¬ 
tates  ,  and  arc  obliged  to  do  homage  for  the 
fame ;  as  the  Kingdoms  of  Smknd  (though  this 
be  ffiflydenied  by  Scotch  Writers)  and  of  Mtn, 
that  held  in  Capte  of  the  Crown  of  Erghrd, 
and  the  Kingdom  of  Kt^ks  ,  holdcn  of  the 
Pope;  others  independent,  holdcn  only  of  Go<l, 
acknowledging  no  Supreme  Superiour  upon 
Earth. 

EngkrJ  is  an  Heredikry,  Puterual  Momthy, 
governed  by  one  Supreme  hdt^tndtra  and  Vu- 
dtpofibk  Hud,  according  to  the  known  Laws 
and  Cuftoms  of  the  K  iiigdom. 

It  is  a  free  Monarchy,  challenging  above  ma¬ 
ny  other  Eurofun  Kingdoms,  a  freedom  from 
all  fubjeflion  to  the  Emperour,  or  Laws  of  the 
Empire;  for  that  theJ^owaa  Empmurs  obtain¬ 
ing  anticntly  the  Dominion  of  this  Land  by 
force  of  Arms,  and  afterwards  abandoning  the 
fame^ 
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famCj  the  Right  by  the  Law  of  Nations  return¬ 
ing  to  their  former  Owners  fro  dtreliSo,  3sCi- 
viliMS  fpeak. 

It  is  a  Monarchy  free  from  all  manner  of  fub- 
jeftion  from  the  bilhop  of  ,  and  thereby 
from  divers  inconveniences  and  burdens,  under 
which  the  neighbouring  Kingdoms  groan  :  as 
Affeals  to  I{ome  in  fiindry  Ecclejiipictl  Suits, 
Trovijions  and  Viffeitjatioris,  on  fcveral  cafes  to 
be  procured  from  thence  ;  many  Tributes  and 
raxcf  paid  to  that  Bilhop,  C/r. 

It  is  a  Monmh]  free  from  all  hurregnum, 
and  with  it  from  many  mifehiefs  whcrcunto 
Eleifrive  Kingdoms  arclubjcft. 

Enghtti  is  fuch  a  Monarchy ,  as  that,  by  the 
nccelfary  fubordinatc  concurrence  of  the  Lords 
and  Commons  in  the  making  and  repealing  all 
Statutes  or  Afts  of  Parliament,  it  hath  the  main 
advantages  of  an  Arifiocncy,  and  ofiDemert- 
q,  and  yet  free  from  the  disadvantages  and  evils 
of  cither. 

It  is  fuch  a  Monarchy,  as  by  moft  admirable 
temperament  affords  very  much  to  the  Jxdujlr)/, 
Liberty,  and  Hiffinefs  of  the  Subjeft,  and  referves 
enough  for  the  Majefty  and  Prerogative  of  any 
King  that  will  own  his  People  as  Subjeils,  not 
as  Slaves. 

It  is  a  Kingdom,  that  of  all  the  Kingdoms  of 
the  World,  is  the  molt  like  the  Kingdom  of 
fefus  Cbrij},  whofe  yoke  is  calic,  whofe  burden 
is  light. 

It  is  a  Monarchy  that  without  Interruption 
hath  been  continued  almoft  looo  years,  (and 
till  of  late)  without  any  attempts  of  change 
of  that  Government :  fo  that  to  this  fort  of 
Government  the  Englilh  fetm  to  be  naturally 
inclined ,  and  therefore  during  the  late  iwie- 
verfuimSi  or  overturnings,  when  all  the  Art 
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that  the  Devil  or  Man  could  imagine  was  indu- 
llrioufly  made  ufe  of  to  change  this  Monarchy 
into  a  Democrticy,t\m  Kingdom  into  a  Common¬ 
wealth,  the  moft  and  the  beft  of  EnglilTi  Men, 
the  general  Spirit  and  Genius  of  tlic  Nation, 
(not  fo  much  the  Presbyterian  or  Royalill)  by 
mighty,  though  invifiblc,  influence,  concurred 
at  once  to  rcllorc  their  exiled  Sovereign,  and 
rc-cliablilh  that  ancient  Government.

Kme.  A"|' "  HE  K I N  G  is  fo  called  from  the  Saxon 
I  word  l{orar.g,  intimating  Power  and 
J  JQiowledge ,  wher-vsith  every  Sove¬ 
reign  fliould  cfpecially  be  invefted. 

Title.  The  Titk  anciently  of  the  Saxon  King  Ed¬ 
gar,  was,  /Inslorum  Pfdem  W  Dominu  auatuor 
Marim,  viz.  Th  •  Britijh,  German,  Irijh,  and 
Deucakdonian  Seas-,  and  fometimes  Anglorum 
Sa/ileus  omrimipie  \egum,  hftilarum,  Oceanipe, 
iritanniam  circumpcentii ,  cun^arutmjiie  Natio- 
num  qua  infra  earn  incladnntur,  Itnferaior  (Jf  Pa- 
snixM. 
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The  Modern  Title  more  modell,  is,  Dei  Gu- 
tii,  of  ScotUni  ItMce  and  Irelm, 

Kins,  Dehnier  of  the  Ftith. 

The  King  isonly  Dei  Gutk  fimply,  (/.Olrom 
the'favoiir  of  none  but  God;  and  the  Archbi- 
(hop  and  Bifliops,  to  whom  that  Title  is  given, 
mull  undcrlland,  Vd  Gntut  ^  »  or 
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Vefender  of  the  I'Mh,  was  anciently  ufed  by 
the  Kings  of  ErghrJ ,  as  appears  by  fcycral 
Charters  granted  to  the Ihiiverfity  cf  Oxford-, 
but  in  the  year  1511.  more  aifixt  by  z  Bull 
from  Pope  Leo  the  Tenth,  for  a  Book  written 
by  flenry  the  Eiglith  againll  Luther,  in  defence 
of  fome  points  of  the  Romiih  Religion ;  but 
(ince  continued  by  Act  of  Parliament  for  dc- 
fenc  of  the  Mier.t.  Cmholick.,  and  Jpopltcil 

rrimoeenitM  Ecckfx  belongs  to  the  Kings  of 
EnsUnd,  bccaufe  their  PredeccITor  iMcm  ww 
the  firll  King  in  the  World  that  embraced  Chn- 


itiamty. 

ChrijliMiJfmui  was  by  the  LuterM  Couml  un¬ 
der  Pope  fuliui. the  Second ,  conferred  on  the 
Kings  of  EnsUnd,  in  the  fifth  year  of  ffenry  the 
Eighth ,  though  before  itfed  by  DeKry  the  Se¬ 
venth,  and  (iiicc  only  by  the  French  King.  _ 

The  Title  of  Grjce  was  firll  given  to  theKing 
about  the  time  of  Henry  the  Fourth,  to  Henry  the 
Sixth ;  Excellent  Grace ,  to  Edward  the  Fourth ; 
Hich  and  Mishty  Prince,  to  Henry  the  Eighth: 
firll  Hishnefs,  then  Maiejly ;  and  now  Sacred  Ma¬ 
yfly,  after  thcciillom  ofthcEallcrnEmp.’rours, 
that  ufed  /ty-ix.  Ktf 

The  King  of  England  in  his  Piiblick  Inuru- 
ments  and  Letters ,  liilcs  Flimfelf  Hos ,  We,  m 
the  Plural  Number.  Before  King  Jote’s  time, 
Kings  ufed  the  Singular  Number ;  which  cii- 
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ftom  is  rtill  fccn  in  the  end  of  VVrits.  Telle  m- 
ipfo  afui  WeJI. 

In  fpeaking  to  the  King  is  ufed  often  (befidcs 
Tour  MajeJIp)  Spr,  fromCp-,  in  the  Greek  Kif, 
an  Abbreviation  of  Ki/p(0  and .  tl,,  •  ,  Pomhiti, 
much  ufed  to  the  Greek  Emperours ;  but  Sjr  or 
Dmine  is  now  in  Engkni  become  the  ordinary 
word  to  all  of  better  rank,  even  from  the  King 
to  the  Gentleman.  It  was  antientlv  in  Enghrti 
given  to  Lords,  afterwards  to  Knights ,  and  to 
Clergy-men, prefixt  before  thcirChrillian  names; 
now  in  that  manner  only  to  Bmuu  and  Kjighs 
of  the  Bitb ,  and  IQiigbts  Batchelors ;  yet  in 
Trance,  Sjr,  or  Sjre,  is  referved  only  for  rticir 
King. 

About  the  time  that  our  Saviour  lived  on 
Earth,  there  was  a  jewifh  Seft,  whofe  Ring¬ 
leader  was  one  ^udts  of  Galilee,  mentioned 
Ms  f.  37.  that  would' not  give  this  Title  of 
Sir  or  Dmirsm  to  any  man  ;  affirming  that  it 
was  proper  only  to  God,  and  flood  (not  un¬ 
like  our  new  Fanatitks,  called  ^at^ers)  fo  per- 
verlly  for  fuch  Nominal  Liberty,  (being  in 
other  points  mecr  Pharifees)  that  no  penalties 
could  force  them  to  give  this  Honorary 
Title  to  any  man ,  no  not  to  the  Emperour  : 
Vtividere  ejl  apiid  Jofepbm  C?  alios.  Sedboc 
obiter. 


Arms  are  Enfigns  of  Honour  horn  in  a  Shield 
for  diilindlion  of  Families ,  and  dcfccndablc  as 
hereditary  to  Pollcrityj  but  were  not  fixed  gc- 
neraliy  in  England  not  Prance ,  till  after  the 
V/ars  in  the  Ifoly- Land,  about  .joo  years  ago, 
unlefs  it  were  in  the  Kings  of  Europe. 

The  Saxon  Kings  before  the  Conqueft  bare 
adzure  a  Crofs  Pormy  between  fow  Martlets  Or. 

Afterward  the  Kings  Reigning  in  Eng-

After  theConqueft  the  Kings  of  KngUtidbzrc 
two  Leomds,  born  firft  by  the  Conquerour  as 
Duke  or  Hormndy ,  till  the  time  of  Henry  the 
Second,  who  in  rijiht  of  his  Mother  annext  her 
Paternal  Cost,  the  Lyon  of  A^uiuine,  which  be¬ 
ing  of  the  lame  field.  Meal,  and  formwith  the 
Leopirds,  from  thenceforw  ard  they  were  jointly 
Marlballcd  in  one  Shield,  and  Blizened  3  Lyons, 
as  at  prefent. 

King  Edmrd  the  Third,  in  right  of  his  Mo¬ 
ther,  claiming  the  Crown  of  frjnce,  with  the 
Arms  of  EngUnd  quartered  the  Arms  of  fnnee, 
which  then  were  Azure,  Seny  f lower -deluces 
On  afterwards  changed  to  three  Flower-de- 
luces  ;  whereupon  Henry  the  Fifth  of  England 
caufed  the  Englifi  Arms  to  be  changed  likewife : 

King  upon  the  Union  of  England  and 
Scotland,  caufed  the  Arms  of  France  and  Eng¬ 
land  to  be  quartered  with  Scotland  and  Ireland, 
and  are  thus  blazoned. 

The  King  of  England  beareth  for  his  Sove¬ 
reign  Enfigns  Armorial,  as  followeth. 

In  the  hrrt  Azure,  3  Flower-de-luces  Or ; 
or  the  J{egil  Arms  of  France,  quartered  with  the 
Imperitl  Enligns  of  England  ,  which  arc  Gules 
three  Lyons  Psjfant  Gardant  in  Pale  Or,  In  the 
ll'cond  place,  within  a  double  Trejfure  counter- 
fiowred  de  lie  Or,  a  Lyon  J{ampant  Gules,  for  the 
J{oyal  Arms  of  Scotland.  In  the  third  place. 
Azure,  an  hip  Harp  Or,  Jlringed  Argent,  Ibr 
the  J(oyal  Enligns  of  Ireland.  In  the  fourth 
place  as  in  the  firft.  All  within  the  Gar¬ 
ter  ,  the  chief  Enfign  of  that  moft  Honourable 
Order ;  above  the  fame  an  Helmet,  anfwerable 
to  His  Majeftics  Sovereign  Jurifdiftion  ;  upon 
the  fame  a  rich  Mantle  of  Cloth  of  Gold  doub¬ 
led 
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Id  Emin,  aclomcc!  witii  an  Imperial  Crown,  ’ 
and  furmounted  for  a  CrcK  by  a  L^on  Pnffm 
Gariini.  Ortrard  with  the  like;  liipported  by  a 
Lyor.  l{dmpr.t  G,irhr.l  Or,  CroreneJ  as  the  former, 
and  an  Vr.iorn  Argm  Gorge.i,  with  a  Crown, 
thereto  aChainaffixt,  palling  between  his  fore¬ 
legs,  and  reflex’d  over  his  back  <>r ;  both  Hand¬ 
ing  upon  a  Compartment  placed  underneath, and 
in  the  Table  of  the  Compartment  HisMajellict 
Royal  Mono,  Dim  [5  mon  Droit, 

The  Supporters  ufed  before  the  Union  of 
Ergkrti  and  Scotland ,  were  the  Dragon  and 
Lym. 

The  Arms  of  France  placed  firfl,  for  that  France 
is  the  greater  Kingdom ,  and  becaufe  from  the 
firll  bearing ,  thofe  Flomers  have  been  always 
Enjigns  of  a  Kingdom;  whereas  the  Arms  of 
England  w  ere  originally  of  Dukedoms  as  afore- 
faid,  and  probably  becaufe  thereby  the  French 
might  be  the  more  ealily  induced  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  Englijh  Title, 

The  Motto  upon  the  Garter ,  ffoni  foit  qu\ 
ml }  fenfe ;  that  is ,  Shame  be  to  him  that  evil 
thereof  thkketh,  wasfirft  given  by  King  Edward 
the  Third,  theFounder  of  that  Order;  and  that 
none  might  believe  his  de/ign  therein  was  any 
other  than  juH  and  honourable,  he  caufed  thole 
words  to  be  wrought  in  every  Garter,  that  he 
bellowed;  whereof  more  in  the  Chapter  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Garter. 

The  Motto,  Dieu^  mon  Droit,  that  is.  God 
and  my  bright,  was  firll  given  by  Richard  the 
Firfl,  to  intimate,  that  the  King  of  England  hold- 
cth  bis  Empire  not  in  ValTallagc  of  any  mortal 
Man ,  but  of  God  only ;  and  afterward  taken 
up  by  Edward  the  Third,  w  hen  he  firll  claimed 
the  Kingdom  of  France,  The  devife  of  a  Fort- 
(iillis  of  a  Gallic,  yet  to  be  fecn  in  many  places,

Tl  c  anticiit  Vomhms  of  the  King?  of  Er.g-  Dommor 
hrJ,  were  tirll  Ensl^irJ,  and  all  the  So,  round 
about  Greji  Briui«  and  Iretind,  and  all  the  Ifles 
adjacent,  even  to  the  Shores  of  all  the  Ncigli- 
ho'iiring  Nations ;  and  oiir  Law  faith,  the  Sei 
is  of  the  Leigeir.ce  of  the  King,  as  well  as  the 
Land;  and,  as  a  mark  thereof,  all  Ships  of  Fo¬ 
reigners  have  antiently  demanded  leave  to  Filh, 
and  pal's  in  thef.  Seas ;  and  do  at  this  day  lower 
their  Topfjils  to  all  thcKings  thipsof  War ;  and 
t:  erefore  Children  born  upon  thofe  Seas  (as  it 
fometimes  hath  hapned)  are  accounted  natural 
born  .  ubjedts  of  the  King  of  ErgUnd,  and  need 
no  Naturalization  ,  as  others  born  out  of  his 
Dominions. 

To  Engiand, /Ferry  the  fird  annext  Normttdy, 
and /fanry  the  Second  IrehrJ,  being  ftilcd  only 
Lord  of  Iremd,  till  33  /?.3.  although  they  had 
all  Kingly  ]ari''diaion  before. 

Henry  the  Second  alfo  annext  the  Dukedoms 
of  Guien  and  Anym ,  the  Counties  of  I'oihlou, 

Tour  din,  and  Miyn\  SdjMnl  the  Firll  all  tCa/ar, 
and  Edvidrd  the  Third  the  Right ,  though  not 
though  not  the  poffelTion,  of  all  Frsnee. 

King  fdtnes  added  ScotUnd,  and  fince  that  time 
there  have  been  fuper-added  fundry  confiderable 
Plantations  in  Americt. 

The  Dominions  of  the  King  of  Engim,  ate 
■at  this  day  in  polfelfion  (belides  his  luft  Right 
and  Title  to  the  Kingdom  of  franca)  all  Eng- 
laud,  Scotland  anti  Mand,  three  Kingdoms  of 
large  extent,  with  all  the  Iflcs  about  it.  above 
forty  in  number,  Imall  and  great,  whcrcoi  fome 
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very  confidciabic ;  and  all  the  Seas  adjacent. 
Moreover,  the  Iflands  of  Jer/e;,  Cuerfy  Jl- 
dermy.  andJjrli^,  which  are  Pared  of  theDut- 
chy  of  NormrJy ;  bcfides  thofe  profitable  Plan¬ 
tations  of  Ncvi-Er.skt!d,  Firgink,  Surbjdos,  Ja- 
mict  Florida,  Bermudos,  iTetc- Netherlands,  with 
fcveral  other  Hies  and  Places  in  thofe  Quarters, 
and  fome  in  the  laJi-Jndies,  and  upon  the  Ccalt 
of  Jfiici  i  alfo  upon  the  North  parts  of  Ame¬ 
rica  oy  right  of  firll  tlilcovcry  to  Epotthtnd, 
Terr  a  Carter  ialit,  New-foiind-lMd,  and  to  G«m- 
m  in  the  South ,  the  King  of  ErgUnd  hath  a 
Legal  Right,  though  not  poffedion. 

.  .  Kins»"(2(amtheConqucrour  gcttingbyrlght 

Ustmony.  conqucll  all  the  Lands  of  England  (except 
Lands  belonging  to  the  Church ,  _  to  Monalte- 
ries  and  Religions  Houfes)  into  his  own  hands 
inPemefn,  as  Lawyers  fpeak ,  foon  bellowed 
among  his  Subjeas  a  great  part  thereof,  refer- 
ving  fome  Retribution  of  Rents,  or  Services, 
or  both ,  to  him  and  his  Heirs  Kings  of  Eng' 
land ;  which  refervation  is  now ,  as  it  was  be¬ 
fore  the  Conqucll,  called  the  Tenure  of  Lands  ; 
the  reft  he  referved  to  himfclf  in  pemejn,  cal¬ 
led  Corona  Regis  Dominica,  Domains,  and  Sa¬ 
cra  ratrimonia ,  Prtdium  Domini  E^gh  ,  D\h- 
Hum  Dominium,  cuy-anuUsa  eft  Juibor  n/Ji  De- 
ui  I  all  other  Lands  in  England  being  held  now 
of  fome  Suiieriour,  depend  mediately  or  im¬ 
mediately  on  the  Crown ;  but  the  Lands  pol- 
feft  by  the  Crown  being  held  of  none ,  can 
efeheat  to  none;  being  Sacred,  cannot  become 
Profane,  arc  orfhould  be  permanent  and  inali¬ 
enable.  And  yet  they  have  been  (by  Time, 
the  Gift  and  l  oiinty  of  our  Kings,  and  lomc 
Ncceditics  for  the  prefervatiou  of  the  Weal 
Publick)  much  aticaated.  However, 
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vet  Icfc,  or  was  lately,  almoft  in  ev-cry  County 
ifEn£lttiid,aForeJ},  a  Park.,  aCaftk,  or  Royal 
Palace  bch  nging  to  the  King  ;  and  in  divers 
Counties  there  arc  many  Fiiri^s,  Cijiks,  or 

PiUces,  and  forejir,  ftill  belonging  to  His  Ma- 
jclly,  for  to  receive  and  divert  Him,  when  he 
(hall  plcafe  in  his  Royal  ProgrelTcs  to  vifit  thofc 
parts .  A  Grandeur  not  to  be  parallell’d  per¬ 
haps  by  any  King  in  the  wliole  World. 

The  certain  Hevmuis  of  the  Kings  of  Er.g- 
knd,  were  anciently  greater  than  of  any  King 
in  Europe,  they  en|oying  in  Domains  and  Fce- 
Farm-Rcnts,  almoll  enough  to  difeharge  all  tlie 
ordinary  cxpcnccs  of  the  Crown,  without  any 
Tax  or  Impoll  upon  the  Subjefl. 

Upon  tlie  happy  Reflauration  of  our  prefent 
King,  the  Lords  and  Commons  AlTcmbled  in 
Parliament,  finding  the  Crown-Revenues  much 
alienated,  and  the  Crown-Charges  exceeding¬ 
ly  increaled,  by  reafonofthe  late  vaft  Augmen¬ 
tation  of  the  Revenues ,  and  llrength  by  Sea 
■and  Land,  of  our  two  next  Neighbour-Nations 
abroad  ,  and  of  the  many  Failious ,  Mutinous, 
and  Rebellious  Spirits  at  home  ,  did  unani- 
moiifly  conclude ,  that  for  the  Peace  and  Se¬ 
curity,  for  the  Wealth  and  Honour  of  the 
King  and  Kingdi  m ,  it  would  be  neceflary  to 
Settle  upon  Hts  Majclly  a  yearly  R-venue  of 
Twelve  hundred  thoufand  Pounds ;  and  accor¬ 
dingly,  with  the  Kings  confent,  at  the  humble 
requeii  of  the  Lords  and  Commons,  there  was 
Eftablilhed  by  Impofis,  upon  Imported  and 
Exported  Goods,  upon  Liquors  drank  in  Eug- 
hnd ,  and  upon  Fire-Hearths,  fo  much  as  was 
judged ,  would  bring  up  the  former  impaired 
Crown-R  ■venues  to  the  f.iid  fum.  Notwith- 
ftanding  which ,  the  whole  yearly  Revenues  of 
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the  King  of  }^r:glMd,  arc  not  above  tlic  twelfili 
part  of  the  Revenues  of  his  Kingdom;  where¬ 
as  thcKingoffriWce  hath  yearly  above  one  bun. 
fired  and  hfiy  Millions  of  Livres,  that  is,  above 
Eleven  Millions  of  Pounds  Sarlir.^ ,  and  above 
a  Fifth  part  of  the  whole  Revenues  of  FrMe. 
And  the  Publick  Revenues  of  the  Vtiited  Ne- 
iherlitids,  coming  all  out  of  the  Subjects  Pur- 
fes ,  arc  near  beven  Millions  of  Pounds  Ster- 
Ung. 

If  this  Revenue  of  our  King  be  truly  paid  to 
the  King,  an.l  brought  into  the  Kings  Exche¬ 
quer,  (that  great  Sea ,  whcrcinto  foniany  Ri¬ 
vers  and  Rivulets  empty  thcmfclvcs,  and  from 
whence  arc  exhaled  by  the  Sim ,  thofc  kind 
vapours  wherew  ith  it  watcretb  this  wliolc  Land, 
and  wlicreby  all  His  Majcllies  Land  and  Sea- 
Forces  (by  whefc  vigilance  we  Deep  quietly  in 
our  Reds)  arc  maintained ;  and  whereby  do 
fublilt  the  federal  Courts  of  the  King,  ard  Royal 
Family,  (by  which  the  Honour  and  Splendour 
of  this  Nation  is  preferved)  the  fcvcral  Am- 
balFa  lors  abroad.  Great  Officers  of  the  Crown, 
and  Judges  at  home  ,  J  If  this  Revenue 
be  truly  paid,  and  brought  into  the  Exchequer, 
it  is  fine ,  that  in  all  Uiircfe  there  is  no  one 
Trcalury,  that  withl.fs  deceit,  orlcfs  charge 
of  Officers,  proportionably ,  doth  rc-imburfc 
the  fame. 

It  was  complained  by  //.  4.  of  Fnr.ce,  Sue 
Ics  dejfeus  que  fui[o)m  lei  tlfickrs  de  I'  Ef- 
prgxe  mrMierit  i  pim  qiie  h  Tiille  ;  That  the 
Charges  of  the  Exchequcr-Olficc  exceeded  the 
Income  ;  and  that  there  were  then  Thirty 
thoufand  Officers  to  collcft  and  wait  on  the 
Revenues ;  whereas  there  cannot  be  any  other 
juff  complaint  in  Erghud ,  but  only  that  the 
nccclTary  Charges  of  the  Crown,  arc  of  late  lb 
great 
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great,  that  the  Kings  fctlul  Revenue  ejnnot 
defray  tlicm ;  and  yet  t(,o  many  of  his  Sub- 
jefls  grudge  to  liave  thofe  Revenues  augment¬ 
ed,  looking  upon  every  little  payment  through 
a  Miigr.if)ir.g-GUfs,  whereby  it  appears  a  great 
grievance,  and  nev;r  making  ufeof  thofe  Pro- 
(pellive-GhJIis ,  (Moral  and  Civil  Science) 
whereby  they  might  fee  a  far  off  the  Calami¬ 
ty,  that  is  coming  on  like  an  armed  man,  and 
cannot,  without  fuch  payments,  be  preven¬ 
ted. 

The  King  of  ErgUrd's  Revenues  were  never 
raifed  by  any  of  thole  fordid,  bafe  ways,  ufed  in 
other  Countries,  as  by  falc  of  Honours,  (iile  of 
Migilfracies,  fate  of  Offices  of  Jufticcand  Law, 
by  Merchandising,  by  a  general  Import  upon  all 
manner  of  ViiSluals  and  Clothes,  by  Puertos  fe¬ 
ed,  or  Import  upon  all  Goods,  at  the  entrance 
into  any  Inland  County,  or  Inland  City  ;  by 
Penrtons  from  Confederates ,  upon  pretence  of 
Proccdlion,  tjc. 

But  the  Revenues  of  the  King  of  EiigUtil 
confirt  either  in  Demefns ,  ( as  afore )  or  in 
Lands'  belonging  to  the  Principality  of  iPjIes,  > 
Dutchy  of  Cormsl,  and  Dutchy  of  Lncdjier, 
in  Tenths,  and  Firrt-Pruits ,  in  Reliefs,  Fines, 
Amercements,  and  Confifeations;  but  more  c- 
fpecially  of  late ,  in  tliofe  few  Imports  afore¬ 
mentioned. 

The  mighty  Power  of  tlie  King  of  Englad, 
before  the  Conjunirtion  of  Scot'niid,  and  total 
fubjedtion  of  Jrelitid ,  which  were  ufually  at 
enmity  with  him  ,  was  notorioufly  known  to 
the  \^'orld,  and  fufficientlyfelt  by  our  Neigh¬ 
bour-Nations.  What  his  Strength  hath  been 
(ince,  was  never  fully  tried  -by  King  James 
or  King  Chirks  the  Firlf,  their  Parliiunents' 
E  and 
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and  People,  laving  upon  all  occaficr.s  been  rc- 
fradory,  and  thwarting  thole  Good  Kings  dc- 
i'rgns:  but  now,  that  the  Parliaments  of  all  the 
three  Kingdoms  feem  to  vie,  which  fliall  more 
readily  comply  with  their  Sovereigns  Delircs 
and  Uciisns,  it  is  not  ealic  to  comprehend  what 
inightv  things  His  MajcHy  n  iw  Reigning  might 
attempt  and  efiedf.  Rut  let  him  be  coniidcred 
abflradllv ,  as  King  only  of  ErsUnd ,  which  is 
like  ahu’gc  Fortrefs,  or  Garifoned  Town,  fen¬ 
ced  ,  not  only  with  Krong  IVorks,  her  Port- 
Towns,  with  a  wiilc  and  deep  Ditch  the  Sea', 
but  guarded  alfo  with  excellent  Out-works, 
the  Ih-cng  ll  and  beft  built  hips  of  War  in  the 
World ;  then  fo  abundantly  furnifli’d  within 
with  Men  and  Horfc,  with  Viauals  and  Ammu¬ 
nition,  with  Clothes  and  Money,  that  if  all  the 
Potentates  of  Europe  (hould  confpire,  (which 
God  forbid)  they  could  hardly  dillrefs  it.  //er 
hme-bred  Wires  ire  [uijicient  to  mmuin  her,  mi 
noihirs  kc  her  home-bred  Wars  enough  to  dejtroj 

This  for  the  defenlive  (Ircngth  of  the  King 
of  ExeUtid-,  now  for  his  Oflcnfivc  Puiflancc. 
How  formidable  mull  he  be  to  the  World, 
when  they  (hall  undcrliand ,  that  the  King  of 
EnolMd  is  well  able,  whenever  he  is  willing, 
to  raife  of  EngUjh-Men,  Two  hundred  thou- 
land,  and  of  Erglijh  Horfc,  Fifty  ihou'and, 
(for  fo  many,  during  the  late  Rebellion,  were 
computed  to  be  in  Arms  on  both  lidcs )  yet 
(which  is  admirable)  fcarce  any  mifs  of  them 
in  any  Citv,  Town  or  Village;  and  when  they 
(hall  confiiler,  that  the  Valiant  and  Martial 
Spirit  of  the  Englijl) ,  their  natural  Agility  of 
Body,  their  patience,  hardinefs,  and  ftedfalt- 
I'.rfs  is  foch,  and  their  fear  of  death  fo  little, 
tliat  no  Neighbour-Nation,  uponcTual  Number 
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ami  Terms,  fcarcc  durft  ever  abide  Battel  with 
tiiem,  eitlicr  at  Sea ,  or  at  Land :  when  they 
fliall  conficler ,  tliat  for  tranfporting  of  an  Ar¬ 
my,  the  King  of  EttgUni  hath  at  command  iSo 
excellent  Ships  of  War  ;  and  can  hire  loo 
ftout£*g/(/i  Merchant  Ships,  little  inferiour  to 
Ships  of  War ;  that  he  can  foon  Man  the  fame 
with  thcbeftSea-Souldiers  (if  not  the  bell  Ma¬ 
riners)  ill  the  whole  World.  And  that  for 
maintaining  fuch  a  mighty  Fleet,  fudicient  Mo- 
jpy  for  a  comfetetit  time  may  be  raifed  only  by 
a  Land-Tax ,  and  for  a  long  time  by  a  mode¬ 
rate  Excife,  and  that  upon  ftich  Commodities 
only,  as  naturally  occalion  Excefs  or  Luxury, 
Wantonnefs,  IdlMcfs,  Pride,  or  Corruption  of 
Manners. 

In  a  word,  when  tliey  (hall  confider,  that  by 
the  mod  commodious  and  advantageous  fitua- 
tion  of  the  King  thereof  (if  he  be  not 

wanting  to  himfelf,  or  his  Subjedts  wanting  to 
him )  mud  be  Madcr  of  the  S.a ,  and  that  as 
on  Land,  whofoever  is  Mader  of  the  Fi.ld,  is 
alfo  faid  to  b;  Madcr  of  every  Town,  when  ic 
diall  plcafc  him  ;  fo  he  that  is  Mailer  cf  the 
Sea,  may  be  fiid,  in  fome  fort,  to  be  Madcr  of 
every  Country ,  at  lead  bordering  upon  the 
Sea ;  for  he  is  at  liberty  to  begin  or  end  a  War, 
where,  when,  and  upon  what  terms  he  pleaf- 
cth ,  and  to  extend  his  Concpiclis  even  to  the 
Antifo.ies. 

l[cx  AvglU  eji  rerfotii  mixti  cimSicerdole,  fay 
our  Lawyers  :  He  is  a  Pried  as  well  as  a  King.  ' 

He  is  anointed  with  Oyl,  as  the  PricHs  were 
at  fird,  and  afterward  the  Kings  of  (/>ae/,  to 
intimate  that  his  Perfon  is  Jarred  and  Sfirimt: 
and  therefore  at  the  Coronation,  hath  put  up¬ 
on  him  a  Sicerdottl  GirmeM ,  called  the/Ja/- 
£  a  mat/cJ, 
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mic-t,  or  Cohhim,  aiul  otlicj  l>ri:(lly  Vtds ; 
and  before  the  Refornwtion  ot  ^rglurJ,  vlun 
the  Cup  in  the  Lords  Supper  was  denied  to  tlic 
Laity,  the  Kin?,  as  a  Spiritual  Perfon.  received 
in  both  kinds;  He  is  capable  d  Sfiriml  furij- 
imicn,  ofliolding  o(  T)thes ,  all  Exiu  r.iro- 
ektt  T}tl:es,  fome  Proxies,  and  other  Spiritual 
Profits  belong  to  the  King,  of  which  Lay-men, 
botli  by  Common  and  Canon-Law ,  arc  pro¬ 
nounced  uncapable. 

He  is  an  Exteriul  Sipp  of  the  Churcii ;  as 
CoMhntke  the  Emperour  laid  of  liinifelf ,  i  ;  r-j

He  is,  as  the  l{pmin  Emperours,  Clirifiian  as 
■well  as  Heathen,  llilcd  tli;  mlclvcs,Pii«)/« 

He  is  tlic  ‘upreme  Fuflor  of  EngUnd,  and  hath 
not  only  Right  of  Ecclefiaftical  Government, 
but  alfo  of  cxcrcifing  feme  Ecclefiailical  1-un- 
^ion ,  fo  far  as  S  okmon  did ,  i  l{jngs  8,  when 
hcBleired  tlic  People,  Confccrated  the  Temple, 
and  pronounced  that  Prayer  which  is  the  Pat¬ 
tern  now  for  Confccratiou  of  all  Church-,s  and 
Chappcls ;  but  all  the  Minillerial  Ofiices  arc 
left  to  the  Bipps  and  Eriep,  as  the  Admini- 
ftration  of  Sacraments,  Preaching,  and  other 
Church-Offices  and  Duties. 

Of  this  Sucred  Perfon  of  the  King,  of  the  Life 
and  Sifetp  thereof,  the  Laws  and  Cufioms  of 
Erglund  arc  fo  tender ,  that  they  have  made  it 

fJish  Trejfott  only  to  imagin- ,  or  intend  tlic 

death  of  the  King.  And  becaufe  by  imagining, 
or  confpiring  the  death  of  the  Kings  Coim- 
tcllors,  or  Great  Officers  of  His  Houfliold,^  the 
•  dcllruflion  of  the  King  hath  thereby  fometimes 
enfued, 
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■ci'.fiicd,  aiul  is  ufually  aimed  at  (faitli  JMt.  i'!f. 
7. )  that  allb  was  made  Felony,  to  be  punilh'd 
with  death ,  alihuiigli  in  all  other  Calcs  Capi¬ 
tal.  the  Rule  is,  minus  rM  refuuliimr  fro/a- 
tlo and  an- may  rot  in  other  Cafes 
be  pimilh’d  with  death ,  uiilcfs  the  Ad  follow 
the  intent. 

The  Law  of  Ersljitd  hath  fo  high  cl^cein  cf 
the  Kings  Petfon  ,  that  to  ofiend  againll  thole 
Perfens,  and  thole  Things  that  rcprclcnt  his 
Scar'd  Perjoii ,  as  to  kill  Tome  of  tlic  Crown- 
Officers,  or  to  kill  any  of  the  Kings  Judges, 
executing  their  Office ,  or  to  counterfeit  the 
Kings  Seals,  or  his  Moneys,  is  madc/yigh-rrea^ 
Jon ;  bccaufe  by  all  thcle ,  the  Kings  Petfon  is 
reprelcntcd  :  and  Bigh-Tteiion  is,  in  the  Eye 
of  the  Law,  fo  horrid,  that  bcCdes  lofs  of  Life 
and  Honour ,  Real  and  Pcrfonal  Ellate  of  the 
Criminal,  His  Heirs  allb  are  to  bfe  the  fame 
for  ever ,  and  to  be  ranked  amongll  the  Pea- 
fantr}  m\  Igiobk ,  till  the  Kingfliall  plcafe  to 
rcllurcthcm.  £)}  enim  xmgtivi  crimin  (faith 
Stiblon )  Kfi  w'x  permittitur  kadibia  quod  vhur.t. 
High  Trcafcn  is  fo  grievons  a  Crime ,  that  the 
Law  not  content  with  the  Life,  and  Eftatc,and 
Honour  of  the  Criminal,  can  hardly  endure  to 
fee  his  Hch-s  furvive  him. 

And  rather  than  Treafoit  againft  the  Kings 
Peribn  fhall  go  unpunilhed,  the  Innocent  in 
fomc  Cafes  lhall  be  punilhed  ;  for  if  an  Idiot 
or  Lunaiick  (who  cannot  be  faid  to  have  any 
Will ,  and  fo  cannot  offend)  during  his  Idiocy 
or  Lunacy,  (hall  kill ,  or  go  about  to  kill  th.c 
King ,  he  fhall  be  punilhed  as  aTraytor ;  and 
yet  being  Non  compos  mentis,  the  Law  holds  that 
he  cannot  commit  Felony  orPetit-Treafon,  nor 
other  forts  of  High-Treafon. 
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Moreover ,  for  the  precious  regard  of  the 
Pcrfoii  of  tuc  King,  by  an  aiiticnt  Record,  it 
is  declared  ,  that  no  Phyfick.  ouglit  to  be  admi- 
nitlrcd  to  Him  ,  without  good  Warrant ,  this 
Warrant  to  be  S-igned  by  the  advice  of  His 
Council ;  no  otlier  Pliyficians  but  what  is  men* 
tioned  in  tlie  Warrant,  to  adminiller  to  Him; 
the  rinfems  to  prepare  all  things  with  their 
own  hands,  and  not  by  the  hands  of  any  Apo¬ 
thecary  ;  and  to  life  the  allillancc  only  of  fuch 
Chjriirseoris ,  as  are  preferibed  in  the  War¬ 
rant. 

And  fo  precious  is  the  Perfoti  and  Life  of  the 
King,  that  every  Subjeft  is  obliged  aiid  bound, 
by  his  Allegiance ,  to  defend  his  Perfon  in  his 
Ntuiral  as  well  as  Pc/itirt capacity ,  with  his 
own  i//eand  Limbs-,  wnereforctheLaw  faith, 
that  the  life  and  Member  of  every  Subjeft,  b 
at  the  fervicc  of  the  Scvereign.  He  is  Piter 
PitrU  duice  erst  po  Pitre  Pitrix  mcri  ,  to 
lofe  Life  or  Limb,  in  defending  him  from  Con- 
Ipiracies,  Rebellions ,  or  Invalions ;  or  aHift- 
ing  him  in  the  execution  of  his  Lavus ,  (hould 
fcem  a  plcafant  thing  to  every  Loyal  hearted 
Subjeft. 

Office.  The  Office  of  theKingof  EngUrJ  in  the  Laws 
of  King  Edmrd  the  Confelfor,  is  thus  delcri- 
bed,  I{ex  quii  Picirius  fummi  kegU  ejl,  id  hoc 
conjlituitur  tit  Jfegmtm  terremim  CT  foptilum  Do¬ 
mini  tds  fiipr  omnia  Siniim  Ecctejim  ej«j  vene- 
retur ,  regnt  CJi  ib  injttriofis  defendit ;  and  (  ac¬ 
cording  tc)  the  Learned  Fortefeue)  is ,  Piignire 
belli  topulifui  eos  reUiffime  pdiare.  To  fight 
the  Battels  of  his  People,  and  to  fee  Right  and 
Jullice  done  unto  them. 

Or  (according  to  another)  it  is  to  Proteft 
and  Govern  his  People,  fo  that  they  may  (if 
polUble) 
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liofllblc)  lead  quiet  and  peaceable  lives,  !n  all 
Godlinefs  and  Hondly  under  him. 

Or  more  particular,  (as  ispromifed  at  the 
Coronation)  to  preferve  the  Rights  and  Privi- 
ledges  of  the  Church  and  Clergy,  the 
-Tmogitives  belonging  to  the  Crown,  the  Laws 
and  Culloms  of  the  Realm,  to  do  jullicc,  Inew 
Mercy,  keep  Peace  and  Unity,  C^r. 

The  King,  for  the  better  performance  of  this 
great  and  weiglity  Office ,  hath  certain  Juu 
MujejUtit,  extraordinary  Powers,  Pre-eminen- 
ces ,  and  Priviledges  inherent  in  the  Crown , 
called  anticntly  by  Law  yers ,  Siicn  Sternum, 
and  timers  of  the  Crom,  but  commonly 
Vretogunes ;  whereof  fome ,  the  King  ho.ds 
by  the  Law  of  Nations,  others  by  Common 
Law,  (excellent  above  all  Laws,  in  upholding  a 
free  Monarchy,  and  exalting  the  Kings  Prero¬ 
gative)  and  fome  by  Statute-Law. 

The  King  only ,  and  the  King  alone ,  by  his 
Royal  Prerogative,  hath  Power,  w  ithout  Aft 
of  Parliament,  to  decltre.Wtr,  make  Petce,  Jeud 
tnd  receive  jimbtjfadors ,  riulce  letsiies  trJ  Trea¬ 
ties  with  any  toreign  States,  gives  Commijfwus 
for  levying  Men  and  ^^rnu  by  Sea  and  Land,  or 
forPrclfingAfruif  need  req^uire,  dil'polingof  all 
Magazines,  Armunition,Cafles,  TortreJJes,  Ports, 
Havens,  Ships  of  iPar,  and  publicKMonejS-,  ap¬ 
point  the  MetaI,Weigbt,  Purity, mi  Ttlue  tliere- 
of ,  and  by  his  Procbmition  make  any  Foretgn 
Coyn,  to  be  lawful  Money  of  England. 

By  his  Royal  Prerogative  may,  of  his  mecr 
Will  and  Pleafurc,  Convoke,  Adjourn,  Prorogue, 
Remove,  and  Dijfolve  Parliatnents may  to  any 
Sill  palTcd  by  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  rehifc 
to  give  (without  rendring  any  reafon)  His 
Royal  Af'nt,  w  ithout  which,  a  Bill  is  as  a  Body 
£4  ■  without 
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without  a  Soul.  May  at  bis  plcafurc  cncrca’e 
the  Number  of  the  Members  of  both  Houles, 
by  creating  more  BiroKS,  and  bellowing  Privi- 
/ei/genipon  any  other  Towns,  to  luul  Biirgtjfes 
to  Virliirmnt.  May  call  to  I'arliameiit ,  by 
Writ,  whom  he  in  his  Princely  Wifdom  think- 
cth  fit,  and  may  rclufe  to  fend  his  Writ  to 
fonie  others  that  have  fate  in  former  Vitlix- 
maits.  Hatli  alone,  the  choice  and  nominati¬ 
on  of  all  Commanders ,  and  other  Odiccis  at 
Land  and  Sea ;  the  chvice  and  nominatic.n  of 
all  MjgijlrMs,  Coi(),/i7/orr,  and  Olfeers  of  Sute-, 
of  all  Bifiofs ,  and  other  High  Dl^uities  in  the 
Church-,  the  bellowing  of  all  Honours,  both  of 
higher  and  of  lower  Nobility  of  ;  the 
Power  of  determining  B^ewurds  and  Pm:ijh- 
ments. 

By  His  Letters  Patent ,  may  ereft  new  Cwx- 
ties,  Vniverflks,  Cities ,  Burroughs ,  CoJledges, 
PBoftiuJs,  Schools,  Fans,  Markets,  Courts  of 
^tijlice,  Forefls,  Chafes,  Frte-Warrens,  &c. 

■J  he  King  by  his  Prerogative,  hath  power  to 
Enfraxekife  an  uBIiex,  and  make  him  a  Dexifox, 
whereby  he  is  enabled  to  purchafe  Houfes  and 
Lands,  and  to  bear  Lome  Offices.  Hath  Power 
to.grant  Lcttcis  of  Mart  or  l{efrifal,  to  grant 
Safe-Coxduhfs,  tfc. 

The  King  by  his  Prerogative,  hath  had  at 
all  times  the  Right  uf  Purvcyaxce,  or  Pre-emp- 
tiox  of  all  forts  of  Vidtuals  near  the  Court ; 
and  to  take  BJorfes,  Carts,  Boats,  Ships,  for  his 
Carriages,  at  reafonable rates ;  alfo  by  Procla¬ 
mation  ,  to  fet  reafonable  Rates  and  Prices  up¬ 
on  FJeJlt,  Fijh,  Font,  Oats,  Hay,  Cf.  which 
His  Majelly  now  Reigning  was  pleafed  to  re- 
leafe ,  and  in  lieu  thereof  to  accept  of  foine 
other  rccompcnce. 
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Debts  iluc  to  the  King,  arc  in  the  M  Place 
to  be  latisficcl,  in  cafe  of  Execmorfiip,  and  M- 
mmjirMrfiip ;  and  untii  tiic  Kings  Debt  be  fa- 
tisfied,  he  may  proteft  the  Debtor  from  the  Jr- 
reft  of  otiicr  Creditors. 

May  dillrcin  for  tiie  whoic  Rent  upon  on? 
Tenant,  that  hoidctii  not  the  whoic  Landj 
may  require  the  Jneeflors  Debt  of  tbc  Heir, 
though  not  cfpcciaily  bound ;  is  not  obliged 
to  demand  his  Rene  as  others  arc.  May  fue  in 
what  Court  he  plcafc ,  and  dHIrcin  where  he 
lift. 

No  Proclamation  can  be  made ,  but  by  the 
King. 

No  Protection  for  a  Defendent  to  be  kept 
off  from  a  Suit ,  but  by  him,  and  that  bccaufe 
he  is  adlually  in  liis  Service. 

He  only  can  give  Parertr,  in  cafe  of  Ioffes  by 
Fire ,  or  otherwife ,  to  receive  the  Chmuble 
PcKCw/f/jcex  of  the  People;  without  which,  no 
man  may  ask  it  piiblickly. 

No  Forert,  Cliafc,  or  Park,  to  be  made,  nor 
Calllc  to  be  built ,  without  the  Kings  Autho¬ 
rity. 

The  fale  of  his  Goods  in  an  open  Market, 
will  not  take  away  his  property  therein. 

Where  the  King  hath  granted  a  Fayr ,  with 
Toll  to  be  paid ,  yet  his  Goods  there  iTiall  be 
exempted  from  all  Tell. 

No  Occupancy  Ihall  be  good  againll  the 
King,  nor  lhall  Entry  before  him,  prejudice, 
him. 

His  Sen'ants  in  Ordinary  arc  privilcdged 
frotn  ferving  in  any  OlEces  that  rcciuirc  their 
attradance,  as  Jkr//,  Coxpble,  Ciurchtvjrdeii, 
He. 

All  Receivers  of  Money  for  the  King ,  or 
Accumptants  to  him  for  any  of  his 

t  j  th.ir 
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their  Terfotis,  Linds,  Goods ,  Heirs,  Executors, 
Mminipitors ,  arc  chargeable  for  tlic  fame  ac 
all  times ;  for,  Nullum  tenipus  occurrit  I{egi. 

His  Debtor  hath  a  kind  of  Prerogative  reme¬ 
dy  by  a  ^(0  minus  in  the  Exchequer,  againft  all 
other  Debtors,  or  againft  whom  they  have  any 
caufc  of  perfonal  Atlion ;  fuppofmg  that  he  is 
thereby  difabled  to  pay  the  King ,  and  in  this 
Suit,  the  King’s  Debtor  being  Plaintiff’,  hath 
feme  privilcdgcs  above  others. 

In  Houliiful  Cafes  ,  Semper  prafumiter  pro 
J{ege. 

NO  Statute  reftraincth  the  King,  except  he 
be  efpecially  named  therein.  The  quality  of 
his  Perfon  alters  the  defeent  of  Gavelkind,  the 
Rules  of  fopnt-Tenancy,  no  Ejloppel  can  bind 
him,  nor  judgment  final  in  a  Writ  of  Wright. 

Judgments  entred  againft  the  Kings  Title, 
arc  entred  with  a  Sahio  ^ure  Domini  Eegit, 
That  if  at  any  time  the  Kings  Council  at  Law 
can  make  out  his  Title  better ;  that  judgment 
fthall  not  prejudice  him,  which  is  not  pcmiittcd 
to  the  Subjedl, 

I  he  King  by  his  Prerogative  might  have  de¬ 
manded  rcafonablc  Aid-Monep  of  his  SuWefts, 
to  Knight  his  cldcft  Son  at  the  age  of  Fifteen, 
and  to  Marry  his  cklcft  Daughter  at  the  age  of 
Seven  years ;  which  reafonable  Aid  is  Twenty 
Shillings  for  every  Knights  Fee ,  and  as  much 
for  every  Twenty  Pounds  a  year  in  Soccige. 
Moreover,  if  the  King  be  taken  prifoncr,  Aid- 
Money  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Subjcdls,  to  fet  him 
at  liberty. 

The  King  upon  reafonable  caufes,  Him  there¬ 
unto  moving,  may  proteH  any  Man  againft  Suits 
at  Law,  O'c. 
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at  law,  may  enter,  an;l  (if  entrance  be  denied) 
may  break  open  the  Houle  of  any  Man  ,  a!- 
tliougn  every  Mans  Houle  is  faid  to  be  his  Ca- 
(lle,  and  hath  aPriviledge  toprotcft  biin  againft 
all  other  Arrcfis. 

A  Bcnclicc  or  Spiritual  Living  is  not  full 
againll  the  King  by  hpiitlou  only ,  without 
ImlitHm,  although  it  be  fo  againll  a  Subjed. 

None  but  the  King  can  hold  a  good  Plea  of 
falfe  Judgments  in  the  Court  of  his  Tenants. 

Tlie  King  of  En^lMd,  by  His  Prerogative,  is 
Summi  l{egni  Ciifos,  and  hath  the  cullody  of 
the  Perfons  and  Ellates  of  fuel),  as  for  want  of 
undcrilanding  cannot  govern  thcmfelves,  or 
fcn'c  the  King ;  fo  the  Perfons  and  Ellates  of 
Idiots  and  Lutiiticks ,  are  in  the  cudody  of  the 
King,  that  of  Idiots  to  bis  own  ufc,  and  that 
of  LiMticks  to  the  ufe  of  the  next  Heir.  So 
the  Cnllody  of  Wardlliips  of  all  fuch  Infants, 
whole  AnceHors  had  their  Lands  by  Tenure  h 
Cjpite,  or  Knigbts-fervicc,  were  ever  lince  the 
Conquell  in  the  Kings  of  Er.gUnd,  to  the  great 
Honour  and  Benefit  of  the  King  and  Kingdom; 
though  fonic  abufes  made  fomc  of  the  People 
out  of  love  with  their  good,  and  the  right  of 
that  part  of  bis  jull Prerogative. 

The  King  by  His  Prerogative  is  Vitimxs  lit¬ 
res  and  is  (as  ihe  Grest  Ocem  is  of  all 
Rivers)  the  I{ecepucle  of  all  Ellates  when  no 
Heir  appears  ;  for  this  caufc,  all  Ellates  for 
want  of  Heirs ,  or  by  Forfeiture ,  Revert  or 
Efeheat  to  the  King.  All  Spiritual  Benefices 
for  want  of  Prefentation  by  the  Billiop ,  arc 
lapfed  at  lall  to  the  Kin,“  :  All  Treafiire-Trcve, 

(that  is.  Motley,  Gold,  Silver,  Piute  or  Bulim, 
found,  and  the  Owners  unknown)  belongs  to  the 
King ;  fo  all  Wuyfs,  Struys,  Wree’es,  not  granted 
away  by  him,  or  any  former  Kings ;  all  wufle 
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Gromi  or  Lif.i  recovered  from  tlic  Sen ;  all 

Utid  of  ^Iktis,  before  Nmt.tUziim,  or 
Derdzitm,  and  all  things  whereof  the  proper¬ 
ty  is  not  known.  All  Cold  and  Siher  Miuts, 
in  wiio'c  Ground  foever  they  are  foniidi  }[o).il 
dijl)ts,3sWhjks,  Stiirgions,  Volphiits,  &c.  /(yy.i/ 
Fowl,  asJn'aar  notinarkt,  andlwimmini-at  li¬ 
berty  on  the  River,  belong  to  the  King. 

In  the  Churth  ,  the  Kings  FmogJiive  and 
Tower  isextraord.nary  great.  He  only  hath  the 
Patronage  of  all  i’;/i;i)fr/rl<r, none  can  hethofen 
but  by  his  C’luige  d' FJIhe  ,  whom  he  hath  firll 
nominated  ;  none  can  be  eonfecrated  Sljl-of,  or 
lake  polTcflion  of  the  lUvcmies  ol  the  Tijhofricl;,, 
without  the  Kings  fpecial  Writ  or  Alfent.  He 
is  the  G 11  irdi. Ill, or  Nurfr.g  I'jiher  ofthe  Church, 
which  our  Kir.gs  of  Erghmi  did  fo  reckon  a- 
inongft  their  principal  cares ,  as  in  tlic  Three 
and  twentieth  year  of  King  Edward  the  firll,  it 
was  alledgcd  in  a  Pleading,  and  allowed.  Tlie 
King  hath  power  to  call  a  Nui'mtl  or  Trovk- 
cUl  Sjrnd-,  and  with  the  advice  and  conlent 
thereof,  to  make  Civons,  Orders,  Ordk, nicer, 
and  Conjiitiitioris ;  to  introduce  into  the  Church, 
what  Cmmonks  he  (hall  think  fit ;  reform  and 
correct  all  FJerefes ,  Schifms ,  punifli  Cooiemtts, 
Ctfe.  and  therein,  and  thereby  to  declare,  what 
Doflrines  in  the  Church  arc  fit  to  be  inibliflied 
or  profs  (Ted ;  what  Tnoflum  of  ike  Bible  to  be 
glowed  i  what  Books  of  ike  Bible  are  Cumicitl, 
and  what  //gecryffia/,  6’e. 

The  King  hath  a  Power,  not  only  to  unite, 
confolidate,  feparate,  enlarge,  or  contrail  the 
limits  of  any  old  Bijhoprick,,  or  other  Ecckf- 
gfiicnl  Benefce-,  butalfo,  by  His  Letters  Patents, 
may  ercil  new  Bijhopricks,  as  Nenry  the  Eighth 
(lid  fix  at  one  time;  and  the  late  King Ciar/er 
.  the  Martyr  intended  to  do  at  St,  Albm,  for  the 
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honor  of  tlic  of  F-r-sUnd,  and  L:

ricioUincolif,  ffljy  alio  creit  new  Mhliijm- 
fr/f(;i,rjlrurfhaiet,  &c. 

Ill  tlic  Twenty  eighth  vf  Flk.ikili,  when  the 
Iloufe  of  Commons  would  liave  I'alTed  lid's 
loU'.hingBiHiops  granting  Fjciiliks,  conferring 
/.’ol)  Ordai,  Eccli  fijjlicM  CVz/iirtj.the  Oatli  Fx 
O^lcio,  Kcii-Iit'JiIcnj,  &t.  The  Qiieen.much 
iiiteived,  forhad  themto  meddle  in  any  Fcckfi- 
Jlicjl  alfaits,  for  tlwt  it  belonged  to  her  ITero- 
gativc.Cf. 

The  King  hath  power  to  pardon  the  violation 
of  E(clej!ijliciU.M,  or  to  abrogate  fuch  as  are 
unfitting  or  ulelcfs ;  to  difpcnce  with  the  rigor  i,f 
Scckfuiiicil  Lnw  ,  and  with  anything  that  is 
onely  rrchiliitiiin  CT  iiuliim  per  ucckkns,  Ctf  non 
m.iimn  in  fr.  As  for  a  Bnjljrd  to  be  a  Frkj},  for 
a  Pricj}  to  hold  tv>o  Benefices,  or  tofucceed  his 
Patlicr  in  a  Benefice,  or  to  be  Non-I{tfident,  &c. 
Pot  a  Biiliop  to  hold  a  vacant  Bilhoprick,  or  o- 
ther  Ecckpfliciil  Benefice  in  emmenJm  or  TrnjK 

Hath  Power  todiipcnce  with  fome  /Wr  of 
rnrluinent,  Ferntl  Simtes,  by  Non  Olfuks , 
where  himfelf  is  onely  corcerned,  to  moderate 
the  rigor  of  the  l  aws  according  to  F.epuitp  and 
Cenfcience,  to  alter  or  fidpend  any  particular 
Law,  that  he  judgeth  healthful  to  the  Common- 
Tvenhh ;  to  grant  Ipecial  Frivikiges  and  C/urters 
to  any  fubieft,  to  pardon  a  Man,  hy  Law  con¬ 
demned  ;  to  Interpret  by  his  Judges,  Statutes , 
and  in  Cafes  not  defined  by  Law,  to  determine 
and  pafs  Sentence. 

And  this  is  that  Bhopal  Prerogntive,  which  in 
the  Hand  ofa  King,  is  a  Scepter  of  Gold  ;  but  in 
the  Hands  of  Sub;edls,  is  a  ,\od  of  Iron. 

This  is  that  fus  Coron.e,  a  Law  that  is  par¬ 
cel  of  the  Law  of  the  Land ;  part  of  the  Com¬ 
mon- 
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mn-Lm,  niKl  contained  in  it ;  and  lialli  tlic 
precedence  of  all  Laws  and  CulKiins  of  Ktg- 
l,tKd  ;  and  tlicrcfore  void  in  Law ,  is  every 
t.'iilluin,  Sii'c  exjitei  fn  In  I’rcto^jiivm  /(;• 
fill. 

Some  of  ilicfc  Prerogatives,  efp.clally  ilinfo 
ttiac  relate  to  )ul)icc  and  Peace,  arc  lb  cireii- 
tial  to  Itoyalty,  that  tlicy  arc  for  ever  inlic. 
rent  in  tlic  Crown  ,  aiul  make  the  Crown  i 
tliey  arc  like  the  Siindienms  in  the  Siin ,  ami 
as  iiilqwi'ablc  Aoni  it  j  ami  tlicrcfore  it  is 
liehl  by  great  Lawyers ,  that  a  Prerogative  in 
Point  or  Government,  cannot  be  Hdirained 
or  bound  by  Aft  of  Parliament,  but  is  as  im- 
altcrablc  as  the  Laws  of  tlic  Meia  and  Per/!- 
am  ;  Wherefore  tlic  Lords  and  Commons 
(l{gt.r,tr}.  41  Ei.u  Nimb.T.)  declared, That 
they  could  not  alknt  in  Parliament  to  any 
thing ,  that  tended  to  the  difperfion  of  tlie 
King  and  the  Crown ,  wlicrcunto  they  were 
fworn  5  no,  though  the  King  (hould  dare  it. 
And  every  King  of  Er.ghni  ,  as  he  is  Debitor 
^iijl  cU,  to  Ills  People,  fo  is  he  in  Confcicncc, 
obliged  to  defend  and  maintain  all  the  Rites  of 
the  Crown  in  poirdTion,  and  to  endeavour  the 
recovery  of  thofc ,  whcrcuf  the  Crown  hath 
been  difpoircrt  ;  and  when  any  King  hath  not 
rcligionlly  obferved  his  duty  m  tliis  point ,  it 
hath  proved  of  very  dreadful  conrcqucncc ; 
as  the  firft  fatal  blow  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
hd,  was  given  when  Henry  the  Eighth,  wa¬ 
ving  his  own  Royal  Prerogative ,  referred  the 
Redrefs  of  the  Church  to  the  Houfo  of  Com¬ 
mons,  (as  the  Lord  Herbert  obfcn’cs,  //ijL  Hen. 
8.)  So  the  greateft  blow  that  ever  was  given 
to  Church  and  State,  was,  wlicn  the  late  King 
parting  witli  his  abfolutc  Power  of  Diffohing 
rarliMHnts,  gave  it  (though  only  Pro  ilia  vice) 
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to  llic  tm  Ihufes  of  Porlumitii.  Am!  indeed, 
it  (Meatiyconcirnsall  Subjeds(  tliong)i  it  Icems 
a  I’jailox)  to  be  far  more  I'oilieitoiis,  tiiat  tlic 
King  Iboidd  maintain  and  defend  bis  own  Pre- 
l  OiMiive  and  Prc-cmincntc  ,  tban  their  Rights 
ami  Lil)crtics',  the  truth  whereof  will  ajipcar 
to  any  Man  that  fadiy  conlidcrs  the  milthiefs 
and  intiinvenicncc!.  that  nccelfarily  follow  the 
diminution  of  the  Vttros<itlve ,  above  all 
that  tan  be  oteafioned  by  I'ome  particular  lii- 

fi'iiigc'nientsofilic  rcnplci  l.ibfi'tics,  As  on 

the  other  (ide,  it  much  concerns  every  King  of 
F.tiglMil,  to  be  very  careful  of  the  Subjcdlajull 
Liberties,  according  to  that  Golden  Rule  of  the 
bell  of  Kings,  CUAK,IF.  S  the  Firll,  Thtt  ibt 
Kjm  PrerogJiivi  w  to  ilr/rad  the  Peoples  Likt-

Whatfoever  things  arc  proper  to  Supreme  supremsep 
Mugiilrates,  as  Croms ,  .Veepterj ,  Purple  l{obe,  sove- 
Coiden  Globe ,  and  Pioly  VuUm ,  have  as  long  reigotj. 
appertained  to  the  King  of  EngUni ,  as  to  any 
other  Prince  in  Europe ;  he  holdeth  not  his 
Kingdom  in  rafalhige ,  nor  rcceivcth  his  In- 
vellure  or  Inftalment  from  another.  Acknow- 
kdg.th  no  Superiors!/  to  any,  but  GOD  only. 

Kot  to  the  Emperour ,  for ,  Omeem  potejl/ttem 
bakt  Ilex  Atiglit  in  J^egno  fuo  quam  Impentor 
vendicat  in  Imperio ;  and  therefore  the  Crown 
of  England,  hath  been  declared  in  Parliaments 
long  ago  to  be  an  Imperial  Crown,  and  the 
King  to  be  Emperour  of  England  and  Ireland, 
and  might  wear  an  Imperial  Crown  ,  although 

he  choofeth  rather  to  wear  aTrmwpfcitMtCMira: 

futh  as  was  antiently  worn  by  the  Emperours 
of  I{ome,  and  that,  bccaufe  his  Prcdcccllors 
have  triumphed ;  not  only  over  Five  Kings  of

The  King  hath  the  SupreamRight  of  Pat'o- 
iiage  through  all  England,  called  Patronage  Pa¬ 
ramount  ,  overall  the Ecclcliallical  Benefices  of 
England-,  fothat  ifthc  mean  Patron  as  aforelaid, 
prefent  not  in  due  time ;  nor  the  Ordinary,  nor 
Metropolitan,  the  Right  of  Prefentation  comes 
to  theking ,  beyond  whom  it  cannot  go.  'flic 

King  is  Lord  Paramount,  Supream  Landlord  of 
all  the  Lands  of  England  ;  and  all  Landed 
Men  arc  mediately,  or  immediately  his  Tenants, 
by  fomc  Tenure  or  other :  For  no  man  in 
England,,  but  the  King,  hath  Allodium  (S  dire- 
(lum  Dominium,  the  foie  and  Independent  Pro¬ 
perty  or  Domain  in  any  Land.

Frequently  in  the  Civil-Lam  thofe  Divine  Ti¬ 
tles,  Numen,  Otaculum,  Sacratiffimxs,  (Sc.  were 
given  to  the  Emperours:  moreover,  the  fiib- 
Itance  of  the  Titles  of  God  was  ufed  by  the 
antient  Chriftian  Emperours ,  as  Dhhitan  no-

and  analogically  in  them,  though  eflentiallyatid 
perfectly  only  in  God  ;  and  the  good  Chrilli- 
ans  of  thofe  times,  out  of  their  excefs  of  re-

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to  a  corporeal  god  upon  Earth,  ought  to  be  pct- 
formcd,  and  a  very  diligent  Icrvicc  to  be  paid; 
for  then  we  truly  fcrve  Cud,  when  with  a  oyal 
afleilion  wc  love  him ,  whom  Cod  hath  placed 
to  Reign  over  us.  , ,  . 

So  the  Laws  of  Ergl^nd  looking  upon  the 
King  as  God  upon  Eorib ,  do  attribute  unto  him 
divers  Excellencies  that  belong  properly  to  Cod. 
alone,  asjuftke  in  the  Abllradt ,  J{ex  Jrigha 
ton  poteft  ctiiqum  injurum  ficore.  So  alio  In- 
fallibilitv,  J^exAnsiUnonpotiftomre.  And  as 
God  is  perfect,  fo  the  Law  will  have  no  imper- 
fedion  found  in  the  King. 

No  Negligence  or  Laches,  no  Follv ,  no  In¬ 
famy  ,  no  Stain  or  Corruption  of  Blood ;  tor 
by  taking  of  the  Crown,  all  former ,  though 
juft  Attainders  (and  fuch  Attainder  made  by  Alt 
of  Purlurmnt)  is  ipj'o  fn^o  purged.  Nonage  or 
Minority;  for  his  grant  of  Lands,  though  held 
in  his  Natural ,  not  Politick  capacity ,  cannot 
be  avoided  by  Nonage :  Higher  than  this  the 
Law  attribut'th  a  kind  of  Immortality  tc)  the 
King,  ilex  AngtU  non  moritur ;  his  Death  is  by 
Law  termed  the  Detnfe  of  the  King,  became 
thereby  the  Kingdom  is  demifed  to  another.  He 
is  faid  not  fiibjeil  to  death,  becaufeheis  aCor- 
poration  of  himfelf,  that  liveth  for  ever,  all 
Jntomgu  being  in  Er.gknd  unknown,  the 
fame  moment  that  one  King  dies,  the  next 
Heir  is  King  fully  and  abfohitcly,  without  any 
Coernation,  Ceremony,  or  Aft  to  be  done  Ex 

toff  I'M 

Moreover,  the  Law  fccnicth  to  attribute  to 
the  King  a  certain  Omiprefcticy ,  that  the  King 
is  in  a  manner  every  where ,  in  all  his  Coiirtt 
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fence  Chamber,  wherefoever  the  Clinir  of  St/itt 
is  placed,  though  the  King  be  many  miles  di- 
llant  from  thence.  And  HisMjjdlics  good  Sub- 
jeflsufually  bow  towards  the  laid  Clair,  when 
they  enter  into  the  rrcjhicc  Ckjdcr ,  or  into 
the  Hciife  of  Lords  inPdrlianient. 

He  hath  a  kind  of  Voiverjdl  Ir.jlucr.ce  over 
•all  his  Dominions,  every  Soul  within  his  Terri¬ 
tories  may  be  faid  to  fc.l  at  all  times  his  Vowsr 
and  his  Goodmfs,  Ortunum  Domos  I'ii^ilu 
defendit,  OmdumOmm  Him  lubor,  Ummndi- 
liciM  illius  Indiijhii,  Omnium  vduiioncm  Him 
Occiipuio,  Ctfr. 

!■  0  a  kind  of  Omxipotency ,  that  the  King  can, 
as  it  were  ,  raife  Men  from  Death  to  Life,  by 
pardoning  them  whom  the  Law  hath  condem¬ 
ned  ;  can  create  to  the  Higheft  Dignity,  as  Lord 
Chancellor,  Lord  Trcafurer.Cif.  and  annihilate 
the  lame  at  pleafurc. 

Divers  other  Semblances  of  the  Uterniil  Dei¬ 
ty  belong  to  the  King.  He,  in  his  own  Domi- 
niors,  (as  Cod)  faith,  y'irJHla  ejl  mihi  •,  for  all 
punilbmcnts  do  proceed  from  him,  .in  fonic  of 
his  Courts  of  Jullicc  ,  and  it  is  not  lawful  for 
anySub;efl:  to  revenge  himfelf. 

.So  iic  only  can  be  Judge  in  his  own  Caufe, 
though  he  deliver  his  judgment  by  the  mouth 
of  l.is  judge'.. 

■  And  yet  tiierc  arc  fomc  things  that  thc.King 
of  England  amot  do.  /%/(«  nihil  injiijle 
foicjl,  and  the  King  cannot  diveii  himfelf,  or  his 
SuccclTors,  of  any  part  of  hisRcgal  Porver,  Pre- 
jogdtive,  and  Juthority,  inherent  and  annext  to 
the  Crown :  Not  that  there  is  any  defeft  in  the 
Kings  Power,  (as  there  is  n.  ne  hi  Gods  Pomr, 
though  he  cannot  lye,  nor  do  any  thing  that 
implies  contradiftion  ;)  Not  but  that  the  King 
of  En^Ur.d  hath  as  abfolute  a  Power  over  .all 
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Vis  Subjcas,  as  any  Clirillian  Prince,  rightfully 
aiul  lawfully  hath ,  or  ever  had  :  Not  but  that 
]ic  Hill  hath  a  kind  of  Omr.iptM)  ,  not  t<)  be 
difputcd.  but  adored  by  his  Md)|cas,  hem 
ouiiem  de  fidii  ept  frajnw.it  difpiiure  (lairh 
braflon)  mho  mim  cor.tr ijinitm  ej  i  ire,  «« 
de  Chnriii  ^  d'M  ej«i ««  dekrt  r.ec  ppr.t  fu- 
{uciirn,  mi!io  mint'.i  pri-MU  perfor.c ,  difpiitjre. 
Not"but  that  the  King  may  do  what  he  plcafe, 
without  either  oppolition  or  refillancc  ,  and 
without  being  queliioned  by  his  Sub  cas ;  for 
the  King  cannot  be  impleaded  for  any  crime  , 
no  Adion  lietli  againll  hi;  Perfon,  bccaufethe 
Writ  g.-.eth  forth  in  his  own  Name,  and  he 
annot  Arrell  himfelf.  If  the  Kinglbould  Icuc 
th.:  Lands  (which  (iod  forbid)  or  Ibould  take 
awav  the  Goods  of  any  particular  Subjeft,  ha¬ 
ving  no  Title  by  Law  fo  to  do.  there  is  no  re¬ 
medy;  only  this,  Locui  erit  (faith  the  fame 
muon)  [itpplicittme  quod  f ilium  [urn  corrigtt 

enttrdet,  quod  quidem  fi  mfecerit ,  Micit  ei 
ad  ptetum  quod  Domirum  Deum  expeilef  Vltorem. 
There  may  be  Petitions  and  Supplications  made, 
that  His  Majcliy  will  be  pleafed  to  Rule  accor- 
djii“  to  Law;  which  if  he  lliall  refufe  to  do,  it 
is  lufficient  that  he  muft  expedi  that  the  KJSG 
of  Kjrss  will  be  the  Avenger  of  opprclTed  Loyal 
Subjedts. 

His  Counfellors  may  alfo  diffwadc  him,  ms 
Oflficeis  may  decline  his  unlawful  Commands, 
the  Perfccuted  may  flee,  all  may  ufc  Prayers  and 
Tears,  the  only  Weapons  of  the  Primitive  and 
heft  Chrillians,  and  (rather  than  refill  by  Force 
and  Arms )  meekly  to  fuB’er  Martyrdom ,  the 
Crown  whereof  is  utterly  taken  away  by  all 
refinance.  ,  , 

Put  there  are  alfo  divers  things  which  the 
King  cannot  do,  Siho  fure,  Salvo  funmeiit^

(s’  fdlvi  Confcientii  fui-,  becaufc  by  an  Oath  at 
his  Coronation,  and  indeed  witliout  any  Oath, 
by  the  Law  of  Nature,  Nations,  and  of  Chri- 
Jiianity,  he  holds  himfclf  bound  (as  do  all  other 
Chriftian  Kings;  to  proteftand  defend  his  Peo¬ 
ple,  to  do  JulHcc,  and  (hew  Mercy,  topreferve 
Peace  and  ^ictn;  fs  amongll  them ;  to  allow 
them  their  juK  Rights  and  Liberties ;  to  con- 
fent  to  the  Repealing  of  bad  Laws,  and  to  the 
Enafting  of  good  Laws.  Two  things  efpeci- 
ally,  the  King  of  England  doth  not  ufually  do 
without  the  confent  of  his  Subjefls,  viz,  make 
New  Laws ,  and  raife  New  Taxes,  there  being 
Ibmething  of  Odium  in  both  of  them  ,  the  one 
fecniing  to  diminilh  the  Subjrfls  Liberty,  and 
the  other  to  infringe  his  Property ;  Therefore, 
that  all  occafion  of  difaft'cdlion  towards  the 
King,  (the  Breath  of  our  Nollrils,  and  the  Light 
of  our  Eyes,  as  he  is  Hiled  in  Holy  Scripture) 
might  be  avoided  ,  it  was  wifely  contrived  by 
our  Anc  liors,  that  for  both  thefe,  fliould  Pe¬ 
titions  and  Supplications  be  firll  made  by  the 
Subjeft. 

Thefe,  and  divers  oth"r  Prerogatives,  right¬ 
fully  belong,  and  arc  enjoyed  by  the  King  of 
England, 

Nevcrthelcfs  the  Kings  of  England  ufijally 
Govern  this  Kingdom,  by  the  ordinary  known 
Laws  and  Culloms  of  this  Land,  (as  rhe  Great 
God  doth  the  World  by  the  Laws  of  Nature) 
yet,  in  fome  cafes,  for  the  benefit,  not  damage 
of  this  Realm,  they  make  ufe  of  their  Preroga¬ 
tives,  as  the  King  of  Kings  doth  of  his  extraor¬ 
dinary  power  of  working  of  Miracles. 

Lallly  ,  to  the  Kings  of  England  ,  J^atenua 
Kings,  doth  appertain  one  Prerogative  that  may 
be  Itilcd  Super-excellent  ,  if  not  Miraculout, 
which  was  lirll  enjoyea  by  that  pious  and  good 
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King  Edr^:ird  the  Cc^effor.  that  is 

and  to  cure  tlic  Sminu  or  Scropili.  that  (lub- 

born  dilcafe,  commonly  called  the  Evil. 

Which  manifeft  Cure  is  alcribed  by  lome 
Malignant  NMfw/orw)]}!,  to  the  power  of  Fan- 
cv,  ami  exalted  Irnaginatioii  i  but  wliat  can  that 
contribute  to  fmall  Infants,  whereof  great  num¬ 
bers  are  cured  every  year  ?  The  maimer  of  the 


cure  is  briefly  thus. 

Upon  certain  daysalfo  every  week,  fo  long 
as  the  cold  Seafens  laft,  His  Majclly  isGraci- 
cufly  pleafed  to  permit  all  the  Cck  of  that  Dif- 
cafe ,  to  be  brought  into  His  Royal  Prefence, 
after  they  have  been  carefully  viewed  and  al¬ 
lowed  by  HisMaj.’fties  burgeons ;  then  there  is 
an  appointed  (hort  Form  of  Vivine  Service. 
wherein  are  read  (bcfidcs  fume  fliort  prayers, 
pertinent  to  the  occafion)  two  portions  of 
Scripture,  taken  out  of  the  Gofpcl,  andatthefe 
words,  (Tkj  Pill  kj  tbeir  hinds  on  the  fic'n,,  ini 
the}  pill  recover)  the  King  gently  draws  both 
his  Hands  over  the  fore  of  the  (ick  perfon ;  and 
thofe  words  are  repeated  at  the  Touch  of  evc- 


^Again,  at  thefe  words,  (Tbit  Li^h  wkt  the 
true  Light ,  which  Lighteth  ever}  Min  thit  cometb 
into  the  inrid)  pertinently  ufed,  if  it  be  confi- 
dcred,  that  that  Light  did  never  Ihinc  more 
comfortably,  if  not  more  vifibly ,  than  in  the 
healing  of  fo  many  leprous  and  (ick  perfons. 
At  tlicle  words ,  the  King  pmteth  about  the 
neck  of  each  lick  perfon,  a  piece  of  Cold,  cal¬ 
led  (from  the  impreflion)  an  yingel.  being  in 
value  about  two  Thirds  of  afrcucAPiflol. 


Inconfidcrationofthcfe,  and  other  tranfeen-  J{e'pecl. 
dent  Exccllencits ,  no  King  in  Chri’endom, 
nor  other  Potentate ,  receives  from  His  Sub- 
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jcfls  more  s^iycrence,  ffomm  and  /(f/pi.7,  than 
the  Kina;  of  kr.glir.i.  All  his  people  at  their 
firli  AdciiTlTes  kneel  to  him  ;  He  is  at  all  times 
ferved  upon  the  ,  all  Perfons  ( not  the 
Prince,  or  other  Heir  apparent  excepted)  Hand 
bare  in  the  Prcfcncc  of  the  King,  and  in  the 
Prefcncc-Chambcr  (though  in  the  Kings  ab- 
Icncc)  all  Men  arc  not  only  bare,  but  alfo  do, 
or  ought  to  do  reverence  to  the  Chair  of  itatc. 
Only  it  was  once  indulged  by  Qiicen  Miry,  for 
fomc  eminent  Services  ixrformed  by  Hary 
Earl  of  Sujfex,  that  (by  Patent)  be 
might  at  any  time  be  covered  in  her  PrcEncc : 
but  perhaps  in  imitation  of  the  like  liberty  al¬ 
lowed  by  King  P/’///p  her  Husband ,  and  other 
Kings  of  Sym  at  this  day,  to  feme  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Nobility,  there  called  Cutidecs  of  Sfiiti. 

Any  thing  orAftdoncintheKingsPreIcncc, 
is  prefumed  to  be  void  of  all  deceit,  and  evil 
meaning ;  and  therefore  a  fixe  levied  in  the 
Kings  Court ,  where  the  King  is  prclumcd  to 
be  prefeat,  doth  bind  a  feme  Covert,  a  Married 
Woman,  and  others,  whom  ordinarily  the  Law 
doth  difablc  to  tranfaft. 

The  Kings  only  Teliimony  of  any  thing  done 
in  his  Prefence,  is  of  as  high  a  nature  and  ere- 
(lit,  as  anv  J(ecorJ  ;  and  in  all  tt'rits  font  forth 
for  the  difpatch  of  ^ujUce ,  he  ufeth  no  other 
Witnefs  but  himfclf,  vk.  Teflt  me/p/o.

Of  S ucctfioa  to  the  Crorvn  of  England ,  atii 
of  the  King's  Minority^  Incapacity^  and 
Abfence. 


THe  King  of  EegUti  hath  right  to  tlie  Crown 
h'jinheritme,  and  the  Laws  and  Cuftomi 
of  Etiglirtil, 

Upon  the  death  of  the  King,  the  next  of  kin* 
dred,  though  born  out  of  the  Dominions  of 
England,  or  born  of  Parehts ,  not  Subjeds  of 
England,  as  by  the  Law,  and  many  examples  in 
the- Englijh  E/if  ones,  it  doth  manifeflly  appear, 
is,  and  is  immediately  King,  before  any  Pw/j- 
ntjtion,  Coronation,  Publication,  or  confent  of 
Peers  or  People, 

The  Crown  of  England  defeends  from  Father 
to  Son,  and  his  Heirs;  for  want  of  Sons,  to  the 
cldell  Daughter,  and  her  Heirs;  for  want  of 
Daughter,  to  the  Brother  and  his  Heirs ;  and  for 
want  of  Brother,  to  the  Sifter  and  her  Heirs. 
The  Salique  law,  or  rather  cullom  of  France , 
hath  here  no  more  force,  than  it  had  anticntly 
among  the  fews ,  or  now  in  Spain,  and  other 
Chriliian  Hereditary  Kingdoms.  Among  Turks 
and  Barbarians ,  tliat  French  cullom  is  Hill,  and 
ever  was  in  ufe. 

Li  cafe  of  defeent  of  the  Crown  ( contrary  to 
the  cuHomofthc  defeent  of  Eftates  among  Sub- 
jeds)  the //ii/f5/o«JlTia!l  inherit,  fo  from  King 
Edward  the  Sixth,  the  Crown  and  Crown- 
Lands  defeended  to  Queen  Marp  of  the  ffalf- 
Sioud,  and  again  to  Queen  Eligabetb  of  the 
ffalj-Bloud,  to  the  lafl  PoircfTor.

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At  the  death  of  ever)'  King,  dye  not  only  the 
Offices  of  the  Court,  but  all  Commiffioiis  grant¬ 
ed  to  the  Judges  (InrUBti  hintfUcHo ,  and  of  all 
Jufiices  of  Peace.  .  ,  ^  .

If  the  King  be  abfent  upon  any  Forreign  Ex-  Mfcnct, 
pedition,  or  otherwife,  (whicli  antiently  was  ve¬ 
ry  ufual)  the  cuflom  wasto  conftitutca 
rem  by  Commiilion,  under  the  Great  Seal,  giving 
him  fcvcral  Titles  and  Powers,  according  as  th(i 
nccelUty  of  affairs  have  required ;  fonictimcs  he 
hath  been  called  lord  mrden,  or  Lord  Kjeper  of 
thd^hgdom,  and  therewith  hath  had  the  gene¬ 
ral  power  of  a  King,  as  was  praflifed,  during  the 
ab'ence  of  Edmrd  the  Firll,  Second,  and  ihird ; 
and  of  Henry  the  Fifth :  but  Henry  the  Sixth,  to 
tlicTitIcofirardr»or  Gifard/'w,  added  the  Stile, 
of  PrmeLlor  of  tlic  Kingdom,  and  of  the  Church 
of  EngUnd,  and  gave  him  fo  great  Power,  in  his 
nbfcnce,  that  he  wasurtiimwo  J{ex,  fwaying' 
the  Seepter,  but  not  wearing  the  Crown ;  exe¬ 
cuting  Laws,  fummoning  Parliaments  under  liis' 
own  Tefle,  as  King,  and  giving  his  alTcnt  to  Bills- 
in  Parliament,  whereby  they  became  as  bind¬ 
ing  as  any  other  Ads. 

Sometimes,  during  the  King’s  abfcncc,  the 
Kingdom  hath  been  committed  to  the  care  oF 
fcvtr.il  Noblemen,  and  fometimes  ofBilhops, 
as  Ids  dangerous  for  attempting  any  ufurpation 
of  the  Crown;  Ibmetimcs  to  one  Billiop;  as 
Men,  Archbifliop  of  Cmerbiiry ,  was  Vice¬ 
roy  of  England  for  many  years ;  and  when 
Edward  the  Third  was  in  Elanders,  though 
his  Son  then,  but  nine  years  old,  had  the  name 
of  rroteSlor ;  ^obn  Stratford ,  Archbilliop  of 
Canterbury,  was  Governor  both  of  the  Kings 
Son ,  and  of  the  Realm ;  fo  King  Henry  the 
Firll,  during  his  ablcnce  (  which  was  fome--: 
times  three  or  four  years  together)  ufually  '

Her  Officers,  as /Imtrw; and  SoUidtor,  for 
the  Queens  fake,  have  refpefl  above  others,  and 
place  within  the  Bar  with  the  Kings  Council. 

The  like  Honour,  the  like  Reverence  andRe- 
fpeft  that  isduetothe  King,  is  exhibited  to  the 

Siecn,  both  by  Subjefls  and  Forreigners ;  and 
)  to  the  Queen  Dmiger,  orWidOw-Queen, 
whoalfo,  above  other  Subjefls,  lofcthnother 
Dignity,  though  (he  fliould  marry  a  private  Gen¬ 
tleman;  fo  Queen  Caikirinc,  Widow  to  King 
Henry  the  Fifth,  being  married  to  Owen  ap  Tlrea- 
dare,  ECqairc,  did  maintain  her  ASion  as  Queen 
of  England. ;  much  lefs,  doth  a  Queen  byluhcri- 
tancc.oraQnecn  Sovereign  of  England,  fbWofi 
her  Husbands  condition,  nor  is  fubjeftas  other 
Queens;  but  Sovereign  tohcrownHnsband,  as 
Qlieea  Adi r/ was  to  King  rW//p. 
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tfops  and  Vlomt-k-Luas,  and  his  Cap  of 
State  indented.  ^ 

Since  our  prefent  King’s  happy  Rcftauratioii, 
it  was  folcmnly  ordered,  that  the  fon  and  Heir 
apparent  of  the  Crown  of^B^/iwd.fhall  ufc  and 
bear  his  Coronet  of  Crofts  and  Flomr-dt-hces 
with  one  Arch,  and  in  thcmidll  a  BtUiaiCrofs, 
as  hath  the  Royal  Z>Udtm.  That  the  Duke  of 
Terk.,  and  all  the  immediate  Sons  and  Brothers  of 
the  Kings  of  Englund,  ihall  ufe  and  bear  their  Co¬ 
ronets,  conipofcd  of  Crofts  and  Flowtr-de-luces 
only,  but  all  their  Sons  refpedlivcly,  having  the 
Title  ofDukes,  (hall  bear  and  ufe  their  Coro¬ 
nets,  Compofed  of  Crofts  and  Flower-dt-Iucts, 
fuch  as  are  ufed  in  the  compofurc  of  the  Coro¬ 
nets  ofDukes,  not  being  of  the  Royal  family. 

From  the  day  of  his  Birth,  he  is  commonly 
ftil.’d  the  Prince,  a  Title  in  Ertghnd,  giyca  to 
no  other  Subjeft.  TheTitleof  PrinceoflTa/fr 
is  antient,  and  was  firfl:  given  by  King  F.dmri 
the  Firft ,  to  his  cldcfl  Son ;  for  the  Wtl^  Nati¬ 
on,  till  that'timc,  unwilling  to  fubmit  to  tlic 
Yoke  of  flrangers,  that  King  fo  ordered  ,  that 
his  Queen  was  delivered  of  her  firll  Child  in 
CienirvM  Ca^k,  in  Wades,  and  then  demanded 
ofthcWelJl),  as  fomc  affirm,  7/  tk)  rrould be  con¬ 
sent  to  ftibjtij  shtmfelves  to  one  of  tieh  om  Natim, 
tht  could  notfpeak,oi!e  mrd  e/Bigliih,  and  againft' 
nkfe  life  they  could  take  no  jiijl  exception.  Whcrc- 
unto  they  readily  confenting,  the  King  Nomina* 
ted  this  his  new-born  Son,  and  afterwards  crea¬ 
ted  him  Prince  of  Wales,  and  bellowed  on  him  alt 
the  Lands  Honours  and  Revenues,  belonging  to- 
the  faid  Principality. 

The  Prince  hath  ever  fince  been  (liled  Prince 
of  Wales,  Duke  of  Aiuitain  and  Cornwall,  and'

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To  imagine  the  death  of  the  Prince,  to  Tie-

Ttcifon. 

Hath  ihcrcibrc  had  priviledgc  of  having  a 
THiveyor,  and  taking  Tmvcjmct  as  the  King. 

To  retain  and  qualify  as  many  Chsfkini,  as  he 
(hall  pleafc. 

To  the  Prir.c:,  at  the  age  of  i  f,  was  a  cer¬ 
tain  Aid  of  Money  from  all  the  Kings  Tenants, 
and  all  that  held  of  him  in  CtpHe,  by 
Servicc, 3nA  Free-Jofitje.tomakchim  aKnight. 

Yet  as  the  Prince  in  Nature  isadillindl  Per- 
fon  from  the  King;  fo  inLawalfo,  infomc 
Cafes,  he  is  a  Subjeft ,  holdcth  his  Principali¬ 
ties  and  Seigniories  of  the  King ,  gircth  the 
fame  refpedt  to  the  King,,  as  other  fubjedls. 


The  Revenues  belonging  to  the  Prince,  Unce  %v«Wfk. 
much  of  the  Lands  and  Demefnes  of  that  JJttciy 
have  been  alienated ;  arc  crpccially  out  of  the 
Tinn- Mines  in  CormtU ,  which  with  all  other 
Profits  of  tliat  Duch],  amount. yearly  to  the  fum. 
of  14000/. 

The  Revenues  of  the  Principality  ofWiks> 
futvey’d  300  years  ago,  was  above  4«flo  /.'year¬ 
ly,  a  rich  Fllatc,  according  to  the  value  ofMonry 
in  thofe  days. 

At  prefent  his  whole  Revenues,  may  amount 
to  about!  0000/. 

Tdl  the  PrinCe  come  to  be  14  ycarsold ,  all 
things  belonging  to  the  Principality  of  Wiles 
were  wont  to  be  difpofedofbyCommifiioners, 
confining  of  (bme  principal  Perfonsof  the  Clcf- 
gy  and  Nobility.  , 

ThcCadeij,  or  younger  Sons  of  Engkni, 
created,  ( not  bom)  Ewkes  or  Earls ,  of  what 
Places  or  Titles  the  King  pleafcth,. 

P  y,  Ihc|. 
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They  have  no  certain  jipfumges,  as  in  f  ra«f, 
lutoiily  what  the  good  plcafurc  of  the  King  be¬ 
llows  upon  them. 

All  the  King’s  Sons  arc  Confikirii  r.iti,  by 
Birth-riglit,  Counfellois  of  State,  that  fo  they 
may  grow  up  in  the  weighty  aflairsol  the  King¬ 
dom. 

The  Daughters  of  Ertglmi  are  filled  Princcf- 
fes,  the  cldcfi  of  which  had  an  Aii  \ox  certain 
Jtatc  of  Money  paid  by  every  Tenant  in  Ctpite, 
E^nigits-fervice,  and  Socage,  towards  her  Dow- 
jyor  Marriage-portion;  and  to  violate  her  un¬ 
married,  isHigh-Treafon  at  this  day. 

To  all  the  King's  Children  belong  the  Title 
of  S^plBighnejs-,  All  Subjefls  arc  to  be  unco¬ 
vered  in  their  prcfencc ,  to  kneel  when  they 
are  admitted  to  kifs  their  hands,  and,  atTablc, 
they  are  ( out  of  the  iQngs  prefnee)  ferved  on 

T^  Children,  the  Erothers  and  Siftcrsoftlie 
King, if  rimtiffs,  the  Summons  in  the Procefs , 
need  not  have  the  foK'innity  of  i  y  days,  as  in 
cafe  of  other  Subjcdls. 

All  the  Kings  Sons,  Grandfons,  Brothers, 
..llnkles,  and  Nephews  of  the  King,  are,  by  Sut. 
31  Ben.  8.  to  precede  others  in  England-,  It  is 
true,  the  word  Grandfon  is  not  there  inteminis, 
but  isunderfiood,  zsSit  EdivardCoke  holds,  by 
Bephew,  which  in  Lathe  being  Nepos,  fignincs 
‘alfo,and  chicily,a  Grandfon, 

The  Batmal.oc  illeeitimatc  Sons  andDangh- 
ters  of  the  King ,  after  they  arc  acknowledged 
by  the  King,  have  had  licrc,  as  in  France,  prece¬ 
dence  of  all  the  Nobles,  under  thofe  of  the 
Shod  l{pyal. 

They  bcarwhat  Sirnamc  the  King  plcafcth  to 
give  them,  and  for  Arms,  the  Arms  of  Eng^ 
hull,  with  a  iaJJtw.or « Border  G9t>iiome,o:  fqiuc 
■'  other 
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other  mark  of  lllcgitimation.  Some  Kings  of 
Evghnd  have  ackr.on lodged  many,  and  had 
more  illegitimate  Sons  and  Daughters. 

King  Henry  the  Firllhad  no  fewer  than  Sixteen 
illegitimate  Children. 

Henry  the  Eighth,  amongft  others,  had  one  by 
Elizdeth  Named,  J.'enry  Fitzroy,  ..reated 
by  him,  Duke  of  Somerjet  and  J{ickmoni,  Earl  of 
Honinghm,  and  Lord  High  Admiral  of  Er.ghni, 

Irelinl,  and  zijniinin.

^■f^Hc  \,r.g  now  Reigning,  ii  CHAHLES,  Heme, 
the  Second  of  that  Name.  His  Name  of 
Baptifme,  Charles, h\thc  Gc’rmaiiTongue , 
fignificsone  of  a  MijcuUne  (Ircngth  or  Virtue. 

The  Royal,  and  alfo  the  moll  Princely  iitri sirnanre,. 
antient  Families  of  Eurofe-,  at  this  day,  have 
properly  no  SitnanKi ;  for  neither  is  Bourbon 
the,  Simame,  but  the  Title oftheRcyal  Fami- 
ly  of  France ,  nor  /ufrk  of  Spain,  nor  Smart 
of  England,  fince  the  coming  in  of  King  James, 
nor  Theodore  or  Tudor,  lor  his  five  imm.diatc 
Anccltors  in  England ;  nor  Flantagenet,  for  ele¬ 
ven  Succe.Eons  before  ;  as  fomc  va.iuly  think : 
for  although  Geoffrey,  Duke  of  Anjou,  was  fir- 
named  Flantagenet ,  from  a  Broom  jblke ,  com¬ 
monly  worn  in  his  Ponnet,  yet  his  Son,  Henry 
the  Second  King  of  England  ',  was  lirnamed 
Fiiz-Emfrefs ,  and  his  Son  Jfjchrd,  Cm- de 
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Lptti  So  Oven,  Grandfather  to  King  ffenrj  the 
icvcnth,  was  up  Meriditb,ind  he  ap  T^oifore, pro¬ 
nounced  Tjder,  Sirnames  being  then  but  little  in 
Ufe  amongft  the  Cmbro-Britaks.  So  tValter,  Fa¬ 
ther  to  I{obert,  King  of  Jfot/axJ.froni  whom  our 
prefent  King  is  defeended,  was,  only  by  Office, 
Cmd  Senefckal,  or  High  Stevard,  or  Stuart  of 
Scotland  i  though  of  latter  tiiius,  by  a  long  vul¬ 
gar  error,  it  hath  fo  prevailed,  that  it  is  account¬ 
ed  the  Sirname  of  many  Families,  defeended 
'  from  him. 

Stevard  isa  Contraftion  fromtheiaxon  word 
Stedevard,  that  is^  in  Zatine ,  locum  tenens ,  in 
French ,  Lieutenant ,  bccaufo  the  Lord  High- 
Steward  was  d^egif  heum-tenens,  A  name  not  un¬ 
fit  for  any  King,  who  is  Dei  locum-tenens,  Gods 
Stuart, or  Lieutenant, or  Vicc-Gerent  upon  Earth. 
ffeteak-  Our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King  now  Reigning, 
gies.  is  Son  to  King  Charles  the  Martyr,  and  the  Prin- 

cefe  Henrietta  Maria ,  Daughter  of  King  Henry 
the  Great,  oi  Trance-,  from  which  two  Royal 
Stocks,  he  hatli  in  his  veins,  fomc  of  all  the 
Royal  Bloodof  Futoye  concentred. 

Is  defeended  lineally  and  lawfully  from  the 
Srit^,  Saxon,  Hanijh,  Norman,  and  seotifi  Kings 
and  Princes  of  this  Ifland. 

From  the  firft  Brhijh  Kings,  the  ijjth  Mo¬ 
narch,  from  the  Seotijh,  inacontmucdfucccffi- 
on,  foralmoftiooo  years,  thcroyth,  from  the 
Saxons^the  -)dth,  and  from  the  firft  of  the  N'or- 
xan  Line  the  i«th  King.  So  that  for  Royal  Ex- 
traftion,  and  long  Line  of  juft  defeent.  His  Ma- 
jefty  now  Reigning,  excclls  all  the  Monarchs 
of  all  the  Chriftian,ifnot  ofthcwholc  World. 

Is  the  firft  Prince-  of  Great  Britain  fo  born , 
and  hath  in  pofteffion  ,  larger  Dominions  than 
aayofHisAnceftors. 

He  was  bora  the  lythof  dtfay,  iS^o.  at  the 
Royal 
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Ropl  Palace  of  St.  firm's,  over  which  Houfe,  Birth. 
the  lame  day  atnoon,  was,bythonfands,fcen  a 
Star, and  foo.i  after ,  the  Sun  fuflered  an  ^lipfc ; 
a  fad  prefag--,  as  fom;  then  divined,  that  this 
Prince’s  Power,  (hould,  for  lorn  time,  be  eclip- 
ftd,  as  it  hath  been ;  and  fome  fub,cdt.  fignified  by 
a  Star,  ihould  have  extraordinary  fplendor. 

\^  as  Chrillencd  the  17  of  fme  following,  by 
tiie  then  Bilhop  of  London,  Dodlor  Liui, 

Had  for  bis  Godftshers,  his  two  Uncles,  Levit 
the  1 3th,  King  of  Frtnce,  and  Frederic,  Prince 
Vilaint  e  f  the  J^i/ne.tben  called  King  of  Bohemin, 
reprefented  by  the  Duke  of  l{ichmnd,  and  Mar¬ 
quis  Fitmilm ;  his  Godmother  being  his  Grand¬ 
mother,  then  Queer.-Mother  of  Fnnce,  repre¬ 
fented  by  the  Dutchefs  of  Richmond. 

Had  for  Govemefs,  Afar/.Conntcrs  of  Dorfet, 
Wifcto£dwxr(/,Earlof Dorfet.  laMij,  i«38. 
he  was  firft  Knighted,  and  immediately  after,  he 
was  made  Knight  cf  the  Garter ,  and  inftalled 
at  Wini^or. 

About  this  time,  byOrder,  not  Creation,  he 
was  firll  called  Prince  of  Vilet,  and  had  all  the 
Profits  of  that  Principality ,  and  divers  other 
Lands  annexed ,  and  Earldom  of  Cheflet  granted 
unto  him,and  held  his  Court  apart  from  the  King 
At  the  Age  of  Eight, hchad  for  Governor, the 
lat:  Earl,  afterwards  Marquifs.and  Duke  of  Nero-  EiucUk 
ea/J/e,  and  after  him,  the  late  Earl  of  Berkjhire; 
and  for  Tutor,  or  Preceptor,  Doflor  ZJaf  pa.thcn 
Dean  of  Chrijl-ChHrch,  after  Bilhop  of  Sdithitry, 
and  lately  of  iFinchepr, 

At  the  age  of  u,  waswith  the  King  his- Fa¬ 
ther,  at  the  Battle  of  EdgehiU,  and  foon  after 
at  Oxford,  was  committed  to  the  care  of  the 
Marquis  of  Hertford. 

About  14  ycarsold  was  in  the  Head  of  anAr- 
niy,  in  the  Wefi  of  EngUnd.

At  tlic  Age  of  15  a  Marriage  was  propofed 
between  him ,  and  the  Eldcft  Daughter  of  the 
K,  of  Po'-tagal.thc  hftntt  foinm  lincedcccafcd. 

Two  years  after,  was,  from  Cor«wiifl,tranrpor. 
ted  tothclfle  ofScill},  and  after  to  ftrfey,  and 
thence  to  his  Royal  Mother  to  St.  Gernuim  near 
I'lris. 

In  t«a8.  was  at  Sea  with  fome  Naval  Forces, 
endeavouring  to  refeue  the  King  his  Father, then 
I'n  the  lflcoflK;gil,  out  of  the  wicked  hands  of 
His  Rebellious  Subjefls.  Not  many  Months  after, 
upon  the  fad  news  of  theHoirid  MurtherofHis 
Royal  Father ,  He  was,  in  Jiohni,  firll  faluted 
King,  and  foon  after  proclaimed  in  JcM/acd, be¬ 
ing  not  yet  1 9  years  of  age. 

At  the  age  of  10  from  JioUini  he  landed  in 
ScotUni,  June  iSyo,  and  in  Jitmtr}  following 
was  Crowned  at  Smn. 

The  third  of  September  rdyi,  fought  the  Bat¬ 
tel  of  H'oreejler,  whence,  after  the  unfortunate 
lofj  of  his  whole  Army,  wandring  in  difguife 
about  £»g/ad  for  J/xtree^,  and  mod  wonder¬ 
fully  preferved,  he  was,  at  length  ..tranfported 
from  a  Creek  near  Storjmin  Siifex,  toFeccim 
near  Hme  di  Grice  in  t'rince ;  in  which  King¬ 
dom,  with  his  Royal  Brothers,  and  divers  En- 
g;;yfcNobdity,Clcrgv,  and  Gentry,  he  was,  for 
lome  years,  received  and  treated  as  King  o':  Eng- 
hnd,  and,  by  His  Mediations  and  Interell  with 
the  Prince  ofCi)«((e,and  the  Duke  of  Zorraii;, then 
in  the  H  ad  of  two  Great  and  Mighty  Armies 
againfi  the  French  King,qucnched  the  then  new¬ 
ly  kindled  fires  of  h  great  and  univerfal  Rebelli¬ 
on  againd  him,muchrcfemblingthatof  England-, 
and  was  a  means  of  recalling  the  then  fled  .and 
baniflhed  Cardinal  Maxarke  After  which,  in 
Germinj,  Flandirs,  Spin,  &c.  he  pallbd  the  re- 
Cduc  of  his  time  in  the  Studies  and  E-tcrcilc 
moll 
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moft  befitting  a  Prince ;  in  Solliciting  the  Aid 
of  Chrillian  Princes,  and  in  advifing  and  vigo- 
roufly  promoting  the  feveral  attempts  of  his 
Friends  in  EngUnd,  until  the  year  i(6o ,  at 
which  time,  being  at  Brujfels ,  within  the  Spa- 
niili  Territories,  and  ixttceiving  a  general  in¬ 
clination  and  difpofition  of  all  EtiglMd  to  re¬ 
ceive  him,  he  providently  removed  himfclf  to 
Bredi,  within  the  Dominions  cf  the  ItnitediVe- 
therktids,  in  the  Month  of  Jprihthcncc.inAUj, 
to  the  Higue,  from  whence,  after  a  magnificent 
Entertainment ,  and  an  humble  invitation  by 
Englilli  Commiflirners ,  fent  from  the  then 
Convention  at  iVijiminjier,  he  embarkt  at  Sche- 
velin,  thez  jofAfay  i6^o,  and  with  a  gallant 
Englifh  Fleet,  and  a  gentle  gale  of  Wind,  landed 
the  2f  at  Dover, mi  on  the  29th  following,  be¬ 
ing  his  Birth-day,  and  then  juft  30  yearsof  age, 
he  entred  into  London,  was  there  received  with 
the  greateft  and  moft  univerfal  Joy,  Acclamati¬ 
ons,  and  Magnificence  that  could  polTibly  be  cx- 
preft  in  fo  (hort  a  warning. 

On  the  firftof=fH«  following,  HisMajefly 
fate  in  Parliament,  and  on  thei2of/fr;/ 
rode  in  triumph  from  the  Toner  to  iVefiminjkr, 
on  the  next  day,  being  1 1.  Geor^er,  was  Crown¬ 
ed  with  great  Ceremony. 

On  the  2  8  of  Mi)  following,  declared  to  his 
Parliament  his  Intention  to  Marry  the  hfir.u  of 
Porm^a/,  who,  accordingly  in  Mi)  being 
Landed  at  Porr/moHiA,  was  there  efpoufed  to  the 
King,  by  the  then  Bilhop  of  London,  now  Arch- 
biftiopof  Cotter  bur). 

His  Majefties  life  hath  been  full  of  wonders, 
but  three  paftages  cfpccially  feem  iniraeulous. 
Fir.}, at  His  Birth  a  bright  Star' was  feen  over 
Him  at  Noon-day , by  nrany  thoufands.  Second¬ 
ly 
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lyhis  cfcapc,  in,  and  after  the  Battle  of  fTorre- 
rfsr.wh.n,  being  in  the  very  heart  of  ExgUd 
forlakcn  by  all.  a  fum  of  Money,  by  pnblick  Aft , 
promifei  to  thofe  that  Ihould  difeover  him,  and 
penalty  of  High-Treafon  toanyonettat  Ihould 
conceal  him;  when  hewaafeen  and  known  to 
many  perfons,  ofall  forts  and  conditiors ;  where¬ 
of  divers  were  very  indigent,  and  fo  very  fub. 
jeft  to  be  tempted  with  the  propofed  Reward , 
and  divers  of  the  Female  Sex,  and  fo  molt  unapt 
to  retain  a  Secret ;  when  he  was  neceflitated 
to  wait  fo  many  weeks,  and  appear  in  fo  many 
places  and  companies,  before  a  fit  opportunity 
of  TranfportatLon  could  be  found.  Jfi'td'y* 
HisMajefticsRcnauration  (quippe  mpojibilepiit 
F ilium  tot  Precstionum,  tot  Lutjmtum,  £5  tot  Mt- 
mulofum  pcrujji )  that  after  fo  many  years  dif- 
polTeirion,  his  moft  inveterate,  potent,  fubtile 
encmies.in  foil  and  quiet  pofledion,  on  a  fodden, 
the  defireof  him,{lionld,  like  Lightning,  or  a 
mighty  Torrent,  run  overall  Suglmi  in  fuch  a 
manner, that  he  (hould  be  folcmnly  invitcd.mag- 
nificcntly  condufted ,  triumphantly  received  , 
without  Blood,  Blows,  Bargain,  or  Obligation 
to  any  forreign  Prince  or  Potentate.

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Having  been  moft  carefully  and  pioufly  edu¬

George,  Patron  as  well  of  Fortttgsl 
as  EngUr.d,  and  was  fafely,  by  the  Earl  of  Jaurf- 
rrich,  conduced  by  a  Squadron  of  Ships  to  Portf- 
mouth,  where  the  King  find  met  her,  and  was  re¬ 
married. 

Her  Majefly  com¬ 
ing  by  Water,  from  L/mpion-Com,  was,  with

Signal  Battel  obtained  by  the  firlt  King  of  PDf' 
uigil,  Don  Jlfion/o,  againd  five  Kings_  of  the 
Moors,  before  which  Battel  appeared  Ckijl  Cru.

the  foriMga)  Arms  were^r^e;!;  a  Cro[s  Jzw.

Juft  King  Urns  the  Thirteenth ,  Wife  to  the 
Glorious  Mirt)r  King  Cbttks  the  Firft,  Mother 
to  our  Gracious  Sovereign  King  Charles  the  Se¬ 
cond  ,  and  Aunt  to  the  prefent  Puiflant  King, 

Itm  the  Fourteenth. 

ShewasbornthcKfthofMtvcmicr;  Married 
nrftat  Nofre  Dame  in  Paris  by  Proxy,  itfij. 
and  Ihortly  after,  in  the  month  of  June,  arri¬ 
ving  at  Dover ,  was  at  Canterbury  cfpoufed  to 
King  Ctwr/er  the  Firft.  In  the  year  wa-r 
ilclivcrcd  of  her  Firft-born ,  a  Son  that  died 
Ihortly  after.  Ini«3o.  of  her  Second,  our  pre- 
lent  Sovereign ,  whom  God  long  preferve.  In 
1^31.  of  her  Third,  Mary,  the  late  Princefs  of 
Orange,  a  Lady  of  admirable  Virtues,  who  had 
the  happinefs  to  fee  the  King  her  Brother  re- 
ftored,  fix  or  feven  months  before  her  death. 
In  11J3  3.  of  her  Fourth,  James,  now  Duke  of 
Terk,.  In  1(^31.  of  her  Fifth,  nmcA  Elizabeth, 
who  being  a  Princefs  of  incomparable  Abilities 
and  Virtues,  died  for  Crief,  foon  after  the  Mur- 
ther  of  her  Father.  In  1616.  of  her  Sixth,  na¬ 
med  jdnna,  who  died  young.  In  the  year  1641. 
of  her  Seventh  Child  ,  Henry  of  Oatland,  de- 
figned  Duke  of  Glcucefer,  who  lived  till  above 
Twenty ,  being  moft  excellently  accomplilhcd 
in  all  Princely  Endowments,  died,  four  months 
after  the  Reftauration  of  the  King.  In  the  year 
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1(^44.  of  her  Eighth,  the  l.aiv  Henriitti ,  late 
Dutchefs  of  Orlcms. 

In  the  year  i('4i.  hcrMajelly  forefeeing  the 
enfuing  lloriu  of  Rebellion,  and  feeing  the 
groundlcfs  Oiim  raifed  already  againll  her  Roy¬ 
al  Porfon,  timely  withdrew  her  Iblf,  with  her 
cldeft  Daughter,  (then  newly  Married  to  Prince 
WiUium ,  only  Son  to  Hm'/  Prince  of  Onrtge) 
into  HoUiini,  whence  in  i«4j.  after  amoft^- 
rious  llorm,  and  barbarous  fierce  purfuit  of  the 
Exglip  Rebels  at  Sea,  flic  landed  at  BurliitgtOK- 
Bty,  with  Men,  Money,  and  Ammunition ,  and 
foon  after  with  a  confidcrablc  Army,  met  the 
King  at  Edge-Hill,  and  thence  was  conduced  to 
Oxftfi 

In  jdfril  1644.  marching  with  competent 
Forces  from  Ox/ci-rf ,  towards  Exeter,  st /b- 
bington  took  hcrlaft  farcivcl  of  the  King,  whom 
fhe  never  faw  again. 

In  J«/y  following,  embark’d  at  Pendeim-Ci- 
ftle,  Ihc  failed  into  France,  where  entertained, 
at  the  charges  of  her  Nephew  the  prefent  King 
of  France,  inc  palTed  a  folitary  retired  life,  un¬ 
til  the  month  of  oHober  1660.  when  upon  the 
Rellauration  of  her  Son  to  the  Crown  of  Eng~ 
land,  Ihc  came  to  Imdon,  and  having  fetled  her 
Revenues  here,  fhe  went  again  with  her  young- 
eft  Daughter  the  Lady//f)ir/<iM  into  France,  to 
fee  her  Efpoufed  to  the  then  Duke  of  yfujow,  now 
of  Orleans ;  and  in  the  month  of  fuly  1(61,  be¬ 
ing  returned  into  England,  (he  fetled  her  Court 
at  Somerfet-Houfe,  where  (he  continued  till  May 
166^.  then  croffed  the  Seas  again .  and  hath 
ever  fmcc  continued  in  France ,  her  Native 
Country,  till  her  death. 

She  needeth  no  other  Charafter,  than  what 
isifbund  in  the  Seventh  Chapter  of  that  inimi¬ 
table  Book,  compiled  by  liim  that  knew  herbeft.

Of  the  pnfem  Princes  atid  Princefles  of 
the  Blood. 

TKe  firft  Prince  of  the  Blood  ( in  Frme , 
called  Monfieurfmiuew)  is  the  mollll- 
lullrious  Prince,  3^ijwMDukeof  Se¬ 
cond  Son  to  King  Chtrles  the  Martyr,  and  oncly 
Brother  to  the  prefent  King  our  Soveraign. 

HewasBorn,  0304.14,1633.  and  forthwith 
Proclaimed  at  the  Court  Gates, D.of  r<r)c,thc  2  4 
of  the  fame  month  was  Baptized,  and  afterwards 
committed  to  the  Government  of  the  then  Coun¬ 
ters  of  X>orfet. 

The  27  of  ful).  1643,  at  Oxfoti  was  Created 
by  Utters  Patent,  Duke  of  Tork.  ( though  called  fo 
by  fpecial  Command  from  his  Birth)  without 
thole  Solemnities  ( the  Iniquity  of  the  times 
not  admitting  thereof )  that  were  ufed  to  the 
KinghisBather,  itfosiWhen being fccond Son  to 
King  Jaw;'!,  and  k>  Dulse  of  Albany  InScotland, 
was  created  Duke  of  Torlc,  with  the  preceding 
folcinn  Creation  of  I'ivcrs  young  Noblemen,  to 
be  Knights  of  the  Bath,  anti  the  Robes  of  State, 
putuponhini,thcCap  of  State  on  his  Head, and 
the  Golden  Hod  intohis  hand,  the  Prime  Nobili* 
ty,  and  the  Heralds  alfilling  at  that  Ceremony. 

After  tlic  llirrender  of  Oxford,  his  Royal  High- 
nefswas  in  1646,  conveyed  to  London,  by  the 
tlicn  prevailing  difloyal  part  of  the  two  Houles 
of  Parliament,  and  committed,  with  his  Bro¬ 
ther  G/ecf]?er  ,  and  Sifter  Elizabeth,  to  the  care 
of  the  Earl  of  Northumberknd. 

In  1648 ,  ag.d  about  15,  was,  by  Colonel ' 
Eamfjield,  conveyed  in  a  Difguilc,  or  Habit 
of

of  a  Girl,  beyond  Sea,  firil  to  his  Siller,  the  Prin- 
cc(s  Royal  of  Ora«5i  'mUollini,  and  afterward 
to  the  Queen  his  Mother,  then  at  PirU ,  where 
he  was  carefully  educated  in  the  Religion  of  the 
Church  of  Englitii,  and  in  all  Excrcifcs  meet 
for  fuel)  a  Prince. 

Ab;.utthcagcof  loin  FrMce,  went  into  the 
Ciimfigne,  and  firvcd  with  much  Gallantry,  un¬ 
der  that  Great  Commander ,  the  then  Protc- 
flant  Mdrefcktl  di  Turenne,  for  the  French  King  , 
againllthcJ’iw)!/|i  forces  InFIitiders, 
Notwithitanding  which,  upon  a  Treaty  bc» 
tween  the  fr5»c£)King,and  Cromwl,  in  ifiy  5. be¬ 
ing  obliged  with  all  his  Retinue  to  leave  the 
fre«r/) Dominions,  and  invited  iiitof/«derj,by 
Don  of  Au^rit,  he  there  ferved  under  him, 
againlhhc  French  King,  then  Leagued  with  the 
Englijh  Rebels  againft  Spjin,  where  his  Mjgnini- 
mity,  and  Dexterity  in  Mirtid  Affairs  ( though 
unfuccefsful)  were  very  eminent. 

In  the  year  iCdo,  came  over  with  the  King  in¬ 
to  Engknd,  and  being  Lord  high  Admiral,  in  the 
year  1 6Cp,  in  the  War  againft  the  United  States 
of  the  iVetirr/aiirfj,  commanded,  inPerfon,  the 
whole  i{oyd  t^avy  on  the  Seas,  between  England 
ajid  Holland,  where,  with  incomparable  Valour , 
and  extraordinary  hazard  of  his  own  Royal  Per- 
fon,  after  a  moll  ftiarp  difpute,  he  obtained  a 
Signal  FiHory  over  the  whole  Dutch  Fleet,  com¬ 
manded  by  Admiral  Opdam,  who  perilht  with  his 
own,  and  many  more  Dutch  Ships  in  that  Fight. 

In  the  year  idy'-.inaSccoiid  Waragaind  the 
United  Netherlands ,  he  again  commanded  the 
whole  Englifi  fleet,  and  put  the  Dut.-i  to  flight, 
after  a  long  and  fierce  Fight ,  with  exceeding 
great  peril  of  his  Life, 

He  married  Anne,  thccldcll  Daughter  of 
Edstrard 
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£dmri  Earl  of  Clarendon,  late  Lord  High 
Chanccllour  of  England ,  by  whom  he  hath 
had  a  numerous  Iffuc,  whereof  arc  living,  Firli, 
the  Lady  born  30 itffit.whofc God¬ 
father  was  Prince  and  Godmothers,  the 
Dutchefles  of  Suckjiigham  and  Ormond.  And  Se¬ 
condly, the  Lady  j^me.bom  in  Felr.  r««4.wliofc 
Godfather  was  Gilbert,  Lord  Archbifhop  of  C’a«- 
terbury,  her  Godmothers  were  the  young  Lady 
Mary  her  Sifter,  and  the  Dutchefs  of  Monmouth. 
She  was  lately,  for  her  health,  tranfported  into 
Erance.  Thirdly,  the  Lady  Catharine,  born  the' 
19  of  February,  i6jo.  Cnee  dcceafed,  whofe 
Godmothers  were  the  Queen,  and  tlicMarchio- 
nefsof  mrcejier,  and  the  Godfather,  the  Prince 
cf  0, range,  then  in  England. 

Her  Royal  Highncls,  ^i«e,Dutchefs  of  Fork., 
died atSt. James’s,  jdiiril  31,  ifiyi. 

In  A’cv.  I  d7  3,  HisRoyalHighncfs  was  fccond- 
ly  married,  to  Jofefba-Maria  d'Ejle,  Sifter  to 
theprcfeiit  Durc  of  Modena,  (and  Daughter  cf 
Laura  Martkozza,  the  now  Dutchefs  Dowager) 
by  whom  he  hath  hadllTuetwo  Daughters ,  the 
firft  born  ^an.  10.  rtfy-),  and  Chriltned  by  the 
name  of  Catkerka  Laura,  His  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Monmouth  being  Ciodfathcr,  and  the  Lady  Mary, 
and  the  Lady  ytnne  the  Godmothers.  She  died  at 
St.  James's,  OSober  the  3 ,  i  ^ 7  y .  The  fecond  was 
born  Aug.  1 8 .  i  ?7  d.  and  Chi  iftned  by  the  name 
of  Ifabella,  the  Earl  of  Vanby  Lord  High  Treafu- 
rcr  being  Godfather,  and  the  Ducheis  of  Mon¬ 
mouth  and  Countcis  of  Peterborough,  Godmothers, 

The  Titles  cf  His  Royal  Highnefs  are,  Duke  cf 
Torl;_and  Albany,  Earl  of  VIJler,  late  Lord  High 
Admiral  of  England ,  Ireland,  and  all  Forreign 
Plantations,  Conllablc  of  Dover  Gallic,  Lord 
Warden  of  the  Ckiiie- Ports,  Governour  of 
Portfmoutb,&.c, 

Of 
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Of  the  Frince  of  Orange. 

NExt  to  the  Duke  of  rertand  bis  Ifliic, 
is  Witiim  of  Niffxu,  Prince  of  Omge, 
only  UTue  of  the  late  dcceafed  Princefs 
Royal  Murj,  Eldcft  Daughter  to  King  Cbtrkf  I. 
and  Wcddid  1^41.  to  Witlim  of  NiJJui,  the 
only  Son  to  Hemj  Prince  of  Ordage,  then  Com* 
mandcr  in  chief  of  all  the  Forces  of  the  States* 
General,  both  by  Land  and  Sea. 

His  Highnefs  the  prefent  Prince  was  born 
nine  days  after  his  Fathers  death,  on  the  14  of 
Novimber, idijo.  had  for  God-fathers,  the  Lords 
Stm-Gemil  of  HoUttid  and  Zetlttii,  and  the 
Cities  of  Delft,  Leyden,  and  Amfetdm. 

His  Governefs  was  the  EngHjh  Lady  Stinhof, 
then  Wife  to  the  Heer  Hemuliet. 

At  eight  years  of  age  was  fent  to  the  Uni* 
verlity  of  Leyden, 

His  yearly  Revenue  is  about  tfoooo  /.  Ster¬ 
ling,  bclides  Military  advantages  enjoyed  by  his 
Father  and  Anccllors,  which  amounted  yearly 
to  about  3000  /.  Sterling  more. 

He  is  a  Prince,  in  whom  the  High  and  Prince¬ 
ly  Qualities  of  his  Anccllors  already  appear. 


Of  the  Friitcefs  Henrietta. 

THc  next  Heir  (after  the  fore-named)  to 
the  Englijl)  Crown,  was  the  I’rincels 
Hentietti ,  youngcA  SiAcr  to  the  pic- 
fent  King  of  Engind, 

She  was  born  the  1 6  of  fiine,  1^44.  at  Exeter, 
(lin  ing  the  heat  of  the  late  Rebellion ;  after  the 
G  Sur. 
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Suitcr.dcr  of  'Exeter ,  conveyed  to  Oxford,  and 
thence  i to  LoKdon ;  whence,  with  her  Go- 
verncis  the  Lady  Dniieith,  flic  cfcapcd  into 
i’nnce,  was  there  Educated,  as  became  her  high 
Birth  and  Qpality;  but  being  left  wliollytothc 
care  and  maiiitenanee  of  the  Queen  her  Mother 
at  Estit,  embraced  the  Eotnip  J{eligm. 

At  the  age  of  fixtecn  years,  came  with  the 
Queen-Mother  into  Etigkad ,  and  fix  months 
after  returning  into  Erme,  was  Married  to  tlic 
-only  Brother  of  the  French  King,  the  llluftrious 
Prince  Fhilip.tbcn  Duke  of  Jiijou,  till  the  death 
of  his  Vxcle,  and  now  Duke  of  Orlem,  whofc 
Revenue  is  nooooo  EvversToumoU,  befideshis 
Jfpduge,  not  yet  fetlcd. 

Her  Portion  was  40000 1.  Sterling,  her  Joyn- 
ture  was'to  be  the  fame  with  the  prefent  Dut- 
chefs  Dowager  of  Orlem, 

ThisPrincefs  IcfcllTue  two  Daughters,  flic 
wasufually  ftiled  Madam  only,  as  being  the 
firft  Lady  in  Frme ;  flic  died  fuddainly  in  fm 
1670. 

The  Elder  called  Midmoifelle  only ,  or  [m 
queve  ■//]'  bccaufc flic  is  the  firll  Gentle¬ 

woman  of  Fmnce. 

The  younger  Sifter  is  called  M.idumoifeFe  di 
ydoU  ;  if  flic  Iiad  had  a  Son,  the  French  K'mp, 
was  to  allow  him  joooo  Crowns  yearly ,  and 
the  Jppmge  after  the  death  of  the  prefent 
Duke,  reverts  to  the  Crown. 
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Of  the  Trhice  EleSor  Palatine.’ 

THcrc  being  left  alive  no  more  of  the 
Ofl'-lpring  of  King  Charki  the  Firft.thc 
next  Heirs  of  the  Crown  of  Engkni, 
ore  the  Iflue  and  Defeendents  of  Eliziietb,  late 
Queen  of  BohmU,  only  Siller  to  the  faid  King, 
who  was  Married  to  Frederick,  Prince  Faktinc 
of  tlie  Xhine,  afeenvards  ililcd  King  of  Bohetmt, 
whofc  Eldell  Son  living  is  Cbarks  lodmick. 
Prince  Elcdlor  Paktm  of  the  J^ine,  common¬ 
ly  called  the  Fillgrave ,  from  the  Nigh  Dutch 
Pfihzgn^ ,  Fiktii  Comes ,  was  born  the  Two 
and  Twentieth  of  December  1617.  at  Heidelberg-, 
and  afterwards  at  the  Age  of  three  or  Four 
years,  conveyed  thence  into  the  Countries  of 
Wittenbergb,  and  Brtnderibiirgb ,  then  into  Hol- 
lind,  and  at  the  Hague,  and  the  Univerlity  of 
leyden,  was  Educated  in  a  Princely  manner.  At 
the  Age  of  Sixteen ,  was  made  Knight  of  the 
Garter,  and  at  the  Age  of  Eighteen  years  came 
into  Ergland,  about  two  years  after,  fought  a 
Battel  at  Vkta  in  li'ejlpbalia.  In  the  year  1^39. 
paffmg  mognito  thorow  France,  to  take  poflef- 
fion  of  Brifch  upon  the  J{hine,  which  the  Duke 
of  Saxon  If'ejmar  intended  to  deliver  up  unto 
liim,  together  with  the  Command  of  his  Army, 
he  was  by  that  quick-lighted  Cardinal  l[icblieii, 
difeovered  at  Moulins.  and  thence  fent  back 
Prifoiicrtothe£o;j  de  rinciennes  -,  whence,  af¬ 
ter  13  weeks  imprifonment,  he  was  by  the. Me¬ 
diation  of  the  King  of  England,  let  at  liberty. 
In  the  year  i't43.  he  came  again  into  England, 
and  with  the  Kings  fecret  eouTcnt,  (becaiifethc 
King  could  not  contiMie  unto  him  the  wonted 
Penhon,wl)illl  the  E,cbcls  polTell  the  great  .'11  part 
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of  HisMajcflics  Revenues)  made  bis  AddrelTcs 
to,  and  abode  with  tlic  difloyal  part  of  the 
Lords  and  Commons  at  [Vejlminfler ,  until  the 
Murder  of  the  laid  King,  and  the  Rcftauration 
of  the  Lower  Palatimte ,  according  to  the  fa¬ 
mous  Treaty  at  Munjler ,  iK48.  for  which  he 
was  conliraincd  to  quit  all  his  right  to  the 
Zipper  Palium{e,itv.\  accept  of  an  Ei^th  Elector- 
flip ,  at  a  jundture  of  time ,  when  the  King  of 
Evgldtii  (had  he  not  been  engaged  at  home  by 
ail  impious  Rebellion)  had  been  the  moft  con- 
Jiderable  of  all  other  at  that  Treaty ,  and  this 
Prince  his  Nephew,  would  have  had  the  great- 
oil  advantages  there. 

In  ifjo.  he  cfpoufed  the  Lady  Cfor/ortf,  at 
Ciij^l.Daughtcr  to  Willim  the  Fifth,  Landgrave 
of  Heffe,  and  of  Elizabeth  Emilia  of  Hanaro,  by 
whom  he  hath  one  Son ,  named  Charles ,  born 
31  March,  iSsi.  to  whom  is  lately  married  the 
Siller  of  Chrijiiern ,  the  prefent  King  of  Dane- 
mark.,  and  Fifth  of  that  Name ;  and  one  Daugh¬ 
ter  named  idHi/i',  born  in  May  now  Mar¬ 
ried  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  only  Brother  to 
the  french  King. 
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Of  Frince  Rupert, 

NExt  lo  the  IlTuc  of  the  Prince  Ekllot  Vi- 
latine,  is  Prince  born  at  Prague, 
n  December,  iSij.  not  long  before  that  very 
unfortunate  Battel  there  fought ,  whereby  not 
only  all  Bohemia  was  loft,  but  the  Falatine  Fa¬ 
mily  was,  for  almoft  thirty  years ,  dirpoflcll of 
all  their  Poflclfions  in  Germany. 

At  1 3  years  of  age,  he  inarcht  with  the  then 
Prince  of  Orange  to  the  Siege  of  Bfynebergh. 

_  And  at  the  age  of  i8  ,  he  conimandul  a  %- 
giment  of  Hor^e  in  the  Cermn  Wars ,  and  in 
the  Battel  of  Lemgou,  1638.  being  taken  by 
the  Jmferialijls,  under  the  command  of  Count 
DatzfieU,  he  continued  a  Prifoncr  above  thicc 
years. 

In  came  into  England,  in  this 
Prince,  at  a  Cliaptcr  held  a.t  Tor)(.,  was  Elcdt- 
cd  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  foon  after  made 
General  of  tlie  Horic  to  the  King ;  Fights  and 
defeats  Colonel  Sands  near  Worcefter ,  routed 
the  Rebels  Horfeat  Edge-Bill,  took  Cirence- 
fier,  raifed  the  liege  of  ^Tewari;.,  recovered 
Richfield  and  BrijhI ,  raifed  the  long  Siege  b,- 
forc  Latkam-Biufe ,  fought  the  great  Battel  a: 
Marjlon  Moor,  was  created  Earl  of  Boldernefs, 
and  Duke  of  Cumberland ,  afcCT  the  cxtinilion 
of  the  Male-Line  of  the  Cliffords,  1(543.  Fi¬ 
nally  ,  the  Kings  Forces  at  Land  being  total¬ 
ly  defeated,  he  tranfported  himfelf  into  Fr.tnce, 
and  was  afterwards  made  Admiral  of  fuch 
Ships  of  War,  as  fubmitted  to  King  CBAl{r.ES 
theSeioid,  to  whom,  after  divers  difallers  at 
Sea,  end  wonderful  Prefervations,  he  returned 
G  3  to, 
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toPtrif,  i^ji.  where,  qnd  in  Germr.j,  fomc-* 
times  at  the  Emperours  Court,  and  fometimes 
at  JJeidelkrsh ,  he  pafled  his  time  in  Princely 
Studies  and  Exercifes ,  till  the  Reftauration  of 
His  Majefly  now  Reigring;  after  which,  return¬ 
ing  into  Engkud,  was  made  aPrivy-Counfcllor 
in  i6(i.  and  in  1666.  being  joined  Admiral 
with  the  Duke  of  Albemirk  ,  hril  attackt  the 
whole Dutri  Fleet  with  hisSquadron,  in  fuch  a 
bold  refolute  way,  that  he  put  the  Enemy  foon 
to  flight. 

He  enjoys  a  Penlion  from  HisMajefly  of  4000  /. 
jer  annum,  and  the  Government  of  the  Gallic 
of  fVindfor, 

After  Prince  Piipert ,  the  next  Heirs  to  the 
Crown  of  England ,  are  three  Fmnch  Ladies, 
Daughters  of  Prince  Edroard,  lately  dcccafcd, 
who  was  a  younecr  Son  of  the  Queen  of  So- 
hemia ,  whole  Widow  the  Princefs  Dowager, 
Mother  to  the  Laid  three  Ladies,  as  Siller  to  the 
late  Queen  of  Poland,  Daughter  and  Co-heir  to 
the  lali  Duke  of  Nroets  in  Prance,  amongll  which 
three  Daugliters  there  is  a  Revenue  of  about 
liooo/.  Sterling  nyesv. 

The  Eldefl  of  thefc  is  Married  to  the  Duke 
d'  Enguien,  Eldell  Son  to  the  Prince  of  Conde, 
The  Second  is  Married  to  ^ohPredericK,  Duke 
of  Brunfmek.  and  Umenburgh,  at  Banover, 

After  thefe,  is  the  Princefs  Elizabeth,  Eldell 
Siller  living  to  the  Prince  Elcflor  Palatine, 
born  i6  December  1Q8.  unmarried,  and  living 
in  Germany,  isAbbefsof  Bervorden,  but  of  the 
Protcflant  Religion. 

The  next  is  another  Siller,  called  the  Prin- 
cefs  Lozif.1 ,  bred  up  at  tliC  Idaguc  with  the 
Queen 
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C^ccn  lier  Mother,  in  tlie  Religion  ofthc  Church 
cT Etigkni,  at  length  embracing  the  J(omiJh  Re- 
lig.on ,  is  now  Lady  Abbers  of  Mitukifoii  at 
I’oKthoife,  not  far  from  Pttrii, 

Lall  of  all,  isthePimcds  Joji/jM,  youngeft 
Daughter  to  the  Queen  of  Solmii,  born  at  the 
Hjgue  13  Otlot.  1630.  and  in  idj8.  Wedded  tO’ 
Erxefl  j^iigufie,  Duke  of  Srutifmciand  lunen- 
kiirg,  Bilhop  of  Ofuburgh,  by  whom  flic  hath 
three  Sons  and  a  Daughter. 

Of  thefe  three  PrincelTeSj  it  is  faid,  the  Firfl 
is  the  mod  Learned,  the  Second  thcgrcatellAr- 
tid,  and  the  Lad,  . one  of  the  bed  Addrefs,  and 
the  moft  Accompliflit  Ladies  in  Europe.

NExt  to  the  King,  and  Princes  of  the  Blood,' 
arc  reckoned  the  Great  OlJicers  of  the 
Crom,  whereof  there  arc  Nine,  viz.  the  Lord 
Bigh  Survard  of  Enghnd,  the  Lord  ffigh  Ckn-- 
cellor ,  the  Lord  Bigh  Treafiirer ,  Lord  Pref- 
dent  of  the  KJr.gs  Council,  the  Lord  Privy  Seal, . 
the  Lord  Great  Cbmberhh,  tlie  Lord  Bigh 
Conjldh,  the  Earl  Marflul,  and  the  Lord  Bigh 
Admiral, 

ThciirdGrc.(i  0^\cer  of  the  Crown,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  account  of  our  Anceftors ,  was  the 
Lord  Bigh  Stetvard  of  England,  or  Viceroy,  for  ' 
fo  the  word  Jieward- imports,  in  the  Saxon 
Tongue,  from  Steds  and  n'ard,  Locm  tenenr,  in 
G  4  trench, 
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Ffmh,  limemt,  and  was  the  fame  Officer 
with  the  Vrozci,  that  is,  vice  I[ex 
m  Sweden,  inA  the  Sudihotder'm  Denmrk,  who 
is  alfo  called  Fice-J^oj ,  or  Lieutenant  du  %■. 
Our  common  Lawyers  liilc  him,  Magnus  ylnglia 
Senejcallus,  of  Sen,  in  Saxon,  ^iijlice,  and  Scklis, 
a  Covsmur  or  o^cer. 

He  was  anticntly  the  Highcft  Officer  under 
the  King,  and  his  Power  fo  exorbitant,  that  it 
was  thought  fit  not  longer  to  trufUt  in  the  hands 
cf  any  Subjeft ;  for  his  Office  was ,  Supervidere 
Q>  regulate  fub  Hege  Ci  immediate  foft  J{egem,  (as 
an  antient  Record  fpcahs)  romm  l[egnum  AnglU 
O'  omnes  minijlros  Legum  infra  idem  J^gnum  tern- 
priks  pacts  &  guerrarum, 

.  The  lad  that  had  a  State  of  Inheritance  in  this 
High  Office,  was  f/enr}  of  StiUinlirook,  (!-on  and 
Heir  to  the  Great  Duke  of  Lancafier,  fohn  of 
Gaunt,  afterwards  King  of  England)  fiiice  which 
time,  they  have  been  made  only  pro  hac  vice,  to' 
eficiate  either  at  a  Coronation ,  by  virtue  of 
which  Office ,  he  fitteth  judicially ,  and  keep- 
cth  his  Court  at  the  Kings  Palace  at  fVeJImin- 
fier ,  and  there  rccciveth  the  Bills  and  Petiti¬ 
ons  of  all  fuch  Noblemen  and  others,  who,  by 
reafon  of  their  Tenure,  or  otherwife,  claim  to 
do  Services  at  the  new  Kings  Coronation,  and 
to  receive  the  Fees  and  Allowances  due  and  ac- 
cuflomed ;  as  lately  at  the  Coronation  of  King 
Ctarles  the  Second ,  the  Duke  of  Ormond  was 
made  for  that  occafion,  Lord  high  Steward  of 
England,  and  (marching  immediately  before  the 
King ,  above  all  other  Officers  of  the  Crow  n) 
bore  in  his  hands  St.  Edwards  Crmn  ;  or  elfc 
for  the  Arraignment  of  fome  Peer  of  the  Realm, 
their  Wives  or  Widows ,  for  Treafon  or  Felo¬ 
ny,  or  fome  other  great  Crime,  to  Judge  and 
give  Sentence ,  as  the  antient  High  Stewards 
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were  wont  to  do;  whicli  ended,  his  ComniiiTi- 
on  expireth :  fo  at  the  late  Arraignment  of  tlie 
lord  Morliy  for  Homiciie ,  tlic  Earl  of  Claras 
don,  then  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Er.ghrJ, 
was  made  Lord  High  Stexojrd,  fro  ilia  vice :  du¬ 
ring  which  Trial ,  he  litteth  under  a  Cloth  of 

Ellatc,  and  they  that  fpcak  to  liiin,  fay, 

it  f/eafi  jour  Graco ,  mj  lord  Hqh  Steward  of 
England.  His  Commillion  is  to  proceed  Secun¬ 
dum  legem ,  Confuetudinem  JnglU.  He  is 
foie  Judge,  yet  doth  call  all  the  twelve  Judg-S 
of  the  Land  to  adill  liim.  Is  not  fworn ,  nor 
tlic  Lords  who  arc  the  Tryeis  of  the  Peer  ar- 
raigned. 

During  his  Stcwardlhip,  he  bears  a  Whita 
Stair  in  his  Hand ,  and  the  Tfyal  being  over, 
openly  breaks  it,  and  fo  his  Office  takes  an  end. 

Next ,  The  Lord  High  Char.ceUor ,  Sumtn-:i  lord 
Cancellarius ,  fo  called,  becaufc  all  Patents,  chanceL'o. 
Commijfions,  Warrants,  coming  from  the  King; 
and  pcrulcd  by  him ,  arc  Signed ,  if  well ;  or 
cancelled,  if  amils;  orclfc,  becaufc  antiently 
he  fate  Ultra  canccllos.  that  is,  liich  a  partition 
as  ufually  now  feparates  the  Church  from  the 
Chancel. 

He  is  after  thcKlng  and  Princes  of  the  liloo:'.;  Dignitj. 
ill  Civil  Affairs,  (there  being  now  no  Lord  Hit  h 
Steward)  the  highcll  Perfon  in  the  Kingdom, 
as. the  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury  is  in  Ecclcfi- 
aliical  Affairs. 

His  Office  is. to  keep  the  Kings  Great  Seal,  Ofee. 
to  Judge,  not  according  to  the  Common  law, 
as  other  Civil  Courts  do ,  but  to  moderate  the 
rigour  of  the  Law,  and  to  Judge  according  to 
E'juity,  Conlcicnce,  orKeawn.  To  bellow  alb 
G  j  Eccle- 
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Ecdefiallical  Benefices  in  the  Kings  Gift,  under 
lol,  yearly  in  the  Kings  Books,  and  furthisand 
other  caufes ,  he  was  ever  till  of  late  years  a 
Clergy-man. 

His  Oath  is  to  do  right  to  all  man -er  of  Peo¬ 
ple,  Poor  and  Rich,after  the  Laws  and  Ciiftoms 
of  the  Realm,  and  truly  counfel  the  King,  to 
keep  fccret  the  Kings  Counfel ,  nor  lulfer  fo  far 
as  he  may,  that  the  Rights  of  the  Crow  n  be  not 
diminilht,  CSic. 

Fromtlic  time  ofHemy  the  fecontl,  the  Chan¬ 
cellors  of  Ecglitid  have  been  ordinarily  made 
ofBilhops,  or  other  Clergy-men,  learned  iitthe 
Civil  Laws,  till  Efexry  the  Eighth  made  Chan¬ 
cellor  firft  S'liThoimMore,  and  after  him  Tho- 
im  Aiideley.  After  whom  alfo  was  made  Lord 
Chancellor  Sir  l{ickrd  l{ich  Knight,  Lord  l{ich 
(a  common  Lawyer)  who  had  been  firft  the 
faid  Kings  Sollicitor,  and  afterwards  Chancellor 
of  his  Court  of  Augmentation ,  from  whom  is 
defeended  the  preftnt  Earl  of  Warwick,,  and 
the  Earl  of  HoUatid,  fince  which  time  there 
have  been  feme  Bilhops ,  but  moll  common 
Lawyers. 

This  High  Office  is  in  France  durante  vita, 
but  here  is  durante  ieneplacito  F^gU. 

The  Salary  from  the  King  is  848 1  per  annuin, 
and  when  the  Star-Chamber  was  up,  zoo  U  per 
annum  more  for  his  Attendance  there. 

The  lord  Chancellor  and  the  Lord  l^eper  are 
the  fame  in  Authority  and  Power  and  Prece¬ 
dence,  yet  they  differ  in  Patent,  in  Height  and 
Favour  of  the  King,  they  arc  created  per  Tra- 
ditionen  m’gni  Sigilli  fbi  per  JPotninm  JyfSrw, 
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and  l)y  taking  an  Oath,  only  the  Lord  Cbmellor 
liatli  bcfidcs  a  Patent. 

Tliis  Great  Seal,  is  at  prefent  in  tlieCufiody 
of  a  Lord  Clianccllor ,  v.ho  is  Lerd 

I'ir.ch,  Baron  of  Divir.trr,  advanced  by  His  Ma- 
jcliy  to  that  High  Ollicc,  (in  the  phreef  the 
Earl  of  Shoftsbury,  late-  Lord  High  Chancellor 
of  ErigU-d)  for  his  eminent  Abilities  and  good 
Services  performed  in  the  difeharge  of  the  pla¬ 
ces  of  both  Sollicitor  and  Atturney-Gcneral. 

The  third  Gteit  Oif.cer  of  the  Crown,  is  the  lord 
Lord  High  Treajmr  of  Ergkxd-,  who  receives  Treofurer.. 
this  High  OfScc  by  delivery  of  a  tfUte  Staff  to 
him  by  the  King,  and  holds  it  durMtebeMpluiio 
%«• 

Anticntly  he  received  this  Dignity  by  the 
Delivery  of  the  Golden  Keys  of  the  Trea- 
fury. 

His  Oath  is  litlle  different  from  that  of  the 
lord  Chancellor. 

He  is  Fr^eSuiJirarii.  a  Lord  by  his  Of-  ■ 
hce,  under  whofc  Charge  and  Government  is 
all  the  Kings  Revenue  kept  in  the  Exchequer. 

He  hath  alio  the  Check  of  all  the  Offices  any 
way  employed  in  Collefling  Impojh,  Cufloms, . 

Tributes ,  or  other  Revenues  belonging  to  the 
Crown.  He  hath  the  Gift  of  all  Cuftoniers. 

Controlers ,  and  Searchers  in  all  the  Ports  of 
England, 

He  hath  the  nomination  of  the  Efeheators  in 
every  County,  and  in  fomc  Cafes  by  .Statute  is 
to  appoint  a  Meafurer  for  the  length  and  breadth 
of  Clothes. 

He,  witli  others  joined  in  Commi.Hon  with 
him. 
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him,  or  without,  Icttcth  Leafes  of  all  the  Lands 
belonging  to  the  Crown.  He  giveth  Warrants 
to  certain  perlbns  of  Quality  to  have  their  Hte 
Cullom  free. 

The  ancient  Annual  Salary  of  the  Lord  High 
Treafurer  of  Eit^Und,  was  in  all  383  /.  7  r.  8  d. 
but  the  late  Salary  was  Eiglit  thoufand  pounds 
per  Jnmm, 

This  Office  hath  been  executed  by  a  Com- 
miffion  granted  to  three  eminent  Per’fons, 

The  Lord  Ajltle} ,  now  Earl  of  Shdftsbiiry ,  Sir 
Thomm  Clifford,  late  Lord  Clifford,  and  Sir  ffobn 
Vuncomb,  until  the  lall  day  of  Michoelrmt-Term, 
1(71.  when  by  HisMajcllics  efpccial  favour,  the 
laid  Lord  CliSord  tvas  created  lord  Tte»lmr  of 
£r.ghnd. 

The  prefent  Lord  High  Treafurer  of  Eng- 
hnd,  is  Tbmia  Earl  of  Dmhy,  created  upon  the 
Refignation  of  the  late  Lord  Clifford  fince  de- 
ccafed. 

lord  Prc‘  The  Fourth  Great  Officer  named  in  the  Sta. 
jidext.  futc  3 1  /f.  8.  is  tlic  Lord  Prelident  of  the  Kings 
Privy-Council,  an  Officer  as  antient  as  King 
ffobn'stmQ,  was  ufually  called  ConftiurmCi- 
pitilif.  His  Office  is  ro  attend  upon  the  King, 
to  propofe  bufinefs  at  Council-Table,  and  then 
to  report  to  the  King  the  fcveral  Tranfaeli- 
ons  there  It  hath  been  always  granted  by 
Tetters  under  the  Great  Seal  dunute  betiepk- 
(ito. 

This  Office  of  later  times  is  grown  obfolctc, 
the  lall  that  hnd  this  honour  was  the  firll  Farl 
of  Mmcbefier.  Now  the  Lord  Chancellor  ufu¬ 
ally  applies  his  place. 

lord  Pri-  The  Fifth,  the  Lord  Privy  Sal,  who  is  a  Lord 
vy  Seal,  by  his  Office,  under  whofc  hands  pafs  all  Clur- 
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KM  and  CrMts  of  tlic  Kin;.',  and  Pjrdcw  figncd 
by  the  King,  before  they  come  to  tlic  Crtjt 
Sa:  of  £  upland;  alfo  (livers  other  Matters  of 
lets  concernment ,  as  for  tlic  Payments  of  Mc- 
ncy,  C/f.  wliicli  do  not.  jiafs  tlic  Great  Sal. 

He  is  by  liis  Place  of  the  Kings  Privy-Coun¬ 
cil  ,  and  chief  Judge  of  the  (Toil,-;  of  Kei{utj}s, 
when  it  {ball  be  rc-coniinued;  and  behdes  his 
Oath  of  rrivy-Ccuticellor ,  takes  a  particular 
Oath  as  Lord  Privy  SenU 

His  Salary  is  1500  I.  prr  Mtium. 

His  place  according  to  Statute  is  next  to  the 
Lord  Prejider.t  of  the  l{jr,gs  Comil, 

It  is  an  Office  of  great  trull  and  skill,  that  Dignity. 
he  put  not  this  Seal  to  any  Grant  without  good 
Warrant  under  the  IQngs- Privy  Signet  ■,  nor 
without  Warrant  if  it  be  againll  Zaw  or  Cullom, 
until  that  the  King  be  firll  acquainted. 

This  great  Office  is  mentioned  in  the  Statute 
of  2  J{ick  1.  anAthen  ranked  amongll  die  cliicf 
Perfons  of  the  Realm. 

And  it  is  at  prefent  enjoyed  by  Jrtiur  Earl  of 
Anglesey. 

The  Sixth  Great  Officer  of  the  Crown ,  is  chmUt- 
the  Lord  Great  Chmberhirt  of  England,  an  Of- 
ficer  of  Great  Antiquity,  to  whom  belongs  Li- 
very  and  Lodging  in  the  EJngs  Court,  and  cer¬ 
tain  Fees  due  from  each  ArcHiJhop  or  BiJIiop 

when  they  do  their  homage  or  fealty  to  the  King, 
and  from  all  Peers  of  the  Realm  at  their  Crea¬ 
tion,  or  doing  their  homage  or  fealty  and  at 
the  Coronation  of  every  King  to  have  Forty 
Ells  of  Crimson  Velvet  for  his  own  Robes;  and 
on  the  Coronition-Diy  before  the  King  rifeth 
to  bring  his  Jf/rt,  C’oyf,  K\',frir.gCtt»iki  -,  and 
after 
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after  tlic  King  is  bv  bim  apparelled  and  gone 
fortli,  to  have  bis  Bed  and  all  Fiirniturc  of  bis 
Bed-Cbamber  for  bis  Fees,'  all  the  Kings  Nigh 
/iffurel,  and  to  carry  at  the  Coromm  the  Coif, 
Giooes  andLmen,  tobeufed  by  the  King  upon 
that  occalion  ;  alfo  the  Jrwjrd  aiid  Jcaiiard,  and 
the  Cold  to  be  offered  by  the  King,  and  the  J[ok 
%a/aiKl  Crovm,  and  toundrefsand  attire  the 
King  with  the  Robes  Royal,  and.  to  ferve  the 
King  that  day  btforc  and  after  Dimr  withuh- 
ter  to  rvalbi  his  Hands .  and  to  have  tlic  Bifon 
and  Tomh  for  his  Fees,  Ctfe. 

This  Honour  was  long  enjoyed  by  the  Earls 
of  Oxford,  from  the  time  of  Heraj  the  Firft, 
by  an  ^J}m  Tii)i  or  hherimee ;  but  in  the 
two  laft  Coronations  by  the  Earls  of  Linifey,  and 
that  by  an  Ejhte  of  hkritince,  from  a  Daugh¬ 
ter  and  Neir  Gensral  claimed  and  contiwertcd. 

CorMk  The  Seventh  Great  Officer  is  the  Lord  high 
^  ’  Covjhble  of  England ,  fo-  called ,  feme  think, 

from  the  Saxon,  Cuning,  by  contvaftion  l{ir.g 
and  Stable,  Suafi  Eggit  Columen,  for  it  was  an- 
tiently  written  Ciininjiable,  but  rather  from  Co¬ 
mes  Stabnli,  whole  Power  and  Jurifdiilion  was 
anticntly  fo  great,  that  after  the  death  of  Ed- 
ward  Bagot  or  Stafford ,  Duke  of  Buckingham, 
lyji.  or  the  laft  Nigh  Conftable  of  England,  it 
was  thought  too  great  for  any  Subjeft. 

But  fince ,  upon  occalion  of  Coronation,  (as 
that  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  was  made  the 
late  Earl  of  Northumberland)  and  at  folemn 
Tryals  by  Combat,  (as  that  which  was  intend¬ 
ed  between  I{ej  and  l{am[e]t  t(gt.  was  made 
ffobert  Earl  of  Lindffy  )  there  is -created  Pro 
ilia  rice,  a  Lord  High  Conllable.  His  Power 
and  lurifdidlion  is  the  fame  with  the  Earl 
Aiarjhal,  with  whom  be  fits  Judge  in  tlic  Mar-

The  Eighth  Great  Offltcr  of  tlic  Crown,  is  Earl 
t!iC  Earl  Marfrii  of  EnglarJ ,  lb  called  from  Marjlul. 
Mure  in  the  Old  Suxotr,  (i.  c.)  Hori'es,  and  Schul, 

Vrujetix:.  He  is  an  Earl,  feme  fay,  by  his  Of- 
lice,  whereby  he  taketh,  as  the  Conftd'le  doth, 
Cognizance  of  all  matters  of  War  and  Arms, 
detennineth  Cor.truih  touching  Peedt  of  Armr, 
out  of  the  Realm  upon  Land,  and  Matters  con¬ 
cerning  Wars  witliin  the  Realm,  which  cannot 
be  determined  by  Comrim-Uv:. 

This  Office  is  of  Great  Axiquity  in  England, 
and  anciently  of  Great  Tomr. 

The  lall  Earl  Matjkal  was  Henry  HoroardEiTl 
of  Arundel,  who  died  in  iCyx.  his  father  Tho¬ 
mas  Earl  of  Arundel,  and  he  enjoying  that  Of¬ 
fice  only  for  the  term  of  their  Lives  by  the 
Kings  Letters  Patent. 

At  the  Coronation  of  HisMajelly  now  Reign¬ 
ing,  the  prefent  Earl  of  Suffolk,  for  that  Solem¬ 
nity  only  was  made  Earl  Marjlial. 

Lately  that  Great  Office  was  executed  in  part 
by  a  Commiflion  granted  by  His  Majeily  to  fohn 
Lord  Egberts,  Lord  Privy  Seal ,  to  Henry  Pier- 
joint  Marquifs  of  Dorchefer,  and  to  Charles 
Howard  Earl  afCarlifie,  Ijc.  until  ibji.  when 
the  Lord  Henry  Howard,  Brother  to  the  prefent 
Duke  of  Norfolk.,  was  firll  created  Earl  of  Nor¬ 
wich  ,  and  then  Earl  MarJItal  of  England ;  bat 
at  prefent  executes  the  laid  place  by  a  Deputy, 
who  is  the  Right  Honourable  Henry  Earl  of 
feterburgh. 


The  Ninth  and  lalf  Great  olfce  of  the  Crown,  Admiral. 
is  the  lord  High  Admiral  of  England,  whole 
♦  Trull 
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Truft  and  Honour  is  (b  great,  tliat  tliis  Office 
liatli  uilially  been  given  citlier  to  fome  of  tliu 
Kings  younger  Sons,  near  Kinsmen,  or  to  fome 
one  tf  the  Iiighell  and  chicfclf  of  all  the  Nobi¬ 
lity. 

He  is  called  Aiminl  from  Amir  in  ArMck., 
and  i'hiir  in  the  Greek.,  that  is,  FrafeSxs  Mi- 
rhm,  a  word  borrowed  from  tlie  Ealkrn  Em¬ 
pire,  where  fuch  kind  of  Comiwunds  wcremuch 
in  rcqiicft,  and  introduced  in  EngUnd  after  the 
Wars  in  the  Holy  Lund  by  King  Rjchird,  or  as 
fome  fay  by  King  Edroxtd  the  l-'irlt. 

The  Patent  of  the  Lord  Admin]  did  anciently 
run  thus,  Aoglix,  IJibernk,  Ctf  Aguitmx  Mig- 
wi  Admirnlhi-,  but  at  prefent  thus ,  Arg'iee  C5 
Hibernlx  ac  Dommorum  Ctf  hfiikrum  eirimdern, 
L'iU^t  Calejlt  Mmkurum  ejufdem,  NormodU, 
Gnjcom,  Cf  ApiutiU,  Mdgnui  Adninllm  £jf 
Er-t/eJ;!!  CertcralU  Chjfis  CJ  Mmum  diflcrm 
regr.orim. 

To  the  Lord  High  Adminl  of  Englitnd,  is  by 
tlie  King  intrullcd  the  management  of  all  Mi- 
ritime  Affairs,  as  well  in  refpeft  of  ffiirffdiflm 
as  Frotellioii.  He  is  that  High  Officer  or  Migi- 
lirate,  to  whom  is  committed  the  Government 
of  the  Kings  Navy ,  with  Power  of  decifion  in 
al!.QH/ef  Maritime ,  as  well  Civil  as  Criminal  j 
of  all  things  done  upon  or  beyond  the  Sea  in 
any  part  of  the  World,  all  things  done  upon  the 
Sea  Coafis ,  in  all  Ports  and  Havens,  ami  upon 
alhRivers  below  the  firft  Bridge  next  towards 
the  Sea. 

The  Lord.  Admiral  hath  the  Power  to  com- 
miffionatc  a  Hce- Admiral,  a  P^ar- Admiral,  and. 
all  Sea-Captains,  aUHeputies  for  particular  Coaffs, 
Coroners  to  view  dead  bodies  found  onthedCii- 
Coijls,  or  at  Sea,  Commiffior.rs  or  ffudges  for 
cxercifinf 
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cxcrcifing  ^up'ce  in  the  Court  of  Adminh}.  to 
imprilbn,  rekafe,  tfe. 

He  hath  fometimes  a  Commifl'iDn  to  bellow 
j;j.iskihood  to  liich  as  (hall  (ieferve  it  at  Sea. 

To  the  lord  Admiral  b(;longs ,  by  Law  and 
Callom,  all  rmltia  an.l  Amer cements  of  all 
Triusfgrejfors  at  Sea,  on  the  Sea-Shore,  in  Tens, 
anti  from  the  firll  Bridge  onUivers  towards  the 
Sea-,  alfothe  Goods  of  V)rates,  Felons,  orCa- 
fital  FauUers,  condemned,  outlawed,  or  horn¬ 
ed.  Moreover,  all  Waifs,  Stray  Goods,  Wrecks 
of  Deodands,  a  lliare  of  all  lawful  Prizes, 
Lagon,  fetfon,  mlFlotfon,  as  our  Lawyers  term 
it;  that  is.  Goods  lying  in  the  Sea  onGroundj 
Goods  floating  ontheiM,  and  Goods  call  away 
by  the  Sea  on  tlie  Shore,  not  granted  to  Lords 
of  Mannors  adjoining  to  the  Sea  :  All  great 
Filhes,  as  Sea-Hogs,  and  other  Filhes  of  ex¬ 
traordinary  bigne's,  called  I{o)al  Fijhes,  except 
only  iFhales  and  Sturgeons. 

This  High  Dignity  is  noW  executed  by  Com* 
tnllfioners. 
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CHAP.  XIII. 

Of  the  Kings  Court,  the  EccIefiapcal^'Ci- 
vil ,  and  Military  Government  thereof 
whh  a  Catalogue  of  the  Kings  Trivy- 
Councellors,  of  the  Kings  Judges^  Ser- 
geants^  &c, 

The  Court  of  tlicKiiig  of  EngUtii  isa- 
Monarchy  within  a  Monarchy,  confining 
of  EccJefiajlical ,  Civil  and  Mtlitarj 
Pcrfons  and  Government. 

For  tlic  Eccleliaflical  Government  of  the 
Kings  Court ,  there  is  firft  a  Dean  of  the  Kings 
Chappcl ,  who  is  ufually  fome  grave  Learned 
Prelate,  chofen  by  the  King,  and  who  as  Dean 
acljnowlcdgcth  no  Sbperioiir  but  the  King;  for 
as  the  Kings  Palace  is  exempt  from  all  itiferi- 
our  Temporal  Jurifdiftion,  fo  is  his  Chappel 
from  all  Spiritual;  it  is  called  Capel/a  Dominica, 
tiic  Demean  Chapfel,  is  not  within  the  Jurifdi- 
£iion  or  Diocefs  of  any  Biftiop .  but  as  a  J^egal 
Peculiar  exempt  and  rcfcn'cd  to  the  Vilitation 
and  Immediate  Government  of  ihe  King,  who 
is  Supreme  Ordinary,  and  as  it- were  Prime  Bi- 
fliop  overall  the  Churches  andBilliops  of  Erg^ 
land. 

By  the  Dean  arc  chofen  all  other  Officers 
of  the  Chappcl,  viz.  a  Sub-dean,  or  Pracentor 
Capellai  twelve  Gentlemen  of  the  Chappcl, 
whereof  twelve  arc  Priefls,  and  one  of  them  is 
ConfeUbr  to  the  Kings  Houlhold,  whofc  Office 
is  to  read  Prayers  every  morning  to  the  Family, 
to 
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to  vilit  tlicSick,  to  examine  and  prepare  Com¬ 
municants  ,  to  inform  fuch  as  defirc  advice  in 
any  Cafe  of  Conlcience,  or  Point  of  Religion^ 
fff. 

The  other  twenty  G.ntlcmcn,  commonly 
called  the  Clerks  of  theChappel,  are  with  the 
aforefaid  Prielis  to  perform  in  theChappel  thc 
Ofllce  of  Divine  Service  in  Praying ,  Singing, 
ei/c.  One  of  thefe  being  well  skilled  in  Mu- 
fick,  ischofen  Mailer  of  the  Children,  where¬ 
of  there  are  twelve  in  Ordinary ,  to  initrudt 
them  in  the  Rules  and  Art  of  Mufick,  for  the- 
Service  of  the  Chappel.  Three  other  of  the 
Paid  Clerks  are  chofen  to  be  Orgauills ,  to 
whom  are  joined  upon  Sii>idj)s,  Collar-days, 
and  other  Holy-days,  the  Sack-butts,  and  Cor¬ 
nets  belonging  to  the  Kings  private  Muhek, 
to  make  thoCbappel-Mnfick  more  full  and  com- 

There  arc  moreover  f,  ur  Officers  called  Ver¬ 
gers, from  the  Silver  Rods  carried  in  their  hands, 
alfo  aSergeant ,  two Teomen,  and  aGroom  of 
the  Chappel. 

In  the  Kings  Chappel  thrice  every  clay  Pray- 

ers  arc  read  ,  and  Gods  Service  and  W onnip 
performed  with  great  Decency,  Order,  and  De- 
votion,  and  Ihould  be  a  Pattern  to  all  other 
Churches  and  Chappcls  of 

■  The  King  hath  alfo  his  private  Oratory, 
where  fome  of  His  Chaplains  read  Divine  Ser¬ 
vice  to  the  King  on  working-days  every  Morn¬ 
ing  and  every  Evening. 

Twelve  days  in  the  year  being  high  and 
principal  FcHivals,  His  Majclly,  after  Divine 
Service,  attended  with  his  principal  Nobility, 
adorned  with  their  Collars  of  the  Gart.tr,  to¬ 
gether  with  fomc  of  the  Heralds  in  their  rich. 

Coats, 
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Coats,  in  a  grave  folcmn  manner  at  the  Jlut 

Offers  a  fum  of  Gold  to  God,  in  Jlgmm  fpeciilu 

Dominii,  that  by  his  Grace  he  is  and  hold- 
cth  all  of  him. 

All  Otferings  made  at  the  Holy  Altar  by  the 
King  and  Queen ,  did  anticntly  belong  to  the 
difpofal  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Cmerbury,  if  his 
Grace  were  prefent ,  wherefoever  the  Court 
was ;  but  now  to  the  Dean  of  the  Chappcl,  to 
be  didributed  amongll  the  Poor. 

Thofe  twelve  days  arc,  fir(l  Chriffmit,  Eijffer, 
Whhffndiiy,  and  M-Smts,  called  Houffoii-iip-, 
uprn  which  the  ItfM  or  Gold  to  be  oTer’d ,  is 
delivered  to  the  King  by  the  Lord  Stemrd,  or 
fome  otlier  of  the  principal  Officers ;  then  New- 
years-djy,  Tweifih-duy,  upon  the  latter  of  which, 
Co!d,  andMyrrhe,  infeveral  Pur- 

fes  are  offered  by  the  King;  Laftly,  Citidlmif, 
Ammeutm,  Ajeenfion,  T mity-Suridiy,  St.  ffefcii 
Siftiff,,  zxAMichielmM-diy,  when  only  GoMis 
offered.  Upon  Chriffma,  Etffer,  and  Wbitfun- 
iny,  his  Majedy  ulhally  receives  the  Holy  facra- 
tnent,  none  but  trvo  or  three  of  the  principal 
Bifliops ,  and  fome  of  the  Royal  Family  com- 
inunicating  with  him. 

The  Gold  offered  by  the  King  at  the  Altar 
when  he  receives  the  Sacrament ,  and  up.  a 
higii  Fedivals,  is  fiill  called  the  Bizir.i]r.e, 
which  anciently  was  a  piece  of  Gold ,  Coyn- 
cd  by  the  Emperours  of  Coxjhxtixofk,  in  Latin 
AizM'wn.  That  which  was  ufed  by  King 
jpawcf ,  ivas  a  piece  of  Gold ,  having  on  the 
o;ie  fide  the  Pourtrait  of  the  King  kneeling 
before  an  Altar  with  I  our  Crowns  before  him, 
and  with  this  Motto  circtimrcribcd ,  dimd  r(- 

tribum  Domino  pro  omnibxi  qux  tribuit  mihi:, 

and  on  the  other  fide  was  a  Lamb  lying  by  a 
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Lyon ,  with  this  Motto,  viz.  Cor  contritum  XS 
hmilutm  non  dejpiciet  Dm. 

The  King  hath  alfo  (bclidcs  many  Extraor¬ 
dinary)  48  Chaplains  in  Ordinary,  svhoarc 
ufually  eminent  Dodlors  in  Divinity,  whereof 
four  every  Month  wait  at  Court  to  Preach  in 
the  Chappcl  on  Sundays  and  other  Feftivals  be¬ 
fore  the  King,  and  in  the  Morning  early  on 
days  before  the  Houlhold,  to  read  Divine  Ser¬ 
vice  before  the  King,  out  of  Chappel  daily  as 
aforementioned ,  tsvice  in  the  Kings  private  O- 
ratory,  to  give  Thanks  at  Tabic  in  the  Oerk  of 
the  Clofet’sabfcnce. 

In  the  time  of  ler.t ,  according  to  antlcnt 
laudable  cuftom,  the  Divine  Service  and  Preacli- 
ing  is  performed  in  a  more  folemn  manner. 

Antiently  in  Court  there  were  Sermons  in 
Lent  only ,  and  that  in  the  afternoon ,  in  the 
open  Air ,  and  then  only  by  Bilhops,  Deans, 
and  principal  Prebendaries :  Our  Anceftors 
judging  that  time  enough ,  and  thofe  perfons 
only  fit  to  Teach  fuch  Auditory  their  Duty  to 
God  and  Man.  Antiently  alfo  the  Ze»t-Prcach- 
ers  were  all  appointed  by  the  Archbifhop  of 
Canterbury ;  Now  on  the  firll  Wednejday  called 
Jfhwednelday,  in  the  Morning,  begins  the  Dean 
of  the  Chapprl  to  Preach ,  on  each  Wedr.efiay 
after  one  of  hisMajcftics  more  element  Chap¬ 
lains  ,  every  Friday  the  Dean  0:  I’bme  Cathe¬ 
dral  or  Collegiate-Church,:  on  the  lall  Friday 
called  Good-Friday ,  is  always  to  Preach  the 
Dean  of  urejhnixfier ;  in  every  Sunday  in  Lent 
fomc  L{ight  /{nerend  Bijhop  Prcachcth ,  and  on 
the  lad  Sunday  of  Lent ,  called  Valm-Sunday,  is 
to  Preach  an  Archbilhop,  and  upon  Eajier-day 

the  Lo.  iBigh/llmmir,  who  is  ufually  thcBilhop 

of  London  for  the  time  being,  (but  at  prefent 
is  the  Bilhop  of  i^ckjler)  and  who  difpofeth 
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of  the  Kings  Alms,  and  for  that  ufe  rcccivctli 
(bclidcs  other  Moneys  allowed  by  tlic  King)  all 
Peodiods,  ^kuCelmmdeSe,  to  be  that  w  ay 
difiiofcd,  whereof  more  afterwards. 

In  Fmcf,  the  Cnnd  Aumtfnier  is  Principal 
of  all  EcckMicks  of  the  Court,  and  all  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Kings  Chappel ,  he  receiveth  their 
Oatlis  of  Allegiance ,  and  himfelf  fwcars  only 
to  the  King  for  that  Office;  he  hath  the  difpo. 
lition  of  all  Hofpitals,  the  Charge  for  delive¬ 
ring  Prifoners ,  pardoned  by  the  King,  at  liis 
cemirg  to  the  Crown ,  or  at  his  Coronation, 

or  firft  entrance  into  any  of  his  Cities, 

Under  the  Lord  High  Almoner,  there  is  a 
Sub-Almontr,  two  Temin,  and  two  Croovis  of 
the  Almonry. 

Beiidcs  all  thefe ,  the  King  hath  a  Clerk  of 
the  Clofct ,  or  Confelfor  to  His  Majcfty,  who 
is  commonly  fome  Reverend ,  difcrcct  Divine, 
extraordinarily  efteemed  by  His  Majelly,  whofe 
Office  is  to  attend  at  the  Kings  Right  Hand  du¬ 
ring  Divine  Service,  to  refolve  all  Doubts  con¬ 
cerning  Spiritual  Matters,  to  wait  on  HisMaje- 
iiy  in  his  private  Orato^  or  Clofct ,  whereof 
the  Keeper  is  IVillim  Chi^nch  Efquire,  whofe  Fee 

The  profent  Pan  of  the  Chappel  is  Doftor 
Compton  Bitbop  of  London,  whofe  Pec  is  loo/. 
yearly ,  and  a  Table ;  his  Sub-Dean  is  Doftor 
Colbrand,  whole  Fee  is  loo/.  yearly. 

The  Fee  of  each  Prieft ,  and  Clerk  of  the 

Chappel,  is  70/.  yearly.  „  ^ 

The  Clerk  of  the  Clolct  is  Doftor  Crew,  Bi- 
fliop  of  PmhMt,  receives  lo  Nobles  Fee  per  nnm 

The  Lord  Utah  Almoner  isDodlor  Polien,  Bi- 
ftiop  of  Xochejier,  hath  no  Fee,  his  SulvAlnio- 
ner  is  Dodtor  Tmnetef,  whole  Fee  is  d  /. « >> 
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rof  the  CmlGmHment  of  the  Kings  Court, 
the  chief  Officer  is  the  Lord  Steward,  called  al- 
fo  in  the  time  of  Hmy  the  Eighth,  Tk  Great 
Majler  of  tk  HoiijlM,  after  the  French 
Mode,  but  frim  Mirix,  and  ever  fince,  called 
The  Lord  Steward  of  the  ifings  Houjkold. 

The  ttate  of  the  Kings  Houfe  is  committed  to 
him,  to  be  ruled  and  guided  by  liis  diferetion, 
and  all  his  Commands  in  Court  to  be  obeyed 
and  Icrvcd.  And  as  his  Power  is  great ,  fo  is 
his  Dignity,  State  and  Honour.  The  Steward 
and  Treafurcr  within  the  Kings  Houfe,  faith 

an  old  Maiiirfcript ,  tk  Me  ef  m 

Earl. 

He  hath  Authority  over  all  OfScers  and  Ser¬ 
vants  of  the  Kings  Houfe,  except  thofe  of  His 
Maieffics  ChappcI,  Chamber,  and  Stable,  Cfc. 

He,  by  his  Office ,  without  any  Commiffion, 
jndgeth  of  all  difeords,  as  Treafons ,  Murders, 
Felonies  ,  Bloodfeds ,  committed  in  the  Court, 
or  w  ithin  the  Verge,  w  hich  is  every  way  with¬ 
in  twelve  miles  of  the  chief  Tunnel  of  the 
Court,  (only  Zfloi/oM  by  Charter  is  exempted:) 
for  the  Law  having  an  high  effeem  of  the  Dig¬ 
nity  of  the  Kings  Ictled  Mavfm-Houfe,  laid  out 
fuch  a  Plot  of  Ground  about  his  Houle,  (as  a 
Hm  Fafs,  or  Foot-Carpet ,  fpread  about  the 
Kings  Chair  of  State  ,  that  ought  to  be  more 
cleared  and  void,  tlian  other  places)  to  be  fub- 
jedt  to  a  fpecial  exempted  Jurifdidtion  depmd- 
ingon  the  Kings Perfon,  and  Great  Officers,  that 
fo  where  the  King  comes ,  there  fliould  come 
with  him  Peace  and  Order,  and  an  awfuincfs 
and  reverence  in  Mens  hearts;  bclidcs,  it  would 
have  been  a  kind  of  cdipling  of  the  Kings  Ho¬ 
nour,  that  where  the  King  was,  any  |uftico 
Ihonld  be  fought,  but  immediately  from  the 
King!  own  Officers ;  and  tlicixforc  from  very 
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anticnt  times,  the  Jurifdiftionofthcretgeliath 
been  executed  by  the  Lord  Stevurd,  with  great 
ceremony ,  in  the  nature  of  a  Peculiar 
Bench,  and  that  not  only  within ,  but  without 
the  Kings  Dominions :  For  fo  it  is  recorded, 
that  one  Englem  of  A^ogent  in  Prance,  for  Heal¬ 
ing  Silver  Dithes  out  of  the  Houfc  of  Edward 
the  Firft,  King  of  England,  then  at  Parii,  (after 
the  matter  had  been  debated  in  the  Council  of 
the  King  of  Prance,  touching  the  Jurifdiaion; 
and  ordered ,  That  the  King  of  England  fliould 
enjoy  this  Kingly  Prerogative  of  his  Houlhold) 
was  condemned  by  Sir  Egbert  Fitz-fohn,  then 
Steward  to  the  King  of  England,  and  hanged  in 
St,  Germins  Fields. 

The  Lord  Steward  is  a  White-Staff-O^cer,  for 
he  in  the  Kings  Prefence  carrietha_fW)fte-Jtii|; 
and  at  other  times  going  abroad ,  it  is  carried 
by  a  Foot-man  bare-headed.  This  wbite-Sta^ 
is  taken  for  a  CommilTion ;  at  the  death  of  the 
King,  over  the  Herfe  made  for  the  Kings  Body, 
he  breaketh  this  Staff,  and  thereby  di'chargeth 
all  the  Officers,  whom  the  fuccccdingKing,  out 
of  his  nicer  Grace ,  doth  rc-cftablilli  each  one 
in  his  former  Office. 

This  ciniiicnt  employment  is  now  enjoyed  by 
Jawei  Duke  of  Ormond,  whofc  Fee  is  iool,( 
yearly ,  and  Sixteen  Difhes  daily  each  Meal, 
with  Wine,  Beer,  (S'c. 

The  next  Officer  is  the  Lord  ChamherUh,> 
wiio  hath  the  overfight  of  all  Officers  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Kings  Chamber,  except  the  Pre- 
cinflsofthc  Kings  Bed-chamber,  which  iswhol- 
ly  under  the  Groom  of  the  Stool ;  and  all  a- 
hove  Stairs i  who  arc  all  fworn  by  him,  (or 
Jiis  Warrant  to  the  Gentlemen  Ulkrs)  to  the 
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King.  Hchathalfothc  ovcrfight  of  the  Officers 
of  the  Wirirobe,  at  all  His  Majcftics  Houles ;  and 
of  the  removing  Wurdtobes,  or  of  Beds,  of  the 
Tents, I{evels,Mufc,  Cemedim,  Hunting,  and  of 
t\\’:  Mefengers ,  of  the  Trumpeters,  Vrummers,  of 
all  Hindicrufis ,  and  ArtijMs ,  retained  in  the 
Kings  Services. 

Moreover,  he  hath  thcovcrilght  of  the  He- 
nlds  and  PurfuivMts,  and  Sergems  at  Arms,  of 
MPb)fitim,  Apothecdries,  <^hirUTgions,Birters, 
&c.  Tohimalfo  belongeth  the  ovcrfight  of  the 
ChipUhs ,  though  himfelf  be  a  I,ayman  •,  con¬ 
trary  in  this  particular,  to  tlic  antient  cuftom  of 
England,  and  Modern  Cullom  of  all  other  King¬ 
doms,  where  EcclcfialHcks  arc  never  under  the 
ordering  of  Lay-men.

up,  n  d  ;  ends  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  all  his 
Subjefi: 

Belor.i  ing  peculiarly  to  the  Kings  Court, 
(befid  ■  above  4000  Foot,  and  above  joo  Horfc, 
whoai"  always  in  pay  and  rcadinefs,  toaffill 
upon  any  occalion)  there  are  Guards  of  Horfc 
and  Foot. 

Tl’.c  BoferGiiard- ,  which  the  Jtrench  call 
Garde  dii  Corps,  the  Germans,  Lieb-Gmrdy, 
we  corruptly,  Life-Guard,  that  is.  The  Guard 
tf  tk  Kje^s  Body,  hath  confilled  of  500 
Horfc- 
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Horfc-mcn,  all  or  moft  Gentlemen,  and  old  Of¬ 
ficers,  commanded  by  the  Captain  of  the  Guard, 
now  ^iines  Duke  of  Mor, mouth ,  wbofc  pay  is 
50  s.  a  day,  and  each  Horfe-man  4  r.  a  day. 
The  Horfc  have  been  divided  into  three  jiarts, 
whereof  200  under  the  immediate  Command 
of  the  Captain  of  the  Guard ,  1 50  under  the 
Earl  of  Feverjhm,  and  lyo  under  Sir  Philip 
JJomrd,  whole  Pay  to  each  is  20  r.  a  day. 

Under  the  Captain  of  tlie  Guard ,  arc  now 
only  two  Lieutenants ,  Sir  Thomu  Sutidii,  and 
Major-General  Egerm,  the  Coronet  is  Mr.  A'rV- 
lurs,  Son  to  the  Lord  GrMdifon,  alfo  a  Guidon, 
Mr.  Griffin,  a  Quartcr-mafter,  and  fourUriga- 
deers. 

The  Office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Life-Guard,, 
is  at  all  times  of  War  or  Peace ,  to  wait  upon 
the  Kings  Perfon,  (as  oft  as  he, rides  abroad) 
with  a  confidcrable  number  .of  Hor(c-mcn,  well 
Armed,  and  prcpiarcd  againft  all  dangers  what- 
foever.

tlemen  ,  anc|  fit  tliem  for  imployments ,  both 
Civil  and  Military,  as  well  abroad  as  at  home, 
as  Deputies  of  Ireknd ,  AmbalTadora  in  Fo¬ 
reign  Parts ,  Counfellors  of  State ,  Captains 
of  the  Guard ,  Governours  of  Places ,  and 
Commanders  in  the  Wars ,  both  by  Land  and 
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Sea  s  of  all  which  ,  there  have  been  examples, 
as  George  Lord  Jruvf Jen,  Captain  of  the  Pcnlio- 
ners ,  at  the  death  of  Qiiecn  Eiiz.tbeth  ,  inti¬ 
mated  in  a  Letter  to  King  '}mes ,  before  he 
came  to  Er.gUnJ.

TIic  Bam!  of  Pcniioiicrs  is  not  under  the  Lord 
Chamberlain ,  but  only  under  their  own  Offi¬ 
cers,  and  arc  always  (worn  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Cheque ;  whole  Office  is  to  take  notice  of  thofe 
that  arc  abllnt,  when  they  {hould  be  upon  their 
Duty.

Crofs  Gules  in  a  field ylrgcnt,  alfo  Four  Sends. 

Again,  In  the  firllRoom  above  Stairs,  called 
the  Giurd-Ckmlier,  attend  the  Teomn  of  the 
CiurdofF/isAfjjeJliesSod/isvhvrcuf  there  were 
wont  to  be  two  hundre-d  and  fifty  Men ,  of  the 
belt  quality,  under  Gentry,  and  of  larger  lla- 
turc  than  ordinary-,  (for  everyone  of  them  was 
to  be  Si.'c  Boot  high )  there  arc  at  prefent  one 
hundred  Vcomcn  ii.  daily  waiting,  and  Seventy 
more  not  in  waiting;  and  as  any  of  the  one  hun¬ 
dred  (hall  die,  his  place  to  be  filled  up  out  of 
tlic  Seventy.  Thcle  wear  Scarlet  Coats  down 
to  the  knee,  and  Scarlet  Breeches,  both  richly 
guarded  with  black  Velvet,  and  rich  Badges  up' 
on  their  Coats,  bcibre  and  bjiind.  Moreover 
black  Velvet  round  broad  crowned  Caps,  (ac¬ 
cording  to  the  mode  ufed  iuthcBcign  of //vary 
the  Eighih)  with  Riboiids  of  the  King=  Colour.

fiirer  and  ComproVer  of  the  Kings  /douJI>cld,vfkh 
the  Stemrd  of  the  MjrJhIfq,  who  may,  by 
virtue  of  their  Office .  without  Commiflion, 
hear  and  determine  all  Tremens,  Felonies,  Breet- 
ches  of  the  Peace,  committed  with'nthc  Kings 
Court  ar  Palace.  The  moll  excellent  Orders  and 
Rules  for  the  Demeanor  and  Carriage  of  all  Of¬ 
ficers  and  Servants  in  the  IQngs  Court ,  arc  to 
be  Iccn  in  fcvcral  Tables ,  hung  up  in  fcvcral 
Rooms  at  the  Court,  and  Signed  with  the  Kings 
own  Hand,  and  worthy  to  be  read  of  all  Stran- 
gCES. 

The  Kings  Court  orHoufc,  where  the  King 
refidctli ,  is  accounted  a  place  fo  Sacred ,  that 
if  any  Man  prefume  to  llrikc  another  within 
the  Palace,  where  the  Kings  Royal  Perfonre- 
fideth ,  and  by  (Ijch  a  llroke  only  draw  Blood; 
liisRightHandfliall  be  liricken  offi  and  he  com¬ 
mitted  to  pcriKtual  imprifonment ,  and  fined. 
By  the  antient  Laws  of  England,  only  llriking 
in  the  KJrgs  Court  was  punillicd  with  deatli, 
and  lofs  of  Goods. 

To  make  the  deeper  impreffion  and  terrour 
into  Mens  minds,  for  Hr.  king  in  the  S^ngs  Court, 
it  hath  been  ordered ,  that  the  pun'miment  for 
ftriking  Ihould  be  executed  with  great  folcm- 
nity  and  ceremony,  in  brief,  thus :

Vinegar  and  cold  Water,  brought  by  the 
Groom  of  the  Saucery;  the  chief  Officers  alfo 
of  the  Cellar  and  Pantry',  arc  to  be  ready,  one 
with  a  Cup  of  Red  Wine,  and  the  other  with 
a  Mmichet ,  to  offer  the  Criminal ,  after  the 
Hand  cut  off,  and  the  Stump  feared ;  the  Ser- 
grant  of  the  Eury  is  to  bring  Linnen  to  wind 
about ,  and  wrap  the  Arm.  The  Yeoman  of 
the  Poultry,  a  Cock  to  lay  to  it;  the  Yeoman 
ot  the  Chandry  ,  feared  Cloatlis ;  the  Mailer 
Com,  a  fliarp  Dreffcr-Knife,  which  at  the  place 
Of  Execution,  is  to  be  held  upright  by  the  Ser¬ 
geant  of  the  Larder,  till  Execution  be  jicrform- 
u  appointed  thereto,  ^c.  After 

all,  (hall  be  imprifoned  during  life,  and  Fined 
and  Ranfomed  at  the  Kings  Will.

The  Court  of  the  King  of  England,  forMag- 
nme  r.ce,  for  Order,  for  Number,  and  Quali¬ 
ty  of  Offic  rs,  ffir  rich  ''iirniture,  for  Enter¬ 
tainment  and  Civi'irv  'o  Strang"rs,  for  plenti¬ 
ful  Tables,  might  compare  with  the  beft  Court 
in  Chriftendom,  and  far  excel  moll  Courts 
abroad;  of  one  whereof  fee  the  Defeription 
made  by  an  ingenious  Perfon  beyond  Sea,  wri¬ 
ting  to  a  Friend  of  his  at  Court  th  re,  Mmn 
tn  itiferm  es  amice  f  qui  es  in  Aula  ubi  Damonun 
kmtatio  e/f,  qui  illic  fuic  artibut,  (hurnana  licet.

But  the  Court  of  England,  on  the  contrary, 
hath  been  (and  is  hoped  ever  will  be)  accoun¬ 
ted,  as  King  famts  advilcth,  (in  his  Btfilicon 
Doron)  A  Vittern  of  Godliuejs ,  and  all  Nonejlf 
and  Eiriue,  the  propereft  School  of  Erotoefs  and 
Hotokk  Dememr ,  and  the  fitteft  place  of  £- 
ducation,  for  the  Nobilit)'  and  Gentry, 

The  Court  of  Ergknd  hath  for  a  long  time 
been  a  Vtttern  o(  Hafpitalityund  Charily,  to  the 
Nobility  and  Gentry  of  England.  All  Noblemen., 
or  Gentlemen,  Subjeds  or  Strangers,  that  came 
accidentally  to  Court,  were  freely  entertained 
at  the  plentiful  Tables  of  his  Majcftics  Officers. 
Divers  Services,  orMefles  of  Meat,  were  eve¬ 
ry  day  provided  extraordinary  for  the  Kings 
Honour.  Two  hundred  and  forty  Gallons  of 
Beer  a  day  were  at  the  Buttery-Bar  allowed  for 
the  Poor,  bclidcs  all  the  broken  Meat,  Bread, 
PSc.  gathered  into  Baskets,  and  given  to  the 
Poor  at  the  Conrt-^iates,  by  two :  rooms,  and 
two  Yeomen  of  the  Almonry,  who  have  Sala¬ 
ries  of  Ills  Majefty  for  that  fcrvice. 
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Moreover,  tlie  Lord  Almoner  liefore-mcr,- 
tioned ,  hath  the  privilc'lgc  to  give  the  Kings 
Diflj,  to  whatfoever  poor  man  he  plcafes,  tiiat 
is ,  the  firft  Didi  at  Dinner  whicli  is  fet  upon 
the  KingsTahlc;  or  in  lieadtlicrcof  four  pence 
per  diem,  (which  anticntly  was  cquivolcnt  to 
4  s.  now.)  Next  he  diliributes  to  14  poor  men, 
nominated  by  tlic  Paridiioncrs  of  tlic  Parilh  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  Kings  place  of  Reficlcncc,  to  each 

of  them  four  pence  in  Money,  a  two  penny 
loaf,  and  a  Gallon  of  Beer;  or  in  Head  thereof 
three  pence  in  Money ,  equally  to  be  divided 
among  them  every  morning,  at  (even  of  the 

Clock  at  the  Court-Gate,  and  every  poor  man 
before  he  receives  the  Alms  is  to  repeat  Creed, 
and  the  Lords  Prayer,  in  the  prefence  of  one  of 
the  Kings  Chaplains,  deputed  by  the  Lord  Al¬ 
moner  to  be  his  Sub-almoner,  who  alfo  is  to 
featter  new  coyned  Two-  pcnces  in  the  Towns 
and  Places,  wlicre  the  King  paiTes-through  in 
his  progrefs,  to  a  certain  Sum  by  the  year.  Bc- 
lidcs ,  tliere  arc  many  poor  Penlioncrs  to  the 
King  and  Ciucen  below  Stairs,  that  is,  fiich  as 
arc  put  to  Pcnlioii,  either  becaufc  they  arc  fo 
old,  that  they  arc  unfit  for  Service,  or  clfe  the 
Widow  of  fuch  of  HisMajcftics  Houlhold  Ser¬ 
vants  that  died  ix)or,  and  were  not  able  to 
provide  for  their  Wives  and  Children. in  their 
life  times ;  every  one  of  thefe  Iiath  a  compe¬ 
tency  duly  paid  unto  them.  Lallly,  there  arc 
diHributed  amongll  the  poor  the  large  Offer¬ 
ings  which  the  King  gives  in  Collar-days, 

Thc  Magnificent  and  abundant  plenty  of  the 
Kings  Tables ,  hath  caufed  amai'cmcnt  in  l-o- 
reigiicrs ;  when  they  have  been  informed  that 
la  the  laft  Kings  Reign  before  tlic  'froiiblcs, 
tlictc 
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fhcrc  were  daily  in  his  Court  i6  Tables  well 
fui  iiinicd  each  Meal ,  whereof  the  Kings  Table 
had  8  Dilhes ,  the  Queens  z4 ;  Four  ocher 
Tables,  i^Dilbcseach  Thr^c other, lo Dilhes 
each;  Twelve  other  hd  1  u.vcn  Dilhes  each  ;  Se¬ 
venteen  other  Tables  luid  each  of  them  five 
Dilhes  i  Three  other  had  li-ur  each  i  Thirty  two 
other  Tables  liad  each  tlircc  Dilhes,  and  Tliir- 
teen  otlicr  liad  each  two  Dilhes ;  In  all  about 
joo Dilhes  each  Meal,  with  Bread,  Beer,  Wine, 
and  all  other  things  nccell'ary.  All  which  was 
provided  iroll  by  the  feveral  Purv.yors,  who, 
byCommilllons,  legally  and  regularly  authori¬ 
zed,  did  receive  thofc  provifions  at  a  moderate 
price,  fiich  as  liad  been  formerly  agreed  upon  in 
the  feveral  Counties  of  England ,  which  price 
fby  reafon  of  the  value  of  Money  much  altered) 
was  become  low,  yet  a  very  inconfiderablc  bur¬ 
then  to  the  Kingdom  in  general ,  but  thereby 
was  greatly  fnpported  the  Dignity  Royal  in  the 
eyes  of  ^trangel•s,  as  well  as  Subjefts.  The  Eng- 
lilh  Nobility  and  Gentry,  according  to  the  Kings 
example,  were  incited  to  keep  a  proportiona¬ 
ble  Hofpitality  in  their  feveral  Country  Man- 
fions,  the  Husbandman  encouraged  to  breed 
Cattle ,  all  Tradefinen  to  a  chcarful  indullry, 
and  there  was  then  a  free  Circulation  of  Mo¬ 
neys  throughout  the  whole  Body  of  the  King¬ 
dom.  There  was  Ijrcnt  yearly  in  the  Kings 
Houfc  of  grofsMeat  ijoo  Oxen,  7000  Micep, 
1100  Veals,  500  Porkers,  400  Sturks  or  young 
l  eefs,  fioo  Lambs,  300  Flitches  of  Bacon, 
and  Boars;  Allb  140  dozen  of  Geefe,  150 
dozrn  of  Capons,  470  dozen  of  Hens,  750  do¬ 
zen  ol  Pullets,  1470  dozen  of  Chickens :  For 
Bread  3(!  400  Bulhcls  of  Wheat;  and  for  Drink, 
f’oo  Tun  of  Wine,  and  1700  Tun  of  Beer: 
Moreover,  of  gutter,  4<’<j 40  pounds,  together 
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with  the  Fi(h  and  Fowl,  Venifon,  Fruit,  Spice 
proportionably.  This  prodigious  plenty  in  tlic 
Kings  Court,  caiifcd  Foreigners  to  put  a  higlicr 
value  upon  the  King,  and  caufed  the  Natives 
who  were  tliere  freely  w'cleome  to  incrcale 
their  afftflion  to  the  King,  it  being  found  nc- 
celTary  for  the  King  of  Ergfini  this  way  to  en¬ 
dear  the  Englilh,  who  ever  delighted  in  Feaft- 
ing  5  as  for  the  Italian  Princes  by  fights  and 
fliews  to  endear  thdr  S'ubjcdh ,  who  as  much 
delighted  therein. 

Therefore  by  fpecial  Order  of  the  Kings 
Houfe,  fonie  of  his  Majeflies  Servants,  Men  of 
Quality,  went  daily  to  mfimitifter-mil ,  in 
Term-time,  bctiveen  Eleven  and  Twelve  ohhc 
Clock,  to  invite  Gentlemen  to  eat  of  the  Kings 
Acates  or  Viands,  and  in  Parliament  time,  to 
invite  the  Parliament-Men  thereto. 

•Moreover,  the  Court  is  an  eminent  Pattern 

of  Chirity  and  Humilifj  to  alt  that  fhall  fee  the 
performance  of  that  antientCuftomby  theKing 
and  the  Qiiccn,  on  the  Thurfday  before  Eijler, 
•ailed  Mtwvd)  Tkur[djy,^o  called  from  the  French 
Mitvde ,  in  Latin  Sprtuh ,  when  the  King  or 
his  Lord  Almoner  rirft  wafheth  the  Feet  of  as 
many  poor  Men ,  as  arc  the  years  his  Majcfiy 
hath  Reigned,  and  then  wipes  tliem  with  a  Tow¬ 
el,  (according  to  the  pattern  of  our  Saviour) 
and  then  gives  to  every  one  of  them  two  yards 
and  a  half  of  Woollen  Cloth,  to  make  a  Sutc 
of  Cloths,  alfo  Linncn  Cloth  for  two  Shirts, 
and  a  pair  of  Stockings ,  and  a  pair  of  Shoocs, 
three  Difhes  of  Filh  in  Woodden  Platters,  one 
of  Salt  Salmon,  a  fccoiid  of  Grecn-FilTi.or  Cod, 
a  third  of  Picklc-Hcrrings,  Red-Herrings,  and 
Red-Sprats,  a  gallon  of  Beer,  a  quart  Bottle 
of  Wine,  and  four  Sixpenny  Loaves  of  Bread; 
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alfo  a  Red  Leather  Purfe,  with  as  many  fingic 
Pence  as  the  King  is  years  old,  and  in  fuch  ano¬ 
ther  Purlc  as  many  Shillings  as  the  King  hath 
Reigned  years. 

The  Queen- Confort  alfo  doth  the  like  tO 
divers  poor  Women. 

Finally,  the  Court  of  ZngkKi  may,  for  Go¬ 
vernment  and  exaft  Accounts,  be  a  Pattern  to 
all  the  Courts  in  the  World. 

The  Form  of  Government  is,  by  theWifdom 
of  many  Ages,  fo  contrived  and  regulated,  that 
it  feems  to  fuch  as  ferioufly  conlider  it,  almoft 
impolliblc  to  mend  it,  if  the  preferibed  Rules 
ofGovernment  be  ducly  and  impartially  execu¬ 
ted,  The  Account  (which  is  of  many  Natures, 
and  is  therefore  very  difficult,  muft  pafs  through 
many  hands,  and  is  therefore  very  exaft)  is  fo 

tvifely  contrived  and  methodized,' that  without 

the  Combination  of  every  one  of  thefc  follow¬ 
ing  Officers,  viz.  the  Cofferer,  a  Clerk  of  the 
Green-cloth,  a  Clerk  Comptroller,  a  Clerk  of 
the  Kitchen,  of  the  Spicery  or  Avery,  ora 
particular  Clerk,  together  with  the  Conjunfti- 
on  of  a  Purveyor  and  Waiter  in  the  Office,  it 
is  impoffible  to  defraud  the  King  of  a  Loaf  of 
Bread ,  of  a  Pint  of  Wine,  a  C^uart  of  Beer, 
or  Joynt  of  Meat,  or  Money,  or  any  thing  clfe.

Divids ,  in 
J'emiroekjhire,  a  id  aftcr^vard,  fubjtdtcd  wholly 
to  the  Sec  of  C/uterkry ;  fince  which,  all  Sag- 
Und  and  Wales  reckon  but  two  JreUiJbofs,  Can¬ 
terbury  and  Torki

He  was  fo  highly  refpc(flcd  abroad,  that  in  Gc- 
placed  before  all  other 
Archbilhops,  at  the  Popes  right  Foot.  He  was 
at  home  fo  liigl)ly  honoured  by  the  King  of  Eng¬ 
land, 'Atit  accordingtothepraftifeof  Oodsown 
people  the  whtc  Aaronwas  nextinDig- 
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!n  Dignity  and  Authority  to  the  'ovcrcign,  f. 
ufually  the  chicfcft  pcrfon  of  the  Clergy)  hewaj 
accounted  the  fccond  Perfonin  the  Kingdom, 
and  named  and  ranked,  even  before  the  Princes 
of  the  Blood.  He  enjoyed  fomc  fpccial  Marks  of 
Royalty,  as  to  be  Pjtm  of  a  Bijheprick.  (as  he  wal 
ot  J{pchejkr)  to  CoynMoncys,  to  make  Knights 
and  to  have  the  Wardfliiptof  all  thofc  who  held 
Lands  of  him  fure  Hominii  (as  it  is  called)  ai- 
though  they  held  in  Cipite,  other  Lands  of  the 
King ; ) Prir.cely  Prerogifive,  even  againilthe 
Kings  written  Prerogttive. 

In  an  antient  Ckrter,  granted  by  mHiim  the 
C  ottjueror,  to  Unftm,  Archbilhop  of  Cunerbuty, 
he  is  tohold  his  Lands  with  the  fame  freedom, in 
Vomkico  fuo  (as  the  words  are)  as  the  King 
holdeth  his  in  Vomkico  fito,  except  onely  in  hvo 
or  three  Cafes,  and  thofe  of  no  great  impor. 


It  is  an  antient  Priviledge  of  the  See  of  Cut- 
terlury,  that  wherefoever  any  Manners,  or  Ad- 
vowfons,  do  belong  unto  that  See,  that  place 
forthwith  becomes  exempt  from  theOrdinaiy, 
and  is  reputed  a  Peculiar,  and  of  the  Diocefs  of 
CMUrbut), 

The  Archbiihop  of  Cmterbury,  by  the  favour 
of  our  King,  is  judged  fit  to  enjoy  Hill,  divers 
confiderablc  pre-eminences.  He  is  Primteovtt 
all  Ergknd.ni  Metropolititi,  hath  a  Super-enii- 
nency,  and  fome  Power ,  even  over  the  Arch¬ 
bilhop  of  fork.-,  hath  Power  to  fummon  him  to 
a  National  Synod,  and  ylrchiepifcoput  Eberocen- 
ps  venire  debet  cm  Epifeopit  [ui<,td  nutm  ejui,  ut 
ejiis  Cmnicii  difpofnmibmbediens  exijkt, 

The 
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Tlic  ArchbiftiopofCiWfrtoiy.is.attliis  day, 
WmiViT  J^egtii,  the  firll  Peer  of  frjW,  arid 
next  to  tl’C  %<(/  Fmily,  to  precede,  not  onely 
all  Dukes  j  but  all  the  Great  Officers  of  the 
Crown, 


At  the  late  folemn  Coronation  of  our  pre- 
fent  Sovereign,  it  was  exprefly  ordered,  in  do¬ 
ing  Homage  to  the  King,  that  according  to  an¬ 
cient  cullom,  the  Archbijlwps,  and  Zt/^hofr.ffiould 
precede,  even  the  Duke  ufror^and  all  the  Lay 
Lords. 

He  is  (Hied  by  the  King,  in  His  Writs,  direft- 
ed  to  him.  Vet  gmk  Atchkpi{cop  Cantuarmf, 
and  writes  himlclf,  DivittiFrovUetnit,  whereas 
other  Billiops  write  Viviva  remiffiotie ,  and  he 
is  Paid  to  be  Inthroned,  when  he  is  Invcilcd  in  the 
Arckbijhofrick.- 

To  Crown  the  King  belongs  to  him,  and  it 
hath  been  refolved,  that  wherefoever  the 
Court  ffiali  happen  to  be,  the  King  and  Queen 
are  Specuks  Vomeftici  Pamhkni  Vommi  Jr. 
Cart,  and  had  antiently  the  Oferwgi  made 
at  the  Altar  by  the  King  and  Queen,  wherefbe- 
ver  the  Court  ffiould  happen  to  be,  if  his 
Crace  was  there  prefent;  alfo  the  power  of 
appointing  the  lerhPteackers ,  which  was 
thought ,  by  our  Anceftors,  much  more  lit  for 
a  Prelate,  or  Spiritual  Perfon  to  do  (as  in  all 
othei-  CMM* Courts)  than  for  any  Lay  Lord, 
as  hath  been  iif.d  in  Ergkrd,  lince  one  Cror:- 
t»et,  was,  by  Berry  t\x  Eighth,  made  Victst-G-- 
Terbur^'^  P'3<:<:<' above  the  Archbilhop  of  a«- 

The  Pifhop  of  Lorion  is  accounted  his  Pre- 
Clear ,  the  Bifliop  of  Wircheker  hk 
Ctece/ior,  and  the  Bipf  of  ^chejier  hi  Chap. 
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In  writing  anti  fixtaking  to  him.  is  given  the 
Titlcof  Gracf  (as  is  to  allDuk.s)  and  MpjI  Ijc. 
vtretid  Father  in  Cod. 

He  hath  the  Power  ofall  Probate  of  Tefiamentt, 
and  granting  Letters  of  Jdminijhition,  where 
the  Party  dying,  had  BoniNotabilia,  that  is,  Five 
pounds  worth, or  above, out  ofthc  Diocefswh. 're¬ 
in  he  died  i  or  Ten  pounds  w  orth  within  the  Dio- 
cels  of  London  •,  or  if  the  Party  dying  be  a  Bilhop, 
though  he  have  no  Goods  out  of  the  Diocefs 
where  he  died.  Allb  to  make  Wills  for  all  fuch 
as  dielnteHate  within  his  Province,  and  to  Ad- 
miniller  their  Goods  to  theKindred,  orto  Pious 
Ufts,  according  to  his  difcrction :  Which  moll 
tranfeendent  Trnll  and  Power,  is  fo  antiently  in 
England,  belonging  to  BiOiops .  that  the  Dell 
Antquir}  cannot  find  the  firlt  Original  there¬ 
of. 

By  Stat,  ly  Lf.  8.  he  hath  the  Honour  and 
Power  to  grant  Licenfes  and  Difpexfations  hi  oil 
Cafes  heretofore  fued  for,  in  the  Court  of 
J(pine,  not  repugnant  to  the  Law  of  God  ,  or 
the  King’s  Prerogative ;  As  to  allow  a  Clerk 
to  hold  a  Benefice  in  Commendam  or  Truji^  to 
allow  a  Son,  (contrary  to  the  Canons )  to  fuc- 
cecd  his  F'athcr,  immediattly  in  a  Benefice; 
to  allow  a  Clerk,  rightly  qualified,  to  hold  two 
Benefices  with  Cure  of  Souls ;  to  abolifli  ir¬ 
regularity  gotten  without  a  Mans  own  de¬ 
fault,  as  by  defeft  of  Body  or  Birth,  or  bpeci- 
dental  killing  of  a  Man ,  ffc.  to  abcliin  the 
guilt  of  Simony;  to  allow  a  Beneficed  Clerk, 
for  fomc  certain  Caufes  to  be  Non-re fdent 
for  fomc  time ;  to  allow  a  Lay-man  to  hold 
a  Prebend ,  CJc.  whilft  by  lludy ,  he  is  prepa¬ 
ring  himfelf  for  the  Service  of  the  Church ,  to 
grant  Diffenfutions  to  Sick,  to  Old  People, 
to  Women  with  Child  ,  tocatFlclli,  on  days 
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whereon  it  was  forbidden ;  to  conllitute  pub- 
lick  Notaries,  whole  lingle  Tcllimony  is  as  good. 

as  the  Tdlimonics  of  any  hvo  other  perfons. 
All  wliich  fore-mentioned  Liases,  Vifpevjati- 
OTIS,  CS’e.  the  faid  Archbifliop  grants  by  himfclf. 
or  by  his  Deputy,  called  the  Mtjler  uf  F ml- 
tiss,  in  allHisMajellies  Dominions,  except 
for  all  the  new  late  Acquilitions  to  -his 
Crown,  2s,rir^ma,  Nem-En^.md,  Barbitdos, 
Btmudos,  Cif.  were  heretofore  added,  by  due 
Authority,  to  the  Province  of  Canterbury,  and 
put  under  the  Diocefs  of  London.  He  hath  alfo 
the  Power  to  grant  Liter, ts  Tutorial ,  whereby 
any  one  that  brings  his  Appeal  may  profecutc 
the  toe,  without  any  molcftationj  to  beftow

Church  within  his  Province,  upon  every  Crea¬

Thcfc  and  other  Prerogatives  and  Privihilges, 
the  Wifdom  of  our  firll  Reformers  thought  fit 
to  be  retained  and  added  to  the  chief  Perfon 
(under  the  King)  of  the  Church  of  EttsM, 


The  next  Perfon  in  the  Church  of  EvgUd  ii 
the  jirchhijhop  of  Tori^i  who  was  anticntly  alfo 
of  very  high  repute  in  this  Nation,  and  had, 
under  his  Province,  not  only  divers  Sijhopticit! 
in  the  Horth  of  England,  but  all  the  Sijhopriitii 
of  Scothiid  for  a  long  time,  until  the  year  1470, 
■when  Pope  Sixm  the  Fourth  created  tlic  Bijkof 
of  St.  Andtem,  Archbijhop,  and  Metropoliun  of  | 
a\]  Scotland.  ^  \ 

He  was  alfo  Legtm  mm,  and  had  the  L^  ! 
gantine  Office  and  Authority  annex’d  to  that 
Archiifiioprickj 

He  hath  ftill  the  Place  and  Precedence  of  all 
Dukes,  not  of  theRoyal  Blood,  and  of  all  great 
Officers  of  State,  except  only  tbe  Lord  Chan- 
oellor;  liath.theTitkof  Gwe,  and  !(,««• 
red 
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rend  Father ;  hath  th?  Honour  to  Crown  the 
J^eeit,  and  to  be  her  perpetual  ChapUin. 

He  alfo  is  Idled  Primie  of  Eng  and,  and  Me- 
trepolim  of  his  Province ,  and  hath  under  him 
the  BiJhoprickj  of  Tori,  Durham,  Cariifie,  Che- 
jler,  and  that  of  the  IJle  of  Mm,  on]y  Durham 
hath  a  peculiar  Jurifdidlion,  and  in  many  things 
js  wholly  exempt  from  tlic  Jurifdiaion  of  the 
adrchhijiwp. 

He  h«l  the  Rights  of  a  Count  Falitine  over 
Nexmjhire  in  Northumberland ;  may  qualific  al¬ 
fo  eight  Cliaplains ,  and  hath  tvithin  his  Pro¬ 
vince  (liVcrs  other  Prerogatives  and  Priviledges 
which  the  Archbifiop  of  Canterbury  hath  within 
his  own  Province.

do,  but  ad  traSindum ,  ordmadum ,  Jlmendm, 
definiendm,  &c.  Tlicy  have  their  Title  of  lords, 
and  J{i^btKcv{rend  Fathers. 

All  Bilhops  in  England  have  one  or  twotran- 
feendent  Priviledges,  which  feern  almoft  l{egi!, 
as,  in  their  own  Court,  to  judge  and  pals  Sen¬ 
tence  alone  by  themfelves ,  without  any  Col. 
It  ague  or  AirelTor;  which  is  not  done  mother 
of  the  Kings  Courts  ,  for  the  Bifliops  Courts 
(though  held  by  the  Kings  Authority  f'irmt 
JHagifiram  fui )  arc  not  accounted  to  be  pro- 

ethe  Kings  Courts ,  and  therefore  the  Bi- 
fend  forth  Writs  in  their  own  Names, 
Tejfe  the  Bidiop,  and  not  in  the  Kings  Name; 
as  all  the  Kings  Courts  propxtrly  fo  called, 
do. 

Moreover,  Bilhops  have  this  other  tranfeen- 
dent  Priviiedgc,  to  depute  their  Authority  to 
another,  (as  the  King  doth)  either  to  their  Bi- 
fiofs,  SufragMs,  to  their  Chancellors,  to  tlicir 
Cottmijfaries,  or  other  Officers,  which  none  of 
the  Kings  Judges  may  do. 

All  bilhops  have  one  Priviiedgc  above,  and 
beyond  all  Lay-Lords,  rk.  That  inwhatfoever 
Chrillian  Princes  Dominions  they  come,  their 
Epifeopai  Dignity  and  Degree  is  acknowledged; 
and  tlicy  may ,  quatenus  Hijlwps,  confer  Orders, 
efr.  whereas  no  Lay-Baron,  Eifeount,  Marqaij's, 
nor  Mf,  is,  in  Law  acknowledged  fuch ,  out 
of  the  Dominions  of  the  Prince,  who  conferred 
thole  Honours. 

The  Laws  and  Cudoms  of  England ,  arc  fo 
tender  of  the  Honour,  Credit,  Reputation,  and 
Perfon  of  Bilhops,  our  Spiritual  Fathers,  that 
none  might  (witliowt  fpccial  Liccnlc  from  the 
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King  firft  obtained)  be  iiidiflcd  of  any  Crime 
before  any  Temporal  Judge. 

Upon  feverc  penalty,  by  our  Laws  no  Man 
may  raife  reports ,  whereby  fcandal  may  arilc 
to  the  perfon  of  any  Billiop ,  or  Debate  and 
Difeord ,  between  them  and  the  Commons  of 
Etigland. 

In  Civil  Trials,  where  a  rilhop  is  Plaintiff 
or  D.fendent,  the  Eilbop  may,  as  well  as  any 
Lay-Lord,  challeng  ■  the /Irray,  if  one  Knight  at 
leall  be  not  returned  of  the  Jury,  and  it  ftiall 
be  allowed  unto  him  as  a  priviledge  due  to  Ills 
Peerage. 

In  criminal  Tryals  for  life,  all  Bilhops  by 
Magxi:  Chirti,  and  S'Mt.  ly  £iw.  3.  arc  to  be 
tryed  by  their  Peers,  who  ar  .  Barons,  and  none 
under;  notwithftanding,  the  late  conceit  of 
fame  Lawyers ,  that  becaufc  Bifhops  may  not 
be  on  the  Criminal  Tryal  of  a  Peer,  therefore 
are  not  to  be  tryed  by  Peers ;  for  fo  neither 
may  BilTiops  be  tryed  by  a  Common  Jury,  bc- 
caule  they  may  not  be  on  the  Tryal  of  fuch 

Men.  Moreover,  Noble  Women,  may  not  be 

oil  the  Tryal  of  Peers,  and  yet  they  are  t.  be 
tryed  by  Peers  of  the  Realm ;  and  there  is  no 
legil  Prefident  in  Eiigldnd  of  a  Billiop,  remain¬ 
ing  a  B,jhop ,  that  ever  was  tryed  for  his  life, 
but  by  Peers  of  the  Realm.  Antiently  indeed 
Billiops  were  fo  exempted,  as  not  at  all  to  be 
tryed  by  Tenpoml  fudges ,  till  after  Eeprivs- 
t’m  and  Dcgrudaim,  and  then  beine  thereby 
rendred  no  Peers ,  but  common  perlo'ns ,  they 
might  be  tryed  by  common  Juries. 

Since  the  Reformation,  the  Englijh  Prote- 
Jtm  Bifiofs  have  been  fo  conllantly  Loyal  and 
Inic  to  the  Crown,  (to  the  envy  of  Xm,cox- 
jorimjts)  and  fo  free  from  all  Capital  Crimes, 
L  3  that 
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that  there  is  yet  no  Prefident  in-  Engltni  for 
their  manner  of  Trial  for  life.  for  that 
common  AlTertion,  Tht  no  Loris  of  Parlimert 
are  lo  be  iryeJ  by  their  Veers,  but fuci  m  ft  there, 
Rationc  Nebilitatis,  ard  that  til  Liy-Lords  hove 
fkce  iti  Fsrluwer.t  for  thit  reifon  ;  it  is  not  only 
fallc ,  but  frivolous ,  in  the  judgment  of  very 
many  judicioitsM  n.  And  indeed,  how  ablurd 
and  unrcafonablc  niuft  it  needs  be,  (let  all  men 
judge)  tliat  an  ylrdbifop  of  Canterbury,  who  is* 
acknowledged  to  be  Vrimt  Par  b{egni,  fliould 
be  tryed  by  a  common  jury  of  Freeholders, 
when  as  the  nicaiicft  iay-Baron ,  though  crea¬ 
ted  but  ycnenlay,  may  not  be  try'ed  by  any  un¬ 
der  Barons? 

In  Partismetit,  the  Sijhops,  as  Sarons,  may  be 
prefent  and  vote  at  the  Tryal  and  Arraignment 
of  a  Peer  of  the  Realm ;  only  before  Sentence 
of  death,  or  lofs  of  Member  be  pronounced, 
that  they  may  have  no  hand  in  Blood ,  no  hand 
in  delh  oying,  but  only  in  faving,  they  have  by 
Canon-Law,  the  Priviledge  and  Injurfftion  to 
abfent  themfclves ;  and  by  Common-Law ,  to 
make  Proxies  to  vote  for  them. 

Prim  Elk.  Cap.  i.  It  is  exprefly  declared, 
That  all  Lords  of  Parliament  (without  any  ex¬ 
ception  of  Lords  Spiritual)  fliould  be  tryed  in 
that  particular  by  their  Peers. 

'The  Sifliops  of  Ertghrti  enjoy  at  this  day  ma¬ 
ny  other  Priviledges,  as  freedom  from  Ai  reds, 
Outlawries,  Diflrefs  fcr  or  in  a 

journey  j  Liberty  to  Hunt  in  any  of  the  Kings 
ForcHs  or  Parks,  to  kill  one  or  two  Deer,  go¬ 
ing  from,  or  coming  to  the  King  upon  his  Or¬ 
der;  to  have  certain  Tuns  of  Wine  free  from 
Impofl,  (jif. 
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The  Pcrfons  of  Bifiops  Aay  not  be  feized, 
upon  Contempt,  (as  the  Perfons  of  Lay-Lords) 
but  their  Temporalities  only  may  be  feized. 

Every  ^ijhop  may  by  Statute-Law  qualific  as 
many  Chaplains  as  a  Duke,  viz.  Six. 

The  Law  of  Ef.g'.Md  attributeth  fo  very  ftiuch 
to  th;  word  of  a  Bijhp  ,  that  not  only  in  the 
Tnal  of  Btfiirdy,  the  Bifhops  Certificate  flial! 
(iifficc ,  but  alfo  in  Tryal  of  Berejle ,  which 
toucheth  a  Mans  life  ;  Upon  the  Bijliops  bare 
Certificate,  that  any  Man  hath  been  convift- 
cd  before  him  of  Hetefe ,  the  Secular  Power 
puts  him  to  death ,  without  any  Tryal  by  liis 
Peers. 

The  Perlbns  of  the  Spiritual  Governours  of 
the  Church  of  EngUd ,  arc  of  fuch  high  and 
tender  rcfpcil  in  tlie  Eye  of  the  Law,  that  it 
is  thought  fit  to  exait  the  lame  from  a  Clcr^* 
man  to  his  Bi^p  or  Ordinary,  as  from  aCliild 
to  his  Father,  and  therefore  made  tlic  oft'enccs 
of  Pmieik  and  Epijcopidde  equal ,  viz.  both 
Petty-Treafon. 

Next  to  the  tmArckbipiof I  of  EngUni,  tlic 
Iliniop  ofLeiidM,  amon(;ltali  thcBifiiops,  hatli 
the  Pre-eminence.  Epij'copu  Unimtift,  (faitii 
an  antient  Record)  iptmli  wadmJJignmt  ex- 
wit  antepomdm,  gum  Ecckrm  Cxmtrunfis  De- 
cxnm  efi  rrovkeklit.  Being  Bifliop  over  tlic 
Imptml  and  C'xpitttI  Citj  of  Eugknd,  it  is  by  a 
Statute  of  later  times  exprclly  provided ,  that 
he  (hould  have  the  Preference  and  Precedence 
of  all  the  Bilhops  of  Eugktid ,  whereby  he  is 
become  ( as  heretofore  the  lord  Prior  of  the 
Order  of  St.  Join  of  Jerujxlem )  Prim  Em 
L.  + 
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J{eg>ii,  as  the  lord  Jkrgivmy  is  Prim  Pm- 
wim  Ljfcoriim. 

Next  amongrt  thofe  of  the  Epfcopl  Cok^e, 
is  the  Bifliop  of  Ditthm,  within  the  Province 
of  Tsrfe.,  who  liath  been  a  Count  rdldiine  fix 
or  feven  bumlrcil  years:  Wherefore  the  Com¬ 
mon  Seal  of  the  Bifhoprick  hath  been  of  a  long 
time  an  Armed  I(jiighi ,  hoWing  in  one  band  a 
Nikfd  Sword,  and  in  the  other  a  Church, 

He  hath  alfo  at  this  day  the  Earldom  of  Sud- 
lerg,  annexed  long  ago  to  this  Bifhoprick  by 
the  King. 

In  the  Fifth  place ,  by  virtue  of  the  fore- 
mention  d  Statute,  is  the  bilhop  of  Whehefier, 
reputed  anticntly  Earl  of  South, mfton ,  and  fo 
ftilcd  in  the  Statutes  of  the  Honounbte  Order 
cf  the  Gmer ,  by  Henry  the  Eighth  :  though 
foon  after,  that  Earldom  was  otherwife  difpo- 
fed  of. 

After  thefe  afore-named ,  all  the  other  Bi- 
Ihops  take  place  ,  according  to  the  Seniority 
of  their  Confecration,  unlels  any  Bifliop  hap¬ 
pen  to  be  made  Lord  Chancellor ,  Treafurer, 
Privy-Seal,  or  Secretary  of  State,  which  an¬ 
ticntly  was  very  ufual,  as  reputed  for  their  P/f- 
ty,  Leirning,  Single-Life,  Diligence,  Cir.  far 
more  fit  for  the  advantage,  a;:d  fervicc  of  the 
King  and  Kingdom,  than  any  La\-Mcn;  And  in 
fuch  calc,  a  Bifliop  being  Lord  ChinceUor,  had 
place  next  to  the  Arch&ifliop  of  Canterbury, 
and  above  theArchbifliopof  r«rk;  and  being  a 
Secretary  of  State ,  had  place  next  to  the  Bifliop 
of  trinchejter.

Thcfc  arc  all  Barena  and  Peers  of  the  Realm ; 
thc(i:  Iiavc  pla  c  in  the  Vpper  Houfe  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  ,  and  in  the  Vpper  Houfe  of  Convocation  t 
and  thcfc  arc  the  Lordt  Spiritual :  Next  follow 
the  Commoni  Spiritual,  cnmlUng  of Su^agan  Bi- 
fiopi,  Deans,  Archdeacons,  Prebendaries,  l{eSors 
and  f'icars ;  to  whom  alfo  belong  divers  conn- 
derablc  Privilcdges. 


All  Suffragan  Bifiops,  all  Deans,  Archdeacons, 
Prebendaries,  Bellors  and  Hicars ,  have  Privi- 
ledges, 
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ledges,  feme  by  themfelves,  others  by  Proxy, 
or  by  Rcprefcntativc ,  to  Sit  and  Vote  in  the 
Zflwer  Noujt  of  Comalm. 

No  Subfidics,  or  other  Tax  to  the  King,  may 
legally  be  laid  upon  them,  without  their  own 
confent  firlMiad  in  Comatm, 

The  Clergy  (as  appears  by  the  words  of  the 
Writ,  as  alio  by  Moita  tnenii  VttUm.  which 
(loubtlcfs  is  very  antient,  although  Icfs  by  loo 
years  than  Sir  Eimri  Cokf  thought ;  and  n 
Cap.  li.)  hath.  Per  Ptomtmes Cleri, 
Place  and  Suffrage  in  the  Lower  ffoufe  of  Ptrlk- 
tnetii,  as  wasantiently  pradlifedin  EtigUnd,  and 
of  latter  years  in  IrelMd,  (though  now  not  ufed 
in  either)  and  as  the  Billiops  Hill  have,  and  ufc 
in  the  E/igkr  ILoiife  of  Ptirlitmem, 

No  Clergy-man  may  bccom})cllr(l  to  under¬ 
go  any  Perjoml  Funuhnt  or  Services  of  the 
Cotmomciilih,  or  to  ferve  in  ifar.  If  any  man, 
by  rcafon  of  hb  Land,  be  Ihbjcft  to  bcclcfled 
to  any  Strvilc  Office,  if  he  t,ikcs  Orders,  he  It 
free,  and  there  is  a  mis  purixifely  to  IVee  him. 

All  Clergy-men  are  free  from  the  IQrgs  Pur- 
vejiors,  theiydgrCurr/rfjer,  the  }{ings  PofisSie, 
for  which  they  mav  demand  a  Prtieilion  from 
the  King,  Cum  clmfuk  wlumus. 

If  a  Clergy-ntan  acknowledge  a  Stme,  hit 
Body  (hall  not  be  taken  by  virtue  of  any  Pro¬ 
ems  thereupon,  for  the  Writ  runs.  Si  Liieiu  fie, 

Cl"rg5'-mcn  arc  not  obliged  to  appear  at 
Sberijfs  Tourns,  or  Fiews  of  Ergtle^Pkdgt ,  there 
to  take  their  Onb  of  Megime ,  the  antient 
Laws  prefuming.  That  thole,  whofc  principal 
Care  and  Office  (hould  be  to  teach  the  People 
Isiyilty  and  Megunce  to  their  King ,  couid  not 
themfelves  want  Zuya/t;. 

By 
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By  Chum  ,  no  Clcrg)--man  h  to  bt 
Fined  or  Amerced ,  according  to  his  Spiritual 
Mans ,  but  according  to  his  Ttmporisl  Ejhti, 
and  according  to  the  Crime  committed. 

The  Goods  of  Clergy-men  arc  difeharged  by 
the  Common- Uv)  of  Engl  and,  from  Tolls  aitd 
Ciijloms  ( f  non  exercant  Murchindizos  de  eij- 
iem)  of  Avenge,  I’ontoge,  Murige,  Psvejge; 
far  which  tlicy  have  the  Kings  to  difeharge 
them. 

The  Gleie  Ldnds ,  and  Spiritml  I{evemes  of 
Clergy-men,  being  held  In  pun  perpetui  E- 
leemofjnx,  (i.  e.)  in  Fmiiilmome,  arc  exempted 
from  Arraying  and  Mufteriiig  of  Men,  or  Horfes 
for  the  War,  as  appears  in  a  Statute  ftill  in 
force,  viz.  8  Hen.n.  Kumb.ii.  in  the  unprin- 
ted  S^Us  of  that  PArliamens. 

The  Clergy  being  by  their  EunSm  prohibir 
ted  tc  wear  a  Smord,  or  any  Arms,  (their  Cou 
alone  being  their  defence)  cannot  ferve  in  Per- 
fon  in  War.  They  ferve  their  Country  other- 
wife  ;  and  for  that  fcrvice ,  liave  always  been 
thought  worthy  of  their  Spiriuiil  Projits  and 
J{evenues,  and  of  the  Kings  ProieHion. 

The  Clergy  paying  to  the  King  Firfi-years 
profits  of  all  Spiritual  Benefices,  called  f/rjf- 
Eruits,  and  yearly  the  Tenth  of  all  the  faid  Be¬ 
nefices,  arc,,  with  great  reafon,  thought  fit  to  be 
exempted  from  all  other  Taxes;  though  to  give 
the  Laity  good  example ,  they  often  lay  Subji- 
iies,  or  other  great  Tuxes  upon  themfelvcs. 

It  was  in  antient  Maxim  in  England ,  NuM 
pro  deemis  dekt  onertri  deulqua  repmiione  Port- 
tis  jeu  aliqiiibia  oneribus  tempmVtbus. 

Thcfe,  and  other  Immunities  of  the  Clergy, 
the  great  Aquinas  thought  agreeable  to  Natural 
Fq  iry,  or  'hcLqw  of  Nature;  thence  it  was, 
that  King  pkmoh, '  Gen,  47 ,  when  all  the  Lauds 
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of  his  Subjcfts,  v.crc  Mortgaged  to  him  for 
Bread ,  yet  fpartd  the  Lands'  of  the  Pricils. 
So  Ezn  7. 14.  and  fo  in  our  antient  Laws, 
we  find,  De  DinigeUo  Hben  Ctf  quittx  tnt  om- 
vii  Ecclept  in  AnglU  ttim  omnU  Tint  qiu 
v,  p'Oprio  Vominio  Ecclfpx  erit ,  ubicun<jue  jn- 
Cibxt,  nihil  prorjus  in  tali  reddiiione  perjolvens; 
and  the  rca  on  th  rcof  is  add  d,  ^ia  mgit  in 
Ecckfji  (onpiibat  Orumibui  quant  in  Atmorum 

dcfenjionibxi. 

Many  more  Priviledges,  Immunities,  Liber¬ 
ties,  and  hranchilcs,  tlierc  are  rightly  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Clergy  of  England-,  fo  many,  that  to 
fet  down  all,  laith  Sir  Edmrd  Cokf,  upon  ^ag- 
nt  Cham,  would  take  up  a  whole  Book. 

The  Priviledges  of  the  Clergy,  and  Fran- 
chi  cs  of  the  Church ,  were  ( with  the  Liber- 
ti  s  of  the  People )  granted ,  confirmed ,  and 
letlcd  by  the  King  in  full  Parliament ,  Anno 
J1J3.  in  fuch  a  folemn  manner,  as  no  (lory 
can  iiarallel  it ;  The  King  flood  up-  with  his 
Hand  upon  his  Brcall,  all  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal ,  flood  with  Burning  Tapers  in 
their  Hands,  the  Arckbijhop  pronounced,  as 
followeth ;  Sp  the  Authority  of  God  Omnipotent, 
if  the  Son,  and  of  the  My  Ghofl,  &c.  K'e  Ex¬ 
communicate,  Anathematize ,  and  Sequefler,  from 
Our  My  Mother  the  Church,  allthofe,'ttiho.hence~ 
forth  knotoingly,  and  tnalkioitfly  deprive  and  fpoil 
Churches  of  their  I{ight ,  and  all  thofe  that  Jhall, 
by  any  Art  or  Wit,  rajhly  violate,  diminijh,  or  al¬ 
ter  fecretly,  or  openly,  in  Deed,  Word,  or  Coun- 
fel,  thofe  EccIefajlicA  Liberties,  &c.  granted,  by. 
Our  Lord  the  ifjng ,  to  the  Archbijhops ,  Bijhops, 
Vrelates ,  &c.  For  everlajihg  memory  rohereof. 
We  have  hereunto  put  Our  Seal,  After  which, 
all  throwing  down  their  Tapers,  cxtingiiilb’d 
arid  fntoaking,  they  all  laid,  So  let  all  that 
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go  /tgmfi  thit  Curfe,  be  extinU,  id  ftinih 
Hell. 

Since  which  ,  all  Kings  of  JEr.gknd  at  their 
Coronations ,  have  by  Solemn  Oaths  promifid 
to  preferve  the  fame,  and  they  have  been  con¬ 
firmed  by  above  thirty  fucccflivc  Parliaments, 
commanded  to  be  read  once  a  year  in  Churehes ; 
and  if  any  Aft  (honld  be  made  to  the  contrary, 
it  is  to  be  held  for  null  and  void,  by  the  Statute 
of  4  Edv),  3. 

Antiently,  Men  were  very  tender  and  fearful 
to  do  any  thing  that  might  make  them  incur  the 
laid  dreadful  cenfurc ;  but  of  later  times,  efpe- 
cially  fince  our  Reformation ,  many  men  pre¬ 
tending  to  more  Chriftiauity,  and  to  more 
knowledge,  have  made  little  Confcience  of  in¬ 
fringing,  and  violating  any  Rights,  Priviledges, 
of  Franchifes  of  the  Church  or  Church-men; 
whilil  the  Liberties  of  the  People  (though  very 
little  violated)  have  been  exafted,  even  to  Se¬ 
dition  and  Rebellion. 

To  the  end ,  that  Men  of  th;  beft  rank  and 
abilities,  (hould  in  all  times  be  encouraged  to 
embrace  the  moll  painful  and  fevcrc  Profeflion 
of  a  Clergy-man ,  and  that  the  People  fhould 
the  more  willingly  be  Guided  and  Condufted 
by  them,  our  moll  Chrillian  A-nccflors,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  pattern  of  Gods  antient  Peofk  the 
Jfwr,  and  of  all  other  Chrillian  Common¬ 
wealths,  judged  it  expedient  to  allot  large  Re¬ 
venues  ,  and  a  moll  plcntiftil  raaintainance  to 
the  Clergy,  having  obferved  with  Solo¬ 
mon,  That  a  Wife  man,  for  his  poverty,  is  too 
oft  contemned  and  defpifed ,  and  that  there  is 
nothing  more  contemptible  and  ridiculous  than 
a  poor  Clergy-man. 
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The  firll  Kings  of  Erghrid  had  all  the  Lands  of 
Ettgkrid  in  Demefn,  The  fccond  foie  Monarch 
among  the  Sixon  Kings ,  Ethelmlfku ,  by  the 
advice  of  his  Nobles ,  gave  for  ever,  to  God 
and  the  Church,  both  the  Tythe  of  all  Goods, 
and  the  Tenth  part  of  ail  the  Lands  of  Etigktid, 
free  from  all  fecular  Service.  Taxations,  or  Im- 
pofitions  whatfoever ;  the  Charter  of  Donati¬ 
on  is  to  be  fecn  in  hgulfhm ,  and  other  Au¬ 
thors;  which  Charter  thus  (^s,  ^iiugere 
volueric  r.oftnm  domierm  (as  many  pious  Kings 
and  Nobles  Cnee  have  done)  augeat  Omaifmns 
Dm  diis  ej«  frofpem ;  f  quit  veto  imitate  vel 
miituete  prajurnfferit,  iioftat  je  ad.  ttihunal  Ctrifii 
Tationem  teddiiurum. 

BeCdes  the  Tenths  of  Lands,  and  the  Hus¬ 
bandman’s  profits ,  Merchants  alfo ,  and  Shop¬ 
keepers  paid  to  their  Spiritual  Paflors,  the 
Tenth  of  their  Gain ;  Servants,  in  divers  pla- 
a-s,  the  Tenth  of  their  Wages,  (as  Souldiers  in 
the  Kings  Armies  do  now  a  part  of  their  Pay) 
and  in  fomc  places,  Ak-feBets  the  Tenth  Flagon. 
Alfo  Handicrafts-mcn  and  Day-Labourers  paid 
the  Tenth  of  their  Wages  upon  their  Oaths,  if 
required. 

Per  Eorefia,  and  other  Records,  it  doth 

appear,  that  Tythes  have  been  paid,  even  of 
yenijon,  in  divers  parts  of  England,  Men  making 
Conlcicnce,  in  thofc  days,  asamougft  the  an- 
tient  Jews,  to  pay  Tythes  of  all  they  poflefled. 

Befidesall  thofe,  in  fome  places  were  paid  to 
the  Pailor,  Obventions,  Oblations,  PenCons, 
Mortuaries, err.  fo  thatthe  EngliJhCletgywn 
the  beft  provided  for,  ofany  Clergy  inthe  whole 
World,  except  only  the  Nation  of  the  ffemr, 
amongli 
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amongfl  whom,  the  Tribe  uf  Levi ,  l)eii',g  not 
the  fourtli  part  of  the  Twelve  Tribes,  as  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  Book  oi'  Numbers ,  y>t  had,  as 
Mr.  Selden  confelTeth ,  and  that  by  Gods  own 
appointment,  tl:rcc  times  the  Annual  Revenue 
of  the  grcateli  of  tic  Twelve  Trites ;  inlbmuch, 
that  thcpoordlPiicIl  in  the  Twenty  four  Cour. 
fes,  might  be  reputed  a  wealthy  Peribn. 

And  as  amonpft  the  Jeror,  the  Twenty  four 
Chief  Priells ,  for  the  better  maintainance  of 
their  Authority  anti  Dignity ,  had  Mc.ms ,  far 
exceeding  thofc  of  the  infcriourClcrgy,  and  the 
HighPricIl  had  a  maintainance  as  far  exceeding 
any  of  the  faid  Twenty  four  Friefts:  So  in 
lund,  the  Bipofs,  by  the  great  Piety  and  Bounty 
offcveral  Kings,  had,  in  Lands  and  Re¬ 
venues,  Temporal  and  Spiritual,  a  maintainance 
far  more  ample  than  thofc  of  the  hferionr  Cler¬ 
gy,  and  the  two  ArMipops,  more  ample  than 
the  SiPops. 

Willim  the  CotiHuerouf ,  at  his  coming  into 
England,  found  the  Bipoprick;  then  in  being  fo 
richly  endowed  with  Lands ,  that  he  crefted 
them  all  into  Baronies ,  and  every  Baron)  then 
confillcdof  13 1{r,igkts  Fees  at  the  lealh 

Bc/idcs ,  there  belonged  to  BiPops ,  fcvcral 
Ferquijites  and  Duties  for  the  nfutions  of  their 
Dkcefj'es ,  for  Ordinations,  Jnptutions ,  Cenfus 
Cathedraticus,  jubfdium  Ckaritativum ,  which, 
upon  rcafonable  Caufes,  they  might  require  of 
the  Clergy  und.r  them;  al'b' other  Dutiesj 
called  Deemarum  guana,  Monuariorum  <3“  Ob- 
laiionum  penftatio,  J  ts  JLoJpitii,  Proceffio,  Lita- 
ttia,  Viaiici  vel  Commeatus  coUatio  t  ■which  upon 
a  Jou  rncy  to  l{ome,  they  might  demand.  Tenths 
and  Firp-Fruits  were  antiently  paid  Cas  is  be¬ 
lieved)  to  the  f.vcral  Diocepns,  and  was  con¬ 
tinual  to  the  Bipop  of  Norwich,  tillffj«.8.  dc- 
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prived  him  thereof,  and  deprived  the  Pofe  of 
all  the  rcit.  Moreover,  all  Cathedral  Churches 
•ivere,  by  diverr  Kings  and  Nobles,  richly  fur- 
nifliedwith  Lands,  for  the  plentiful  maintain- 
ance  of  a  Dean,  and  a  certain  number  of  Pre¬ 
bendaries  ;  infomuch,  that,  together  with  the 
Lands  given  toMonalierics,  a  third  part  of  the 
Lands  of  Er.gkni  belonged  to  the  Church  and 
Church-men ;  whereby  did  accrue  much  beite- 
iit  to  this  Nation,  great  Hofpitality  was  kept, 
many  Hofpitals,  Collcdges,  Churches ,  Brieves 
built,  and  other  Publick,  Pious,  and  Charita¬ 
ble  Works.  All  Leafeshcld  of  them  by  the  Lai¬ 
ty  ,  were  not  only  ninch  more  calic  than  other 

Tenures,  but  fo  unqncftiorablc,  that  there  was 
little  work  for  the  Lawyers ;  fo  much  pcace- 
ablcners,that  1 40  Iworn  Attorneys  were  thought 
fufficient  to  ferve  the  whok Kingdom. 

At  prefent  the  Revenues  of  the  Cler¬ 

gy  ,  arc  generally  very  fmall  and  infufficient, 
above  a  third  part  of  the  bell  Benefices  of  Sng'- 
hnd ,  being  antiently  by  the  Pop'.s  Grant ,  ap¬ 
propriated  to  Monalicrics  towards  their-  maio- 
tainance ,  were  upon  the  diflblution  of  Mona- 
llerks,  made  Lay-Fees ;  bclicteswhat  hath  been 
taken  by  fccrct  and  indirccl  means,  through 
corrupt  Compofitions,  Compafts,  and  Culloms 
in  many  other  Parilhcs;  alfo many  large  Ellatcs 
wholly  exempt  from  payingTithes,  as  Lands  be¬ 
longing  to  the  CiJierthnMonkj,  to  the  Knights- 
Tcmplcrs ,  and  Holpitallcrs  Tliofc  Benefices 
that  arc  free  from  tb-’fc  things,  yet  (befidcs 
Fir'l-Fruits  and  Tenths  to  the  King,  and  Pro¬ 
curations  to  the  BilRop)  arc  taxed  towards  the 
Charges  of  their  rcfitcftivc  Parilhcs,  and  to¬ 
wards  the  publick  Charges  of  the  Nation,  above 
and  beyond  the  proportion  of  the  Laity. 
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The  Bifhopricks  of  Evgktii  have  been  aFo, 
liiicc  the  latter  end  of  Uen,  f.  to  the  tonung  in 
of  King  "fms ,  moll  miferably  robbtil  anil 
fpoiled  of  the  greateft  part  of  ihcir  Lai:cls  and 
Revenues;  fo  that  at  this  day,  a  mean  Oivnilj-. 
man  of  loo/.  Lsnd  yearly,  will  nor  chaiiRC 
his  Worldly  Ellatc  and  Conditio'!,  with  divers 
Bifliops:  an  Attorney,  a  Shop-keep;  r,  ,1  c  in- 
monArtifan,  will  hardly  change  th-irswith  or¬ 
dinary  Pallors  of  the  Clmrch. 

Some  few  Bijhopricks  do  yet  retain  a  compe¬ 
tency,  amongll which,  the  SijI opricK.  of  Durkm, 
is  accounted  one  of  the  chief,  the  yearly  Re¬ 
venues  whereof,  before  the  late  troubles,  were 
above  tfooo  /.  of  which,  by  the  late  A£l  for 
abolifliing  Tenures  in  Capiie ,  was  loll  above 
1000 /.  yearly.  Out  of  it,  an  yearly  Penfion  of 
880  /.  hath  been  paid  to  the  Crown,  ever  fince 
the  Reign  of  Queen  Eliznbetb,  who  promifed 
an  lieu  thereof,  to  muck  in  JmpropriMms ;  which 
was  never  pcrfomicd.  Above  540/.  yearly  paid 
■to  fcveral  Officers  of  the  County  Palatine  of 
J>urhm.  The  Affizes  and  Seflions  duly  kept  in 
■the  Bilhops  Houfe,  at  the  foie  charges  of  the 
Bifliop.  The  fcveral  Expcnccs  for  keeping  in 
repair  certain  Banks  of  Rivers,  in  Owdenjhire, 
belonging  to  that  Bilhoprick ,  and  of  fcveral 
Houfes  appertaining  to  that  Sec.  Moreover, 
the  yearly  Tenths ,  the  Firll-Fruits,  and  pub- 
lick  Taxes  being  deduced  ,  there  did  remain 
tommnibus  unnit  to  the  Bilhop,  to  keep  Hofpi- 
tality,  (which  mud  be  great )  and  to  provide 
for  thofc  of  his  family,  but  about  i  yoo/.  year¬ 
ly.  It  is  true,  that  for  the  future,  whilllFirfl- 
Fruits  and  Sublidies  ceafe  to  be  paid,  this  Bi¬ 
fliops  Revenue  will  be  raifed  to  joo/.  more  per 
*nnum,  and  thenthe  afore-mentioned  880/.  be¬ 
ing  very  lately,  by  His  Majeflics  Gracious  Let¬ 
ters 
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tcrs  Patent,  under  His  Great  Seal,  begun  to  be 
releafed  for  all  times  to  come;  and  about  400/. 
more  ptr  mm  beine  added  to  that  Revenue, 
in  divers  Rents  lately  improved  by  the  lateBi- 
flftp,  Dr.  CdfiM  ,  by  the  abatement  of 
Pines,  (which  otherwife  he  might  have  taken 
to  himfelf)  the  whole  yearly  Revenues  of  this 
Biflropr  ick  began  in  the  year  idy  0.  to  be  31 80  /. 
ffr  mm. 

Of  other  principal  Bidiopricks,  the  Revenues 
have  b  cn  much  diminilhed,  fonie  enjoying  not 
af.iurth  part  oftheir  ancient  Rights. 

The  great  diminution  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
Clergy ,  ami  the  little  care  of  augmenting  or 
defending  tlic  Patrimony  of  the  Church,  is  the 
great  reproach  and  Ih.imc  of  tlic  Englilh  Refor¬ 
mation  ,  and  will  one  day  prove  tlic  mine  of 
Church  and  State. 

judicious  Mr.  Bm)tp  (who  in  the  Preface  of 
bis  W orks  foretold  our  late  Troubles  forty  y«rs 

before  thw  came  to  pafs)  obfervine  inhistSme 

'how  the  Church  was  every  day  robbed  of.  her 
Dues ,  and  that  it  was  then  an  •opinion  rifir, 

[rtat  xogwt  to  ike  Chrib  Jhielt  of  '^udtifm  wd 
Toter},  Mi  to  tike  froiit  the  Chine  whit  our  At- 
cems  hii  given ,  w/f  J^fontitht,]  declared, 

That  what  Mofi-s  faith  in  the  90th  Pfalm,  was 
likely  to  be  verified  of  J^eligieti  and  Goit  Ser¬ 
vice  amongft  us ;  The  time  thereof  may  be  Three- 
fcorejetrs  Mi  ten,  if  it  continue  till  Fotitfcore, 
it  will  be  but  fmall  joy  to  thofc  that  (hall  then 
behold  the  condition  of  the  EngHjh  Church  •, 
nor  can  the  bell  read  Hiflorian  produce  one  ex¬ 
ample  of  a  happy  State,  where  the  Clergy  hath 
been  expofed  to  the  Peoples  contempt,  which 
mull  happen  where  their  Benefices,  their  main- 
tainance  is  fcandalous,  and  thereby  their  Per- 
foils  dcfpicablc.

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It  is  tlic  la/l  Trick,  faith  St.  Gregory,  that 
tnc  Devil  hath  in  the  World,  tshen  he  cannot 

bring  the  irori  and  Sicruments  in  difgracc  by 
Errours  and  Hcrcfics ,  he  invented  this  projeft 
to  bring  tlic  Clergy  into  contempt  and  low 
citeem ,  as  it  is  now  in  Ertgkni ;  where  they 
arc  accuunted  by  many  as  the  drofi  and  refuje 
of  the  Kation.  Men  think  it  a  ftain  to  their 
Blood,  to  place  their  Sons  in  that  Funflion.and 
Women  alhamcd  to  marry  with  any  of  them ; 
whereas  antiently  in  Er.glitid ,  (as  among  the 
Jews ,  the  Tribe  of  Levi  was  counted  Noble 
above  all  other  Tribes,  except  that  of  the  Royal 
Tribe  of  Judub)  the  Funaion  of  the  Clergy 
was  of  fo  high  account  and  cllccm ,  that  not 
only  the  belt  Gentry  and  Nobility,  but  divers 
of  the  Sons  and  Brothers  of  fevcral  Englik 
Kings,  fmee  the  ConqucR  and  before,  difdain- 
cd  not  to  enter /Vo/y  Orders,  and  to  bc  CIci  gy- 
men,  as  at  this  day  is  praitif.d  in  moll  other 
Monarchies  of  Cbriftcndom.  Ethelrrolfh,  Son 
and  SuccclTor  to  Egbert,  firll  foie  King  of  Eng- 
iMd,  was  in  Holy  Orders,  and  Pifliop  of  ivin- 
cbefier  at  his  Fathers  death.  Odo  Bifhop  of 
%t«x  in  Normndy ,  was  Brother  to  Willim 
the  Conquerour.  ffetiry  de  Shis .  Brother  to 
King  Stephen,  was  BilRop  of  (T/ncitjler.  Geofry 
^amgenet,  Son  to  henry  the  ccond,  was  BL- 
fliop  of  Lincoln.  Henry  de  Beaufort,  Brotlicr 
toWfMry  the  Fourth,  was  Bilhop  alfo  of  iT/ii- 
chejter.  And  of  later  times,  that  moll  prudent 
henry  the  Seventh  had  dcligncd  his  becond 
Son  to  be  a  Clergy-man,  to  omit  many  others 
of  Noble  Blood.  Which  Policy  is  Rill  obfer- 
'■f^'-'  vn  amongft  the  few  Families  of  the  l[o- 
txijh  Slgligion.  in  England ,  wherein  arc  to  be 
found  at  this  day,  feme  Brothers  or  Sons  of 

hukes, 
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Piihs  Mdrqvfes ,  EtrU ,  and  Bums  in  Holy 
Orders,  and  all  the  rd  of  the  Stock  of  Btro- 

nets,  Kriigks,  or  Gtnttr-  for  this  caulc 

find  rcii)  it  not  only  amongft  thofe  of  their 
own  Opinions ,  but  even  of  the  molt  fober, 
mo<leratc,and  belt  civilized  Proteftants.  Whillt 
this  Policy  lalled  in  Er.gUnd ,  ( w-bich  by  the 
favour,  and  to  the  high  honour  of  the  King  now 
Reigning,  is  in  (bmc  hopes  to  be  revived ;  f  tr 
a  Brother  of  the  Earl  of  Northampton ,  ano¬ 
ther  of  the  Earl  of  Bath  ,  a  Son  of  the  Lord 
North,  another  of  the  Lord  Crew,  another  of  ' 
the  Lord  Erereton,  have  been  lately  encouraged 
to  enter  into  Holy  Orders)  the  Clergy  were 
judged  the  fitteft  Perfons  to  execute  moll  of 
the  chief  Offices  and  Places  of  the  Kingdom, 
(according  to  the  Divine  Poliev  aniongll  Gods 
Peculiar  People,  where  the  Priells  and  Levites; 
were  the  Principal  Officers  and  Judges  in  eve¬ 
ry  Court ;  to  whom  the  People  were  to  be 
obedient ,  on  pain  of  death  )  and  the  Laity 
did,  with  much  Reverence  and  Refpeft,  fub- 
mit  to  them.  And  as  then.  Os  Saceriow,  Ori- 
ciilum  erat  pkhis,  (according  to  that  of  MaUeb. 
eh.  1.7.)  So,  Os  Epifeopi,  Oraeiilum  erat  J{egit 
CJ  J{egni,  Cl  J{ex  amplehlabatur  univerfum  Clerur/i 
Ixta  fronts ,  ^  ex  eo  femper  fthi  eligebtt  prims 
a  ConftliU,  primos  ai  Officia  !{egni  obetmda  Pr'~ 
mi  igitur  fedebant  in  omnibus  ]{egni  Cumiiiif  Of 
Tribimalibia  Epifeopi ,  in  I^egali  juidem  palatio 
cum  J^egtii  Magnatibus,  in  Comitatii  una  cum  Co¬ 
mite  ,  in  Turno  cum  Vicecomite ,  U  in  Hundreio 
cum  Domino  Bundredi ,  fie  ut  in  promovenda  fit-:

And  this  Union  of  Civil  and  Ecclefiallical 
Perfons,  Authority,  and  Courts  of  judicature. 
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did  continue,  as  Selden,  l.i.  deSymdm,  make* 
apparent  above  Four  thouland  years,  amongll 
Gods  own  People,  till  Pope  NicMns  the  Firll, 
about  the  eighth  Century,  to  exclude  the  Era- 
perour  from  mcdling  in  the  Eccleliallical  Go¬ 
vernment,  began  to  exclude  the  Clergy  from 
medling  with  the  Civil,  Fide  Gm.  Dipne.  C, 
Cm  ltd  Ferum.  And  it  is  certain,  that  for  four 
or  five  hundred  years,  during  the  Reign  of  our 
Saxon  Kings  in  England ,  our  Ecclcfiaftical  and 
Secular  Magilbratcs  fate  lovingly  together,  with 
all  fwectn-  fs  and  candour,  determining  in  the 
Morning  Eccldiaflical  Affairs ,  and  Civil  in  the 
Afternoon ;  whereby  it  came  to  pafs,  that  the 
Subjedt  had  no  caufeto  complain  ofProhibiti- 
ciis,  ifliiing  out  of  one  Court  of  Judicature,  to 
obAruft  the  juftice  of  another,  to  the  great  coft, 
and  ;bmctinv:s  mine  of  the  poor  Client,  as 
hath  been  done  ever  (ince  Willtm  the  Conqueror 
made  that  unhappy  Divilion  in  this  Church  and 
State. 

But  to  return  to  our  Bilhops,  upon  whom 
the  Weal  of  this  Kingdom,  and  fervicc  of  the 
King  fo  much  depended,  and  their  prefence  for 
that  end  fo  much  required  at  London ,  that  it 
was  judged  expedient  that  every  Sijhofrick. 
fliould  have  a  Palace  or  Houfe  belonging  to  it 
k  or  about  London-,  and  it  is  known  at  this 
day  where  Hood  the  Houfes  of  every  one,  ex- 
cept  that  of  St.  ylfipb ,  which  alfo  might  pro¬ 
bably  have  had  one,  but  more  obicure  than  fome 
other,  that  SiJhopricK  having  been  as  Hill  very 
mean. 

Great  xvas  the  Authority  of  the  Clergy  in 
thofe  days,  and  their  Afiwory  fliould  be  preci¬ 
ous  in  thefc  days,  if  we  confidcr  that  they  were 
the  Authors  of  fo  great  Benefits  and  Advantages 
to  this  Kingdom,  that  there  arc  few  things  of 
any 
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sny  Importance  for  promoting  of  the  welfare  of 
this  Church  and  State,  wherein  the Bilhops  and 
Prelates,  under  God,  have  not  been  the  Prk- 
cipul  In^rumem.  The  excellent  Laws  made  by 
King  ha  ,  King  /Uklfian ,  King  Edmund ,  and 
St.  Edmrd  the  Confelfor,  fi  omwhum  we  lave 
our  Common- Licws,  and  our  Ptm'edgts,  men¬ 
tioned  in  Magna  Charta ,  were  all  made  by  the 
pcrfwalionsand  advice  of  Jrchbijhofs  and  Bijhops, 
named  in  our  Hillorics.  The  Vnion  of  the  Two 
Houfes  ot  Torli  and  Lancajlur,  (whereby  a  long 
and  bloody  War  was  ended)  was  by  the  molt 
wife  Advice  and  Counfel  of  Bifhop  Aforton,  then 
a  Privy  Counlellor.  The  Union  of  England  and 
Scotland ,  that  incxprcfTihlc  advantage  to  botli 
Nations,  was  brought  to  pafs  by  the  long  fore¬ 
fight  of  Reverend  Bilhop  fox,  a  Privy  Counfel- 
lor,  in  advifing  Jhnrjf  the  Seventh  to  Match  his 
cldcll  Daughter  to  Scotland,  and  his  younger  to 
f  ranee.  Moli  of  tlic  great  Publick  Works  now 
remaining  in  England,  acknow, ledge  their  anti- 
ent  and  prefent  being,  cither  to  the  foie  Coll 
and  Charges ,  or  to  the  liberal  Contributions, 
or  at  Icatt  to  the  Powerful  Perfwajions  of  if- 

S's,  as  mod  of  the  bell  endowed  Colledgcs  in 
h  our  Vntverfties ,  very  many  ho^italt, 
Churcbes,  Palaces,  Cajlles ,  have  been  founded 
and  built  by  even  that  famous,  charge- 
I  able ,  and  difficult  ^rudure  of  London- Bridge, 

Hands  obliged  to  the  Liberal  Contributions  of 
an  .^rchbijhop ;  and  it  was  a  flilhop  of  London,  at 
whofe  carncii  requeft  the  Conquerour 
granted  to  the  City  of  London  fo  large  Privi- 
ledges,  that  in  a  grateful  remembrance  thereof, 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  to  this  day,  upon 
Lome  folemn  days  of  their  refurt  to  St.  Paul's 
Church,  do  go  in  Procdlion  about  the  Grave¬ 
stone  where  that  Bilhop  lies  interred. 


But 
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But  above  all ,  the  Converting  Englmd  to 
tlie  Chrijlm  Religion,  the  Reforming  that  Re¬ 
ligion  when  Corrujited ;  and  fince  that .  the 
maintainance  of  the  Do(ime  thereof  againft  all 
J(omiP  Writers  ,  and  of  the  Vifciplme  thereof 
(none  of  the  kail  good  Offices)  againft  all  the 
Practifes  and  Power  of  the  Puriun  and  Fresh)- 
tersM  FiHiotis,  and  all  thofe  other  Sehuries,  li¬ 
neally  defeended  from  them :  All  this,  and  more, 
is  owing  (if  not  folely,  y  t  principally)  to  Bi¬ 
llions  and  Prelates ;  By  the  late  want  of  whom 
to  fit  at  the  Stern ,  how  fooii  was  this  goodly 
VcITel  fplit  upon  the  Rocks  of  Anarchy  and 
Confufion  ? 

Even  fince  the  late  Pgjiduristion  of  Pifiops,  to 
fet  down  the  many  confidcrabic  publick  Bene¬ 
fits  flowing  from  them ,  and  other  dignified 
Clergy,  would  tire  the  Reader. 

What  films  of  Money  have  been  by  them  ex¬ 
pended  in  Repairing  Cuhednl  Churches,  EpiJ- 
copil  ffoujes,  in  founding  and  building //s/piw/t, 
in  Charity  to  poor  Widows,  of  Clergy-men  ut¬ 
terly  ruined  by  the  late  Rebels,  for  redeeming 
of  a  great  number  of  poor  Chrijlm  Skves  at 
yllgier?  What  publick  and  private  funis  for 
fupplying  the  doings  Necejfities  at  His  Rellau- 
ration?  What  e>.pcnccs  in  Hofpitality,  ^c.  a- 
bovc  and  beyond  ti  c  chtrity  and  Boutiiy  of  o- 
thers ,  who  have  ten  times  their  Wealth  and 
Riches }

The.rcrt  doubtlcfs  parted  with  their  Money 
jTop.rtion.ibIy,  and  then  all  Accounts  call 
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up,  the  rcmaiiulcr  could  not  be  great.  For  in* 
llancc,  in  one  of  the  bdf  Churches,  Cmerbutj, 
out  of  their  clear  Remainder  of  all  the  hrli  four 
years,  r/;:.  at  the  end  of  the  year  i«tf4,  they  had 
no  more  than  every  Prebend  it 00/  and  the 
Dean  a  double  fliarc. 

As  they  have  then  been  beneficial  to  this 
Kingdom,  above  and  beyond  other  ranks  of  Men, 
fo  thcyliave  had  the  higheft  refpeft,  reverence 
and  citeem. 

In  all  Ages, amongll  all  Nations,  amongfirwrltc 
a;  well  as  Jem  and  Ckrijlim  ,  it  was  judged  fit, 
that  the  Principal  Domcliick  Servants  of  tlie 
King  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  either  (hould  be  of 
the  Chiefell  and  Nnblcll  upon  Eartli,  or  at  Icall 
fiiould  be  fi)  cllcemcd. 

Sucli  reverence  our  Ancefiors  bare  to  that 
Fuiiftien,  that  (as  i'e/deti  obferves)  to  fall  down 
and  kifs  the  feet,  wasa Ceremony  ufual  toward; 
other  Bilhops  and  Principal  Prelates,  bcfiie. 
the  Billiop  of  Divers  of  our  Jjxcn  and 
NormM  Kings  and  Nobles  fo  rcfixtiicd  them , 
that  they  conlirained  them  in  publick  Grants, 
yet  to  be  feen,  to  (ign  before  the  highcll  of  the 
Lay-Nobles ,  and  fometimes  before  the  King? 
own  Sons  and  Brothers,  C<f.  to  take  precedence 
cf  them,  cS'f. 

Iiuhcyear  iioo.  Three  Kings,  !'/>,  of  Erg-

rope  (whether  /(owij);,  lutbirM,or  Cdhinun) 
none  arc  fo  little  rcfpedled  generally ,  nor  be- 
loved,  obeyed,  or  rewarded ,  as  the  prefent  Pi¬ 
ous,  Learned,  Loyal,  Orthodox  Clergy  of  Erg- 
land,  even  by  feme  of  thofc  who  have  alwayes 
profclfcd  thcmfclvcs  of  that  Communion.

their  Sovereign,  and  pay  certain  Duties,  asSigns.

The  Laws  of  England  prohibit  th  all  Sub- 
jrfts  of  the  Realm,  to  receive  any  Hereditary 
Title  of  Honour,  or  Dignity,  of  thcGifc  of  any.

Their  Coronets  arc  all  different.  A  Baron 
hath  fix  Pearls  upon  the  Circle,  given  to  that 
Honour  by  the  prcicnt  King.  A  Vicount  hath 
the  Circle  of  Pearls  without  number.  An  Earls 
Coronet  hath  the  Pearls  railed  upon  Points  and 

Leaves  low  b.twcen,  The  Marquis,  a  Pearl, 

and  a  Strawberry. leaf  round,  of  equal  height. 
And  a  Dukes  Coronet,  onely  Leaves  without 
Pearlcs.  Note,  That  the  Dukes  of  the  p.lood- 
Royal ,  bear  a  Coronet  of  Crojfes,  and  Plomer- 
it~luce ,  which  is  the  fame  with  that  of  the 
prince  oftVales,  and  his  is  the  fame  with  the 
Kings,  excepting  the  Arches ,  Globe,  and  Croft 
on  the  top  of  the  Kings  Crown.

All  Peers  ofthc  Realm  being  look'd  on,  as  the 
Kings  Hereditary  conllaiit  Coiinrcllors ,  their 
Pcrlbns,  out  of  Parliament  time,  are  pnvi- 
Icd^cd  ( as  others  in  Parliament  time)  from  all 
Arrclls,  unlcls  for  Trejfon,  fdnj,  or  breich  cf 
Vuce,  Condemnation  in  Parliament,  or  Co«- 
tempt  10  the  gjxg.  No  Supplimit  can  be  grant¬ 
ed  againll  them;  No  Cupw,  or  Kxig«Huea 
out  againft  them,  for  Adlions  of  Debt  or  TreJ- 
pj/r.  No  lies  againft  any  Peer  ot  t^lie 
Realm.  In  Criminal  Caufes,  Treafon,  or  Fe¬ 
lony  ,  they  cannot  be  tryed  by  any  other  Ju¬ 
ry,  but  by  a  Jury  of  Peers  of  the  Realm ;  who 
are  not  as  other  Juries,  to  be  put  to  their 
Oath,  but  their  Verdift  given  in  upon  their 
Honour,  fufficeth.  In  Civil  Caufes ,  they  arc 
not  to  be  impannelled  upon  any  Jury  ,  not 
upon  any  Inquefts,  de  fullo ,  though  in  a  Mat¬ 
ter  between  two  Peers.  In  cafe  any  Pcci  be 
returned  upon  any  fucli  Jury ,  there  is  a  fiy:- 
cial  Writ  for  his  difeharge.  Upon  no  Calc , 
to  be  bound  to  their  good  behaviour ,  nor 
put  to  fwcar  they  will  not  break  the  Peace , 
but  onely  to  promife  it  upon  their  Honour 
which  was  ever  accounted  fo  Sacred,  as  upon 
no  terms  to  beviolated.  A  Peer  of  the  Realm 
may  not  be  put  to  the  Rack ,  or  Torture,  to 
difeover  the  Tnith ,  though  accu'c.l  of  High 
Treafon.  Every  Peer  of  the  Realm  called  to 
Parliament ,  hath  the  Priviledgc  in  his  lawful 
abfence,  to  conHitute  a  Proxy  to  vote  for 
him,  which  none  of  the  Commons  may  do.  Al- 
fo  in  places  of  Tnitt committed  to  them,  they 
arc  allowed  to  make  Deputies,  by  reafon  d 
the  ncccfiity,  Tuppofed  in  the  law,  oftheii 
Attendance  on  the  Per  foil  ofthc  King,  thoug? 
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neither  Civil-Law  nor  Common-Law,  allow 
any  other  teilimony  to  be  valid ,  but  ivhac  is 
given  upon  Oath;  yet  the  tcliimony  of  a 
Peer  of  SrgktiJ,  given  in  upon  his  Honour, 
without  any  Oaih,  isHkemed  valid;  and  they 
were  wont  to  be  examined  upon  their  All  - 
giance,  and  the  Loyalty  of  their  Chivalry,  and 
to  put  in  their,  Aniwer  to  a  Bill  Jkfa  homm, 
without  taking  an  Oath ;  though  of  latter 
times,  that  i'rivilcdgc,  by  the  ncglcft  of  fornc 
Lords,  hath  been  infringed  Ibmctimes.  A  day 
of  Grace,  by  the  favour  of  the  Court,  is  not 
to  be  granted  to  the  Plaintifl ,  in  any  Suit  or 
Adlion,  wherein  a  Peer  of  the  Realm  is  Defen- 
dent;  and  this  by  ftatute-Law ,  becaufe  the 
Law  prefumes,  that  a  Peer  of  the  Realm ,  mull 
alwayes  be  ready  to  attend  the  Perft  n  of  th.c 
King,  and  the  Service  of  the  Common-wealth,, 
and  therefore  it  is  not  to  be  delayed  any  longer 
than  the  ordinary  ufe  of  the  Court,  but  to  have 
expedition  of  Juftice.  At  the  beginning  of 
Parliam  nt,  when  the  Oath  of  Supremacy  is 
exadied  of  all  thufe  of  thcHcufe  of  Commons, 
yet  it  is  not  required  of  any  of  the  Lords ,  be- 
caufe  the  King  is  otherwifeairured  of  their  Loy¬ 
alty  and  Fidelity,  as  is  prefumed.  In  ail  Cafes, 
wherein  the  priviledge  of  Clergy  is  allowed  to 
other  Men,  andalfo  in  divers  Calcs,  where  that 
priviledge  is  taken  away  from  other  Men,  every 
Peer  of  the  Realm,  having  Place  and  Voice  in

The  Laws  of  England  are  lb  tend  r  of  the 
Honour,  Credit,  Reputation,  and  Perfons  of 
Noblemen,  that  there  is  a  Statute  on  purpofc, 
to  luiidcr  all  offence  byfalfe  Reports,  where¬ 
by 
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by  any  fcandal  to  their  Perfons  may  arife ,  or 
debate  and  dilcord  between  them  and  the  Com¬ 
mons;  and  bccaufc  it  is  to  defend,  not  oncly 
Uy-Lords ,  but  Bijhops,  and  all  Great  Officers 
of  the  Realm ,  it  is  called  Saniilun 
turn.

yet  allows  not  a  Peer  of  the  Realm,to  challenge 
any  of  his  Jury,  or  to  put  any  of  them  to  their 
Oath,  the  Law  preluming,  that  they  being  all 
Peers  of  the  Realm,  ard  judging  upon  their  Ho¬ 
nour,  cannot  be  guilty  offa/Jhcod,  Favor,  or  Ma¬ 
lice.

The  EflatcsofallPecrsof  the  Realm,  being 
iudged  in  the  Eye  of  the  Law,  fufficient  at 
times,  tofatisfic  all  Debts  and  Damages,  fa^sfa- 
ftion  is  to  be  fought  by  Execution  taken  forth 
upon  their  Lands  and  Goods,  and  not  by  Attach¬

Notivithllanding  thefc  great  Priviledges  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Nobility  of  EtigUnd,  yet  the 
greateft  of  them  ( no  not  the  Brother  or  Son 
of  the  King  )  ever  had  the  Privilcdgc  oftho 
Grindees  ofSftin,  to  be  covered  in  the  EJnss

Men  of  Principal  Service  to  clicking  andRcalm, 
both  in  time  of  War  and  Peace ,  expeQcd  that 
each  of  them  Ibould  have  a  convenient  Eftate 
and  value  of  Lands  of  Inheritance,  for  the  fup- 
port  of  their  Honours,  and  the  Kings  Service.' 
Therefore  anciently  when  the  intrinfick  value 
of  a  Pound  Sterling  was  worth  50  /.  of  our 
Money  now,  as  appears  by  tlie  then  Price  of 
all  things ,  every  Knight  was  to  have  about 
Eight  hundred  Acres,  reckoned  at  10  /.  yearly 
in  Land ;  that  is,  about  tfoo/.  of  our  Money  at 
this  day.  A  Baron  to  liave  Thirteen  Kniglits 
Fees,  iiiitl  one  third  part,  which  amounted  to 

about  zCy  I,  wliicli  multiplied  by  jo,  was  as 
much  as  8000  /.  a  year  at  this  day.  An  Earl 
Twenty  Knights  Fees,  a  Duke  Forty.  And  iii 
N  I  calc

cafe  of  decay  of  Nobility ,  or  that  they  had  fo 
far  wafted  their  Revenues,  that  their  H(  noiirs 
could  not  decently  be  maintained,  (as  the  Ro¬ 
man  Smators  were  in  fuch  cale  removed  from 
the  Senate)  fo  fometimes  fome  Ecslijh  Barons 
have  not  been  admitted  to  fit  in  tlie  hiskr 
l/oufi  of  Virliment,  though  they  kept  the  Name 
and  Title  or  Dignity  Hill. 

For  the  better  -fupport  of  thefe  Degrees  of 
Honour,  the, King  doth  ufually  upon  the  Crea¬ 
tion  of  a  Duke,  Marquifs,  Earl  or  Vicoimt, 

fant  an  Annuity  or  yearly  Rent,  to  tlicm  ami 
eir  Heirs,  which  is  fo  annexed  to  the  Digni¬ 
ty,  that  by  no  Grant  Aflurance,  or  any  manner 
of  Alienations  can  be  given  from  the  fame,  but 
is  Hill  incident  to ,  and  a  fupport  of  the  fame 
Dignity  ^  contrary  to  that  Principal  in  Law, 
Thai  niTj  Land  of  Fee-Simfk  maj  be  ckarged  ml) 
t  l{er,t  in  Fee-Simple,  i}i  one  my  or  other. 

To  a  Duke  the  King  grants  40  /.  heretofore 
a  confiderablc  Penfion  to  aMarquifs  40 Marks, 
to  an  Earl  10  /.  and  to  a  Vicount  10  Marks. 
To  Barons  no  fuch  Penfions  are  ordinarily  gran¬ 
ted,  only  the  late  King  creating  Montjoy  Bhmt 
(the  late  Earl  tf  Newport)  Lord  Mont\oy  of 
Tburlfione ,  granted  him  a  Fee  of  lo  Marks  per 
enmm,  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

As  the-  King  of  England  hath  ever  had  the 
repute  of  the  richeft  in  Domains  of  any  King 
la  Europe ;  fo  the  Nobility  of  England  have  ken 
accounted  the  richeft  in  Lands  of  any  Neigh¬ 
bouring  Nation  ;  fome  having  above  a  0000 /. 
yearly,  others  15000  I.  and  fo  many  of  them 
above  loooo  1.  that  if  one  with  another  they 
have  but  8000  /.  yearly,  it  will  amount  to  in 
all  amongft  the  154  Lords,  above  TwfcWehun- 
■dred  thoufand  pounds  a  year ,  about  Ihe  Ele¬ 
venth  part  of  the  yearly  Revenue  of  all  Eng'am, 
which

which  upon  Cornputation  is  found  to  be  about 
Fourteen  Millions  ycarlv. 

TliJ  EnglilTi  Nobility  for  Valour,  Wifdom, 
Integrity  and  Honour,  hath  in  all  former  Ages 
been  equal  to  any  in  Chrillcndom, 

Every  Lords  Honfe  was  a  kind  of  well-difci- 
plincd  Court,  inlbmuch  that  the  Gentry,  Males 
and  Females,  w  ere  wont  to  be  fent  thither  for 
Virtuous  Breeding  ,  and  rtturnal  excellently 
accumpliflied. 

Ar  heme,  their  Table,  Attendance,  Officers. 
Excrciff:;,  Recreations ,  Garb,  was  an  Honour 
to  the  Nation. 

Abroad  they  were  attended  with  as  brave, 
numerous,  and  uniform  Train  of  Servants  and 
Followers,  as  any  in  Europe  j  not  thinking  it 
confident  witli  their  Honours  to  be  fccnwalk 
the  Streets  almoft  in  Cuerpo  with  one  Lacquey, 
or  not  that,  much  Icfs  to  be  found  drinking  in 
a  Tavern, 

If  !bmc  of  the  Englifh  Nobility ,  by  a  long 
continued  Peace ,  cxceflivc  Luxury  in  Diet, 
want  of  A-ition ,  Ctfe.  were  before  the  late 
Wars,  born  more  feeble  in  body  than  their  An- 
ccllors,  and  by  too  fine,  and  too  full  Diet,  af¬ 
terwards  were  re-’dred  weaker  in  mind ;  aiuF 
then  during  the  late  Troubles,  by  much  Liccn- 
tioufiicfs  and  want  of  fit  Education ,  were  fo 
debauch’d ,  that  it  was  lately  diflicuk  to  find 
(as  fome  arc  bold  to  affirm)  the  Courage,  vi  if- 
dom.  Integrity,  Honour,  Sobrietr,  and  Cour- 
tefie  of  the  antient  Nobility;  yet  it  is  not  to  be 
doubted,  but  that  under  a  Warlike  Ent.rpri- 
fing Prince,  all  thofe  Virtues  of  tlicir  Forefe- 
thers  may  fpring  afrcfli. 
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CHAP,  XIX. 

Of  the  third  State  ^  or  Commons  of  Eng¬ 
land,  and  therein  of  Baronets,  Knights, 
Efqiiires,  Gentlemen,  Xeomen,  Citizem, 
Handicrafts,  &c. 

The  Law  of  Er.gliod,  contrary  fo  th» 
Laws  and  Culioms  of  oth-.r  Countries, 
callctb  none  Noble  under  a  Baron;  fo 
that  not  only  all  Baronets,  all  forts  of  Knights, 
all  EfquiiTs  and  Gentlemen,  but  alfo  the  Sons  of 
the  Nobility,  are  by  our  Law  reckoned  amongll 
the  Commits  of  irgUitd-,  and  then  fore  the 
Eldefi  Son  of  a  Duke,  though  by  the  Courtcfic 
cf  EitgkrJ,  ftylcd  an  Earl,  yet  (hall  bcarraign- 
fd  by  the  (}yle  of  Efquire  only,  and  may  be 
iryed  by  a  Jury  of  Common  Freeholders-,  and  in 
Parliament  can  (it  only  in  the  Hoiife  of  Com¬ 
mons  ,  if  Eledcd ,  till  called  by  the  Kjrgs  mil 
to  the  Lords  Houfe.  Yet  doth  it  feem  very  ab- 
fiird,  that  all  Noblemens  Sons,  with  all  Knights, 
Efquircs ,  and  Gentlemen ,  (hould  be  ellcemed 
Flebeians,  but  rather,  as  in  fiome,  they  were  in 
a  middle  rank ,  inter  Senatores  Cf  Fkbem ,  or 
clfe,  as  in  other  ChriflUn  Kingdoms,  they  (hould 
be  confidered  as  Minor  Nobilitas  Jkgni :  So 
that  as  Enrons,  and  all  above  may  he  ftyled.  Ho- 
biles  Majores ,  fo  from  a  Baron  downward  to 
■  the  Yeoman,  all  may  be  not  unfitly  (lylcd,  No¬ 
biles  Minores. 

The  Lower  Nobility  then  of  England  confifls 
,  of  Baronets,  Knights,  Elifuires ,  and  Gentle¬ 
men, 

The 
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The  next  Degree  to  Barons  arc  Baronets,  Barwetr. 
which  is  the  lowcft  Degree  of  Honour  tliat  is 
Hereditarv.  An  Honour  firll  infiituted  by  King 
^■dmis,  /mo  16  H.  given  by  Patent  to  a  Man, 
and  his  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body  lawfiilly  be¬ 
gotten;  for  which,  each  one  is  obligcd  to  pay 
in  the  Exchequer  fo  much  Money  as  will,  for 
three  years,  at  Eight  pence  per  diem,  pay  30 
Foot  Souldiers  to  ferve  in  the  Province  ofVl- 
Jjer  in  heliiti ;  which  fum  amounts  to  1095  /. 
which ,  with  Fees ,  doth  commonly  arife  to 
1:00  1. 

Baronets  have  precedence  before  all  Knights, 
except  Knights  of  the  Gaiter,  Knightswhoare 
Privy  Coiinfcllors,  and  Knights  Bannerets,  made 
under  the  Kings  Banner  or  Standard,  difplayed 
in  an  Amy  I{oytl  in  open  War ,  and  the  King 
pcrlbnally  prefent ,  or  the  Prince  of  irAes. 

Prince  Hexrj  by  particular  mention  liad  liberty 
to  create  Bannerets,.  See  Ue-Selden’s  Titles  of 
Honour. ,  ■ 

Baronets  have  the  Priviledge  to  bear  in  a 
Canton  of  their  Coat  of  Arms,  or  in  a  whole 
Scutcheon,  the  Arms  of  t;/J?sr,  vk.  hi  Field 
Argext  i  Hand  Gules :  Alio  in  the  Kings  Ar¬ 
mies  to  have  place  in  the  grofs  near  the  Kin^ 
Standard,  with  fomc  other  particulars  for  their 
Funerals. 

The  whole  number  of  Hjronets  in  Fr.ghind 
arc  not  to  exceed  Two  hundred  at  one  and  the 
.fame  time;  after  which  number  complcatcd,  as 
any  one  for  want  of  Heirs  come  to  be  extinft, 
the  number  fliall  not  be  made  up  by  new  Crea¬ 
tions,  but  be  fuffer’d  to  diniiniih ;  as  appears  by 
their  Patent.  ■ 

No  Honour  is  ever  to  be  created  between 
Baronets  and  Barons. 

Ihcfirfi  Baroiiet  that  was  created,  was  Sir

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l^olx  Bicsh  of  Suffolk  ;  whofc  SuccclTor  is 
therefore  Ililed,  Primm  Bmnetwrum  jitigVut. 

S^uighs.  This  word  Bright  is  derived  from  the  Ger- 
mn  word  K^echt,  iigiiifying  originally  a  Zwjiy 
Senitor. 

The  Germus  ( as  the  anelent  l{omm  gave 
their  young  Men  Togm  yirilem )  by  publick 
Authority  bellowed  on  their  young  Men  able  to 
manage  Arms,  a  Shield  and  a  Javelin,  as  fit  for 
Martial  Service ,  and  to  be  a  Member  of  the 
Commonwealth,  accounted  before  but  a  part 
of  a  Family ;  and  fuch  a  young  Man  publickly 
allowed,  they  called  Kjecht ;  whence  we  had 
our  Inllitution  of  Knighthood. 

The  thing  Knight  is  at  this  day  lignified  in 
Intisc,  Ftduch,  Sfjniff,  haJm,  and  alio  inZ/i^t 
and  Loto  Dutch  Tongues,  by  a  word  thac  pro¬ 
perly  figaifics  a  Horfmin ,  bccaufe  they  were 
wont  to  ferve  in  War  on  Horl'eback,  and  were 
fometimes  in  fjigW.  called  !{adinhps,  id  eji, 
Pjdir.g  Servitors ,  yet  our  Common  Law  lliles 
them,  Milites,  Soldiers,  bccaufe  they  common¬ 
ly  held  Lands  in  Knights  Service,  to  ferve  the 
King  in  his  Wars  as  Soldiers, 

The  Honour  of  Knighthood  is  commonly 
given  for  fome  perfonal  defert,  and  therefore 
dies  with  the  Perfon  deferring ,  and  defeends 
not  to  his  Son. 

XT  •  t.j  „f  In  EttgUnd  there  arc  feveral  forts  of  Knights, 

Wiiner.  ‘he  chiefeli  are  thofe  of  the  Order 

of  St.  George,  commonly  called  P^ighs  of  the 
Cirter. 

This  Order  is  cftccmcd  the  mod  Hopoura- 
blc ,  and  mod  Antient  of  any  now  in  ufc  in 
Chijhtidom.  It  began,  as  ap^ars  in  the  Sta¬ 
tutes  of  this  Order,  in  t3jo.  and  the  Three 
and 
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and  twentieth  year  of  the  Warlike  and  Puiflant 
King  Edrvird  the  Third,  who  triumphed  feve- 
ral  times  over  Frme  and  Scotland-,  who  held 
Prifoners  at  one  time  in  England,  King  fokn  ®f 
France ,  and  King  David  of  Scot  ani ;  who  cx- 
pulfcd  the  Rebels  of  Cajlik ,  'and  Inthrortcd 
Don  fedro  their  lawful  King.  He  that  dki  thefe 
mighty  and  glorious  Exploits,  was  the  Founder 
of  tills  moll  hWe  Order  of  tlx  Garter,  and  at 
firll  made  choice  of  the  moll  Illulirious  Perfors 
of  Ewofs  to  be  of  that  Society,  (no  dOiih't) 

upon  a  Martial ,  and  not  upon  any  fuch  Amo¬ 
rous  account,  as  a  Garter  falling  from  a  Ladies 
Lee ;  which  ridiculous  Story,  to  the  dilhoncur 
of  the  Order,  was  firll  fancied  by  Polydore  Vir¬ 
gil-,  and  fince,  upon  his  credit,  taken  up  by 
many  late  Authors. 

It  was  fince  commonly  called ,  The  Order  of 
the  Carter,  becaufe  this  only  part  of  tlie  whole 
Habit  of  the  Order  was  made  choice  of  at  firll, 
to  be  conllantly  worn,  and  that  to  put  in  mind 
■the  Companions  of  the  Order,  that  as  by  this 
Order  they  were  joined  in  a  firm  League  of  J- 
mity  and  Concord ,  fo  by  their  Garter ,  as  by  a 
fall  tyc  of  affeflion,  they  were  obliged  to  love 
one  another.  Now  left  this  llridt  Combinatioh . 
might  feem  to  have  any  oth-  r  aim  orerd,  btit 
svhat  was  honourable  and  juft,  Ad  ohiandam  nia- 
}a-m  interpretaiionem,  (as  the  Antient  Records  of 
fVindfor  fpeak)  the  laid  King  commanded  that 
Afotto  or  Imyrefs  to  be  wrought  on  the  Garter, 
viz.  Honi  foit  jiti  mal  y  yenfe. 

The  reafon  why  this  Motto  was  put  in  French, 

■was,  becaufe  then  the  King  of  England  Ixiiilg 
polfelTcd  of  a  great  part  of  f  ranee ,  not  only 
our  Laws,  Pleadings,  and  Sermons  were  ■in 
N  f  Friyich,. 
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French ,  but  that  was  the  ordinary  Language 
in  the  Court  of  ErgUnd, 

It  appears  by  antient  Writings,  that  this 
VOHOitrdle  Comfavy  is  a  CoUedge  or  Corpri- 
lion,  having  a  Great  Seal  belonging  to  it,  and 
conufting  of  a  Sovereign  Gutdkn,  (which  is  al- 
waysthcKingof  EngUnd)  and  of  Twenty  five 
Companions,  called  "iOijte  of  the  Carter-,  of 
Fourteen  Secular  Canons ,  that  are  Priejis ;  of 
Thirteen  Vicars, -who  arealfo  Priefs ;  of  Twen¬ 
ty  fix  Poor  Ejiighis,  who  have  no  other  main- 
tenance  but  the  allowance  of  this  Colledge, 
which  is  given  them  in  rePpedt  of  their  Prajers, 
to  the  Honour  of  God  and  St.  George,  who  is 
the  Patron  of  England  ,  and  of  this  Order  in 
particular;  and  none  of  thofe  Fabulous  St.Georgei 
as  fomc  have  vainly  fancied ;  but  that  famous 
Saint  and  Souldier  of  Chrilf,  St.  George  of  Cap- 
fidocii!  A  Saint  fo  univcrfally  received  in  all 
parts  of  Cbrijlendom ,  fo  generally  attefied  by 
the  EccldialUcal  Writers  of  all  Ages,  from  the 
time  of  his  Martyrdom  till  this  day,  that  no  one 
Saint  in  all  the  Calendar  (except  thofc  attelkd 
by  Scripture)  is  better  evidenced. 

There  be  alfo  certain  Officers  belonging  to 
this  Office;  as  the  Pretoe  of  the  Garter,  which 
Office  is  fetkd  on  the  Bijhoprick.  of  Winchefer ; 
A  Chancellor  of  the  Garter ,  which  Office  did 
antiently  belong  to  the  Bilhops  of  Salishmy, 
and  is  now  by  His  Maiefties  favour  re-annexed 
to  that  See ;  A  J^egifler ,  who  of  later  times 
hath  been  condantly  the  Dean  of  Windfor,  though 
antiently  it  was  otherwife.  The  Principal  King 
at  Arms  called  Gartar,  whofe  chief  Fundtion  is 
to  manage  and  marlhal  their  Solemnities  at 
their  Inftallations  and  Fcafls.  Lafily,  the  Ulher 
flf  the  Garter. 


There 
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There  are  alfo  certain  Orders  and  Conftitu- 
tlons  belonging  to  the  Society,  touching  the 
Solemnities  in  making  thcle  Knights,  their  Du¬ 
ties  after  Creation,  and  tlicir  high  Privdlcdgcs, 
too  long  for  this  place. 

The  Collcdgc  is  feated  in  the  Cafllc  of  IVitid' 
for,  with  thcChappel  of  St.  George,  there  Erc- 
fted  by  King  E.irvurd  the  Third,  and  the  Chap- 
ter-Houfe. 

The  Order  of  the  Garter  is  wont  to  be  be¬ 
llowed  upon  the  moll  excellent  and  renowned 
Perfons  for  Honour  and  Virtue,  and  with  it  i- 
BkmCmet  deekt  with  Gold,  Feitl,  andPreej- 
ota  Stones ,  and  a  Buckje  of  Gold,  to  be  worn 
daily  on  the  left  Leg ;  alfo  at  High  Fcails  they 
are  to  wear  a  Surcoat ,  a  Mantle ,  a  high  Black. 

Velvet  Cap,  a  Collar  of  pure  Gold,  compofedasf 
J{pfes  enamelled  Red,  within  a  Garter  enamel¬ 
led  Blew ,  with  the  ufual  Motto  in  Letters  of 
Golds  and  betaveen  each  of  thefe  Garters,  a 
Knot  with  Tcflcls  of  Gold,  together  with  other 
llately  and  magnificent  .Apparel. 

They  arc  not -to  be  feen  abroad  without  their 
Garter  upon  the  left  Leg,  upon  pain  of  paying- 
Two  Crowns  to  any  Officer  of  the  Order,  who 
fhallfiril  claim  it;  only  in  taking  a  Journey,  a 
Blew  Ribbon  under  the  Boot  doth  fuffice. 

Ufwn  the  left  Shoulder,  upon  Cloak,  Coat, 
or  Riding  Caffock,  in  all  places  of  AfTcmbly, 
when  they  wear  not  their  Robes,  they  arc  to 
wear  an  Efcutcheon  of  the  Arms  of  St.  Georg?, 
that  is ,  a  Crofs  with  a-  Garter ,.  and  this  by  an 
Order  made  jdpril  i6ig.  That  Ornament  and 
Embcllifhmcnt  about  the  faid  Efcutcheon  now 
worn,  and  called  The  Star,  or  rather,  The  Sun 
in  its  Clor),\\as3t  thcliimc  time  enjoined. 

'  The 
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The  greatefl  Monarchs  of  ehrijienJtm  have 
been  enrolled,  and  have  taken  it  for  an  honour 
to  be  of  this  Order. 

There  have  been  of  this  Order  fince  the  Ir.- 
flitution,  Eight  Empurms,  Seven  and  hventy 
or  Eight  and  twenty  Foreign  KJegs,  befidcs  ma¬ 
ny  Sovereign  Princes,  ^c. 

Note,  That  none  can  be  of  this  moHNonou- 
ttble  Order,  that  have  been  conviilcd  of  Birejii, 

tfTwfin,  or  of  Cmriijc. 
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the  Fellows  ind  Compauioits  of  the  Uoft 
Noble  Order  of  St.  George,  are  atpre- 
fent  tbefe  that  follow  ,  ranked  according 
as  they  are  feated  in  their  fever al  Stalls 
at  Windfor. 

IN  the  firft  Stall  on  the  Right  Hand  is  the  So¬ 
vereign  of  the  Order,  King  Cf/AHJ-ES  the 
Second ,  who  is  Patron ,  and  foie  Difpofer 
of  the  Order. 

In  the  other  Stalls  on  the  Sovereign’s  fide, 
are  thus  placed  thefc  that  follow :  z.

K^isits  In  the  next  plage  are  Biwiftts,  E- 
EmeretSy  quitei  rnilliferi ,  antiently  an  high  Honour, 
now  obfoletc,  there  being  at  this  time  none  of  I 
this  Order  in  EnsUnd. 

Thefe  may  hear  their  Arms  with  Supporters, 
and  none  under  this  Degree. 

E^iglits  of  KE'Ski  of  Suti,  fo  called  of  their  Sjibitg, 
the  Bath/  before  they  were  Created  The  .iirftof 
this  fort  were  made  by  Henry  the  Fourth,  ^na 
I39J.  They  arc  now  commonly  made  at  the 
Coronation  of  a  King  or  Queen,  or  Crcatio,i 
of  a  Prince  of  JVnles.  They  wear  a  Scarlet 
Ribbond  Belt-wife.  They  are  ftill  made,  with 
much  Ceremony,  too  long  here  to  be  deferi- 

bcd. 

Rights  Other  Knights  called  E()nHei  Juwi  ,  from 
Bntckelori.  the  Gilt  Spurs  ufually  put  upon  them ,  and 
Knights  Butchelors,  J^ifi  Bu  Cltwa/ierj,  Knights 
.of  low  degree.  So  Batchelors  in  Arts  or  Divi¬ 
nity,  qudfi  Low  Knights  or  Servitors  in  Arts. 
Thefe  were  antiently  made  by  girding  with  a 
Sword  and  Gilt  Spurs ,  and  was  bellowed  only 
upon  Sword*mcn  for  their  Military.  Seryice, 
■and  was  reputed  an  cxccll  nt  and  glorious  De¬ 
gree,  and  a  Noble  reward  for  courageous  Per- 
fons ;  but  of  late  being  made  more  common, 
and  bellowed  upon  Gown-Men  ;  coiUrary'  to 
the  nature  of  the  thing,  (as  degrees  in  the  U- 
niverfity  arc  fometimes  bellowed  upon  Sword- 
Men)  it  is  become  of  much  lefs  reputation. 
Yet  amongft  Gown-Men  it  is  given  only  to 
Lawyers  and  Phylltians ,  and  not  to  Divines, 
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who  may  as  well  become  that  Dignity,  and  be 
Sfirituil  Knightsas  well  as^fir/wa/  Lords. 

Thefe  arc  now  made  with  no  other  Cere¬ 
mony  but  kneeling  down,  the  King  with  a  drawn 
Sword,  lightly  toucheth  them  on  the  Shoulder ; 
after  which,  hcrctoforcthe  King  faidiii  Frciuh,

When  a  Knight  is  to  fuffer  Death  for  any 
foul  Crime,  hhMiliW)  Girdle  is  firll  to  be  un¬ 
girt,  his  Sword  taken  away,  his  Spurs  cut  oil' 
with  an  Hatchet ,  liis  Gauntlet  pluckt  off,  and 
his  Coat  of  Arms  reverfed. 

Next  among  the  lower  Nobility  are  Efpires,  sf^uires 
fo  called  from  the  French  word  Efaiyers,  Scu- 
tigeri,  becaufc  they  were  wont  to  bear  be¬ 
fore  the  Prince  in  War ,  or  before  the  better 
fort  of  Nobility  a  Shield ,.  or  clfc  perhaps  be- 
caufe  they  bear  a  Coat  of  Arms  as  Enfigns  of 
their  defeent  5  and  by  our  Lawyers  are  called 
Armigeti. 

Of  this  Title  are  firll  ail  Vicounts  eldcll 
Sons ,  and  all  Vicounts  and  Barons  younger 
Sons  i  and  by  the  Common-Law  of  Er.glini, 
all  the  Sons  of  Earls,  Marquiffes  and  Dukes,  arc 
Efquires,  and  no  more.  Next  are  the  Efiuires 
of  the  Kings  Body ,  mentioned  among  tlic 
Officers  of  the  Kings  Court ;  after  thcle  are 
reckoned  the  eldcll  Sons  of  younger  Sons 
of  Barons,  and  of  all  Noblemen  of  higher  de¬ 
gree  than  Knights  eldcll  Sons ,  and  their  elder 
Sons  for  ever.  Next,  Efquires  created  by  the 
King,  by  putting  about  their  Necks  a  Collar 
of  SSs  ,  and  bellowing  on  tlicm  a  pair  of 
Silver  Spurs.  Lallly ,  divers  that  arc  in  Su- 
periour 
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pcrlour  publick  OHicc  for  King  or  State ,  arc 
reputed  Eiquircs  or  equal  to  Efquires,  as  Ser¬ 
geants  of  the  fcvcral  OlKccs  in  the  Kings  Court, 
and  other  Officers  of  rank  and  quality,  fo  Ju- 
fticcs  of  the  Peace,  Mayors  of  Towns,  lb  Coun- 
cellors  at  Law ,  Batchelors  of  Divinity,  Law 
orPhyfick,  although  none  of  them  really  arc 
To. 

The  Knights  and  Efquires  of  this  Nation,  fur 
Valour  and  Courage,  tor  Wifdoni,  good  Hofpi- 
tality,  literature,  and  other  Gentile  Qualities, 
might  compare  with  any  Kingdom  in  Chriften- 
dom;  nor  might  any  jullly  fay  here,  as  a  grave 
Writer  did  to  thofe  of  our  Neighbour  Coun¬ 
try,  Ni  fw  honi  Akmra ,  prohi  Chjrurii, 
Scortmres  improH,  Potitores  (irenui ,  rrofiiforc; 
tuhccs ,  DecoHores  (S  Confiatores  irr«  Akri, 
Scibk  CitllicS  iemqut  ormi,  vix  vss 

tredet  JEjuitis  w/  Amigem, 

Cttk),  In  ,|,n  |j(i  among  the  lower  Nobility 
are  acconntctl  the  Gentry  of  F.ngkxd,  that  have 
no  other  Title,  but  arc  defeended  of  Ancient 
E'amilics ,  tlut  liavc  always  born  a  Coat  of 


This  kind  of  Honour  is  derived  from  the 
Gernins  to  the  reft  of  Ctrijlcxdm ;  and  was 
never  known  in  any  (  ountry  where  the  Ger- 
mn  Cuftoms  were  unknown,  as  in  Af.t,  Afri- 
a,  and  Ameria,  1  he  Gcrmxs  anciently ,  oft 
warring  among  thcmfelvcs,  painted  their  Scut¬ 
cheons  with  the  Piiflurc  of  Ibmc  Beaft,  Bird,  or 
ether  thing  for  diftinftion,  and  put  fome  emi¬ 
nent  and  viliblc  Mark  upon  thcCrcDs  of  their 
H(;lmcts ;  and  this  Ornament  both  of  Arms  and 
Creft,  defeended  by  the  inheritance  of  their 
Children,  to  the  cldcft  pore,  and  to  the  reft, 
witlj 
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with  fomc  note  of  diftir.dtion ,  fuch  as  the  Old 
Mailer  of  Ceremonies ;  in  High  Dutcli  Hcretit, 
now  Nenld,  thought  fir. 

Gentlemen  well  defeended  and  well  qualified, 
have  always  been  of  fuch  repnte  in  Evstund, 
that  none  of  the  higher  Nobility ,  no  nor  the 
King  himfelf,  have  thought  it  unfitting  to  make 
them  fometimes  their  Companions. 

The  Title  of  Gentleman  in  Er.^Uni,  (as  of 
Cavalier  in  fraifce,  UxU,  andJgawJ  isnotdif- 
dained  by  any  Nobleman.'  All  Noblemen  arc 
Gentlemen,  though  all  Gentlemen  arc  not  No* 
blcmcii. 

The  State  of  Gentrv  wasantiently  fuch,  that 
it  was  accounted  an  anafing  of  Gentry,  to  put 
their  Sons  to  get  their  Living  by  Shop-keeping, 
and  ourLaw  did  account  it  difparagcmrnt  of  a 
Ward  in  Chivalry,  to  be  married  to  a  Shop¬ 
keepers  Daughter,  or  to  any  mecr Citizen;  foe 
Tradermcn  in  all  Ages  and  Nations  have  been 
reputed  Ignoble,  in  regard  of  the  doublcncls  of 
their  Tongue,  without  which  they  hardly  grow 
rich,  O'or  tiibil  frojicimt  rij!  admdum  mentm- 
tiir,  as  Tull)  obferves :  lb  the  Son  of  Sync,  Ec- 
citf.tf.i,).  A  Mcrchdtit  hndly  Itfcp  timfcif 
from  doing  wrong ,  ind  in  dJuckjkr  full  not  he 
freed  from  fm)  and  therefore  amongll  the  The. 
bins,  no  Man  was  admitted  to  places  of  Honour 
and  Trull,  unlcfs  he  had  left  off  Trading  ten 
years  Ireforc.  So  by  the  Imperial  Laws,  a 
Tradefman  is  not  capable  of  any  Honourable 
Ellatc ,  nor  to  be  a  Commander  over  Souldi- 
ers;  and  therefore  the  Englifh  Nobility  and 
Gentry  till  within  late  years ,  judged  it  a  (bin 
and  diminution  to  the  honour  and  dignity  of 
their  Families,  to  feck  their  Childrens  fupport 
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by  Sbop-kccping  but  only  (as  in  all  great  Mo¬ 
narchies)  by  Military,  Court,  State,  or  Church 
Employments,  much  Icfs  to  fubjcdt  their  Chil¬ 
dren  to  an  Apprentifage,  a  perfea  Servitude, 
fur  during  that  time,  whatever  they  gain  by  their 
Mailers  Trade,  or  their  own  Wit,  belongs  all 
to  their  Mailer,  neither  can  they  lie  out  of  their  | 
Mailers  Houfe,  nor  take  a  Wife,  nor  Trade  of 
their  own,  but  fubjedl  to  all  Houlhold  Work,  all 
Commands  of  their  Mailer,  undergo  what  pu- 
nilhment,  and  cat  and  r\car  what  their  Mailer 
plcafcth  i  which  Marks  ofSlavcry  conlidcrcd, He¬ 
ralds  are  of  opinion,  that  a  Gcntlenun  thereby 
lofeth  his  gentility  for  es'cr,  till  he  can  otherwilc 
recover  it;  and  yet,  to  the  lhamc  of  out  Nation, 
we  have  Icen  of  late  not  only  the  Sons  of  Baro¬ 
nets,  Knights,  and  Gentlemen,  fitting  in  Shops, 
and  fi  metimes  of  ladling  Trades ,  far  more  fit 
for  Women  and  their  Daughters,  but  alfo  an 
Earl  of  this  Kingdom  fubjefling  his  Son  to  an 
.  Apprentifage  and  Trade;  but  the  folly  of  the 
Englilh  in  Iwcrving  from  their  Ancellors  here¬ 
in,  (as  in  other  things)  is  now  apparent,  for 
tiiofc  young  Gentlemen  polfelling  more  noble 
mid  afliye  Spirits ,  could  not  brook  fuch  dull 
flavilh  lives ,  and  being  thereby  unfitted  for 
other  employments ,  have  generally  taken  ill 
debauch’d  courfes. 

_  The  true  Englilb  Nobility  and  Gentry  have 
in  all  times  made  it  their  main  aim  to  endow 
their  Sons  with  fuch  accomplifhmcnts,  efpcci- 
ally  as  might  render  them  capable  to  defend 
their  Country  in  time  of  War,  and  to  govern 
It  in  time  of  Peace;  for  which  two  things,  all 
Gentlemen  Iccm  to  be  born ,  and  therefore 
•  their  chief  Studies  have  ever  been  that  of  the 
Great  Enipcrour  and  Ihould  be  of  all 

Princes 
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Princes  and  Nobles ,  i-iz,  Domi  Zegfs  Ctf  forts 
Armt  qum  oftine  c, there. 

TriviUdges. 

The  lower  Nobility  of  ErtgUnd  have 
fcrtcr  ainl  lels  Piiviledges  than  thofc 
in  other  Monarchies. 

Some  few  Privikdges  belong  to  Knights, 
qiutnxi  Knights.  If  a  Kniglit  be  a  Minor,  yet 
Ihall  he  be  out  of  Wardllnip  both  for  Lands, 
Body  and  Marriage ;  for  though  the  Law  doth 
judge  him  not  able  to  do  Knights  Service  till 
the  age  of  ii  years,  yet  the  King  being  Sove¬ 
reign  and  Supreme  Judge  of  Chivalry,  by  Dab¬ 
bing  him  Knight ,  doth  thereby  allow  him  to 
be  able  to  do  him  Knights  Service. 

Knights  arc  excufed  from  attendance  at 
Court-Lceis. 

They  and  their  cldcll  Sons  riot  ccimpcllable 
to  find  Pledges  at  the  Hfus  Erinci  Pkgii, 

Knights  by  Migr.i  Chitu,  ap.  it.  arc  fo 
freed,  that  no  Dcnicfn  Cart  of  theirs  may  be 
taken. 

The  Son  and  Brother  of  a  Knight  by  Statute 
Law ,  arc  capacitated  to  hold  more  than  one 
Benefice  for  the  Cure  of  Souls. 

By  the  Slat.  1‘rimo  Jacobi,  it  feems  that 
Knights  and  their  Sons  ( though  they  cannot 
fpend  10  /.  per  annum,  nor  are  worth  loo  I.) 
may  kc.p  Greyhounds,  Setting-Dogs,  or  Nets 
to  take  Pheafants  or  Partridges. 
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Some  Prlviledgcs  alfo belong  to  Gentlemen, 
Anticntly  if  an  Ignoble  Perfon  did  ftrike  a  Gen¬ 
tleman  in  Engknd,  he  was  to  lofe  his  hand. 

A  Gentleman  by  Sut.  Smr.t.  Eliz-  may  not 
be  compelled  to  ferve  in  Husbandry. 

The  Child  of  a  Gentleman  brought  up  to 
flng,  cannot  be  taken  without  the  Parents  and 
briends  content  to  ferve  in  the  Kings  Chappcl, 
as  otlicrs  may. 

The  Horfc  of  a  Gentleman  may  not  be  taken 
to  ride  Poll. 

Note,  That  as  there  arc  fomc  great  Offleeri 
of  the  Crown,  who  for  their  Dignity  and  Worth 
of  their  Places,  although  they  arc  not  Noble¬ 
men,  yet  take  place  amongll  the  higliell  of  the 
,  Higher  Nobility ;  fo  there  arc  fomc  Perfons, 
who  for  their  Dignities  in  the  C  hurch,  Degrees 
in  the  llnivcrfity-,  Offices  in  the  State  or  Ar¬ 
my,  although  they  arc  neither  Knights  norGcn- 
tlcmcn  born ,  yet  take  place  amongll  them ,  fo 
all  Deans,  Archdeacons,  Chancellors,  Prebends, 
Doftors  of  Divinity,  Law  and  Phyfick,  Heads 
of  Houfes  in  thclliiiverfitics,  ufiially  take  place 
next  to  Knights,  and  before  ordinary  Efqiiircs 
and  Gentlemen. 

_Yit  in  other  Chriffian  Countries  where  the 
Civil  Law  hath  its  due  Credit  in  fuch  Afls  as 
concern  Learning,  a  Doftor  of  Law  hath  i)rc- 
ccdcnce  ofa  Knight ;  asalfoat  Court  in  Foreign 
parts,  tho;c  Dodors  that  wait  on  the  Prince, 
precede  the  Knights  who  are  Servants,  to  the 
Prince  ;  but  otherwife  Knights  uliially  take  place 
of  Doaors.

All  Batchelors  of  Divinity,  Law,  and  Phylick, 
all  Doftors  in  Arts,  commonly  called  Mailers  of 
Art,  all  Darrcllcrs  in  the  Inns  of  Court,  all 
Captains .  divers  other  Officers  in  the  Kings 
Hoiilhold,C?c.  may  equal,  if  not  precede  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  that  have  none  of  thcle  qualifications. 

In  Etgltnd,  Gentry  (as  in  Germr.}  all  Nobi* 
lity)  and  Arms  arc  held  in  Givelkind,  defeend- 
ing  to  all  the  Sons  alike ,  only  the  cldeft  Son 
bcareth  Arms  without  difference,  which  the 
younger  may  not. 

Of  the  Lower  Nobility  In  Etigktid,  the  mini- 
her  is  fo  great,  that  there  arc  reckoned  at  pre- 
font  above  500  Baronets,  more  than  the  firlt 
intended  number;  that  is,  in  all,  above  700, 
who  are  polTeft ,  one  with  another ,  of  about 
lioo/.  a  year  in  Lands.  Of  Knights ,  above 
1400,  who  one  with  another,  may  have  about 
800 1.  Lands  a  year.  Of  Efquircs  and  Gentle¬ 
men,  above  (000 ,  each  one  polTcft  one  with 
another,  of  about  400  /.  a  year  in  Land?,  be- 
lides  younger  Brothers ,  whole  number  may 
amount  to  about  16000  in  all  Engltnd,  who 
have  fmall  Elhtes  in  Land ,  but  arc  commonly 
bred  up  to  Divinity,  Law,  Phylick,  to  Court, 
and  Military  Imploymcnts ,  but  of  late ,  too 
many  of  them  to  Shop-keeping. 
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The  Ldncls  in  the  poflcllioii  of  the  Lower 
Nobility,  will  amount  to  about  four  Million!^ 
and  fixty  thoufand  Pounds  yearly. 

Next  to  the  Lower  Nobility ,  and  the  lirft 
degree  of  the  Commons  or  Plebeians,  are  the 
Freeholders  in  Enghni,  commonly  called  Yeo¬ 
men,  from  the  Bigh  l>utch,  Gemen  or  Gemiin, 
in  EtigliJI)  Common ;  fo  in  the  Kings  Court,  it 
hgmfieth  an  Officer,  which  is  in  a  middle  place 
between  a  Sergeant  and  a  Groom,  or  elfefrom 
the  Zon  Dutch,  Tenman,  Some  bod)',  as  the  Spt- 
viirds  call  a  Gentleman  Hidilgo,  Jdipo  ddlgo, 
that  is,  The  Son  of  fome  bod). 

The  Yeomanry  of  Enghnd  having  Lands  of 
their  own,  to  a  good  value,  and  living  upon 
Husbandry,  are  lookt  upon,  as  not  apt  to  com¬ 
mit,  or  omit  any  thing  that  may  endanger  their 
Ellntcs  and  Creffits ,  nor  apt  to  be  corrupted 
or  fuborned,  C5’e.  Wherefore  they  are  judged 
fit  to  bear  fome  Offices,  as  of  Conflablc,  Church- 
warden,  to  ferve  upon  Juries,  to  be  Train-Sol¬ 
diers,  to  vote  in  the  Eleftion  of  Knights  of  the 
Shire  for  Parliament,  ffc. 

In  Cafes  and  Caufes ,  the  Law  of  Englird 
hath  conceived  a  better  opinion  of  the  Yeoman¬ 
ry  that  occupy  Lands,  thanofTradefmen,  Ar¬ 
tificers  or  Labourers. 

Husbandry  hath  in  no  Age  rendred  a  Gen¬ 
tleman  ignoble,  nor  uncapable  of  Places  of  Ho¬ 
nour. 

Amongfi  the  Eomsm,  fome  of  the  greatell 
Diftators  andConfuls,  had  been  once  Husband¬ 
men,  and  fome  of  them  taken  from  ploughing 
their  Ground,  to  bearthofe  Highell  Offices  and 
Dignities;  fo  divers  Princes,  Kings  and  Empe- 
rours,  have  exercifed  Agriculture  ;  and  the 
Grand  Jcip/n,  and  the  hmpexow!  Dioclefun,  left 
their  Commands  to  enjoy  Kusbandry,

Bythc  Statutes  of  En§Urti,  certain  Immuni¬ 
ties  are  given  to  Freeholders  and  Land-men, 
though'  they  arc-  not  Gentlemen.  nde  Sm.

Of  the  Freeholders  in  Erglatii ,  there  arc 
more  in  number,  and  richer,  than  in  any  Coun¬ 
try  of  the  like  extent  in  Europe,  40  or  jo  /.  a 
year  apiece  is  very  ordinary,  roo  and  100  /.  a 
year  in  fome  Counties,  is  not  rare,  fometimes 
in  1000 /.  and  1500/. 

■  Belides  thefe  Freeholders,  (which  arc  fo  cal¬ 
led,  bccaufc  they  hold  Lands  or  Tenements  in¬ 
heritable  by  a  perpetual  Right  to  them  and 
their  Heirs  for  ever)  there  arc  in  Erglaud,  a 
very  great  number  of  Copyholders,  who  hold 
Lands  within  (bmc  Mannors  only  by  Copy  of 
Court-Roll  of  the  laid  Mannor,  &c.  and  have, 
perpeiuum  Csf  utile  Dominium  ,  though  not 
Allodium  Cf  iireilum  Dominium,  which  Freehol¬ 
ders  may  improperly  be  laid  to  have,  but  pro¬ 
perly  none  in  England  but  the  King  hath. 

Amongd  the  Commons  of  England  in  thenext 
place,  arc  reckoned  Tradefmcn,  among  whom. 
Merchants  of  Foreign  TrafEck,  have,  for  their 
great  benefit  to  the  publick,  and  for  their  great 
endowments,  and  generous  living,  been  of  bell 
repute  In  England ;  and  although  the  Law  of 
England  look  upon  Tradefinen  and  Chapmen, 
that  live  by  buying  and  felling,  as  a  bafer  fort 
of  people,  and  that  a  Ward  within  Age,  may 
bring  his  Adlion  of  Difparagemcnt  again!!  his 
Guardian,  for  offering  any  fuch  in  Marriage  j. 
yet  in  England  as  well  as  luly ,  to  become  a 
Merchant  of  Foreign  Commerce,  without  fer-- 
ving  any  Apprcntilagc  ,  hath  been  allowed  no 
difparagcment  to  a  Gentleman  born,  cfpccially 
to  a  younger  Brother. 


Amongd 
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Amon^  Tradcfmcn ,  in  the  next  place,  arc 
Wholcfalc-iTKii,  tlicn  Retailers ;  laflly,  Mccha- 
nicks ,  or  Handicraftfmen.  Thefe  are  all  ca¬ 
pable  of  bearing  feme  Sway  orOiScc  in  Cities 
and  Towns  Corporate. 

The  lowcft  Member ,  the  feet  of  the  Body 
Politick,  are  tlic  Day-labourers,  svho,  by  their 
large  Wages  given  them,  and  the  chcapnefs  of 
all  Neceflaries ,  enjoy  better  Dwellings ,  Diet, 
and  Apparel  in  England,  than  the  Husbandmen 
do  in  many  other  Countries. 


Liberties  and,  Triviledges, 

AS  the  Clergy  and  Nobility  have  certain 
Priviledgcs  iwculiar  to  themfelves ,  fo 
they  have  Liberties  and  Properties  com¬ 
mon  to  the  Commonalty  of  England. 

The  Commons  of  England  for  Hereditary 
FundamentalLibcrties  and  Properties,  are  blclt 
above  and  beyond  the  Subjefls  of  any  Monarch 
in  the  World. 

Firft,  No  Freeman  of  England  ought  to  be 
imprifoned,  or  otherwife  rcllraincd ,  without 
caufe  fiicwn  for  which,  by  Law ,  he  ought  to 
be  fo  imprifoned. 

Secondly,  To  him  that  is  imprifoned,  may 
not  be  denied  a  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus ,  if  it 
be  defired. 

Tiiirdly,  If  no  caufe  of  imprifonmcntbeal- 
Icdgcd,  and  the  fame  be  returned  upon  an 
Habeas  Corpus,  then  the  Prifoncr  ought  to  be 
fet  at  liberty. 

Fourthly ,  No  Souldicrs  can  be  quartered  In 
the  Houi'c  of  any  Freeman,  in  time  of  Peace, 
without 
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without  his  Will ;  thougl)  they  pay  for  their 
Qtiartcrs, 

Fifthly,  Every  Frecmai)  hath  fuch  a  full  and 
abrolutcpivpriety  in  his  Goods,  thatno  Taxes, 
Loans,  or  Benevolences,  ordinarily  and  legally 
can  be  impofed  upon  them,  without  their  own 
confent,  by  their  Rcin-efentativcs  in  Parliament. 
Moreover ,  They  have  ftich  an  abfolute  Power 
that  they  can  difpofe  of  all  they  liave,  how  they 
plcafe,  even  fi-om  their  own  Children,  and  to 
them,  in  what  inequality  they  will,  without 
ihcwing  any  caiifc;  which  other  Nations,  go* 
verned  by  the  Civil  Law,  cannot  do. 

Sixthly,  bio  MxsUftmDfczti  be  prell,  or  com* 
polled  Cunlefs  bound  by  his  Tenure)  to  march 
lorthof  his  Countrey, to  Ibrve  as  a  Soldier  inthc 
Wars,  except  ih  cale  ofa  Tofreign' Enemy 
vadmg,  or  a  Rebellion  at  home.  Nor  may  he 
be  font  out  of  the  Realm  againfthis  will,  upon 
^Tl^  EmploiTncnt,  by  way  of  an  honou- 


.cvcnthly.  No  Freeman  canbetrved.but  by 
his  Peers,  nor  condemned,  but  by  the  Laws  of 
tiic  Land,  or  by  an  Aft  of  Parliament. 

Rightly,  No  Freeman  maybe  Fined  for  any 
Crime,  but  according  to  the  merit  oftheof- 
^nce,  SihofAicmmmerAofm,  in  fuch 
aii'ng  Ecniay  continue,  and  go  on  in  his 

Briefly,  if  i  t  be  coniidered  onely.thatordinV 

make  themiUvcs,  nor  no  Taxes  but  what  they 
impofe  therafelves,  and  pray  the  King  and  the 
Lords  to  confent  unto,  their  Liberties  and  pro¬ 
perties  mull  be  acknowledged  to  be  tranfeen-

If  any  Goods  or  Chattels  be  given  to  Feme-

ately  bexome  her  Husbands.  She  cannot  Lett, 
Sett  Sell,  give  away,  or  alienate  any  thing  with¬ 
out  her  Husbands  confent. 

Her  very  necelTary  apparel,  by  the  Law.  is  nut 
licrs  111  property.  Ifiliehatli  any  Tenufeatall, 
It  IS  in  e.rj-hej  that  is;  llie  holds  it  of  anci  by  jier 
Husband ,  who  Js  f.rfiit  AiuHcrii and  theiefbfe 
the  Law  fnigei  'iddiii  Mifiti:

The  Law  of  En^hni  fuppofesa  Wife  to  be 
in  ib  mucli  Subjeition  and  Obedience  to  lier 
Husband,  as  to  have  no  Will  at  all  of  her  own ; 
■Wherefore,  if  a  Man  and  his  Wife  commit  a 
Felony  together,  tlie  Wife,  by  the  Law,  can  be 
neither  Principal  nor  AccelHiry ;  the  Law  fup- 
pofing,that  in  regard  of  the  Sub;c£ticn  and  Obe- 
dience  Ihc  owes  to  her  Husband,  (he  was  necef- 
fitated  thereunto. 

The  Law  of  Er.glirtd.  fuppofes  in  the  Husband 
a^ower  over  his  'vVife,  as  over  his  Cliild,  or 
Servant,  to  correct  her  when  (he  ofiends;  and 
therefore  he  mull  aniwer  for  his  Wives  faults , 
if  (he  wrong  another  by  her  Tongue,  or  by 
Trefpafs.he  mull  make  fatisfaflion 
So  the  Law  makes  it  as  high  a  Crime,  and  al¬ 
lots  the  fame  punilhment  to  a  Woman  that  lltall 
kill  her  Husband  ,  as  to  a  Woman  that  (hall 
kill  her  Father  or  Mailer ,  and  that  is  Fetit- 
Trenfo'it,  to  be  burnt  alive. 

So  that  a  Wife  in  EiiglMit,  is  de  jure,  but  the 
bed  of  Sonants,  having  nothing  her  own,  in  a 
more  proper  fence  than  a  Child  hath,  whom  his 
Father  liUi'crs  to  call  many  things  his  own,  yet 
can  difpofe  of  nothing. 

The  Woman  upon  Marriage,  lofcthnot  one- 
ly  the  Power  over  her  Perfon,  and  her  Will , 
and  the  property  of  her  Goods,  but  licr  very 
Name ;  for  ever  after  flic  ufeth  her  Husbands 
Mrnamc,and  her  own  iswholly  laid  afidc;  which 
is  not  obferved  in  frj«cs,and  other  Con ntreys, 
where  the  Wife  fubferibesher  fclf  by  her  Pa¬ 
ternal  Name  ;  as  if  SufttiM  ,  the  Daugliter  of 
Cligdrd,  bemai  ried  to  E.  ChmbsrUh  .  (he 
either  writes  her  fclf  Sufanna  Clifjord,  or  elfc 

Suj'drMClijj'ordChtimberkin. 

Notwithflandine  aU  which ,  their  condition 
d< folio,  is  the  bc(t  of  tlic  Worldj  for  fuch  is 
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the  good  nature  of  EngUjhmsn ,  towards  their 
■Wives ,  fucli  is  the  tcndcrnels  and  re(j)ec1,  gi¬ 
ving  them  the  uppermoli  place  at  Table,  and 
clfewhcrc,  tiie  right  hand  every  where,  and 
putting  them  upon  no  drudgery  and  harddiip; 
that  if  there  were  a  Bridge  overdnto  Engknd, 
as  aforefaid,  it  is  thought  all  the  Women  in  Eu¬ 
rope  would  run  thither. 

Befides,  in  feme  things,  the  Lawsof  Enghni 
are  above  other  Nations,  fo  favourable  to  that 
Sex,  asiftheWonKit  had  voted  at  the  making 
of  them. 

If  a  Wife  bring  forth  a  Child ,  during  lier 
Husbands  long  abfcncc,  though  it  be  for  fome 
years,  yet  if  he  lived  all  the  time  within  this 
Ifland,  he  mull  Father  that  Child;  and  if  that 
Child  be  her  iirli-born  Son, he  lliall  inherit  that 
Husbands  Elhtc ,  if  Entailed ,  or  left  without 
Will. 

If  a  Wife  bring  forth  a  Child ,  begdtten  by 
another ,  before  Marriage,  but  bom  after  Mar¬ 
riage  with  another  Man ;  this  latter  mull  own 
the  Child ,  and  that  Child  fliall  be  his  heir  at 
Law. 

The  Wife,  after  her  Husbands  death,  having 
no  Joynture  fetlcd  before  Marriage,  may  chal¬ 
lenge  the  third  part  of'  his  yearly  Rents  oF 
Land,  during  her  life ;  and  within  the  City  oF 
a  third  part  of  all  her  Husbands  Movea-^ 
blcs  for  ever. 

As  the  Wife  doth  participate  of  her  Husband^ 
name,  fo  likcwife  of  his  Condition.  If  he  be 
Duke,  (he  is  a  Dutchefs ;  if  he  be  a  Knight,  Ihs^ 
IS  a  Lady;  if  he  be  an  Alien,  nude  a  Denifon, 
ihe  IS  iffoftHt,  fotoo.  If  a  Freeman  marry  n 
Bond-woman  ,  (lie  isalfo  free,  during  the  Co¬ 
verture;  whereof  alfo  it  is  raid,  as  before,  Vxor 
pilget  ui'm  Mititi. 
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All  Women  in  Bngkni  are  compifed  under 
Noble  or  Ignoble. 

Noblc-Wcmcii  arc  fo  three  manner  of  ways, 
viz,  by  Creation,  by  Defeent,  and  by  Marri- 
age. 

The  King,  the  Fountain  of  Honour, may,  and 
oft  hath  created  Women  to  be  Baronefles* 
Corntcircs,  Dutchc(rcs,C*f. 

By  Del'cent,  fuch  Women  arc  Noble  ,  to 
whom  Lantls  holden  by  fucli  Dignity,  do  dcicend 
as  Heir;  for  Dignities  and  Titles  ofHonour,  far 
want  of  Males,  do  fometimes  defeend  to  Fe¬ 
males  ;  but  to  one  of  them  oncly,  bccaufc  thay 
arc  things  in  their  own  nature  entire,  and  not 
to  be  divided  amongft  many  (as  the  Lands  and 
Tenements  arc, which  defeend  toallthcDaugh- 
t(  rs  equally  ; )  bcfidcs,  by  dividing  Dignities,thc 
Reputation  of  Honour  would  be  loll,  and  the 
ilrcngth  of  the  Realm  impaired;  for  thc^o- 
vm  and  Chivalo  ofthc  Realm,  doth  chiefly  con- 
fill  in  the  Nobility  thereof. 

By  Marriage,  .all  Women  arc  Noble,  who 
take  to  their  Husbands  any  Baron  or  Peer  of  the 
Realm;  but  if  afterwards  they  Marry  to  Men 
not  Noble,  they  lofe  their  former  Dignity,  and 
follow  tlic  condition  of  their  i.tttcr  Husband ; 
for  eodernmdo  difoMm,  emtn  MilHai,  fw 
tonjlitiiitur ,  But  Women,  Noble  by  Creation, 
or  Defeent,  or  Birth-right,  remain  Noble, 
though  they  marry  Husbands  under  their  De¬ 
gree;  for  filch  Nobility  is  iiccoimted  ChmUer 
hdtltbilit.  Here  note,  that  by  the  Coiirufis 
of  EngUnd,  a  Woman,  Noble  only  by  Marri¬ 
age,  alwayes  rctaincth  her  Nobility;  and  fo 
the  Widow  of  a  Knight,  married  to  any  infe¬ 
rior  ixirfon,  rctaincth  by  courtcfic,  the  Title 
and  Name  gotten  by  her  former  Husband; 
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but  if  tlic  Kings  Daughter  marry  g  Duke  or  an 
Eaii,  ik  feniper  dicitur  /(ega/fr,  as  well  byZaw 
as  Courtefie. 

Note  alfo,  that  any  Woman,  who  is  Noble  by 
birth,  if  flic  be  marricil  to  a  Baron,  takes  place 
according  to  the  Degree  of  ht  r  Husband ,  though 
flic  b.-a  Dukes  Daughter  i  but  if  flic  marry  to 
one  under  thofe  of  the  higher  Nobility,  as  to  a 
Knight  or  a  Gentleman,  tlien,by  Courtclie,placc 

given  according  to  her  Birth,  and  uot  her  Hus¬ 
band. 

NoblcHomcn,  in  the  Eye  of  the  Law  ,  ane 
Peers  of  the  Realm ,  and  arc  to  be  tried  by 
their  Peers,  and  to  enjoy  moll  other  Privileges 
Henour,  and  Refpea,  as  their  Husbands :  Onc- 
ly  they  cannot ,  by  the  opinion  of  llime  great 
lawyers,  maintain  anAdiionupon  the  Statute, 
De  ScMdilo  MjgMiiim,  the  Makers  of  that  e  ta- 
tutc  meaning  oncly  to  provide  in  that  cafe  for 
the  Great  Men,  and  not  for  the  Women,  astiie 
Words  ofthat  Statute  feem  to  import.  Likc- 
uife,  if  any  of  the  Kings  Servants  iiitliin  bii 
Check-Roll ,  fliould  confpirc  the  death  of  any 
Nobic-Woman,  this  were  not  1-clony,  as  it  is, 
if  like  Confpiracybe  againll  aNoblcmm. 

None  of  the  Wives  Dignities  can  come  by 
M  iiiijge  to  their  Husbands,  although  all  their 
Gooilsard  Chattels  do  ;  oncly  the  Wives  Digni¬ 
ties  with  her  Lands,  arc  todcicend  to  her  next 
Hcii'!  yet  is  the  Courtefie  of  £»(g/a»dliith,  that 
as  the  Wife  for  her  Dower,  hatli  the  third  pare 
oMicr  Hushands  Lands,  during  her  Life  ;  fo  the 
Husiwnd,  for  the  Dignity  of  his  Scx.aiid  for  get- 
t^ing  his  Wife  with  Child,  (which  mull  appear, 
by  being  born  alive)  (ball  have  all  his  Wives 
Lands  (for  his  Dower,  if  it  may  be  lb  calledldu- 
ring  his  Lite.

THc  ccndition  of  Servants  in  Eneljr.i  ,  is 
nnicli  more  favourable  than  itwas  in  our 
Anccllors days,  when  it  wasfo  bad,  that 
Er.^Ur.i  was  call  .’d  the  Purgatory  of  Servants 
as  'f  "as,  and  is  (iill,  the  Paradifc  of  Wives’ 
and  the  Hell  forHorfes, 

Ordinary  Servants  are  hired  commoaly  for 
one  year,  at  the  end  whereof  they  may  be  free 
(pviiig  warning  three  months  before)  and  may 
place  thcmlclvcs  with  other  Mailers ;  dnclyitis 
accounted  difeourteous  and  unfriendly,  to  take 
another  Mans  fervant,  before  leave  given  by  his 
toi  mer  Mailer ;  and  indilcrect  to  take  a  Servant 
Without  Ccitificate  of  his  diligence,  and  of  his 
laithfulnefs  in  his  Service  to  his  former  Ma- 

All  Servants  are  rub;e£l  to  be  correaed  bv 
their  Mailers  and  MiftrelTes,  and  refinance  in  a 
Servant,  ispunifliul  with  Icvcrc  penalty >  but 
fir  a  Servant  to  take  away  the  life  of  his  or  her 
Mai  cror  MKlrcfs,  is  actour.ccd  a  Crime  next  to 
High  Treafon ,  and  called  Petty  Treafon.  and 
hath  a  peculiar  punilbrncnt  Capital. 

Forreign  Slaves  in  Engkni  arc  none,  lince 
Chriliianity  prevailed  Forreign  Slave  brouglit 
into  EjiglMi,  is  upon  Landing,  free 

Horn  Slavery,  but  not  from  ordinary  Service. 

Some  I  ands  in  E>:gl.md  are  holdcn  in  ni- 
imge,  to  do  foiac  particular  Services,  to  the 
Lord 
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Lord  of  the  Mannor ,  and  fuch  Tenants  may  bo 
called  the  Lords  Servants. 

There  isat\vo*fold  Tenure  called  yillmgi, 
one  where  the  Tenure  oncly  is  Servile ,  as  to 
plough  the  Lords  Ground,  fow.rcap,  and  biiiig 
home  his  Corn,  dung  his  Land,  IJf.  'I'he  other, 
whereby  both  Perfon  and  Tenure  is  fervilc.and 
hound  in  all  rcfi^ds,  at  the  diliiofition  of  the 
Lord;  fuch  perlbns  arc  called  in  Law,  Pure 
FiBms ,  and  arc  to  do  all  Villanous  Services, 
to  improve  the  Land  he  holds  to  the  Lords  ufe, 
themlclves  to  be  wholly  at  the  Lords  fcrvice, 
and  w  hatever  they  get ,  is  for  their  Lord :  Of 
fuch  there  arc  now  but  few  Icfnn  Pxghtnd.Thc 
neared  to  this  condition  are  Apprentices,  fthac 
lignifies  Leirnen)  a  fort  of  Servants  that  carry 
the  mark  of  pure  Villains  or  Bond-flaves,  (as  be¬ 
fore  in  the  Chapter  of  Gentry  is  intimated) 
differing  however  in  this ,  That  Apprentices 
are  Slaves,  on-  ly  for  a  time,  and  by  Covenant  j 
the  other  arc  lb,  at  the  Will  of  their  Mader.

The  delign  of  the  I[opl  Society  is  in  brief,  to 
make  faithful  Records  of  all  the  Works  of  Na¬ 
ture,  or  of  Art ,  which  can  conic  within  their 
reach,  fo  that  the  prefent  Age  and  Follcrity , 
may  be  able  to  put  a  mark  on  the  Errors,  which 
have  been  (Ircngthcncd  by  longPrefcription ;  to 
rcilorc  the  Truths  that  have  been  ncgicftcd,  to 
pufh  onthofe  which  arc'already  known  to  more 
various  ufes ;  to  make  the  way  more  palfable 
to  what  remains  unrevealed,  c. 

The  bufinefs  of  their  weekly  Meetings,  is  to 
order,  to  take  account,  coniidcr,  and  difcourle 
o( rbilofophicul  Experiments  and  Obfervationsj 
to  read,  hear,  and  dilconrfc  upon  Letters  from 
all  Parts,Reports,  and  other  Papers,  containing 
Vhilo'iophicil  Matters ;  to  view  and  difeourfe  up¬ 
on  the  Predudfions  and  Rarities  of  Nature  and 
Alt;  to  conhder  what  to  deduce  from  them, 
how  they  may  be  improved  for  the  benefit  of 
Mankind,  which  is  their  main  aim. 

In  their  difeourfing ,  they  lay  affde  alb  fee 
Speeches, and  eloquent  Harar.gues(asfit  to  be  ba- 
nilbt  out  of  all  Civil  Affemblies,  as  a  thing  found 
by  woful  experience,  cfpecially  in  England,  fatal 
to  Peace  and  good  Manners;  and  every  one  en¬ 
deavours  to  exprefs  his  opinion ,  or  delire,  in 
the  plainell,  and  moft  concife  manner. 

But  the  greateH  QuelHon,  amongft  fomc 
Men  at  prefent  is,  What  ktl  thir  Royal  Society 
done 
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do»e  iUthuTohik^  which,  for  the  ratisfaftion 
ofthofc  Men,  fliall  here  receive  fuch  an  An- 
fwer,  as  the  intended  brevity  of  this  Book  will 

allow. 

The  I{oyil  Society  then,  fince  their  firfl  Infli- 
ttition ,  hath  made  a  vaft  number  of  Experi- 
ments,  in  almoft  all  the  VV  orks  of  Nature ;  they 
have  made  particular  enquiries  into  very  many 

things  of  tlic  Heavens,  as  well  as  oftheBrth 
Echpfes,  Comets.  Meteors,  Mines,  Plants  Anil 
mals,  Earthquakes,  fiei^-  Eruptions,  Inundati- 
ons:  Of Lakes.Mountains, Damps,  Subterrane¬ 
ous  Fires:  Of  Tides,  Currents,  and  Depths  of 
the  Sea,  and  many  hundred  other  things.  They 
have  compofed  many  excellent  (hort  Hiftories 
of  Nature  of  Arts,  of  Mannfaftures,  and  of 
P  orks,  whereof  feme  are  extreme  curious.  In 
-a  Old,  the  Difcoverics  and  Inventions,  made  by 
bet  three  Perfons  of  this  Society,  vk.  the  Ho¬ 
nourable  I{ob.£oyki  Tk.Chrifiopher  WreH.  and 
Mr  ilob.  Booii.  if  well  confidered .  feem  to  fur- 
P3ls  the  W orks  of  many  foregoing  Ages* 

But,  tvhatadvantageand  benefit  appears  after

mai.y  Experiments  of  Light  (as  the  Excellent 
lord  fjcw  calls  them) and  perhaps.not  fomany 
li'P-iiments  of  Fruit  or  Profit,  yet  without 
iloubt  fome  may  hereafter,  find  out  no  finall 
nic  and  benefit,  even  in  thofe  experiments  of 
curious  and  dc- 
.I'ghtfol:  butitisalfoastrue.that  thc^u/Ja- 
hath  made  a  great  number  of  Experiments 
and  Inventions,  very  profitable  and  advantage- 
vcfl  n°  .They  have  mightily  impro- 

f'‘.lNaval,  Civil,  and  Military  Architeft- 
advanced  the  Art,  Conduft, 
and  Security  of  Nnigjtm.  They  have  not 
only 
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only  put  tWs  Kingdom  upon  Planting  Woodj, 
Groves,  Orchards,  Vineyards,  Ever-Grccns,  but 
alfo  Irektid ,  Scotkiii,  Nm-EvgUni,  Firghk, 
^m»ci,Birbidos-,  all  our  Plantations  begin  to 
feel  the  Influences  of  this  Society :  They  have 
awakened  the  whole  Civilized,  Lettered,  and 
Intelligent  World,  fo  that  in  all  Countreys  they 
begin  to  be  much  more  intent  upon  experimen¬ 
tal  Knowledge,  and  Pradlical  Studies,  upon  new 
Inventions  and  Difcoverics,  which  the  Authors 
of  them  always  recommend  to  this  Society,  to 
be  examined,  approved,  or  cornited;  fothat 
if  any  of  the  prelcnt  Er.gU^n  Nation  be  fu  blind, 
as  not  to  fee  the  urcfulnefs  of  this  Society,  Po- 
flerity  and  Forreigners  will,  to  their  ftiamc,  ac¬ 
knowledge  it  with  gratitude. 

To  conclude.  They  have  Regiflrcd  Experi¬ 
ments,  Hiftorics,  Relations,  Obfervatiens,  (tfe. 
reducing  them  into  one  common  Stock ,  and 

laying  them  up  in  publick  Regilicrs ,  to  be  na¬ 
kedly  tranfmitted  to  the  next  Generation  of 
Men,  and  fo  to  all  Pollcrity :  they  have  laid  a 
folid  Ground-work  for  a  vail  pile  of  Experi¬ 
ments,  to  be  continually  augmenting  through 
all  future  Ages.  A  thing,  if  begun,  in  timeof 
the  Learned  Gteei^s  or  ,  nay ,  if  it  had 
been  begun  but  in  the  very  lajf  Refurreflion  of 
Learning,  in  this  laft  Age,  what  wonders  it 
would,  in  all  probability,  by  this  time  have  pro¬ 
duced?  What  depth  of  Nature  would  now 
have  been  unfathomed?  What  faculty  of  the 
Soul  would.be  now  in  the  dark  ?  What  part  of 
Humane  Infirmities  would  not  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  againfl? 

Moreover,  The  I[oid  Society,  for  tbc  advance, 
ment  of  this  Noble  ddign,hatli  beguh  a  Library,

In  cafes  where  the  Puhlick  Peace ,  Hnnoiit 
or  Profit  of  the  Kingdom ,  may  be  endangered 
for  want  of  fpcedy  redrefs,  there  the  King  with 
his  Privy-Council,  iifually  make  life  of  an  ab- 
folutc  power,  if  need  be. 

The  Members  of  this  moll  Honourable  Conn¬ 
ell,  arc  fuch,  as  his  own  free  Will,  and  meet 
Motion  ,  fliall  plcafe  to  chufe ,  and  arc  com¬ 
monly  Men  of  the  highcll  rank ,  eminent  tot 
Elates,  Wifdom,  Courage,  Litcgrity, 
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bccaiif.-  tl'.crc  arc  few  cafe;  of  moment  fo  tem¬ 
poral  ,  but  tliat  tlicy  may  foine  way  relate  to 
.Spiritual  Affairs,  therefore,  according  to  the 
general  Rules  of  Policy  and  Government,  which 
God  himfelf  ordained  amonglf  his  chofen  Peo¬ 
ple  tlie^vn'j,  the  Privy-Council  (as  well  as  the 
great  Council  of  Parliament)  is  compofed  of 
Sitiritual ,  as  well  as  Temporal  Perfons,  fomc 
of  the  principal  Bilfiops  of  EttgUni  have  in  all 
times  been  chofen  hy  His  Majelly,  to  be  of  His 
Privy-Council.

At  all  Debates,  the  lowell  delivers  his  opi- 
nion  fir/t,  that  fo  he  may  be  the  more  free,  and 
the  King  laid  of  all  declares  his  Judgment,  and 
thereby  determines  the  Matter  in  debate. 

_  The  time  and  place  of  holding  this  Council, 
IS  wholly  at  the  Kings  plealurc,  but  is  moK  com! 
inonly  held  in  the  morning  ,  on  \Vedtt\h) 
and  Fridaj  out  of  Parliament-time,  or  Term, 
time,  and  in  the  Afternoon,  in  times  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  or  Term. 

A  Council  is  feldom  or  never  held  without 
the  Prefence  of  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  State; 
of  whofcOfficcand  Dignity,  much  morcconli- 
derable  in  Engknd,  than  in  other  Nations,  take 
here  this  brief  Account. 

The  Kings  of  Enghvd  had  antiently  but  one 
Secretary  of  State,  until  about  the  end  of  Hn- 
ry  the  Eighth  his  Reign,  it  was  thought  fit,  that 
weighty  and  important  Office  fliould  be  dif- 
cliarged  by  two  Perfons,  both  of  equal  Autho¬ 
rity  ,  and  both  ftilcd  rrinciftl  Semwits  cf 
Siitte,  In  thofe  days,  and  Ibmc  while  after,  they 
fate  not_  at  Council-Board,  but  having  prepa¬ 
red  thdr  bufinefs  in  a  room  adjoining  to  the 
Council-Chamber,  they  came  in,  and  Hood  oa 
cither  hand  of  the  King;  and  nothing  was  de¬ 
bated  at  the  Table,  until  the  Secretaries  had 
gone  through  with  their  Propofals.  But  Qiicen 
Xlizdeth  leldom  coming  to  Council,  that  Me¬ 
thod  was  altered,  and  the  two  Secretaries  took 
their  places  as  Privy-Counfellors,  which  Dig¬ 
nity  they  have  retained,  and  enjoyed,  ever  finee; 
and  a  Council  is  feldom  or  net-cr  held  without 
the  prcfcncc  of  one  of  them  at  the  Icalh 


■jheir 
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Tlicir  employment  being  of  extraordinary 
Trull  and  Multiplicity,  renders  them  moll  con- 
bderablc,  botli  in  the  eyes  of  the  King,  upoa 
rvliom  they  attend  even'  day,  as  occafion  re¬ 
quires;  and  of  the  Subje£ls  alfo,  whofe  Rc- 
quefis  and  Dcfircs  are  for  the  moll  part  lodged 
in  their  hands,  to  be  prefented  to  the  King, 
and  always  to  make  difpatchcs  thereupon,  ac¬ 
cording  to  His  MajcKics  Anfwcrs  and  Dircili- 
ons. 

As  for  Foreign  Affairs ,  the  Secretaries  di¬ 
vide  all  the  Kingdoms  and  Nations,  which  have 
intcrcoiirfe  of  bufmefs  with  the  King  of  Eti^- 
li«i  into  two  grand  Provinces ;  whereof  each 
Secretary  taketh  one  to  himfelf,  receiving  all 
Letters  and  Addreffes  from ,  and  making  all 
difpatches  to  the  fcveral  Princes  and.  States 
coniprcli'ended  within  his  own  Province. 

But  in  all  matters  of  home-concern,  whether 
they  relate  to  the  publick  ,  or  to  particular 
perfons,  both  the  Secretaries  do  equally  and 
indillindHy  receive  and  difpatch  whatfoever  is 
brought  to  them ,  be  it  for  the  Church  ,  the 
Militia,  or  pr;-  .tc  Grants,  Pardons,  Difpenfa- 
tions,  cJc. 

riicy  Ii,ivc  tliis  fpccial  Honour,  that  if  either 
of  them  be  a  Baron,  he  taketh  place,  and  hath 
the  Precedence  of  all  other  perfons  of  the  fame 
degree,  though  otherwife  by  their  Creation, 
fome  of  them  might  have  '•ight  to  precede  him ; 
aii'l  a  Knight  in  like  manner,  ifhc  hath  no  other 
qualification. 

They  have  their  fevcral  Lodgings  appointed 
them  in  all  the  Kings  Hoiifcs,  as  well  for  their 
own  Accommodation,  ,is  for  their  Office ,  and 
tbo.c  that  attend  upon  it.  They  have  alfo  s 
very  liberal  Diet  at  the  Kings  charge,  or  Board- 
vages  in  lieu  of  it. 
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To  flicw  how  confidcrablc  their  place  is, 
their  fetlcd  allowance  from  the  King  in  Salary 
and  Pcnlion ,  is  little  lefs  than  Two  thoul'and 
Pounds  Sterling  pa  annum  to  each  of  them. 

The  Secretaries  and  Clerks,  whom  they  im- 
ploy  under  them,  are  wholly  at  their  own  choice, 
and  have  no  dependance  upon  any  other  power 
or  perfon,  belidcs  themfelvcs. 

They  have  the  cuftody  of  that  Seal  of  the 
King,  which  is  properly  called  theJ/gKet;  the 
ufe  and  application  whereof,  gives  denomina¬ 
tion  to  an  Officc,connantly  attending  the  Court, 
called  the  Sigmt-O^cc,  wherein  there  are  four 
Clerks,  who  wait  alternately  by  Months,  an! 
prepare  fuch  things  as  are  to  pals  the  Signet, 
in  order  to  the  Pris^  Seal,  or  Great  Seal. 

Tk  prefent  Secretaries  of  State,  are, 

Hetirj  Coventry  Efq;  who,  for  his  great  Abi¬ 
lities,  and  fucccfsful  Negotiations,  had  that  Trull 
and  Honour  conferred  upon  him ,  immediately 
after  the  deceafe  of  Sir  fobn  Trevor. 

Sir  fofepb  williamfon,  whom  for  his  eminent 
Services  at  home  and  abroad,  both  in  War  ami 
Peace,  His  Ma;elly  was  pleafed  to  advance  into 
the  place  of  the  Earl  of  Arlington. 

Waiting  on  the  Privy-Council ,  there  are 
Four  Clerks  in  Ordinary,  who  wait  by  Months 
each  one ;  he  that  comes  in,  is  always  a  week 
before,  and  a  week  after  his  Month,  to  aflill 
there. 

Their  OlEce  is  to  read  what  is  brought  be¬ 
fore  the  Council,  ami  draw  up  all  fuch  Orders, 
as  the  King  and  Lords  fliall  direft,  and  caufe 

tlitm  to  be  RegidrctI, 
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Tk}  are  thefe  that  follow.

Thefe,  upon  occafion ,  arc  font  by  Warrant 
of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy-Council,  to  fetch 
any  Perlbii,  under  tlie  degree  of  a  Baron,  ami 
to  keep  him  Prifoncr  in  his  Houfe  till  farther 
Order. 

Attending  on  the  Secretaries,  arc  theCIcrks 
of  the  Signet ,  or  little  Seal ,  which  is  .always 
ill  the  cuftody  of  the  Secretaries ,  for  filing 
the  Kings  Private  Letters,  and  for  all  fnch  Grants 
as  pals  His  Maicllics  Hands  by  Bill  adigned. 

Of  thefe  Clerks  there  are  four.  Sir  JohitNi- 
ckltt  Knight  of  the  Bath.  Sir  Philip  H'lwwlt.  Kt. 
ivilliatn  Trmbal  EDii  and  Sidney  Bear  Efquirc; 
Thefe  have  no  Fee  from  the  King ,  but  ouly 
Diet,  which  at  Penfion  is  zoo  I.  yearly ;  their 
Ollicc  is  in  Whitehal,  they  wait  by  month,,  each 
of  them  tlirce  months  in  a  year.  One  of  them 
always  attends  the  Court,  wherefoover  it  re¬ 
moves,  and  by  Warrant  from  the  King,  or  Se¬ 
cretaries  of  State ,  or  Lords  of  the  Council, 
prepare  fuch  Bills  or  Letters  for  the  King  to 
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fcivcs,  for  the  Kings  Hand ,  when  Signed,  arc 
returned,  and  there  tranferibed  again,  and  that 
Tranfeription  is  carried  to  one  of  the  Princiinl 
Secretaries  of  State,  and  Scaled,  and  then  it  is 
called  a  Signet ,  which  is  direfted  to  the  Lord 
Privy  Seal,  and  is  his  Warrant  for  ilTuing  out 
a  Privy  Seal  upon  it,  which  is  prepared  by  the 
Clerks  of  that  Seal,  is  fufficimt  for  the  pay- 
Blent  of  any  Moneys  out  of  the  Exchequer, 
and  for  feveral  other  ufes :  but  when  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  Grant  requires  the  palling  the  Great 
Seal,  then  the  Privy  Seal  is  an  authority  to  the 
lord  Chancellor,  to  pafs  the  Great  Seal,  as  the 
Signet  was  to  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  to  affix  that 
Seal  to  the  Grant :  but  in  all  three  Offices,  vk. 
Signet,  Privy  Seal ,  and  Great  Seal,  the  Grant 
is_  tranferibed.  So  all  which  pafles  from  the 
King,  hath  thefc  feveral  ways  of  being  conh- 
dered  before  perfcdled. 

There  are  alfo  four  Clerks  of  the  Privy  Seal, 
viz.  Sir  Ckries  Bickerpffe  Kt.  ^obn  Muthm 
Efq;  Tbo.  Witikjtis  Efq;  fohn  Rachitis  Efq; 

More  of  their  Office  is  to  be  fecn  in  Sut- 
17  of  ffetiryi.  worthy  to  be  noted. 

To  this  Office  ( in  time  when  the  Court  of 
RequeJ)  is  in  being)  belongs  the  Sealing  of  all 
Commiffions,  and  other  ProcelTcs  out  of  that 
Court. 

Moreover ,  depending  on  the  Secretaries  of 
State,  is  an  ancient  Office,  called  the  Pifet- 
O^ce,  the  Keeper  whereof  hath  in  his  charge, 
all  the  Publick  Papers,  Writings ,  Matters  of 
State,  and  Council ;  all  Letters,  Intelligences, 
Negotiations  of  the  Kings  publick  Minillers 
abroad,  and  generally  all  the  Papers  and  Dif- 
patches  that  pafs  through  the  Offices  of  the 
two  Secretaries  of  State,  which  arc  from  time 
to  time  tranfmitted  into  this  Office,  and  here 
remain.

remain,  ililpofcd  by  way  of  a  Library,  within 
His  Majcdics  Palace  of  ivhiuhl.  This  confi- 
dcrablc  Officer  hath  a  Fee  of  i6ol  fer  mum, 
payable  out  of  tlie  Exckquer,  and  is  at  prcicnt 
that  very  worthy  perfon ,  Sir  ^ofepb  milurn- 
fm  k't.  fince  one  of  tlie  Principal  k'crctaries  of 
State. 

After  tlic  Kings  mod  Honourable  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  that  Vrimm  Mobilt ,  or  rather  that  Effort 
orSprkg,  maybe  confidered the  Great Wkelt, 
lird  moved  by  that  which  arc  the  Con¬ 
vocation  for  the  Ecclcfiadical  Government,  and 
the  Parliament  for  the  Civil. 

But  for  the  better  unilcrdanding  of  the  Ec- 
clcliadical  Government,  it  will  be  expeciicnt  to 
premife  Ibmcwhat  of  the  Ecclcfiadical  Pcrfbiis

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IN  the  Government  of  the  Church  of 
Und,  among  the  EcclclialHcal  Perform  go¬ 
verning  in  the  Engliili  Church,  is,  Eirlltlic 
King  of  Enshnd ;  i\lio  is,  as  the  Lawyers  fay, 
Perfm  ficr^  (St  tnixii  cm  Succrioie,  The  King 
is  die  suyiremc  Bilhop  of  Er.gUtid ,  and  at  liii 
Coronation ,  by  a  Solemn  Confecration  and 
Unilion,  lie  becomes  a  Spiritual  Peribn,  Sa¬ 
cred  and  Ecdcfiaftical :  for,  as  he  hath  put  up- 
on  him  Comi  J{esid,  as  an  Emblem  of  lii> 
Kinglhip  and  Power  in  Temporals ;  fo  hath  lie 
Stoli  Sitcerdctis ,  commonly  called  Di!- 
■mitki,  as  a  Leviticil  Epbod,  to  fignilie  his  Pricli- 
hood  and  Power  in  Spirituals.  'He  is  Supreme 
Governour  in  all  Caulcs  and  over  all  Perfons 
EccleJijjlicil  as  well  as  Civil ;  is  Patron  Para¬ 
mount  of  all  Ecckfdfticjl  Benefices  in  EksIuI, 
to  whom  the  lall  Appeals  in  Ecr/fy/ajlica/AHain 
are  made,  who  alone  hath  Power  to  nominate 
Perfons  for  all  Billiopricks,  and  chief  Dignities, 
as  Deaneries,  and  fomc  Prebends  in  the  Chuteli, 
(Sc,  as  more  a:  large  may  be  feen  in  the  Fir.l 
Part  of  tlie  Tre/eMt  Stjtc  of  Ex^’dxd. 

Next  to  the  King  in  theChurch-Govcrnmcnt, 
arc  the  Billiops ,  whereof  two  are  called  Pri- 
ms,  Metropolims ,  or  ArchLiflmps-,  thatii, 
ChicfBii'hops,  the  one  of  Canterlurp,  the  othci 
ofrerfe,  each  of  which  have,  bcfidcs  their  pe¬ 
culiar  DioceCs,  a  Province  confilling  of  fevt- 
ral  Diocefles,  and  therein  by  Common  Law,  a 
Prerogative  of  proving  W  ills,  and  grant ing  AJ- 
minillrations,  rvhcrc  the  perfon  dying  had  fan 
md'ilii,  that  is,  above  s  /.  in  divers 
or  JuriJdicims.  Alfo  by  Grants  of  fcvcral  Kings, 
they  have  each  one  certain  Priviledges,  Liber¬ 
ties  and  Lnmunitics  in  their  own  E'iatcs. 
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Under  tlicfc  two  ArclibiHiops  arc  Twenty  fix 
Biihupricks,  whereof  Twenty  two  arc  reckon¬ 
ed  in  the  Province  of  Cmerbitry,  and  Four  in 
the  Province  of  Tork^.  So  that  tlicre  arc  be- 
lilies  the  Two  Archbilhops ,  Twenty  four  Bi- 
ilioiis',  all  which  have  the  Title  of  Lords  by 
reaion  of  their'  Baronies  annext  to  their  Bi- 
Ihopricks  and  have  precedence  of  all  other  Ba¬ 
rons  both  in  Parliament  and  in  other  AlTcm- 
bliis :  amongll  thelc  prclidcs  always  the  Biihop 
of  London ,  who  by  antient  right  is  accounted 
Dan  of  the  Efijcofil  CoUtdge  of  that  Province, 
and  by  virtue  thereof,  is  to  fignific  the  plcaliire 
of  Ills  Metropolitan,  to  all  the  Bilhops  of  the 
Proviiic; ,  to  execute  his  Mxnditt,  to  difperfe 
liis  Mijfiws  on  all  emergency  of  affairs,  to  pre- 
lido  in  Convocations  of  Provincial  Sjni/ds  du¬ 
ring  the  nccelfary  abfence  of  the  MetrofoIiUM. 
Next  to  Londox,  in  Par/ijWMt,  precedes  Dur- 
tm,  and  then  lEitick^er ;  all  the  reft  of  the  Bi- 
ihops  take  place  according  to  the  Seniority  of 
their  Confecrations. 

The  FimUion  of  an  Englijl)  Sipot  confills  in 
what  he  may  adt,  cither  by  his  Epifcopil  Order, 
or  by  his  Epifcopil  purifditlion. 

By  his  Epifcopil  Order  he  may  Ordain  Det- 
wwand  Triejis,  he  may  Dedicate  Churches  and 
Burying  places ,  may  adminiftcr  the  Rite  and 
Ceremony  of  Confirmation ,  without  whom 
rone  of  thefe  things  may  be  done. 

Jhc^iirifdiiliott  of  a  Bifhop  is  cither  Otdita. 
1)  or  VeUgited ;  the  Ordimry,  is  what  by  the 
law  of  the  Land  belongs  to  each  Pilhop ,  in 
his  own  Diocefs ;  the  Delegited ,  is  what  the 
King  is  plealed  to  confer  upon  him ,  not  as  a 
Biihop,  but  as  he  is  a  Subjed ,  and  a  confide- 
table  Member  of  the  Kingdom ;  For  all  Clergy- 
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men  arc  la  Enghni  (as  anticntly  among  Godi 
own  People  the  Jews,  and  amongft  the  Primi. 
tivc  Chrillians ,  fo  foon  as  they  were  undtr 
Chriftian  Emperours)  judged  fit  to  enjoy  clivci) 
Temporal  Honours  and  Employments ;  as. 

Firfi,  To  be  in  the  Commifllon  of  the  Pcact, 
for  who  fo  proper  to  make  and  keep  Peace « 
they,  whofc  conllant  duty  it  is  to  Preach  Peace? 
who  fo  fit  as  they,  whole  main  bufinefs  and 
lludy  is  to  reconcile  thofe  that  arc  at  variance? 
And  therefore  fince  HisMajellies  happy  Rcllaii' 
ration,  as  well  as  before,  divers  grave  difcrect 
Divines  have  been  made  jullices  of  Peace,  and 
thereby  not  only  the  poor  Clcrgy'-men  have 
been  protcdlcd  from  the  opprcllion  of  theit 
caufelcfs  Enemies,  but  many  diflcrcnccs  have 
been  compofed  without  any  Law-fuit,  in  a 
more  Chrillian  and  Icfs  expenfive  way. 

_  Secondly,  to  be  of  HisMajellies  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  where  frequently  Cafes  of  Confciencc  may 
arife,  relating  to  State  Matters,  that  will  ad¬ 
mit  neither  of  delay  ncr  publication  :  An! 
therefore  after  tlic  Pattern  of  tliat  excellent 
Chrillian  Emperour  Conjlmtine  the  Great,  our 
good  Kings  both  before  and  fince  the  Refor¬ 
mation,  have  always  admitted  fomc  Spiritual 
Perfons  to  their  Council-Tables,  and  Clofct- 
Debates. 

Thirdly ,  To  be  employed  in  Publick  Trca- 
tms  and  Negotiations  of  Peace,  and  this  both 
the  Anticnt  and  Modern  Prailicc  will  juliilic, 
that  none  have  been  more  frequently  and  fuc- 
celsfiilly  ufed  in  fuch  Meflages,  than  theAm- 
baffadors  of  Chrill. 

Fourthly,  To  enjoy  fomc  of  the  Great  Offices 
of  the  Crown,  as  to  be  Lord  Chmollor,  Uri 
Treajurer ,  And  it  hath  been  obfervcil, 

that 
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that  in  the  late  Kings  Reign,  wlicn  tlic  Bidiop 
of  UaJoK  was  lord  Trafurer ,  that  Office  was 
executed  with  as  Tiiich  diligence,  ftithfulncfs, 
dexterity,  and  content  to  the  Subjeft,  as  xvcll 
j5  to  the  King ,  as  ever  it  had  been  by  any  of 
hit  Lay-Predcccflbrs. 

In  the  ordinary  Jurifdiftion  of  a  Bifhop,  as 
a  Pilhop  may  be  confidcred ,  either  the  furif- 
iiilm  it  felf,  or  xvhat  is  inlfatcd  in  him  by  the 
law  ef  tlie  Land,  for  the  better  execution  of 
that  JurifdilHon. 

The  ^urijdilHon  it  felf  is  eflablidied  partly 
by  Statute-Law,  as  to  Licence  Phylitians,  Sur- 
•gcons;  and  School-Mafters,  to  unite  and  confo- 
liiiatc  fmall  Parilhes ,  to  affitl  the  Civil  Magi- 
hrat  .s  in  execution  of  fome  Statutes  concern¬ 
ing  Ecclefiaftical  Affiiirs,  to  compel  the  payment 
of  Tenths  and  Subfidics  due  from  the  Clergy 
to  the  King. 

Partly  by  Common  Law,  as  upon  tlie  Kings 
Writ  to  certifie  the  Judges  touching  legiti¬ 
mate  and  illegitimate  Births  and  Marriages ; 
to  require  upon  tlie  Kings  Writ  the  burning 
of  an  obliinatc  Hcrctick  ;  alfo  to  require  the 
Kings  Writ  for  imprifoning  the  Body  of  one 
that  obllinatcly  llands  Excommunicated  Forty 
days. 

And  partly  by  Common  and  EcclcfiaOical  Law 
together,  as  to  caul'c  Wills  of  the  Deccafed  to 
be  proved  ,  to  grant  Adminiftratien  of  Goods 
of  ilicli  as  die  intellatc ,  to  give  order  for  the 
gathering  and  preferving  of  pcrilTiabL'  Goods, 
"hCrh  none  is  willing  to  adminillcr ,  to  caufe 
scc'ouht  to  be  given  of  Adminilirations,  to  col¬ 
late  Benefices,  to  grant  Inftitutions  to  Benefices 
upon  Prefentations  of  other  Patrons,  to  com- 
j  maud  Indiiftion  to  be  eiven,  to  order  the  col- 
Icdiiig  and  prefen’ing  of  die  Profits  of  Vacant 
Benefices, 
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Rcneficcs,  for  tlic  uf;  of  the  SuccefTors,  to  dc- 
feii'.l  thchiMncliifcs  ant!  Liberties  of  the  Chuicli, 
to  viiit  their  particular  DiocciTes  once  in  three 
yeais;  and  therein  to  inquire  of  the  Manr.cn, 
Carriages,  Delintiucncics,  ^c,  of  Miniliers,  of 
Chiirch-W'ardcns,  of  the  rell  of  tlic  Pariil-, lo¬ 
ners  ,  and  amongll  them ,  cfpecially  of  tliol'c 
that  profefs  themfclvcs  Pliyluians,  Surgeeiis, 
Scliool-Malicrs.  MitUs  ives ;  of  Wardens  of  Hof- 
pitais,  how  they  perform  their  fcveral  Duties 
and  Trulls ;  alfo  of  all  oth.cr  profeflirig  Cliri- 
Jiianity,  and  oilciKling  either  again!}  Piety,  as 
by  Blafphemy,  Idolatry,  Superflition,  Perjiir\-, 
Hcrelie,  Errours  againll  the  Thirty  Nine  Arti¬ 
cles,  cchifm.  Conventicles,  ablcncc  from  Di¬ 
vine  Service,  unlawful  abflinencc  from  the  Sa¬ 
craments;  or  clfe  offending  againll  Juliice,  as 
the  delaying  of  the  Legacies  given  to  the  Poor 
or  Pious  Llfcs,  Dilapidations  of  Buildings,  or 
Goods  belonging  to  the  Church;  taking  the 
llfury  beyond  the  rate  allowed  by  Statute,  Si¬ 
mony,  Perjury,  Kf.  or  byoffending  againll  So¬ 
briety,  as  Drunkennefs,  Inccll ,  Adultery,  For¬ 
nication,  filthy  Speech ,  tempting  of  any  ones 
Challity,  Clandcllinc  Marriages,  as  for  want  of 
tliricc  publiBiing  the  Bancs ,  the  want  of  Pa¬ 
rents  conf.nt,  the  want  of  Witnclfcs,  ivhicli 
mull  bo  above  two,  or  marrying  in  a  private 
place,  in  an  undue  time,  before  cigjit  in  the 
morning,  and  after  twelve  of  the  Cfock  in  the 
day,  dc. 

Now  for  the  better  executing  of  this  Jar/f- 
diiVoK,  the  Law  of  Engkrii  liath  furnillicd  the 
Bilhops  with  a  power  of  Ecclefiajlicjl  Ctn- 
fures,  w  hereof  fomc  may  be  infliflcd  both  upon 
Lay-men  aiKl  Churcli-men,  as  Sufpenfion  from 
entring  into  the  Church ,  or  clfe  from  recei¬ 
ving  the  Sacrament,  or  greater  Excommunica- 
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tions  Others  may  be  infliflcd  oiilv  upon 
Eeddialiical  Perfons,  as  Siquellration  of  their 
i:cclt(ia!iiC‘il  Prolits,  ,'ulpcnlions  fonicrimcs  ai 
Oljido,  furactimes  a  Biy.cficio,  Vefriv.nm,  anvl 
j)cf('fihn,  which  is  foni.iimcs  verba),  by  fen- 
tence  pronounced  apaiid;  tiicni ;  and  ibmctimcs 
real,  by  Degradation.  Here  not..  That  of  all 
tlici'c  Ccnliircs ,  Excommunication  is  never  to 
be  inilidted  but  only  for  Contumaev ;  as  wlicii 
a  perfon  being  duly  lummoned  ,  w;ll  not  ap- 
pc.ir ;  or  appearing,  will  not  obey  tlic  Orders 
oftheUifhop.

laiid,  H  n  follomih. 

When  any  Bifliops  See  becomes  vacant,  the 
Di:n  'm\  Chapter  of  that  Cathedral  giving  no¬ 
tice  thereof  to  the  King,  wiio  is  Patron  of  all 
the  liilliopricks  in  England ,  and  humbly  Re- 
queliing ,  tliat  His  Ma;dly  will  give  leave  for 
them  to  choofe  another ;  the  King  hereupon 
grants  to  the  Dean  His  Conge  d'  BJlire,  which 
ill  Fretch  ( wlicrcin  it  was  anricntly  penned ) 
lignitics  leave  to  clcdl;  then  tlic  Dean  fummons 
a  Chapter  or  AlTembly  of  the  Prebendaries, 
"ho  either  eledt  the  jierfon  recommended  by 
His  Majelli.s  Letters ,  or  flicw  caufe  to  the 
contrary.  Nc.xt,  tlie  Eleflion  is  certified  to 
the  party  Elcdlcd  ,  who  doth  modelily  refute 
it  the  firll  and  fecond  time ;  and  if  he  refufe  It 
a  third  time  ,  then  that  being  certified  to  His 
Majclly ,  anotlier  is  recommended  ;  wlien  the 
Elediion  is  accepted  by  tlie  party ,  it  is  certi¬ 
fied  to  the  King ,  and  the  ArchbilTiop  of  that 
Province,  whereupon  the  King  gives  His  Royal 
Alicnt  under  the  Great  Seal  of  fngtod;  which 
‘s  exhibited  to  the  Archbilhop  of  that  Pro¬ 
vince, 
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viiice ,  with  comniaml  to  confirm  aiul  ronfc- 
cratc  him ;  hereunto  the  Archbilliop  fnltfcribct 
/ut  Ccnfmmtio ,  and  gives  CommilTion  undo 
his  Arcliiepilcopal  Seal  to  his  Vicar-General, 
to  perrorin  all  tlie  A£ls  retjuirecl  for  perfefting 
his  Confirmation. 

The  Vicar-General  then  in  the  Name  of  tk 
Archbilhop  fends  forth  a  Citation,  (bmmoning 
all  Oppofers  of  the  faid  Eleftion,  or  POrfon  E- 
ledted,  to  appear  at  a  certain  time  and  place 
el'pecially  alligncd  to  make  their  Objedtions. 
This  done  by  an  Oflicer  of  the  Arches,  ufually 
at  Bow-Cburch  in  Ckjffide,  London,  by  Procla¬ 
mation  three  times,  and  tlicn  affixing  tlic  faid 
Citation  on  the  Church-door,  for  all  people  to 
read, the  (aid  Oaiccr  returns  an  Authentick  Cer¬ 
tificate  thereof  to  the  Archbilhmi  and  Vicar- 
General.  At  the  day  and  plaee  alligncd  for  the 
appearance  of  the  Oppofers,  the  Vicar-Gcnc- 
ralfits,  then  tl  c  Proftor  for  the  laid  Dean  and 
Chapter ,  exhibits  the  Royal  AlTcnt ,  and  the 
CommilTion  of  the  ArchbiOiop;  which  read 
ami  acccjHcd  by  the  Vicar-Gcncral,thcProftor 
exhibits  the  Proxy  from  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter,  and  then  prelcnts  the  Elcfted  Rifliop,  and 
returns  the  Citation,  and  delircs  the  Oppofers 
to  bcpuhlickly  called  three  times,  which  being 
(lone  accordingly,  he  acciifcth  their  contumacy, 
and  for  penalty  thereof,  defires  that  the  biifi- 
nefs  may  proceed,  which  iheVicar-Gcncraliii 
a  Schedule  by  him  read  and  liibfcribcd  doth 
order.  Next  the  Proftor  giving  a  ftiminary 
Petition ,  whetein  is  deduced  the  whole  Pro- 
cefs  of  Elcelton  and  Confent,  delircs  a  time  to 
be  affigned  to  prove  it,  which  the  Vicar-Gc- 
ncral  admits  and  decrees.  After  which ,  the 
Proftor  exhibits  the  Royal  AlTent ,  with,  the 
Elcflcd 
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Elcikd  Billiops  AITcnt,  nnd  tlic  Certificate  to 
tlie  Arclibilliop ,  and  dclircs  a  term  prefcntly 
to  be  aiiigiicd  to  hear  final  Sentence,  'vhich  tlic 
Vicar-General  dccre.  s.  Then  the  Erodior  dc¬ 
lircs  that  all  Oppufers  lliould  again  be  called, 
which  being  thrice  publickly  done,  and  none 
appearing,  nor  oppoling,  they  are  pronounced 
contumacious,  and  a  Decree  made  to  proceed 
to  Sentence,  by  a  hclicdule  read  and  fubferibed 
by  the  laid  Vicar-General.  Then  tlic  Eleft 
Peifon  takes  the  Oath  of  Supremacy,  Simony, 
ami  Canonical  Obedience. 

Next  the  Judge  of  the  Arches  reads  and  fub- 
feribe,  the  Sentence ;  after  w  hich,  ufually  there 
is  au  entertainment  made  for  the  Officers  and 
others  there  prefent,  svhicli  being  once  done  at 
the  Sign  of  the  Nip-Heid  in  Ckeiffik ,  near 
the  faid  Borv-Cburcb,  gave  ccca/ion  to  our  Ad- 
verfaries  of  tlic  l{omi]h  Church ,  to  affirm  that 
Vable,  that  there  our  firll  Billiops  after  the  Re- 
formatinn  were  Confecrated. 

When  a  Billiop  is  Eletfcd,  and  the  Elcdiion 
confirmed,  he  may  give  Inllitution,  and  do  his 
ordinary  Jurifdiftion  ;  and  may  fit  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  as  Lord  thereof,  according  to  Sir  Ei- 

WJr.l  Coot.  4  /ujlit,  p.47. 

After  the  Confirmation ,  then  according  to 
tlic  Kings  Mandate,  is  the  Iblcmn  Confccration 
of  the  Elcdlcd  Bilhop,  which  is  done  by  the 
Archbifliop ,  with  the  aflillancc  of  two  other 
liilliops,  in  manner  following. 

Upon  fomc  Smin  or  Holiday  after  Morning 
Service,  the  Archbifliop  beginneth  the  Com- 
niunioii  Service  ;  after  a  certain  Prayer  ap¬ 
pointed  for  this  occafioii ,  one  of  the  Billiops 
there  prefent  readeth  the  Epilllc,  i  Tim,  5. 
another  readeth  thcGofpcl,  JoAu  n.  Then  .af¬ 
ter  the  Nicene  Creed  and  fomc  Sermon ,  tlic 
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liilliop  to  tlic  Archdeacon  of  !iis  Province,  to 
Inll.il  the  ISillioi)  Eleftccl,  Confirmed  and  Con- 
fccratcd ;  which  Inlfalnicnt  is  almoii  on  tiic 
fame  manner  in  all  Catlicdrals  and  is  nlhally 
tliii«. 

Upon  any  day  hctw’ccn  the  hen:: .  and 
Eleven,  in  the  prelcnce  of  a  I'uh:.  ■.  lary, 
thcBilliop  Elcdt,  or  his  Proxy,  wh.i.  h  s  ufua'l, 
is  introduced  into  the  Catliedral  :  hireh  by 
the  Archdeacon  of  Cmkrbury,  by  sv  hom  all  the 
Bifiiops  of  that  Province  arc  Inliallcd,  (orclfc 
by  l-.is  Proxy  l('mctimes)  and  rirll  he  declares 
iLsafTeiit  to  thcKiiifs  Supremacy,  and  fwears, 
that  Hillers  lie  be  othcrw  ife  difpenred  with,  he 
will  he  Refident  accordinp  to  the  Cullom  of 
that  Catliedral,  and  ohierve  the  CuHoms  of  the 
faiil  Chinch,  and  canfc  others  to  obferve  the 
fame.  Then  the  Archdeacon,  with  the  Petty 
Canni's  and  Officers  of  the  Church,  accompany 
the  Bilfiops  up  to  the  Quire ,  and  there  place 
him  in  tl;c  Seat  prepared  for  the  Bifhops,  hc- 
tivceii  tlie  Altar  and  the  riglitfidc  of  the  C^uire, 
anti  then  the  Arclnlcacon  pronounces  tlicfe 
words  in  Latin ,  Ego  mttorime  mihi  comniiffli 
hiiiico  t?  intimizo  ^{everendm,  h  Cbrijh  Pa- 
tri-riPomm  N.N.  Epifeofum,  ^  DomtmCu- 
jlcdutfmim  iMroitiim  (s'  exiiuin  ex  bee  kum  in 
Sicuium,  (s'c.  Tlicn  the  Subdean  and  the  Petty 
Canons  fing  the  Te  Dem-,  mean  while  the  Bi- 
Ihop  is  again  conducted  from  his  own  place  to 
the  Deans  Scat,  and  there,  in  token  of  taking 
teal  polTelfion,  he  Hands  till  Te  Dem  is  ended, 
together  with  other  Prayers ,  the  Archdeacon 
reading  feme  Vcrficlcs ,  as ,  O  Lori ,  five  thu 
tb)  ServM  N.  oitr  Bijhop,  (tiie  people  anfwcr- 
ing)  yliti  [end  him  heulth  from  th  holy  pUce,  &c. 
Then  the  Archdeacon  reads  a  (hort  Celled  for 
tlie  Bilhop  by  Name ;  After  Prayers,  tli:  Bi- 
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ftiop  is  conduced  intotlicChaptcr-Houfc,  anj 
there  placc;l  on  a  high  Scat ;  the  then  Arch¬ 
deacon  and  all  the  Prebends  and  Officers  of  the 
Church,  come  b.fore  the  BilTiop,  and  acknow- 
ledge  Canonical  Ob.di.'ncc  to  him  ;  1  iiially, 
the  Publick  Notary  is  by  the  Archdeacon  re- 
(juired  to  make  an  Inllrument  declaring  tk 
\shole  matter  of  fafl  in  this  affair. 

Then  the  faid  Bilhop  is  introduced  into  the 
Kings  prefence,  to  do  his  homage  for  his  Tem¬ 
poralities  or  Barony  ,  by  kneeling  dorvii ,  and 
putting  his  Hands  between  the  Hands  of  the 
King,  fitting  in  a  Chair  of  State,  and  by  taking 
of  a  Solemn  Oath  to  be  true  and  faithfiil  to  His 
Maielly,  and  that  he  holds  his  Temporaliticsof 
Him. 

Laftly,_  Tl’.e  new  Bidiop  compounds  for  the 
Firll-Fruits  of  his  Billwprick,  that  is,  agrees 
for  his  firfi  years  profits  to  be  paid  to  the  King, 
within  two  years,  or  more,  if  the  King  pleafc, 

The  Tranllation  of  a  Bifhop  from  one  Biflio- 
prick  to  another,  difil-rs  only  in  this,  from  the 
manner  of  making  a  Billiop,  that  there  is  no 
Confecration, 

The  Tranllation  of  a  Bilhop  to  be  Archbi- 
drop,  differs  only  in  the  Commiffion ,  which 
is  diredted  by  His  Majelly  to  four  or  more  Bf- 
Ihops  to  confirm  him.  Note ,  That  the  diffe¬ 
rence  between  an  Archbidiop  and  a  Bilhop, 
is,  that  the  Archbilhop,  with  other  Bilhops, 
doth  Confecratc  a  Bidiop,  as  a  Bilhop  with 
other  Priclls  doth  Ordain  a  Pried ;  The  Arch¬ 
bilhop  vifils  the  whole  Province,  the  Bilhop 
only  Ills  Diocefs ;  the  Archbidiop  can  Coil* 
vocatc  a  Provincial  Synod  ,  the  Bilhop  only 
a  Diocefan  Synod  :  The  Archbilhop  is  Ordi¬ 
nary  too  ,  and  hath  Canonical  Authority  over 
all  the  I  idiops  of  his  Province ;  and  as  the  Di- 
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fhop  liatli  over  all  tlic  Pi  icfis  of  his  Diocefs. 

Several  Billiops  of  Engkttii  having  Dioccllcs 
of  a  large  extent,  it  was  provided  byJwt.  stf. 

//«.  8.  that  they  (hould  liavc  a  Power  to  no¬ 
minate  Ionic  to  the  King,  to  he,  with  his  appro¬ 
bation,  Suffragan,  or  Sublidiary  Bilhops,  where¬ 
of  fee  more  in  the  firft  Part  of  tlic  Vnfai  Sinte 
ofEn^Ur.i.  Of  thcl'c  there  are  none  atpreient 
i'll  the  Church  of  Er, gland,  but  the  next  to  the 
Bilhoi's  arc  now  the  Deans  of  Cathedral 
ChurckN. 

A.'iticiulyBilliopsdid  not  ordinarily  tranfaft  anl 
matterb  of  Moment,  pm  cofpEio  Ercsl>)terorum  ^f’-tifr. 
\rmiplim,  who  were  then  called  Senatores  Ec- 
ckfa,  and  Colleagues  of  the  Bilhops,  reprefent- 
cd  in  fume  fort  by  our  Catlicdrals;  whereof 
tlic  Dean  and  fome  of  the  Prebends  are,  upon 
tlie  Bilhops  fummons,  to  alfill  h,m  in  Ordina¬ 
tions  ,  in  Dci'rivations  ab  0§cio  ftf  Bentjicio,  in 
condemnation  of  obftinatc  Hercticks ,  in  the 
great  Excommunications,  and  in  fuch  like 
"eighty  afairs  of  the  Church.  Upon  th» 

Kings  ■\Vrit  of  Conge  d'  Efiire  (as  before- 
iiientioncd  )  the  Dean  and  Prebendaries  are  to 
clcift  the  Bilhop  of  that  Diocefs.  Cathedral 
and  Collegiate  Churclies,  are,  as  it  were  Semi¬ 
naries  or  Seed-Plots ,  whercout  from  time  to 
bme  may  be  cliofen  fit  perfons  to  govern  the 
Church,  for  having  left  tlic  Countrey,  and  li¬ 
ving  here  in  a  Society  together,  they  learn  cx- 
Kncuce,  they  read  men,  they,  by  little  and 

put  off  the  familiarity  of  the  inferior 

Coimtrcy  Clergy ,  and  thereby  render  them- 
iWves  more  fit  to  be  fet  over  them  in  GoVern- 
incnt,  Tlic  Dean  and  Prebendaries,  during 
tlicir  required  rcfidcncc  in  their  Cathedral  or 
Collegiate  Churches,  arc  to  keep  Uoipitality , , 

C  upon 
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upon  all  Follivals  to  read  Divinity  in  their 
turns,  which  is  now  turnwl  to  Sermons,  or  fet 
Speeches  in  the  Pulpit ,  at  due  time  to  admi. 
nilicr  the  Lords  Supper ;  to  frequent  tlie  pub. 
lick  Divine  Service ;  to  inllnidt  the  Countrey 
Clergy ,  and  dircdl  them  how  and  what  to 
Preach,  whereby  they  may  Ijsft  profit  their  Au¬ 
ditors  :  In  a  word ,  as  they  excel  others  in 
Dignity,  and  arc  th.refore  lliled  Prelates,  fo 
by  their  more  eminent  Piety  and  Charity,  they 
arc  to  be  examples  and  patterns  to  the  inferior 
Clergy. 

In  every  Cathedral  or  Bilhops  Sec  there  is  a 
Dean,  and  divers  Prebendaries,  or  Canons, 
whofc  number  is  uncertain. 

■  Deans  of  the  old  Foundations,  founded  before 
the  fuppreHion  of  Monallcrics ,  arc  brought  to 
their  Dignities  much  like  Bilhops,  the  Kinglirll 
fending  forth  his  Cotige  d'  Ejlire  to  the  Chap- 
ter,  they  elefliug,  and  the  King  granting  his 
Royal  AlTcnt,  the  liilhop  confirms  him, and  gives 
his  Mandate  to  Inllall  him. 

Deans  cf  the  new  Foundations  (  upon  fup- 
prclFionof  Abbeys  or  Priories,  transformed  by 
JJen.  8.  into  Dean  and  Chapter)  arc  by  a  fiior- 
ter  cotirfc  iufiallcd,  by  vcitucof  the  Kings  Let¬ 
ters  Patents,  without  cither  cLdiion  or  confir¬ 
mation. 

Among  the  Canons  or  Prebendaries  in  the 
old  Foundations,  fomc  arc  OMjiici  aflH,  having 
I’mbendum  fedik  inctoroti  ]usfuffragii  inCtfi- 
tulo ;  others  atcCMonici  in  E'er  bit  ( as  they  arc 
called  )  having  right  to  the  next  Prebend 
that  thall  become  void,  and  having  already 
a  .Stall  in  tlie  Q;]irc,  but  no  votc  in  the  Chap 
ter.  , 

A  Prebend  is  properly  the  portion  wbicn 
every  Prcb.ndary  of  a  Collegiate  or  Cathc- 
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dral  Church  rcccivcth  in  the  riglit  of  his  place 
for  his  maintenance,  qn.jJ!  furs  vd  forth  frt- 
billdi. 

Next  in  tlic  Government  of  the  Englilh 
Church  may  he  reckoned  Archdeacons,  where¬ 
of  there  are  Co  in  all  Evgl^r.d  .•  Their  Office  is 
tovifit  two  years  in  three,  and  to  enquire  of 
Reparations  ,  and  Moveables  belonging  to 
1  Churches,  to  reform  abides  in  EccIcfialKcal 
matters,  and  to  bring  the  more  weighty  affairs 
before  the  Bilhop  of  the  Diocefs;  and  there¬ 
fore  he  is  called ,  y//ter  Efifeopi  Ocitlia,  fthe 
other  being  the  Dean,  as  he  is  mentioned  in  the 
FirliPart  of  the  Prefm  Sws.')  Moreover,  the 
Office  of  an  Archdeacon  is  upon  the  Bilhops 
Mandate  to  indudb  Clerks  into  their  Benefices, 
and  thereby  to  give  them  polTcffion  of  all  the 
Profits  belonging  thereto. 

Many  Archdeacons  have,  by  Pre/cr/gt/M,  their 
Courts  and  Officials,  as  Bifhops  have ;  whereof 
more  hereafter. 

After  Archde-acons  arc  the  /rckiprefbfteri,  or 
Rural  Deans,ro called  perhaps  at  lirll  for  liisovcr- 
lightof  feme  Ten  Parifh  I'rk-flsj  their  Office  is 
now  upon  Orders  toConvocate  the  Clergy,  to 
failic  to  them,  fometimes  hy  Letters,  the  Bi¬ 
mops  plealhrc ,  and  to  give  Indudtion  for  the 
Archdeacon  living  afar  offi 

Next  arc  to  be  conlidcrcd  the  Priefts  of  every 
particular  parilli,  who  arc  commonly  called  the 
doctors,  unlcfs  the  Predial  Tythes  arc  Impro¬ 
priated,  and  then  they  arc  llilcd  Vicars,  w- 

tti  J^florm.  Their  Office  is  to  take 
tare  cf  all  their  Parifliioncrs  Souls,  and  like 
good  Shepherds ,  to  handle  every  particular 
aticcp  apart;  to  Catcchifc  the  ignorant,  re- 
nacc  the  firaying,  confirm  tlie  wavering ,  .con- 
'incc  the  obitinate,  reprehend  the  wicked,  con- 
C  1  fiite 
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futc  Scliifmaticks,  rccontilciliifcrcnccs  among 
Neighbors,  to  cxcrcifctlic  power  of  binding 
and  lofing  of  Souls  as  occafion  lliall  oiler,  to 
read  duly  Divine  Service,  to  adniinilter  the  holy 
Sacraments,  to  vilit  the  Sick,  to  Marry,  to  Bury, 
to  render  ixiblick  Tlianks  after  Child-bearing,  to 
keep  a  Regilier  of  all  Marriages,  Chri  linings  and 
Burials  that  ihall  happen  within  theParilh,  to 
read  Divine  Sermons  or  Homilies  appointed  by 
Authority  (and  if  the  Bifhop  thinks  tit)  to  read 
orfpeakby  heart  their  own  Conceptions  in  the 
Pulpit. 

Lallly,  Deacons,  whofe  Office  is  to  take  care 
of  the  Poor,  Baptize,  Read  in  the  Church,  af- 
till  the  Priellat  the  Lords  Supper,  by  giving  tk 
Cup  onely. 

After  this  brief  account  of  Eccletiallical  Per- 
fons,  fomewhat  may  here,  not  unfitly,  be  added, 
touching  thofe  perfons,  who.  though  not  in  Ho¬ 
ly  Orders,  yet  have  a  peculiar  Relation  to  the 
Church,  and  are  qutji  ];m-Ecck/ljl}ici,  3s,M, 
Patrons  of  Churches,  who,  by  tirll  building  of 
Churches,  orfirtl  endowing  them  with  Lands, 
have  obtained  for  them  and  their  Heirs  a  Right 
of  Advowfon  or  Patronage ,  whofe  Office  and 
Duty  istoimpofeafit  Clerk,  (when  the  Church 
is  void)  tothcBilliop,  to  be  by  him  Canonical¬ 
ly  indituted,  and  to  proteft  the  faid  Church,  as 
far  as  he  can,  from  all  wrong;  and  in  cafe  his 
Clerk  prove  unlit  for  the  place ,  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  thcBiHiop. 

But  the  fcveral  inconveniences  of  this  right 
of  PretenfioH ,  liath  been  of  late  years  fo 
great,  that  it  is  to  be  wilhcd  that  all  the  Ad- 
vowfons  in  EtigUnd,  not  now  in  the  Crosvn, 
were,  by  fomc  publick  T3x  purchafed  and  fci- 
Icd 
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led  forever  in  the  Crown,  that  fo  all  Parfons 
and  Vicars  ( as  well  as  llifliops ,  Deans ,  and 
Prebendaries)  may  luve  their  dependence  up¬ 
on  the  Kiiips  bounty  onely,  (  as  all  the  Clergy 
in  foracRefoi  med  Churches  now  have)  and  not 
upon  any  mean,  covetous,  illiterate,  fadtious,  he¬ 
terodox,  limoniacal,  or  facrilegious  Patron.* 
bywhich  one  means,  all  the  Englifli  Clergy  mnft 
foon  become  Loyal,  Orthodox ,  and  Unani- 
nicius. 

Next  arc  the  Oeco»omi,vel  Ecck/ix  Guirdk- 
iii,  the  Churchwardens,  whofe  Office  is  to  fee, 
that  the  Chuch  be  in  good  repair,  fitly  adorn¬ 
ed,  and  nothing  wanting  for  Divine  Service,  Sa- 
cranKnt,  and  Sermons;  that  the  Church-vard 
be  fumcicntly  mounded  or  inclofed ;  that  there 
bean  exadl Terrier  of  the  Glebe  Lands,  and  if 
any  thing  belonging  totheChurch  be  detained, 
to  fuc  for  the  fame ;  to  obicrve  that  all  Parilhio- 
ners  come  duly  to  Divine  Service,  to  require 
the  penalty  for  abfcnce,  to  enquire  after,  toad- 
raoiiilli ,  and  to  prefent  to  the  BilTiop  fcanda- 
luus  livers,  tocollcfl  the  charity  of  Parilliio- 
ners  for  the  poor  Strangers,  to  declare  and  to 
execute  the  Orders  of  tlic  Bilhop,  to  fee  that 
none  prefume  to  vent  his  own  conceptions  in 
the  Pulpit ,  unlefs  he  hath  a  fpecial  Licence  fo 
to  do.  The  Churchtvardens  are  clcClcd  eve¬ 
ry  Ealier- week,  ulually  by  the  Parfon  and  Pa- 
nlhioncrs,  ifthey  fo  agree;  if  not,  then  one 
oy  the  Parfon  and  the  other  by  the  Parilliio- 

Hi  rc  arc  alfo  in  greater  ParilTics  joyned 
"itli  the  Churchwardens, Tcjlcj  Symltks,  anti- 
caily  called  Synods-mcn ,  now  corruptly  called 
!ii(lcs-nieu,  who  arc  to  affilhhc  Churclnvardcns, 

inquirits  into  the  lives  of  inordinate  Livers , 
JiiJiii  prcfciiting  M.n  at  Vifitations, 

C  3  Lafily, 
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laftly,  the  Sacrilhn,  corruptly  the  Sexton 
cr  Clark,  who  is  ordinarily  to  be  cholcn  byth: 
'Parfononcly ;  he  ought  to  be  Twenty  years  old 
or  above,  of  good  life,  that  can  Read,  Write, 
and  Sing;  his  Office  is  to  ferve  at  Church  tlx 
Pricll  and  Churchwardens. 

In  the  Church  of  £t;,g/a!ii,  there  arc,  as  in  the 
antient  Primitive  times,  three  Orders,  Bilhopi, 
Priefts,  and  Deacons.  None  may  be  admitted 
Deacons  before  the  age  of  z  3  years,  imlefs  he 
hath  a  Difpenfation  to  be  admitted  younger: 
None  may  bemade  a  Pricll  till  lie  be  complete¬ 
ly  years  old :  None  may  be  admitted  a  Bi- 
diop  till  he  be  full  30  years  eld. 

The  Ordination  of  Priefts  and  Deacons  is 
four  times  the  year,  upon  lour  fevcral  Sundays 
in  the  Ember  or  Falling  Weeks,  fitil  introduced 
hy  the  holy  Martyr  Calixtiif  Bifnop  of  \cme,  a- 
bout  the  year  of  cur  Lord  zzo,  that  lb  all  the 
Nation  may  at  once,  in  their  joynt  Prayers  to 
God,  recommend  them  that  arc  to  receive  Or¬ 
dination,  which  is  performed  by  a  Bilhop,  in  a 
Iblcmn  grave  devout  manner,  thus  for  D  .aeons. 
After  Morning  Prayer  there  is  a  Sermon,  de¬ 
claring  the  Duty  and  Office  of  Deacons  and 
Priclis;  then  they  being  decently  habited,  arc 
prefented  to  the  Bilhop  by  the  Archdeacon 
or  his  Deputy ,  whom  the  Bilhop  asks,  if  he 
hath  made  due  inquiry  of  them,  and  then  aski 
the  People,  if  they  know  any  notable  impedi¬ 
ment  or  crime  in  any  one  of  them :  after  follow 
certain  godly  Prayers,  then  a  Collcft ,  Epiltk. 
and  Gofpel :  but  before  the  Gofpcl  the  Oath 
of  Supremacy  is  adininillrcd  to  every  one  of 
them,  and  the  Bilhop  putteth  divers  god¬ 
ly  quellions  to  them ,  which  being  anl'wcr- 
cd  ,  they  all  kneel ,  and  he  laying  his  hands 
upon  them  fcvcrally,  doth  ordain  them  D-a- 
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cons,  then  delivers  to  every  one  of  them  the 
Ncw’TcIbmtnt ,  ami  gives 'them  authority  to 
rcaJ  the  fame  in  the  Clmrcli :  Then  one  of  them 
appointed  by  the  Bifliop  reads  the  Gofpcl,  and 
then  all  with  the  Billiop  proceed  to  the  Com¬ 
munion,  and  fo  are  difmitTcd  with  the  Blelling 
pronounced  by  the  Billiop. 

The  Ordination  of  Pricllsis  partly  in  the 
fame  manner,  onely  thcEpilllc  andGofperare 
different ;  and  after  the  quellions  and  anfwcrs 
made,  the  I'ilhop  puts  up  a  particular  Prayer 
for  tlicm,  and  that  ended,  he  defircs  the  Con¬ 
gregation  to  recommend  them  to  God  fecrct- 
ly  in  their  Prayes,  for  doing  of  which  there  is  a 
coiiipctcnt  time  of  general  fflence :  Then  fol¬ 
lows  Kfiii  Creator  Spirim,  in  Meetcr  to  bcfbng ; 
then  after  another  Prayer,  they  all  kneeling,  the 
Bilhop,  with  one  or  two  of  the  grave  Priefts 
there  prefent,  laycth  Ids  hands  upon  the  head 
of  every  one  of  them  fevcrally,  and  gives  them 
Ordination  in  agravefet  form  of  words,  diffe¬ 
rent  both  from  that  of  Bifliops,  and  that  of 
Deacons;  the  reft  as  in  the  Ordaining  of  Dca- 
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land  i  and  firjl  ,  of  the  Convocjii- 
on. 

rOr  the  Church  Lcgrflativc  Pot'cr,  or  tfe: 

making  of  Ecclelialiical  I  aws,  aiul  Corfu!:- 
ing  for  the  more  weighty  afi'airs  of  theCliurcli, 
the  King  ,  by  the  advice  of  his  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil  ,  ufually  convokes  a  National  Syno:l,  com¬ 
monly  called  the  Convocation, which  is  fummon- 
'  td  in  manner  following. 

T])C  King  direfleth  His  Writ  to  the  Arcii- 
bidioi)  of  t:ach  Province,  for  fummoning  all 
Bilhops,  Deans,  Archdeacors,  Cathedrals,  and 
Collegiate  Churches,  according  to  their  bell 
(fifcrction  and  judgement ,  afllgning  them  the 
time  and  place  in  tlic  faid  Writ;  whereupon 
the  Archbifliop  of  C^nierinrji  direfls  I'is  Lcttcis 
totheBilliopof  London,  as  his  Dean  Provinci¬ 
al  ,  lirll  citing  himfclf  peremptorily,  and  then 
■w  illing  him  to  cite  in  like  manner  all  the  Bilhojis, 
Deans,  Aichdeacons,  Cathedra!  and  Collegiate 
Churches,  and  all  the  Clergy  of  his  Provinces 
that  place,  and  at  the  day  prefixt  in  the  VVriti 
hut  diretk'th  withal,  that  one  Proflor  fentfot 
,  each  Cathedral  a:d  CollegiateCliurch,antlt«,o 
for  the  Body  of  the  inferior  Clergy  -of  cadi 
Diocefs  may  fuflicc.  The  Bilhop  of /.ordw  ac¬ 
cordingly  direfts  his  Letters  to  the  BiHiopsof 
every  Diocefs  of  the  Province ,  citing  them  in 
like  manner  to  apitcar;  and  to  admonilh  the 
Deans  and  Archdeacons  to  appear  pcrlbnally. 
and  the  Cathedrals,  Collegiate  Churches,  and 
inferior  Clergy  of  thtf  Dioccls,  to  fend  tlicir 
Proftoii 
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Proftors  to  the  place ;  and  at  the  day  appoint¬ 
ed  to  ccttific  alfo  to  the  Archbilhop,  the  names 
ofallfoliimmoncd  by  them. 

The  place  tvlicrc  the  Convocation  of  the 
Clcrey  in  tlic Province  of  Cintcrbiiry  iiatli  ufual- 
ly  been  held,  was  St.  Fmls  Cliurcli  in  London,  but 
cf  later  times  of  St.  Feitrs  in  Wejtminjia,  in  the 
Chappel  of  F/enry  the  7tl),  where  there  is  ( as  in 
Parliament)  a  Higher  and  a  Lower Houfe,  ora 
Houfe  of  Lords  Spiritual,  and  a  Houfe  of  Com" 
mens  Spiritual. 

The  Higlier  Houfe  of  Convocation  in  the  Pro¬ 
vince  of  Canterbury  confills  of  ii  Biihops, where¬ 
of  the  Archbilhop  is  Prefident,  fitting  in  a  Cliair 
at  the  upper  end  of  a  great  Table,  and  tlie  Bi- 
(hops  on  each  fide  of  the  fame  Table,  all  in  their 
Scarlet  Robes,  and  Hoods ,  the  Archbifliops 
Hood  Furred  with  Ermin,  the  Biihops  withhli- 


■  The  Lower  Houfe  confills  of  all  the  Deans, 
ArclKlcacons.oncProflor  for  every  Chapter , 
and  two  ProCLors  forall  the  Clergy  of  each  Dio* 
ccfs.in  all,  iddl>crrons,-j«.  u  Deans,*. 4 Pre¬ 
bendaries,  y4  Arclidtacons,  and44Cler!;s  rc- 
prcfcntiiig  the  Diocefan  Clcry. 

•  The  firft  day,  hotli  Houfes  being  aficmbled, 
the  Higher  chaofeth  aUifliop  for  their  Prolo¬ 
cutor  ,  and  the  Lower  being  required  by  tlic 
Higher,  clioofe  them  a  Prolocutor,  or  Speaker; 
•which  done,  they  prcrciiC  him  to  the  Llppcr- 
Houfe  by  two  of  the  Members,  whereof  one 
makes  a  Speech  in  I  acin ;  and  tlicn  the  Eledl  Per- 
fonniakcs  anotlicr  Spcccli  in  Latin.  Lallly,tlie 
Arclibiihop  anfwcrs  in  Latin,  and’  inthename  of 
■all  the  Lords  approves  of  the  Perfon.  • 

C  5  Jotb 
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Both  Houfcs  debate,  and  tranfadf  oncly  fucli 
matters,  as  His  Majerty,  by  Commiillon,  exprefly 
allowcth. 

In  the  Uppcr-Houlc  things  arc  firfl  propo- 
fed  ,  and  then  communicated  to  the  Lower- 
Houfe, 

The  Major  Vote  in  each  Houfe  prevails. 

Out  of  Parliament  time  they  ufually  affcmbl: 
every  day  about  Nine  of  the  Clock,  and  firlhk 
Junior  BiQiop  fayes  Prayers  in  Latin,  b'.  ginning 
.with  the  Litany,  and  then  for  the  King.tJt, 
And  in  the  Lower  Houfe  the  Prolocutor  fay! 
Prayers. 

In  Convocation  are  debated  onely  matter! 
concerning  Religioiiand  the  Church,  and  fomc- 
time  of  giving  His  Majelly  alTilhncc  in  Money; 
for  as  the  Laity  cannot  be  taxed  without  their 
own  confent,  h^ified  by  their  Reprefcntativc! 
in  Parliament,  lb  the  Clergy  cannot  be  taxed 
without  their  own  confent,  fignified  by  their 
Reprefentatives  in  Convocation. 

The  Clergy  in  Convocation  might  antiently, 
without  asking  the  Royal  AlLent,  and  now  may 
with  the  Royal  AlTent,  make  Qnons  touching 
matters  of  Religion,  to  bind  not  onely  thcni- 
felvcs,  but  all  the  Laity,  without  confent  or  ra¬ 
tification  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  inParlia- 

Till  the  late  Rebellion,  the  Parliament  did 
not  at  all  meddle  in  the  making  Canons,  or  in 
matters  Doflrinal,  or  in  Tranllation  of  Scrip¬ 
tures,  or  Annotations  thereon,  onely  by  their 
Civil  Sandtions  ( when  they  were  thereto  rc' 
cyuired)  did  confirm  thcrcfirlts  and  confultati- 
ons  of  the  Clergy,  that  fo  the  people  might  be 
the  more  cafily  induced  to  obey  the  Ord. nances 
of  theirSpiritual  Governors. 

The  Clergy  of  EviUnd  had  antiently  then 
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Rcpr.f.ntativcs  in  tlie  Lowcr-Hon'c  of  Pnrlia- 
mciit,  as  appears  by  that  antient  Record  fo  pri- 
7cd,  by  the  late  Lord  ;  and  as  the  Upper- 
Houfe  had,  and  Hill  hatli  Lords  Spiritual  as  well 
as  Temporal;  fo  in  the  Lower-Houfe  thci'c 
were  always  Commons  Spiritual  as  well  as  Tem¬ 
poral;  fortliat  Record  faith  exprclly,  that  the 
Commons  in  Parliament  confill  of  3  degrees  or 
kinds;  Firll,  Ex  ProcitutonhtCkr: )  bccoml- 
Comhituum-,  Thirdly,  Ex  Sm-gex- 
fhii  And  the  words  of  the  Writdirefted  now 
to  the  Prociirmres  Cleri,  feem  to  give  them  the 
very  fame  right  to  lit  in  that  Houfe ,  as  the 
Words  of  the  Writ  to  the  Knights,  Citizcns.and 
Biirgcffes.dogivc  to  them. 

All  the  Members  of  both  Honfes  of  Convoca¬ 
tion  have  the  fame  Priviledgcs  for  thcmfclvcs 
and  Menial  Sen'ants,  as  the  Members  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  have,  and  that  by  Statute. 

The  Arclibilhopofrorleat  the  fame  time  holds 

at  Tort  a  Convocation  of  all  his  Province  in 
like  manner ,  and  by  conflant  corrcfpondcncc 
(loth  debate  and  conclude  of  tlic  fame  matters 
as  are  debated  and  concluded  by  the  Provincial 
Synod  of  Cintcrbur^, 

Now  for  tliC  Executive  Power  in  Church- 
matters  throughout  the  Kingdom  of  ExeUndy 
there  liave  been  provided  divers  c.xccllcnt: 
Courts,  whereof  thebigheft  for  Criminal  Cau- 
fe  was  the  High  CoinmilTion  Court;  for  Ju- 
rifdidtion  whereof,  it  was  enafted,  PrhnoE- 
Ikiktht,  time  Her  Majedy  and  Succeifors 
mould  liave  Power,  by  Letters  Patents,  under 
the  Great  Seal,  to  nominate  CommiHloncrs  to 
excrcife  Jnrifdiftion  throughout  the  whole 
Realm ;  to  vifit ,  reform ,  and  corrcift  all  Er¬ 
rors,  Hcrclics,  Schifms,  Abufes,  and  Dclinqiicn- 
cics 
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CCS,  that  may,  by  any  Ecclcfialiical  Po^^cr,  t; 
corrcdkcl  or  reformed. 

This  Court  conlilkd  of  tlic  Highcfl  Perfea; 
of  F.ngkr.i  in  the  Chiircli  and  State  ,  and 
the  Principal  Bulwark  and  Prefervative  of  the 
Church  of  againltthc  praflifes  andaf- 

£ults  cf  all  her  Advcrfarics ,  whether  Roma- 
nills,  Puritan,  or  Athiell ;  yet,  for  fomc  pretend¬ 
ed  abufes,  the  ufe  thereof  was  taken  away  inth: 
late  fcditious  long  Parliament;  wh.rcupon  fol¬ 
lowed  adelugc  of  Errors  in  Religion,  Apoftaej', 
Athcifni,Blafphemy,Sacrilcdgc,Inccft,  Adulte¬ 
ry,  impious  I.ibels,  Schifms,  Conventicles,  C/c. 
all  which  fo  overwhelmed  the  manners  of  En- 
glillimcn,  and  occafioned  at  length  fo  many 
profefled  Athiefts,  that  until  the  rc-ellablilh- 
ment  of  this,or  the  like  Court,  there  cannot  a 
Reformation  be  ealily  hoped  for. 

For  Civil  Affairs  tliat  concern  the  Churclij 

the  highcll  Court  is  the  Court  of  DcLgates.for 
the  Jurifdiftion  whcrcol  it  was  provided,’-  j  HX 
That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  anySufajcdl  of  £r,g- 
hni,  in  cafe  of  defeft  of  Jufticc  in  the  Courts  of 
the  Archbilhop  of  CiDiterburj,  to  appeal  to  the 
Rings  Majclly  in  his  Court  of  Chmccry,  and  that, 
upon  fuch  Appeal,  a  Comniidion  under  the 
Great  Seal  Ihall  be  direiled  to  certain  Perfons, 
particularly  dcligncd  for  that  bufinefs ;  fo  that 
from  the  bighcH  Court  of  the  Archbilhop  of 
Canterbury,  there  lies  an  Appeal  to  this  Court 
of  Delegates,  and  beyond  this  to  none  other. 

Next  to  th.c  Court  of  Delegates  arc  the 
Courts  of  the  Archbilhop  of  Caatertery,  where 
any  Ecclcflallical  Suits  between  any  perfuns 
within  his  Province  may  ( w;aving  all  iuferior 
Coarts),bc decided;  amongfttlicm  the  highcll 
Court

Court  is  the  Court  of  Arches ,  To  called  from 
the  Arched  Church  and  Tower  of  S.  Mities  in 
Ck.;f/lr,  Loi-Ji),!,  where  this  Court  i.  v.ont  to 
be  held,  the  Judge  whereof  is  called  J7ejn  of  ik 
Adas,  having  Juriiuidion  over  a  Deanry,  con- 
tliiig  of  13  Purilhes  within  lorJoti,  exempt 
fiO'irthe  jiirirdiition  of  the  liiihop  lor.ion. 
H.thcrare  dir.CtjJ  ad  Appeals  in  Ecclcliaiiical 
Matreis  within  the  Province  of  Cmerhury.  To 
this  Court  belongs  divers  Advocares,all  Doctors 
of  the  Civil  Law,  two  RegiiT  rs,  ar.d  ten  Prod- 
ors;  the  Dean  at  prefent  is  Sir  J{oberHViJimin, 
Knight. 

In  the  next  place  the  ArchbilT.opof  Cintet- 
htry  hath  his  Court  of  Audience  kept  within  the 
Archbilfiops  Palace,  and  mcdlctli  not  with  any 
ditlcrci'.ce  between  parties,  but  concerning  F.lc- 
fliotiSand  Confecration  of  nitViops,  Adniilfion, 
and  Conliitution  of  Benefices,  dilpenling  with 

Bancs  of  Matrimcny,C/c. 

The  next  Court  is  called  the  Prerogative 
Coutt,which)iulgctli  ofEllatcs  fallen  by  Will, 
or  by  Intcllatcs,  lb  called,  bccaufc  the  Archbi- 
fliop  jure  Prerogitivx  [me  hath  this  power 
throughout  his  whole  Province,  where  the 
Party  at  the  time  of  death  liad  5 1.  or  above,  in 
I'cvcral  Dioccflcs,and  thefe  two  Courts  hathal- 
fotlicArchbillwpofrorl;, 

Lalily,  the  Court  of  PrcH/Mri,  which  dealcth 
in  certain  Pariflics,  lying  in  feveral  Dioccifes , 
a'hich  Parillicsarc  exempt  from  the  Jurildifli- 
on  of  the  BilTiops  of  thofe  Diocefles,  ai’.d  arc 
peculiarly  belonging  to  the  Arclibilliop  of  Cm- 
Urbury,  in  whofe  Province  there  arc  57  fuch  Pe¬ 
culiars.

certain  place  of  the  Diocefs ,  and  fomc  certaia 
caufes  limited  to  him  by  the  Bilhopin  his  Com. 
miflion,  and  thefe  arc  called  Confiftory  Courts 
Moreovci^  every  Archdeacon  hath  his  Court 
and  Jurisdiftion,  where  liiiallcr  dilferenccs  ari. 
ling  within  his  limits  arc  pleaded.  Alfo  the 
Dtan  and  Chapter  hath  a  Court,  and  takcCo^ 
nizance  of  Caules  liapixming  in  places  bcloni 
mg  to  the  Cathedral.  ^  ocions 

Lallly,  there  arc  certain  peculiar  Jurifclifli- 
pns  belonging  tofome  certain  Parilh^.  the  In- 
liabitants  thereof  arc  exempt  fometimes  from 
the  Archdeacons  Jiiriidiaion,  and  fometirats 
from  the  Pilhopsjurifdidtion.

Nest  our  own  Conllitutions  made  anticntly 
in  r.veral  Provincial  Synods,  either  by  the  Le- 
eats  otho  and  Otkobw,  fent  from  l{ot>K ;  or  by  fe- 
wal  Atchbilhops  of  Car.terkry,  all  which  are 
by:;  Ji.  8.  cf  force  in  ErsUxd,  fo  far  as  they 
arc  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  and  Cufiomsof 
or  the  Kings  Prerogative.  Then  the 
Canons  made  in  Convocations  of  later  times, 
as  Pthm  jaroW.and  confirmed  by  hislloyal  Au¬ 
thority.  Alfo  In  (bme  Statutes  ena^fed  by  Par¬ 
liament  touching  Ecclcfiallical  alfairs ;  And  lall- 
ly,  divers  Culfoms  not  written  ,  but  yet  in  ufc 
beyond  the  memory  of  Man;  and  where  thefe 
fail,  the  Civil  Law  takes  place. 

The  manner  of  Trials  by  thc.'b  Laws  and  Cu- 
(loms,  are  diifcrent  from  the  Trials  at  Com¬ 
mon-Law,  and  arc  briefly  thus.  1-irft  goes  forth 
a  Citation,  then  a  Bill  and  Anfwcr,  then  by 
Proofs,  Witnefles,  and  Prefumptions,  the  Mat¬ 
ter  is  argued  pro  and  coo ,  and  the  Cjooti  and 
Civil  Liws  quoted,  then  without  any  Jury  the 
Definitive  S-ntcnce  of  the  Judge  pafleth, 
and  iqion  that  execution.  And  this  is  the 
luanncr  of  trying  Ecclcfiallical  Civil  Caufes; 
but  Ecclcfiallical  Criminal  Caufes  are  tryed  by 
way  of  Accufation,  Denunciation,  or  Inquifi- 
tion.  The  ftrit,  when  Ibmc  one  takes  upon 
him  to  prove  the  Crime:  the  fecond,  when  the 
Churchwardens  prcfeiit,  and  arc  not  bound  to 
prove,  becaufc  it  is  prcliiracd  tlK-y  do  it  with¬ 
out  any  Malice ,  and  that  the  Crime  is  noto¬ 
rious.  Lalily,  byluquifition,  when  by  rcal’on  of 
Corainoo  hinc,  inquiry  is  made  by  tbeBiihop, 
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cx  Officio  fuo,  l)y  calling  fomcof  tlicir  neighbor- 
hood  to  tlicit  Oaths,  or  tlic  Party  ntcufed  to 
his  Oath  MO/jIrii/,  Ibcalled.becaulcthe  Cedt- 
fudical  Judge  doth  k,  ex  off  do  [no,  which  isve- 
ij  anticiit,  and  was  uliial  among  the  J-tre;;  fo 
'Fo/I.'H.t  to  ylcM ,  t'ili  mi  trike  glor km,  &c.  So 
God  himlclftoyh/jw,  nponliis  lirll  tranfgrcdi- 
on;  and  likc\vilear-crwardtoWi)»);l)iit  bytht 
prevailing  Fadtion  in  the  long  Parliament,  thii 
Power  was  extorted  from  the  Church,  the  want 
whereof,  is  one  maincaulc,  of  the  great  liber- 
tinifmc,  and  Debauchery  of  the  Nation. 

^  Now  the  puniOimcnts  infiidled  by  thefe  Spi¬ 
ritual  or  Eccicliallical  Courts,  according  to  tlielb 
Spiritual  or  Eccicliallical  Laws,  proceed  in  this 
manner.  Firll,  the  party  delinquent  is  admo- 
nilhed ;  next,  goes  fortli  Minor  Excommmici- 
tio,  whereby  he  is  Excommunicated,  orexclii- 
ded  from  the  Church ;  or  if  not  from  the 
Church,  yet  from  the  Communion  of  the 
Lords  Supper ,  is  difer.ablcd  to  be  Plaintiff  in 
a  Law-Suit,  C/c.  and  this  commonly  for  flub- 
bornefs  Uicwcd,  by  not  appearing  in  tlic  licclcii-

grievous  is  the  breach  thereof,  bccaufc  it  is  the 
more  voluntary;  bclidcs,  in  contempts,  it  is  not 
fomuch  the  violation  of  the  Law,  as  of  the  Au¬ 
thority,  which  ought  to  be  refented.  And 
herein  the  Church  of  Enghui  procccdcth  no 
etherwife,  than  the  State  oh  EugUrdt  forfo 
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odious,  in  the  eye  of  the  Common-Law  of 
Er.ihrJ,  is  the  contemp!:  thereof, lhatnot  onc- 
Iv  for  Felonies,  but  even  in  an  Aftion  of  the

Detinue,  if  a  Man  will  not  appear,  and  fubmit 
himlclf  to  a  Tryal  at  Law,  a  Vrocefs  of  Outlaw¬ 
ry  i;  grounded  again!}  him  ,  and  he  being  oiv:e 
Outlawed ,  he  is  out  of  the  proteftion  of  the 
I,a\v.  Cipit  gerit  hifimi,  faith  Bndon,  an 
Outlawed  waianticntlylookt  upon  as  a  Wolf, 
lawfully  to  be  killed  by  any  Man  that  fliould 
meet  him,  as  molt  jiill,  thathewiiocontcmncd 
the  Law,  and  therein  the  King,  fhould  not  have 
knefit  by  the  Law,  nor  protcdlion  from  the 
King,  ami  at  this  day  he  is  to  lofe  all  his  Goods

A  Brief  Account  of  the  EccleJ!j.iHcsl  Go¬ 
vernment.  having  been  given,  next  fol- 
lou's  tlic  Civil  Government ,  towards 
which,  the  firll  great  Wheel  that  moves,  is  the 
Parliament  of  Er.gtini. 

Before  tlic  Conquelf ,  the  Great  Council  of 
the  King,  conlilHr.g  oncly  of  the  Great  Men 
of  tlie  Kingdom ,  was  ulled  Msgtimm  Cu- 
veram,  or  clfe.  Prehtorum  Fmemnpie  Cmili- 
UDt,  and  by  the  Ssxoxs  in  their  own  Tongue, 
Midst  Gemoi,  the  Great  Affcmbly;  after  the 
Conquell ,  it  was  called  by  the  Prsxch  word, 
Pirkmextim,  from  Par ier,  to  talk  togetlier,  dill 
confining  oncly  of  the  Great  Men  of  the  Na¬ 
tion,  until  the  Reign  of  ffexrj  the  Third  ,  the 
Commons  alfo  were  called  to  fit  in  Parlia¬ 
ment,  for  the  firft  Writs  fent  forth  to  fum- 
monthem,  bears  date  49W.  3.  about  400  years 
aeo.

Other  Writs  are  lent  to  the  Higli  Sheriff  tf 
each  County,  to  liimnion  tlie  people  to  ckff 
two  Knights  for  each  County,  twoCitizemfe 
each  City,  and  one  or  two  BurgclTcs  for  cacl 
Burrough,  according  to  Stjtuie,Climer,  orQ- 
Horn.

Comity,  and  had  yearly  Revenue,  40 1.  ( vhick, 
till  the  difeovery  of  the  Gold  and  Silver  in  Am- 
rkn,  was  as  much  as  30  to  40  /.  now )  whence 
it  came  to  pafs ,  that  the  Lay-Commons  were 
then  clcdled  as  the  Clergy-Commons,  the  ftn- 
citntores  Cleri  were,  and  ever  have  becii,vK, 
/.re  Trm.ftne  Treiio,fir,t  Poculo,  See. 

The  Perfons  clefted  for  each  County,  are 
tohe Milites  Kotibiles,  or  at  lead, Efquircs,  or 
Gentlemen,  fit  to  be  made  Knights,  as  it  is 
in  yhe  Statutes  of  H.  6.  They  ought  to  be  it 
difcreiioriks  Militibui ,  G?  ad  kborartdmn  four.- 
imbm,  as  the  Words  in  fome  Writs  hate 
been :  they  ought  not  to  be  of  younger  years, 
for  then  it  would  be  JuverMus  {ji  fie  lo^ui  li- 
ceal )  polks  qum  Seutus,  not  lazy  Epicures,  but 
Men  of  years,  vigorous,  adtivff,  and  abllemioui 
Men ,  that  will  be  enntert  to  give  their  coit- 
fiant  attendance  in  Parliament,  or  clfe  to  en¬ 
joy  neither  Privilcdge  nor  Expences  allowed  to 
every  Member  of  the  Comnions-Houfe.  They 
ought  to  be  Native  Er.glifiMeii,  oral  leal!,  fuch 
as  have  been  Naturalized  by  Aft  of  Parliament. 
No  Alien  or  Denizen,  none  of  the  Twelve 
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Judges,  no  SherifF  of  a  County,  no  EcclciJafti- 
tal  I'crliin  that  hath  cute  of  Souls,  may  be  cho-; 
fen  aParliamcut-Man,  to  fcrvc  for  any  County, 
O'ty,  or  Borough. 

Two  things  arc  faid  to  be  rcouifitc  to  the  Ic- 
Mlity  of  fitting  in  Parliaments  toft.ThataMaa 
ihoiild  be  of  full  age,  that  is,  xi  years  old,  at 
kail;  for  ifno  man  under  that  Age,  candifpofc 
I  cfhisEllate,  nor  make  one  legal  AQ  to  that 
I  purpofc,  then  much  lefs  may  he  bear  any  power 
I  in  the  Sopream  power  of  the  Nation,  to  Judge  .

Realm;  yet  the  praftifein  theHoufe  of  Com¬ 
mons  (thoughncvcrinthcHoufcofLords)  hath- 
Ibmetimcs  been  otherwife.

On  the'  Kings  right  hand  is  a  feat,  anticntly 
for  the  King 'Of  Smlind,  when  he  was  fnm- 
moned  to  Parliament ,  as  he  fometimes  was, 
iti  Fide  LigumU ;  but  now  it  is  for  the  Prince 
of  Wi  es.  On  the  Kings  left  hand  is  a  Scat  for 
the  Duke  of  ttfrlij 

On  the  Kings  right  Hand,  and  next  the  Wall, 
arc  placed  on  a  Form-,  the  two  Atchbifltops, 
itcxC below,  on  another  Form,  the  Bilhopsof 
lonitu,  Otirbam,  and  Wiwhej}^ ;  then  upon  o- 
thcr  Forms  on  the  fame  fide,  all  the  reii  of  the 
fiilhops  fit ,  according  to  the  priority  of  their 
Conf  cration. 

On  the  Kings  left  Fland,  upon  Forms,  arc 
placed  thcLcrdsc  hanccllor,  Treafitrer,  Pru¬ 
dent  of  the  Kings  Council ,  and'  lord  Privy 
Seal,  if  thi.y  are  Barons,  above  all  Dukes,  es- 
cept  tliofc  of  the  Royal  Family ;  if- they  are  not 
Barons,  th  n  they  fit  uppermoli  on  the  Wool- 
facks.  _ 

On  the  fame  fide  fit  the  Dukes,  Marquiffn, 

and  Earls,  acci.rding  to  their  Creations. 

Upon  the  firll  Form,  a  crofs  the  Houfe,  Ik* 
lowthe  Woolfacks,  fittheVifeounts,  and  upon 
tUne  t  Forms  the  Barons,  all  in  order.  _ 
t  ord  CbtncOoT,  or;^eger,  (if  the  King 
be  prefent,  Hands  behind  the  Cloth  of  Ellat.% 
etkrwifc  fits  on  the  fad  Woollack,  tbwj« 
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the  Clair  of  S-'tatc,  his  Great  Seal  and  Mace  by 
him  i  He  is  Lord  Speoker  of  the  Lords  Houfe.  Up¬ 
on  other  n'oolfscks  lit  tlic  fudges ,  the  Prhy 
Coimfellors,  and  Secretmes  of  State ,  the  King* 
Coutifel  at  Law,  the  Mailers  of  Cbancery,  Thefc 
being  not  Sarons ,  have  no  Suffrage  in  Parlia- 
raent,  only  (it  to  give  their  advice  when  it  is 
required.  The  reafon  why  thefc  Sages  arc  pla¬ 
ced  upon  molfaclis,  may  probably  be  to  mind 
them  of  the  great  importance  of  Wm// and  Steep 
to  this  Nation,  that  it  never  bcncgleftcd. 

On  the  lowcrmoll  U'dolfack,,  arc  placed  the 
Clerks  of  the  Crown ,  now  L/enry  Sarier  Efq; 
and  Clerk  of  the  Parliament ,  at  prefent  fohn 
Brown  Efq.  whereof  the  former  is  concerned  in 
all  Writs  of  Parliament,  and  Pardons  in  Par¬ 
liament;  the  other  recordeth  all  things  done  in 
Parliament,  and  keepeth  the  Records  of  tho 
fame.  This  Clerk  hath  alfo  two  Clerks  under 
him,  who  kneel  behind  the  fame  Woolfdok,  and 
write  thereon.  Without  the  Bar  of  the  Lords 
Houfe  (its  the  Kings  firll  Gentleman-Ulhcr  cal¬ 
led  thei/i!ci(_/(o(l,  from  a  Black  Staff  he  carries 
in  bis  hand ,  under  whom  is  a  Ycoman-Ulhec 
thatwaitsat  the  door  within,  aCricr  without, 
and  a  Sergeant  at  Mace,  always  attending  the 
Lord  Chancellor. 

.When  the  King  is  prefent  with  his  Crown 
w  his  Head,  none  of  the  Lords  arc  covered. 

The  Judges  Hand ,  till  the  King  gives  them 
leave  to  fit. 

When  the  King  is  abfent,  the  Lords  at  theif 
entrance  do  reverence  to  the  Chair  of  State, 
« IS,  or  Ihould  be  done  by  all  that  enter  into 
the  Kings  Prcfencc-Chambcr. 

The  Judges  then  may  fit,  but  may  not  be 
tovered,  till  the  Chancellor  or  Keeper  Cguilic 
Mto  them  the  leave  of  the  Lords. 

D  1  The 
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The  Kinjs  Council  and  Maflers  of  CliMetjk 
alfo,  but  may  not  be  covered  at  all. 

The  Commons  in  their  Houle  fit  promlfcc. 
oufly,  only  the  Speaker  hath  a  Chair  placed  h 
the  middle .  and  the  Clerk  of  that  Houfe  neat 
Tiim  at  the  Table.  They  never  had  any  Robes, 
(as  the  Lords  ever  had)  but  wear  everyone 
what  he  fancieth  moll,  which  to  flrangcrs  fccij 
very  unbecoming  the  Gravity  and  Authority  of 
the  Great  Council  of  Enghni And  that  da¬ 
ring  the  attendance  on  Parliament,  a  Robe,  or 
Grave  Vcllment  would  as  well  become  the  Ho¬ 
nourable  Members  of  the  Houfe  of  ComniOK, 
as  it  doth  all  the  Noble  yemim,  both  young 
and  old  ,  who  have  right  to  fit  in  the  Great 
Couneil  of  yctiice ,  and  as  it  doth  the  Senators 
of  Home  at  this  day,  tfr. 

The  time  of  fitting  in  Parliament,  is  on  any 
day  in  the  morning,  or  before  Dinner,  only  it 
hath  anticntly  been  obferved,  not  to  aircrablc 
upon  fome  high  Fellival  days ,  but  upon  ordi¬ 
nary  Siuidi}s  oft-times,  as  days  aceonnted  by  al) 
Chrillians,  Icfs  folcmn  than  divers  other  Fcfli- 
vals,  which  arc  celebrated  but  once  a  year. 

When  the  day  prefixt  by  the  King  in  bis 
Writs  of  Summons  is  come,  the  King  ufually 
Cometh  inPerfonwith  his  Crown  on  his  Head, 
and  clothed  with  his  Royal  Robes ,  declares 
the  caufe  of  the  Summons  in  a  fhort  Harangue, 
leaving  the  reft  to  the  Lord  Chancellor,  who 
then  ifands  Ix’hind  His  Majefty;  the  Commons 
in  the  mean  time  Handing  bare  at  the  Bar  of 
the  Lords  Houfe,  arc  afterwards  in  the  Kingg 
Name,  commaniled  to  choofc  them  a  Speaker, 
(which  without  the  Kings  command,  (hoy  oi^lj 
not  do)  whereupon  they,  returning,  to  their 
own  Houfe ,  make  choice  of  one  of  their  ow'g 
Members,  whom  aftenvards  uppti  anothcr^y. 
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they  prcfent  to  the  King,  and  being  approved 
of  by  His  Majdly,  fitting  in  His  Cliair,  and  all 
His  Lords,  both  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  in  their 
Robes  of  Scarlet ,  he  makes  a  modell  refufal ; 
which  rot  allowed,  he  petitioneth  His  Majclly, 
that  the  Commons  may  have,  during  tlicir  fit¬ 
ting;  Firll,  A  free  accefs  to  HU  AfajeJ};.  Se* 
condly ,  Freedom  of  Speech  in  their  own  Houfe, 
Thirdly,  Freedom  from  Arrefs. 

Before  any  affair  be  medlcd  with ,  all  the 
Members  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  take  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  an  Officer  appointed  by  the  King. 

By  that  old  Manufeript,  called  Modta  tenendl 
Miaientum ,  though  it  be  not  fo  old  as  fomc 
Learned  Men  have  imagined,  it  doth  appear,  as 
afore-mentioned.  That  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
did  anticntly  (as  the  Houfe  of  Lords  at  this 
day)  confill  ofCIcrgy-men  aswdl  asTjy-men; 
there  fate  the  ProcuTjtores  Cleri,  two  for  each 
Diocefs,  reprefenting  all  the  Clergy-Commons 
of  the  Diocefs,  as  the  Knights  of  the  Shire  do 
all  the  Lay-Commons  of  the  Shire:  for  it  was 
then  judged  expedient,  that  every  Freeman  of 
as  well  Clergy'  as  Laity,  mould  in  puf¬ 
fing  of  all  Laws,  touching  propriety,  whcrcun- 
to  they  were  to  be  fub;c6t,  give  their  confent 
pcrfonally,  or  immediately  oy  tliemfclvcs,  or 
elfc  by  lome ,  that  by  their  Elcdlion  ,  fiioukl 
imnicdiat  iy  undertake  for  them ;  and  the  words 
of  the  Writ  for  fummoning  the  Prociimtorei 
Cleri,  as  aforefaid,  fecin  to  warrant  the  fame 
at  this  day. 

The  Power  and  Priviledges  of  both  Houfes 
of  Parliament,  arc  divers  and  difiinft  one  from 
another. 

The  Lords  Houfe  hath  a  power ,  not  only  in 
making  and  repealing  Laws,  but  alfo  in  Jraflan-* 
D  3  do 
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do  C?  mpliwn  itnpe«diitdo,  as  the  words  of  tlit 
Writ  arc  ;  alfo  in  judging  of  Controvcriics, 
judging  in  the  Arraignment  of  any  Peer  of  the 
Realm,  putting  Men  to  their  Oaths,  cfpccially 
in  matters  of  importance,  as  the  corruption  of 
Judges  and  Magillratcs,  in  Eri  our,  Illegal  pro. 
teedings  in  other  Courts,  in  Appeals  from  De¬ 
er, cs  in  Cbmerp. 

The  Lords  that  in  their  Religion  conform  not 
to  the  Church  of  Engknd,  may  yet  (it  and  have 
Sut  rage  in  the  Lords  Houfc, 

All  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  have 
this  priviledge.  That  if  by  reafon  of  Sicknefi, 
cr  other  bufinefs,  they  cannot  appear ,  thq 
may  make  their  Proxies  to  Vote  in  tlieir  (lead, 
after  I  icence  obtained  by  a  Letter  under  the 
Kings  Signet,  to  be  cxcufcd  for  their  abfcncc; 
fo  that  in  every  Parliament ,  every  perfon  in 
Eiightid,  either  by  hinilelf,  Proxy,  or  Repre- 
fentativc,  is  faid  to  be  there ,  and  to  have  his 
Suffrage  for  making  or  repealing  any  Law. 

.  The  Commons  have  alfo  a  power  in  making 
and  repealing  Laws,  they  alfo  have  their  nega¬ 
tive  voice ;  for  levying  of  any  Money  upon  tlic 
Subjetft,  the  Bill  begins  in  the  Commons  Houfc, 
bccaufc  from  them  doth  arife  the  greater  part 
of  Moneys. 

The  Commons  have  the  priviledge  to  fuppli- 
cate  and  propofeLaws,  toimixtach  publick  De¬ 
linquents.  even  the  higlicft  Lords  of  the  King¬ 
dom,  botl)  Spiritual  and  Tcmixaral. 

The  Houfc  of  Commons  is  the  Grand  Inqucii 
of  the  Realm,  fummoned  from  all  parts,  to  pre- 
font  publick  Grievances ,  Delinquents  to  the 
King  and  Lords,  to  be  rdreffed  and  punilhed 
by  them  ;  and  to  this  purpofc  the  Lords  (it  in 
their  Robes  on  the  Uencli  covered ,  as  Judges 
io  in  other  Judicatories  ■,  they  fwcar  and  exa- 
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niin;  WitncITcs ,  and  at  length  pafs  Sentence, 
wliiW  the  M  mbers  of  the  Commons  Houfe 
Hand  bare  at  the  Bar  of  the  Lords  Houfe,  pro¬ 
duce  VVitnciTLS,  manage  Evidences,  C?e. 

Kotc ,  That  altliough  every  Member  of  the 
Commons  Houfe  is  ch.  fen  to  ferve  for  one  par¬ 
ticular  County,  City,  or  liurrough,  yet  heferves 
for  the  whole  Kingdom,  and  his  voice  equal  to 
any  other ,  his  power  abiblute  to  confent  or 
dillent ,  without  ever  acquainting  thofe  that 
Tent  him,  or  demanding  their  AlTcnt ,  as  the 
Statcs-General  of  the  Vnited  Nethttknds  arc 
obliged  to  do  in  many  cafes. 

Yet  are  they  to  mice  it  their  fpecial  care,  to 
promote  the  good  of  that  County,  City,  or  Bur- 
rougb,  for  which  they  ferve. 

Although  the  Lords  oS.Parliamcntare  to  bear 
their  own  charges,  becaufe  they  reprefent  there 
only  themfelves;  yet  all  the  Commons ,  both 
Lay  and  Clergy,  that  is,  the  ftocumotes  CM, 
are  to  have  ruioMliks  Extenfn,  (as  the  words 
of  the  Writ  arej  that  is,  fuch  allowance  as  the 
King,  confidcring  the  prices  of  all  things,  fhall 
judge  meet  to  impofe  upon  the  people  to  pay. 

In  the  17  Edvi.  the  11.  it  was  Ten  Groats  for 
Kniglits,  and  Five  Groats  for  Burgeffes,  but 
not  long  after  it  was  Four  Shillings  a  day  for 
dubbed  Knights ,  and  Two  Shillings  for  all  o- 
thers :  which,  in  thofe  days,  as  apixrars  by  the 
prices  of  all  things ,  was  a  conlidcrablo  Sum, 
above  twenty  times  more  than  it  is  now ;  for 
not  only  their  expenecs  were  confidcred,  though 
that  was  great,  by  reafon  of  the  fuitable  atten¬ 
dance  that  then  every  Parliament-Man  had,  but 
abb  their  pains,  their  lofs  of  time,  and  nccef- 
lary  ncgleft  of  their  own  private  afiairs,  for  the 
li.'rvicc  of  tin  ir  Country;  anti  when  the  Coun¬ 
ties  ,  Cities  and  Burroughs ,  paid  fo  dear  for 
D  4  their 
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their  cxpcnccs ,  they  were  wont  to  take  care  to 
tlitife  fiich  Men  as  were  bell  able,  and  molidi. 
ligent  in  the  fpeedy  difpatth  of  allairs,  by  whkl 
means,  with  Pome  other,  niorcbulinefsinthofe 
times  was  difpatched  in  Parliament  in  awert, 
than  is  now  i^rhaps  in  ten ;  lb  that  the  Protc- 
flioiis  for  Parliament-Men,  and  tlicir  Scrvami 
fromArrcIls,  were  not  then  grievous,  whn 
fcarcc  any  Parliament  or  SelTion  lolled  fo  longas 
one  of  the  four  Terms  now  at  u'ejlminjter. 

In  the  Reign  of  Edv.  3.  the  Parliaments  fate 
fometimes  but  eight  days,  and  fometimes  Ids, 
as  may  be  fecn  in  tlic  Records  of  the  Towit,  and 
yet  tranfatled  feveral  and  weighty  aflairs  of  the 
■Nation,  tiaany  things  being  prepared  before¬ 
hand,  (as  Pome  think)  hy  the  King  and  his  Privy 
Coiineil,  as  they  arc  at  prcicnt  in  Svieden ,  and 
'  that  commonly  they  then  debated  only  upoli 
fuch  tilings,  as  the  King  did  propofc,  which  Is 
now  done  by  the  Convocation  of  tlic  Clergy  6f 
EngJind,  ' 

The  afore-mentioned  cxpcnccs  being  duly 
paid,  did  caufe  all  the  petty  decavedRurronglis 
■  of  England,  to  become  humble  Suitors  to  th: 
King ,  that  they  might  not  be  obliged  to  fend 
BurgcITes  to  Parliament ;  whereby  it  came  to 
pals,  that  divers  were  unburgelfcd,  as  it  wJS, 
•  in  particular,  granted  to  Chipping,  or  Maria- 
Torriion ,  upon  their  Petition ,  and  then  th: 
number  of  the  Commons  Houfc,  being  fcartc 
half  fo  many  as  at  prefent,  their  Debates,  and 
Bills  were  fooncr  expedited,  no  fadlion  among 
them,  nor  diftinflion  of  parties,  but  altogether, 
by  a  blcfled  unanimity  amongll  thcmlclvcs,  and 
compliance  with  the  Lords,  rarely  denied  My 
tiling  to  the  King ,  and  as  rarely  were  denied 
any  tiling  by  the  King. 

The  manner  of  Debates  of  palling  bf  Bills  and 
Adis,  is  thus :  ,  1' 
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It  is  the  prafticc  of  each  Hoiife,  to  debate, 
not  only  what  the  King  hath  projwfccl,  but  oJ 
any  other  I.ay-mattcrs,  unlcfs  their  Sovereign 
lliall  exprclly  forbid  the  fame ,  as  heretofore 
hath  Ibmetimcs  been  done. 

It  is  free  for  any  Man  of  the  Parliament,  or 
not  of  the  Parliament,  to  get  a  Bill  drawn  by 
Ibrac  Lawyer,  and  give  the  fame  to  the  Speaker, 
or  Clerk  of  the  Parliament ,  to  be  prefeiued 
at  a  time  convenient,  and  this  Bill  may  k  put 
firft,  either  in  the  Lords  Houle,  or  the  Com* 
monsHoufe. 

Whatever  is  propofed  for  a  Law,  is  firft  put 
in  Writing,  and  called  a  Bill,  which  being  read 
commonly  after  nine  of  the  Clock,  in  a  full 
AlTcmbly,  it  is  either  unanimoufly  rejefted  aC 
firll,  or  clfe  allowed  to  be  debated',,  and'thcn 
it  is  committed  to  a  certain  number  of  the 
Houfe,  prcfcntly  nominated,  and  called' a  Com¬ 
mittee.  After  it  hath  been  amended,  and  twice 
read  two  fcvcral  days  in  the  Houle,  then  it  is 
cngrofll'd,  that  is,  written  fair  in  a  Parchment, 
and  read  the  third  time  another  day,  and  them 
if  it  be  in  the  Lords-  Houfe,  the  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor;  in  the  Commons  Houfe,  the  Speaker 
demandeth ,  If  they  will  have  it  put  to  tlie 
queliion,  whether  a  Law  or  no  Law  :  if  the 
major  jiart  be  for  it,  there  is  written  on  the 
Bill  by  the  Clerk,  Sait  biille  aux  commutes,  or 
Soil  biiie  MX  Seigteiirs,  retaining  ftill,  in  this, 
and  fome  other  things  about  making  Laws,  the 
cuHom  of  our  Anccliors ,  who  were  generally 
skilled  in  the  Fretch  Tongue. 

Note,  Thus  mben  the  Speaker  finds  divers  Bills 
piptred  to  be  put  to  the  quefiion,  to  gives  mice 
fbo  da}  before ,  that  to  morroiv  he  intends,  to  put 
fiich  Bids  to  the  Faffing,  or  Third  Reading,  and  do 
fires  the  fpecinl  uttenmce  of  all  the  Members. 
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Note  alfo,  Tha  if  a.  Sill  k  re'^Bd,  it  cm, 
le  it)  me  propofd,  during  tkt  Seffion. 

A  Dill  fcnt  bythc  Commorstip  to  the  Lords, 
is  ufual  (to  flicw  their  rer|K;ft)  attended  nitli 
thirty  or  forty  of  the  Members  of  the  Haufc; 
as  they  come  up  to  the  Lords  Bar,  the  Mem¬ 
ber  that  hath  the  Bill,  making  three  profourd 
reverences,  delivereth  it  to  the  Lord  Chancel¬ 
lor,,  who,  for  that  purpofcj  comes  down  to  tk 
Bar. 

A  Bill  font  by  the  Lords  to  the  Commons, 
is  ufually  font  by  Lome  of  tlie  Mailers  of  the 
Chincery,  or  other  ixtrlbn ,  whufe  i»lace  isoj 
the  Woolfacks,  (and  by  none  of  the  Members 
cf  that  Houfe )  and  tliey  coming  up  to  the 
Speaker,  and  bowing  thrice,  deliver  to  him 
the  Bill,  after  one  of  them  hath  read  the  Ti¬ 
tle',  and  de&cd  it  may  be  there  taken  into 
sonfidcration;  if  afterwards  it  pafs  that  Houfe 
then  it  is  written  on  the  Bill,  Les  Commtttt  m 
ifatez. 

When  any  one  in  the  Commons  Houfe  will 
^ak  to  a.  Bill ,  he  Hands  up  uncovered ,  and 
.toils  his  Speech  only  to  the  Speaker;  thca 
H  what  he  d.  livers  he  confuted  by  another,  yet 
it  is  not  allowed  to  anfwcr  again  the  fame  day, 
left  the  whole  time  ftiould  be  fpent  by  t«'o 
talkative  pcrfons.  Alfo  if  a  Bill  be  debating  in 
the  Houfe,  no  man  may  fpeak  to  it  in  one  day, 
above  once. 

If  any  one  fpeak  words  of  ofi'cnce  to  tk 
Kinp  Marefty,  or  to  the  Houfe,  he  is  called  to 
the  i'ar,  ami  fometimes  lent  to  the  Tower.  The 
Speaker  is  not  allowed  to  perl^adc  or  dilfwadc 
in  pafting  of  a  Bill ,  but  only  to  make  a  fliart 
and  plain  Narrative,  nor  to  Vote,  except  tk 
Hoaft  be  equally  divideck 

AE«r 
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After  Dinner  tlic  Parliament  ordinarily  AC- 
fcipbks  not,  thougl)  many  times  they  continue 
fitting  long  in  the  afternoon. 

Committees  fit  after  Dinner,  where  it  is  al¬ 
lowed  to  fpcak,  and  reply,  as  oft  as  they  pleafe. 

In  the  Lords  Houfc,  they  give  their  Suffrages 
or  Votes,  beginning  at  the  J‘uifxe,  or  lowell 
Paron,  and  fo  the  reft  Seriitim,  every  one  an- 
Twering  apart,  ICor.im,  or  Kot  coxtem.] 

In  the  Houfe  of  Commons ,  they  Vote  by 
refs  and  .Vu’s  altogether ;  and  if  it  be  doubt¬ 
ful  whether  is  the  greater  number,  then  the 
J»'s  arc  to  go  forth ,  and  the  iVo’s  arc  to  fit 
flill,  (l)ccaufe  thefe  are  content  with  their  pre- 
fent  condition  ,  without  any  fuch  addition  or 
alteration  of  Laws ,  as  the  other  defire ):  and 
Ibmc  arc  appointed  to  number  them ;  but  at  a 
Committee,  though  it  be  of  the  whole  Houfc, 
as  is  fomctiincs,  the  Ten's  go  on  one  fide,  and 
the  .Vo's  on  the  other ,  whereby  they  may  be 
difccrncd.  ■  . 

If  a  Bill  pafs  in  one  Houfc ,  and  being  fent 
to  the  other  Houfc,  they  demur  upon  ir,  then 
a  Conference  is  demanded  in  the  Painted  Cham- 
lit ,  \yhcrc  certain  deputed  Members  of  each 
Houfc  meet,  the  Lords  fitting  covered  at  a  Ta¬ 
ble,  the  Commons  Handing  bare  witit  great  re- 
fpeeft,  where  the  bufinefs  is  debated ;  if  tlicy 
tiicn  agree  not,  that  bufinefs  is  nulled  ;  but  if 
they  agree,  then  it  is  at  laft  brought  (with  all 
other  iiills  wliich  have  paffed  in  botfi  Houfes) 
totlicfting,  w  ho  conics  again  with  his  Crown 
on  his  Head,  and  clothed  with  his  Royal  Robes, 
(fom.tinics  before  bis  picafurc  is,  to  Prorogue 
or  Dilfulvc  them)  and  being  Seated  iii  His  Chair 
of  ftatc,  and  all  the  Lords  in  their  Robes,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Crown  remds  the  Title  of  caclt 
Bill,  and  as  he  reads,  tlic  Clerk  of  the  Parlia- 
ment 
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ivient ,  according  to  his  Mruflions  from  tic 
King,  who  before  hath  maturely  conlidercd 
each  Bill,  pronounceth  th:  Royal  AfT.nr,  If  it 
be  a  publick  Bill,  the  Anlwcr  is,  (Le  J{py  kvm) 
which  gives  Life  and  Birtli  to  that  Bill,  that  was 
before  but  an  Enbrio.  If  a  private  Bill,  the 
Anfwer  is,  ( Son  fait  cotimi  el  ej}  defre,)  If  it 
be  a  publick  Bill,  which  the  King  likes  not,  then 
the  Anfwer  is,  (Ze  %  s'rjiferj)  which  is  ta¬ 
ken  for  anabfolute  denial,  in  a  more  civil™, 
and  that  Bill  wholly^  nulled.  So  that  it  is  as 
true  in  England,  in  fome  fence,  as  in  any  Mo¬ 
narchy  in  the  World,  Smd  Princifi  flacuit  k- 
gu  hibet  vigorm ;  Not  that  whatever  the  Kliij 
of  fKgtod  Wills,  becomes  immediately  a  Law, 
but  nothing,  except  what  the  King  Wills,  bath 
the  force  of  Law, 

Note,  That  the  I{ing  vithout  hit  ferfonal  in- 
fence,  can,  bp  Commiffwn granted  to  feme  of  Hb 
Nobles,  give  bit  }{opol  Jfent  to  anp  Bill  tiatrt- 
quires  hafle. 

If  it  be  a  Bill  for  Moneys  given  to  His  Ma- 
jefly,  then  the  Anfwer  is,  (U  gop  retnerciejit 
iopaux  fujets ,  accefte  leur  Benevolence,  auffi k 
vein)  which  antient  ceremony, .of  thanking  tlic 
Subjedl  for  parting  with  their  Money,  forac 
think  irigh;  better  be  fpared,  becaufc  it  inti¬ 
mates  a  di.'limfl  interell  between  the  King  anj 
His  Sub'cfts,  which  is  not  only  falfc ,  but  very 
itangerous  to  be  allowed  of.  The  King  is  Pa¬ 
ter  PatrU,  the  Money  given  to  him,  is  for  out 
life  and  Penefit ;  if  we  are  niggardly  to  him, 
wc  inure  our  felves ,  iSc.  The  Bill  for  tin 
Kings  General  Pardon,  hath  but  one  Reading  in 
cither  Houfc,  for  this  reafon,  bccaufe  they  mull 
take  it,  as  the  King  will  plealc  to  give  it;  fo 
the  Bill  of  Sublidies  granted  by  the  Clcrgl', 
Airemblcd  iu  Convocation  for  the  fame  reafon. 
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When  the  Bill  for  rhe  General  Pardon  is  paULd 
by  the  Kin?,  the  Anfwcr  is  thus,  (iei  rrekts 
Seii»t«rt  ^  Comtimnes  m  ce  Ttrliiment  /ijfem- 
bkz  ’>om  de  tout  vos  mres  Sit']ets ,  remrcieKt 
ins  habkmsnt  vutre  AUjejh  E?  prient  Vieu  voxt 
dmiren  [Mi  bonne  vie  longue.) 

All  Adis  of  Parliaments  before  the  Reign  of 
Hen.j.  were  palTed  and  enrolled  in  French,  novi 
in  Englifi. 

Molt  of  our  antient  Adis  of  Parliament ,  run 
in  this  Stile ;  The  ^ng ,  ut  the  bumble  Eequeji 
ef  the  Coimons ,  iviii  the  A{fer.t  of  the  Prehtes, 
Pu'tii,  Eirls,  and  Barons,  hath  Ordained,  orE- 
udii.  After  it  was  thus,  The  KJng,  b)  the  Ad- 
vict  ad  A£ent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Ten- 
piral,  and  mith  the  Afent  of  the  Commons,  doth 
Eni&.  Of  latter  times  it  hath  been  thus ;  Be 
it  Ended  bp  the  Kfngs  m^}  Excellent  Majefip,  by, 
ad  Kith  the  Advice  and  Confer,  t  of  the  Lords  Spi¬ 
ritual  and  Temporal ,  and  of  the  Commons :  al¬ 
though  the  words  of  the  Writ  for  fummoning 
the  Commons ,  (which  ouglit  to  be  the  main 
Rule)  isonlyarf  Confentiendum,  and  not  ad  Con¬ 
cilium  irnpendendiim,  as  it  is  in  the  Writ  to  the 
Lords;  and  it  is  evident,  that  the  Commons, 
in  the  Lite  Long  Parliament,  made  that  an  ad¬ 
vantage,  for  juliifying  their  Ufurpations  againll 
the  King  in  that  point.  And  fo  in  another  Par¬ 
liament,  the  Cdmmons  endeavoured  to  main¬ 
tain,  tliat  the  Concurrence  of  the  Lords  was 
not  always  neceflary  in  an  Adi  of  Parliament, 
becanfe  i  Edm.  (•,  Cap.  y.  in  palling  that  Adi 
againll  Tranfportation  of  Horfes ,  the  Lords 
were  cafually  omitted  ,  yet  by  the  Regifler  of 
the  Lords  Houfe  it  appears,  that  that  Bill  began 
fitll  in  the  Lords  Houfe,  and  there  paffed,  be¬ 
fore  the  Commons  took  it  in  debate;  and  there¬ 
fore  the  Kings  Council  at  Law  is  very  curious 
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in  wording  rightly  alt  Afls ,  before  they  wi 
brought  to  the  King,  and  the  Clerks  oftlicft,;! 
liair.cnt  arc  careful  in  Tranftribing  and  Rci| 
ftnngthcm:  However,  it  istobewilkd  tb 
to  prevent  fiiturc  milchief  to  tliis  Nation ’fop' 
Claufes  in  the  late  Adi  of  Oblivion  and 
mty  might  be  amended,  or  at  leal!  cxplainej' 
and  more  crpeciallv  about  the  bcginniiig  t  f  th' 
Adt,  thefc  words,  rtai  .,!!  mnner  of  Tn&i 
fc.  finct  January  1^37.  aad  if/oce  June.  Jh  , 
tyyiTtue  oj  my  Jlmhority  from  Hi,  hte  MM,' 
^ns  Charles,  or  HUMajejiy  ,hi  noro  />,  bit],, 
doned  pc.)  which  words  might  poUlblylid 
foilied  m  dcligncdly,  to  infinuatc,  as  if  (accor¬ 
ding  to  that  moll  abfiird,  and  Traitcrous  P6- 
fition  of  feme  of  the  Rebi  llions  Membersoftk 
Long  Parliament)  the  Kings  Pcrfoii,  oraav 
'Cummiinonated  by  him ,  could  be  guilty  c: 
Trc£on  againftthe  Kings  Authority,  oraeainll 
His  Two  Houfes  of  Parliament,  by  purfuir.g  of 
Rebels,  to  bring  them  to  Juflice,  accordineto 
th:  Laws  of  the  Land.  It  were  alfo  to  be  dc- 
«red,  that  to  prevent  the  great  diflionourcf 
making  Additional,  and  Explanatory'  Adlsof 
larliamcnt,  fo  frequently,  as  hath  of  late  been 
done,  all  conliderablc  Bills  of  Publick  Concern¬ 
ment,  once  lead  in  .itherHourc  of  Parliament,

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King  (loth  uCuallyA(ljo|irn,  Proropic,  or  Dif- 
folvc  the  Parliament,  in  manner  following. 

The  Adjournracats  arc  ulliatly  made  in  the 
lords  Houfe,  by  tlic  Lord  Clianccllor,  in  the 
Kings  Nam  •,  to  what  other  day  the  King  plca- 
Ictli!  and  allb  to  what  other  pljicc,  if  lie  think 
fit  to  remove  them ,  as  fometimes  hath  been 
(lone,  and  then  ail  things  alr.ady  debated  and 
read,  in  one  or  both  Houles,  continue  to  the 
next’ Meeting  in  the  lame  Hate  they  were  in 
befr;  tlie  Adjournment ,  and  lb  may  be  re¬ 
lumed. 

In  the  like  manner,  the  Parliament  is  Pro¬ 
rogued  1  but  by  a  Prnrogatio:),  tlicrc  is  a  Sefli- 
cn,  and  then  the  Bills  that  were  almoH  ready 
in  both  Houfes  for  the  Royal  Alfcnt ,  not  ha¬ 
ving  it,  mull,  attbcrc-afiembiingoftlie  Par¬ 
liament,  begin  anew. 

The  speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  upon 
notice  eiven  that  it  is  tiic  Kings  plcafurc  that 
Houfe  ihall  alfo  Adjourn ,  doth  fay ,  with  the 
Alicnt  of  the  Houle,  Thif  IJoufi  U  Aijoum.i. 

When  the  Kings  Plcafure  is  to  Prorogue  or 
Dilfoivc  the  Parliament,  His  Mnjclly  commonly 
Cometh  in  Perfon ,  with  His  Crown  on  His 
Head,  f.ndcth  for  all  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
to  come  to  the  Bar  of  the  Lords  Houfe ,  and 
after  the  Kings  Anfwcr  to  ( ach  Bill  fignified,  as 
afore-mentioned ,  His  Majelly  ufually  makes  a 
Solemn  Speccli,  the  Lord  Chancellor  another, 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  a 
third,  then  the  Lord  Chancellor  by  the  fpecial 
Command  of  the  King,  doth  pronounce  the 
Parliament  Prorogued  or  Difiblvcd. 

Not  :,  That  the  King  being  Head  of  the  Par¬ 
liament,  if  his  death  doth  happen  during  the 
fitting  of  the  Parliament,  it  is,  if/o  ftHo,  Dif- 
folvcil’

Anticntly,  after  every  SeObn  of  Parllamcnf 
tlieKing  commanded  every  Sheriff  to  proclaim 
the  fcvcral  A£is,  and  to  caufethem  to  be  duly 
obfervedi  yet  without  that  Proclamation  the 
Law  incended ,  that  every  one  hath  notice  by 
his  Reprefentative,  of  what  is  trannifted  in 
Parliament;  of  latter  times,  fince  Printing  be¬ 
came  common ,  that  cullom  Iwth  been  laid 
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Ihe  Number  of  Terfom  thit  have  Flace 
and  Suffrage  in  both  Houfes. 

TO  the  Lords  Houfc  belong  now  two  Dukes 
of  the  Royal  Bloud  ;  9  other  Dukes, 
jMarqueiTes,  i?7  Earls,  nVicounts,  andt:4lia^ 
rons,  ill  all,  153.  Then  there  arc  two  Archbi- 
(hops,  and  14  Bilhops;  fo  that  the  Total  is  a-

For  the  Cinquc-l’orts,  ik  Barons, 
for  the  two  Univerfities,  two  Burgeffes  for 
each  •  For  i«8  Burroughs,  there  arc  about  350 
BurgdTes,  but  fome  few  of  thofe  Burroughs

Of  the  Executive  Porver  inTefupml 
Matters. 


A  Brief  Account  of  the  Legiflative  Power 
in  Temporal  Affairs,  having  been  given, 
next  may  be  conlidcred  the  Executive  Power  in 
thole  Affairs,  and  that  is  generally  in  the  King, 
lie  is  the  Fountain  of  Jullicc ;  he  is  the  Lord 
Chief  Juftice  of  EjigUndi  and  therefore  as  all 
die  Laws  of  Englstid  are  called  the  Kings  Laws, 
bccaufe  he  is  Caput,  Fmcipium,  tS  Finii  ParVu- 
mti,  by  which  the  Laws  arc  made,  and  that 
nothing  can  have  the  Force  of  a  Law,  but  what 
he  wills ;  fo  all  the  Courts  of  Judicature  arc 
called  the  Kings  Courts ,  and  all  the  Judges 
of  thofc  Courts,  arc  called  the  King’s  Judges. 

The  higheft  Court  of  Judicature  in  ErtgkrJh 
the  Houfeof  Lords  in  Parliament;  fo  that  the 
Parliament  is  not  ondy  Concilium,  but  Ciir/a,  a 
Court  of  Judicaturc,con(ifting  as  aforemention¬ 
ed,  of  all  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  as 
Judges;  andthefe  adillcd  with  the  moff  grave 
and  eminent  Lawyers  of  £f!g/aH./,both  in  Com¬ 
mon  and  Civil  Law. 

To  the  Judicature  of  this  Supreme  and 
moll  Honourable  Court,  all  other  Courts  and 
Pcrlons  that  arc  Subjeiffs  of  Ertghni,  arc 
fiibjcdl  and  accountable  for  all  Crimes  not 
properly  tryablc,  remedial ,  or  punilhable  in 
other  inferiour  Courts  of  Juftice;  and  to  this 
Court  all  lall  Appeals  arc  to  be  made,  and 
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Of  the  Court  of  Juftice  called  the  King’s. 
Bench. 

FOr  tlic  execution  of  Laws,  after  the  Honfe 
of  Lords  in  Parliament,  the  liighcll  Court, 
in  Erghnd,  istlic  i^'»sr-ifwA,fo  called,  bccaufe 
antientlythe  King  fometimes  there  fate  in  Per- 
Ibn  on  a  high  Bench,  and  his  Judges  on  a  low 
Bench  at  his  Feet,  to  whom  the  Judicature  be¬ 
longs,  in  the  abfcncc  of  the  King. 

In  this  Court  are  handled  the  pleas  of  the 
Crown,  all  things  that  concern  lofs  of  life,  or 
Member  of  any  Subjeit;  for  then  thcKing  is  con- 
ccrned.bccaufe  tlie  Life  and  limbs  of  theSubicft 
belong  only  to  the  King,  fo  that  the  Pleas 
here  arc  between  the  King  and  tlie  Subjeft, 
Here  are  handled  all  Treafons,  Felonies,  breach 
of  Peace,  Opprcdlon,  Mif-government,  tfc. 
Thii  Court,  moreover,  hath  power  to  examine, 
and  concdl  all  errors  inf  alio,  and  in  j«rc,ofall 
the  Judges  and  Jufticcs  of  England  in  their 
Judgments  and  Proceedings,  and  this  not  only 
in  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  but  in  all  Pleas  Real, 
Pei  lbnal,  anti  Mixt,  except  only  in  the  Exek- 
guer. 

In  this  High  Court,  fit  commonly  four  Grave 
Reverend  Judges,  whereof  the  firll  is  filled  the 
Lord  Chief  Juliicc  of  the  EJngs  Bench,  and  is 
created  not  by  Patent,  but  by  a  (hort  Writ,thus : 
Matheo  Bale  Militi  falutem.  Sciatis  quod  con- 
jliwimus  los  ]uj}iciariiim  nojhim  Capitalem  ad 
Elacita  coram  nobis  tenenda,  durante  ber.epkcito  no- 
fro,  Tejie  meipfo  apud  mjlrn.

In  this  Court,  ail  young  Lawyers  that  have 
been  called  to  the  Bar,  arc  allowed  to  Plead 
andPradlicc. 

This  Court  may  grant  Prohibitions  to  keep 
other  Courts  both  Ecclefiallical  and  Tempo¬ 
ral,  within  their  Bounds  and  due  Jurifdidlion. 

Thejurifdiflionof  this  Court  is  general,  and 
extendeth  to  all  England,  is  more  uncontroul-

Tlic  manner  of  Trj'als  in  tliis  and  all  other 
common  Law-Courts  in  England,  being  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  of  all  other  Countreys,  and 
peculiar  to  England,  (hall  be  at  large  deferibed 
apart  in  a  Chapter,  with  other  peculiars. 
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the  Court  of  Common-Pleas. 

THc  next  Court  for  exetution  of  Laws,  is 
the  Court  of  Cemmcii-Wfar,  fo  called,  be. 
caufc  there  arc  debated  the  ufual  Pleas 
between  Subjeft  and  Subjc£l.  Some  fay,  this 
Court,  as  well  as  other  Courts,  was  at  lull 
held  in  the  Kings  Houfc,  wlurcfocvcr  he  re- 
fided. ;  but  by  the  Statute  of  Mugnti  C'mm,  it 
was  ordained,  that  this  Court  Ihould  not  be 
ambulatory,  but  be  held  at  a  certain  place, 
and  that  hath  ever  lince  been  in  mfimiiijh- 
mil. 

None  but  Sergeants  at  law  may  plead  in 
this  Court,  and  fo  many  of  them  as  the  King 
{hall  appoint,  arc  bound  by  Oath,  to  alTift  all 
that  have  any  Caufc  depending  in  that  Court, 
This  Court  may  grant  Prohibitions,  as  the 
Court  of  the  IQngs  Bench  doth. 

The  Chief  Judge  in  this  Court,  is  called  the 
Lori  Chief  fujlice  of  the  Common-Tkis,  or  of 
the  Common-Bench  ;  holdcth  his  Place  by  Let¬ 
ters  Patent,  diiriitite  ienefUcito ,  and  fo  do  the 
other  inferior  Judges  of  this  Court,  where* 
of  there  are  commonly  three. 

In  this  Court,  all  Civil  Caufes,  Real  and 
Perlbnal,  arc  ufually  tryed,  according  to  the 
llridh  Rule  of  the  Law. 

Real  Aflions  are  pleadable  in  no  other 
Court,  nor  Fines  levied,  or  Recoveries  fuftr- 
cd,  but  only  in  this  Court  at  Wefiminfier. 

The  King  allows  to  the  Lord  Chief  Julticc 
of  this  Court,  a  Fee,  Reward,  Robes,  and  two 
Tun  of  Wine,  as  is  done  to  the  Lord  Chief 

Jullicc  of  the  other  Bench  ;  alfo  to  the  other 
udges  of  this  Court,  and  to  four  SergeanB, 
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is  allowed  Fees,  Reward,  and  Robes  to  each 
one. 

In  the  iitb  and  nti  of  Edw.  3.  there  were 
Eight  Judges  belonging  to  the  ComoK-Pkis : 
at  other  times,  feveii,  fix,  and  five,  and  fo  in 
the  time  of  Berjty  f.and  Edw.  4.  but  fince  ufu- 
ally  but  four,  as  at  this  day. 

Before  the  Reign  ofQjiecn  thefe, 
and  the  reft  of  the  11  Judges,  rode  upon 
Mules,  and  not  upon  Horfes,  as  they  now  do, 
in  great  State,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Term,

THe  next  Court  for  Execution  of  Laws, 
is,  that  called  the  Exdvquer,  fo  called, 
as  fomc  think,  from  a  Chcqucr-wrouglit  Car¬ 
pet,  covering  the  great  Table  in  that  Court,  as 
the  Court  of  Green-Chth  in  the  Kings  Houfc 
is  fo  called  from  the  Green  Carpet,  or  clfc 
from  the  french  word  Efcheqiiier,  a  Chefs- 
board,  becaufc  the  Accomptants  in  that  Of¬ 
fice,  were  wont  to  ufe  fuch  Boards  in  their 
Calculation.  Here  are  tryed  all  Caufes  which 
belong  to  the  Kings  Treafury  or  Revenue,  as 
touching  Accounts,  Disburrcmcnts,,..Cuftpm!. 
and  all  Fines  impofed  upon  any  Man.  In  this 
Court,  do  fit  the  Lord  Treafurer,  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  Lord  Chief  Ba¬ 
ron,  and  four  other  Learned  Judges,  called  Ba¬ 
rons  of  the  Exchequer,  ar.d  one  other  Curfitor 
Baron,  but  the  two  firft  feldom  fit,  and  the 
five  lall  feldom  fail.  The  firft  of  thefe  five,  is 
the  Principal  Judge  of  this  Court,  and  an- 
fwers  the  Bar  or  the  Barifters,  who  diredt  their 
Speech  to  him,  takes  Recognizances  for  the 
Kings  Debts,  C>c.  It  is  an  Office  of  High  Ho¬ 
nour  and  Profit,  he  is  ftilcd.  Lord  Chief  Ba¬ 
ron,  is  created  by  Letters  Patents,  to  hold  this 
Dignity,  diu  bene  fe  gejferh,  wherein  he 
hath  a  more  fixed  Eftate  than  the  Chief  Jufti- 
ces  of  either  Bench,  for  the  Law  intends  this 
an  Eftate  for  life  ;  in  the  abfence  of  tlie  Lord 
Chief  Baron,  the  other  three  ..arouafupply  his 
place,  according  to  their  Seniority,  but  the 
fifthjs  faid  to  be  Curfitor  of  the  Court,  and 
adminifters  the  Oaths  to  the  Sheriffs,  Undcr- 
Shcrifls, 
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ShcriA's,  BayliAs,  Searchers,  Surveyors,  cic.  of 
the  Ciijlcn-Nouje. 

Ill  tlie  Excluquer  arc  held  two  Courts,  ouc 
ofLaw,  another  of  Equity. 

All  Judicial  Proceedings,  according  to  Law; 
arc  corm  l.tmibx! but  the  Court  of  Equity, 
held  in  the  Exchequit  C  hainber,  is  corm  The- 
(mrjrio,  Cir.cdlirio,  cJi  hmnibj.  This  Court 
had  its  beginning,  Tr'mo  Ph.  C?  Mir. 

The  Authority  of  this  Court  is  of  OrigiuaJ 
Jiirirdiflion,  without  any  CommiOion. 

Note  alfo,  that  all  the  other  fore-mention¬ 
ed  Courts,  were  not  Inhitutcd  ^any  Statute 
or  Written- Law,  but  have  their  Original  from 
the  ancient  ciiliom  of  the  Kingdom. 

For  a  long  time  after  the  Conqaert,.  there 
fate  in  the  Exchequer,  both  Spiritual  and  Tem¬ 
poral  Barons  of  the  Realm,  and  in  latter  times., 
there  fate  in  their  places,  others  that  were, 
not  Peers  of  tlie  Realm,  yet  (liled  Eitoits,  quia.

men  and  Doflors,  Biflipps  or  Prelates. , 
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A  LiU  of  the  fe'veral  Officers-^ 
belonging  to  His  Majefiies 
Court  o/’ Exchequer.

Tliercarealfo  divers  others  Officers,  as  Clerk 
rf  the  Parcels,  Clerk  of  the  Nichils,  Marflials. 
liflier  of  the  Exckeqinr,  whofe  Office  is  exe¬ 
cuted  by  a  Deputy ;  alfo  four  under  Ulhers, 
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Of  the  other  part  of  the  Exchcauer, 
called  l>y  fom  the  Lower^xchc- 
quer,  where  the  KinpyReveme 
is  Received  and  Dkburfed^  with 
admirable  Order  and  Fnigalitj, 

THe  principal  Officer  is  the  Lord  Trcj- 
furer,  of  whom,  fee  the  ffrj}  Turt  of 
the  Prefeiit  Stste  of  Eiirfand. 

This  Office,  upon  the  Rcfignatioti  of  the 
late  Lord  Clifford,  was  conferred  npon  the 
Right  Honourable,  the  Lord  Vicount  Ljtimer, 
fince  created  Earl  of  Danby. 

There  is  one  Secretary,  chvks  Bertie,  Efq; 
Brother  to  the  Earl  of  Lkdfey. 

Next  is  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
who  is  alfo  an  Officer  of  great  Account  ani 
Authority:  he  hath  a  Principal  Power,  not 
one!/ in  the  Exchequer  Court,  but  alfo  here, 
in  the  managing  and  difpnflng  of  the  Kings  Re¬ 
venue  :  He  hath  alfo  the  cullocly  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  Seal.  This  Office  is  now  enjoyed  by  Sir 
fobn  Errdy,  Kt. 

Then  there  are  two  Chamberlains  of  the 
Exchequer,  Sir  Nicholas  Siemrd,  and  Mr.  Bjl- 
diard,  in  whofe  cuftody  are  many  antient  Re¬ 
cords,  Leapes  and  Treaties,  with  Forreign 
Princes,  th;  Standards  of  Moneys,  Weights, 
and  Mcaflircs,  lliofc  aiiticnt  famouj  Books,  d* 

led  Vooms-day,  and  the  SlackyBooh,  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  i  whereof  the  former  is  Liber  Cerfu- 
alie  tniu  AugUie,  the  Tax-iooh,  of  England, 
made  by  tvilliant  the  Conqueror ,  wliercin  is 
dcfcribcil 
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dcltribcd  all  the  Lands  of  Evshtwl,  with  the 
true  value,  and  their  Owners  names  i  it  was 
fix  years  in  making,  viz.  from  tlie  to  the 
loih  year  of  that  King,  and  tailed  at  lirft,  J(<i- 
nhi  Wir.iom,  but  fince  named  Dooms-di}  Sooi^ 
b.caulc  therein  wasfet  down  an  exaft  Account, 
not  onely  of  all  the  Cities,  Towns,  and  Villa¬ 
ges  of  EnsUnd,  but  tlie  number  of  Families, 
of  Men,  Soldiers,  and  Husbandmen,  liondmen. 
Servants,  Cattel ;  how  much  Money,  what 
Rent,  how  mucii  Meadow,  Pallurc,  Woods, 

Tillage ,  Common ,  Marfli,  Heath ,  every  one 
poRelTed :  and  when  any  one  was  cited,  or  any 
dilfcrencc  arofe  about  thofe  things  and  Taxes, 
tjc.  there  was  no  place  for  denying  or  de¬ 
ceiving  the  King  (whereof  many  men  now 
make  little  conicienc  ?,  though  all  good  Chri- 
(lians  ever  accounted  it  a  grievous  and  heinous 
Cn)  when  this  Swk.was  opened,  like  as  it  will 
be  at  the  opening  of  the  B(iok.X  the  great  day 
of  Doom,  cr  General  Judgement  of  the  work!. 

This  Book,  is  kept  under  three  Locks  and  Keys, 
not  to  be  look’d  into  under  6  s.  8  d.  and  for 
every  Line  tranicribed,  is  to  be  paid  4(1. 

Next  is  the  Auditor  of  the  Receipts,  Sir  l{o- 
titi  Howird,  whofc  Office  is  to  file  the  Bills  of 
the  Tellers,  whereby  they  charge  thcmfelves 
with  all  Money  received,  and  to  draw  all  Or¬ 
ders  to  be  Signed  by  the  Lord  High  Treafurer, 
for  ilTuing  forth  all  Moneys  by  vertue  of  Pri¬ 
vy  Seals,  which  arc  Recorded  and  Lodged  in 
his  Office.

A  Tally  in  the  Exchequer,  from  the  Frexch 
Ynh,  TiUier,  tocut,  kaveryantient,  and  molt 
certain  way  of  avoiding  all  cor.enage  in  the 
Kings  Revenue ;  the  like  no  where  alfo  in  Chri- 
fcndom,  and  is  after  this  manner : 

He  that  pays  the  King  any  moneys,  receives 
for  his  Acquittance  a  Tally ,  that  is ,  the  one 

half  of  a  Hick  cloven,  with  certain  proportion- 

able  Notches  thereon,  exprcffive  of  the  funi 
from  the  raid  Deputy-Chamberlains,  who  keep 
the  other  cloven  part  of  the  Dick ,  called  the 
Icyl,  and  deliver  it  to  the  Tally-joyners,  on 
the  other  fide  of  the  Exchsqm,  who  arc  alfo

is  become  the  bell  ordered  publkk  Revenue  in 
the  World.  .  ,  ^ 

,  Though  the  number  of  Officers  m  the  Ex- 
tiqiier,  is  far  greater  tlian  in  am;  otlier  of  the 
Kings  Courts,  yet  not  near  lb  great  as  the  Fi- 
wnc.rs,  ami  other  Officers  belonging  to  the 
lUvcmi'  sof  theTri-i.cl'  Kinn,  who  arc  ft)  many 
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that  their  Fees  cat  up  a  vcrj'  coiifidcrable  pan 
of  the  whole  Revenue ;  whereas,  for  reward, 
ing  all  the  Officers  in  the  Er.sUPt  Exekm 
whereof  nioft  arc  ever  perfons  of  Eftates,  Parts! 
and  great  Integrity,  it  cofls  the  King  a  very  in- 
confidcrable  fum  of  Money ,  as  will  calily  ap 
P'.ar  to  any  one  who  fhall  confidcr,  that  in  cafe 
of  a  Gift  from  the  King  of  Moneys,  or  Penfioa 
out  of  His  Exchequer,  he  that  receives  it,  pan 
but  s  /.  percent,  amongll  the  Tellers,  -eiditot= 
Clerk  of  the  Pells,  and  their  Clerks,  and  to 
all  other  Officers  whatfoever ;  and ,  which  is 
remarkable,  there  goes  not  amongll  the  faidl 
Officers  and  Clerks,  fo  much  as  5  s.  per 
out  of  publick  Payments,  as  for  the  Navy,  Ord¬ 
nance,  Wardrobe,  Mint,  to  the  Cofferer,  Trca-' 
furcr  of  the  Chamber,  tfc. 

In  cafe  of  Moneys  paid  in  by  any  of  the  Kina 
Tenants,  Receivers,  it  colls  them  fometirrtts 
but  6  d.  and  at  moll  but  3  s.  for  every  pay- 
ment,  under  a  thoufand  pounds :  and  that  gos 
only  to  the  Clerks  for  their  pains  in  writina 
and  attending.  * 

The  bringing  in  of  all  Moneys  to  the  King 
colls  His  Majclfy,  amongll  Receivers,  Collefl- 
ors,  and  all  others  in  the  Country,  not  above 
1  s.  in  the  pound;  and  at  His  Exchequer,  it 
colls  him  in  a  manner  nothing  at  all;  for  the 
Tellers,  who  arc  bound  to  the  King  in  looool. 
ftcurity,  for  the  true  difeharge  of  their  great 
Trufls,  have  under  3  3 1.  per  Minim  for  their  Sa¬ 
lary  from  the  King  and  the  two  Clerks  of  cadi 
Teller ,  who  conllantly  attend  their  Olficci, 

luvcnotliingatallfrom  the  King, 
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The  Court  of  the  Dutchy  t>/Lancafter. 

THcrc  is  another  Court  at  iViJlmkftef, 
called  the  Court  of  the  Dutchy  of 
cajiif,  which  takes  cognizance  of  all 
Caufes,  that  any  way  concern  the  Revenue  be¬ 
longing  to  that  Dutchy,  which  hath  been  long 
Cnee  annexed  to  the  Crown. 

The  Chief  judgeof  this  Court,  is  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Dutchy,  who  is  adilled  by  the  At¬ 
torney  cf  the  Duuhy.  There  aie  divers  other 
Officers  of  this  Court ,  a  Lilt  of  whofc  Names 
here  follow.

This  Court  is  kept  at 
tVejlmiufter ,  by  the  Lower  Exchequer,  and  the 
Office  of  Sir  Cilben  Geuri  at  Gnyt-Irm.

NKxt  to  tlic  I{kgs  litnch  in  in’pikjit,. 
JJiU,  h  wUcfy  placed  tlii,',  High  Court, 
to  mitigate  the  rigour  of  thatj  it  ii 
Ciirk  CMCCikrix,  as  (ome  )iulge,  becaufe.si 
fomc  tliink,  the  Judge  of  this  Court  late  anti- 
eutly  iMtu  Cuncdlos ,  or  Unices,  as  the  Eall 
end  of  Our  Cliurclies  iaeing  Icparatcd  fer  Cut- 
cclJos,  from  the  Body  of  the  Cliurcli ,  as  pcca- 
liarly  belonging  to  thcPricll,  were  tlienccal- 
led  Clmcels. 

Tliis  Court  is  the  thcWonii 

of  all  our  Fundamental  Laws,  the  Fountain  of 
all  our  Proceedings  inlaw,  the  original  of  all 
other  Courts.  It  is  as  antient  as  tlic  civility  cf 
the  Nation ,  though  perhaps  by  another  name, 
This  Court  pro'cecds,  either  ordinarily,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Laws.  Statutes,  and  Cuftomsof 
the  Nation,  and  in  Uiim,  granting  out  Wrii> 
Mandatory,  and  Remedial,  Writs  of  Grace ;  or 
clfe  according  to  Equity, and  Confciencc,  aul 
by  Englifii  Bill :  fo  that  the  Clmcerj  bath  tevo 
Courts  in  one  :  the  equitable  part  is  by  liilli, 
Anfwcrs,  and  Decrees,  to  examine  Frauds, 
Combinations,  Trulis ,  Secret  Ufes,  to 
moderate  the  rigour  of  the  Laws,  and  refeue 
Men  out  of  the  hands  of  their  OpprelTors,  To 
relieve  a  Man,  cfpccially  in  three  things,  vit 
againll  Cheats,  unfortunate  Accidents,  and 
breaches  of  Trull. 

Out  of  this  Court  ilTuc  out  Writs  or  Sum¬ 
mons  for  Parliaments,  Euidts,  Proclamations, 
Charters,  Piotcdlions,  Safe-Condudls,  Writs 
of  MokrM  Mifericordk ,  when  any  perfon  hath 
been  amciccd  too  high,  and  for  a  rcafonablc 
part 
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juit  ofgnodi  for  Wiilousaml  Orplians,  Pa¬ 
tents  for  Sliorifs ,  Writs  of  Certionri  to  re¬ 
move  Keeonls,  and  f.ilfc  Judp.ments  in  inf  rior 
Conrls,  Writs  of  and  Scrcf.i- 

line  arc  H'alcd  and  Inrolled  Letter-  I’.i- 
tents,  Trvati  s  and  Leagues  with  I'orcig  Prin¬ 
ces,  Deeds  between  Party  ard  Par’v,  tmuliing 
their  Lands  and  Edates,  or  Pnrcb.ilirs,  taki.ig 
Kccogniranccs,  and  maki;',!;  if  Extents  upoii 
Statutes  and  Rvcogni/aneesforpayinentof  Mo- 
nevs,  or  fectiring  of  Contraels,  \\’rits  Remc- 
ilial  or  Magidcrial,  Commiilions  cf  Appeal,  Oyer 
3111I  Terminer  ,  C/c.  The  Court  of  Ccniman-

for  the  /.Mine  part  of  this  Court ,  are  the 
:4Ciir(irors;  and  for  thcEnglijh  part,  are  the 
Six  Clerks. 

The  Court  of  Equity,  that  proceeds  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  Law ,  is  no  Court  of  Record ,  and 
therefore  binds  only  the  Perfon,  not  his  Lands 
or  Goods. 

The  Judge  of  this  Court,  is  the  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor,  or  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  of 
Erghnd.  He  is  here  the  foie  Judge,  whereas 
in  other  Courts  there  are  three  or  ftur  Judges ; 
but  he  may  and  doth  often,  in  cafes  of  greater 
"■eight  and  diffiailty ,  in  cafes  of  Law ,  call 
fomc  of  the  other  Judges  to  his  afliftance ;  and 
therefore  it  is  faid,  this  Office  may  be  difehar- 
ged  by  one  that  is  no  profclTed  Lawyer ,  as  it 
was  almoll  always  anticntly ;  and  fo  of  later 
times  by  Sir  Chijlopber  Hutton,  and  after  by 
Doflor  Winiitm,  Billiop  of  LixcoJu,  to  their 
great  praife  and  commendation. 

It 
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the  more  it  is  guided  by  Confciciice  and  Equi¬ 
ty;  and  tlicicrorc  tlie  Kings  of  Enghnd  would 
have  this  Court  fuperiour  to  the  other  Tribu¬ 
nals,  that  fo ,  if  any  thing  was  done  aniil's ,  by 
thole  following  the  Rigor  of  tlic  Law  ,.here, 
by  good  Confcience  and  Equity,  it  might  be 
amended;  wherein  they  followed  the  Noble 
Pattern  of  the  Great  Con^ir.me,  Qui  omnes  fu- 
<x  leges  mperfediis  ejfe  sioMt,  m  Me  fubditi  ftii 
uppeilmnt  tii  Epifeopos;  and  therefore  in  all 
former  times ,  the  judges  of  this  Court  were 
chofen  out  of  the  Clergy,  able  Divines,  who 
by  their  skill  in  the  Law  of  God,  and  of  Nati¬ 
ons,  were  bell  able  to  judge,  according  to  Mo¬ 
deration  and  Equity,  and  moll  willing  to  exe¬ 
cute  accordingly;  allb  fittell  to  difpufe  of  the 
Kings  Spiritual  Benefices. 

lididcs,  when  this  High  Office  was  given  to 
Bilhops  and  Clergy-men,  and  thereby  Wealth, 
and  a  publick  Spirit,  ufually  conjoined,  what 
great  publick  Afts  of  Piety  and  Charity,  were 
done  by  them  for  this  Nation  ?  To  mention 
only  in  Oxford,  what  Noble  and  Rich  Founda¬ 
tions  are  Chrifts-Church,  Mugdilens,  New-Col- 
Uige ,  and  Merm  CoUedge;  All  Founded  by 
Bilhops  that  were  Chancellors  ;  and  on  the 
contrary,  fince  the  places  of  Chancellor,  Trea- 
furcr,  Privy-Seal,  Isle,  have  been  ufually  in  the 
hands  of  Laymen,  what  one  great  Work  hath 
been  done  for  the  Publick,  but  only  Wealth 
heaped  up  for  their  own  private  Families  ? 

The  manner  of  Proceeding  in  this  Court,  is 
much  like  that  in  the  Courts  of  the  Civil-Law 
the  Adfions  by  Bill  or  Plaint,  the  Witnefles  ex¬ 
amined  111  private ,  the  Decrees  in  Er.gUfh  or 
I  ^eiue,  not  in  French.  No  liiry  of  Twelve  Men 
j Court*  S'ven  by  the  Judge  of  the 

I  G  The 
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The  Chancellor,  or  Lord-Keeper  hath  hvclvc 
AlTiiiants,  antiently  called  Clerici ,  or  Mugijhi 
CmeVarit,  becaufc  they  were  ufually  in  Holy 
Orders ,  and  all  Dodtors  of  Laws ,  for  Mailer 
and  Dodlor  was  antiently  the  fame ,  as  at  tMs 
day,  a  Doflor  in  tlie  Arts,  is  called  Afagi/leri* 

Jriibm. 

The  firll  of  thefc  is  called  Mijler  of  the  ^'h, 
a  place  of  great  Dignity,  and  is  in  the  gift  of 
the  King,  cither  for  life ,  or  during  His  Majc- 
llicsplcalure;  and  this  Officer  hath  fiireO^cii, 
the  gift  of  thofe  confidcrablc  Officers  of  the 
Six  Clerks  in  CJ!>4»)ceo.  hath  the  keeping  of  the 
Rolls,  hath  theHoufc  of  the  CoHverteil  fern, 
:.ow  called  the  }(plls,  and  in  the  ahfcncc  of  the 
Chancellor,  hears  Caufts,  and  makes  Orders, 
by  virtue  of  a  Commiffion,  with  two  Mailers, 
and  that  fure  Ogicii. 

One  reafon,  why  the  Mailers  of  Ckncerji  were 
ever  Civ'tlms,  may  be,  bccaufe  for  all  Caufo, 
almoll  imaginable,  IbmeLaw,  or  Cafe  conform¬ 
able  thereunto,  may  be  fetched  by  a  good  Ci- 
■vilim  out  of  that  Law  of  Laws,  called  the  Civil 
Itw.  Another  may  be  ,  bccaufe  the  ChMtr; 
more  antient  than  any  other  Court  of  M- 
Imd,  (for  all  Original  Writs  and  Commiffions, 
whereupon  the  other  Courts  do  ground  all  their 
proceedings,  do  ground  from  thence)  hath  pro¬ 
bably  been  taken  from  the  Civil  Itw ,  divers 
points  cf  proceedings  not  ufed  in  Common 
Law-Courts,  as  the  Defendents  anfwcring  to 
the  Bill ,  and  fometimes  to  the  Interrogatories 
upon  Oath,  though  to  the  acculing  of  a  Mans 
fcif,  in  divers  Matters  damageable ,  and  penali 
alio  by  the  whole  manner  of  publication,  the 
depolirion  of  Witnefles  upon  Interrogatories, 
and  i>i  ferfetmm  rei  metmmm,  by  the  term  and 
ule  of  linal  Decree,  and  many  other  points dit- 
fenng 
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fciingfrom  the  Common-Law,  and  wholly 
agreeing  witli  the  Civil  Law. 

This  Court  is  always  ojicn,  whereas  all  the 
othem  are  fliut ,  but  only  in  Term  time;  fo 
that  if  a  Man  be  wrongfully  imprifoned,  in  the 
Vacation  time  out  of  Term,  the  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor  may  grant  his  Writ  of  Hibeig  Corpus, 
and  do  him  juliicc  according  to  Law;  fo  like- 
wife  may  this  Court  grant  Prohibitions,  in  time 
of  Vacation,  as  well  as  in  Term  time. 
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A  Lifl  of  the  fcwral  Officers 
helofiging  to  the  High  Court 
of  Chancery.

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tofore  a  little  after  that  Fcalf ,  but  now,  by  a 
late  Statute,  begins  the  13  of  October,  and  lall- 
cth  37  clays,  Lallly,  J^iUry  Term  begins  now 
10  days  after  St.  Hikry  Hilhop,  or  the  25  of 
Jawur;,  and  l3lkth2idays;  fo  inallioj  days, 
from  whence  niulf  be  deduced  about  20  Surer- 
il;)i  and  Holidays,  whieli  arc  as  Dies  NefjjV,. 
wherein  the  Courts  (it  not ;  fo  that  in  oncfourtlv 
part  of  the  year,  and  that  in  one  City,  all  lon- 
liilcrablc  Caufes  of  the  greateft  part  of 
arc  fully  decided  and  determined ;  wliercas  in 
Foreign  parts,  the  Courts  of  JulHce  are  open- 
all  the  year,  except  high  Holidays,  andHar- 
Tcil ,  and  that  in  all  great  Cities.  This  may 
feem  therefore  llrangc  to  all  Foreigners ,  till 
they  know  that  the  Englilh  have  always  been 
given  more  to  pcaccablencfs  and  iiidullry  than; 
other  people,  and  that  rather  than  go  fo  fir  as 
London,  and  beat  fo  great  charges  withAttor- 
ncys  and  Lawyers,  they  will  either  refer  thcic 
differences  to  the  Arbitration  of  their  Parilh* 
Priells ,  who  do,  or  ought  to  think  it  a  prin¬ 
cipal  part  of  their  Duty  to  reconcile  Diffe¬ 
rences  within  their  Parillics ,  or  to  the  Arbitra', 
tion  of  honclf  Neighbours;  or  elfe  are  content 
to  fubmit  their  Differences  to  tryal  before  the 
judges  of  Affizes ,  called  alfo  fujhces  in  Eyre, 
or  the  Itinerant  judges,  who  twice  a  year,  v/r. 
after  the  end  of  Hikry  Term,  and  after  the  end 
of  Trinity  Term,  two  by  two  of  thefe  principal 
judges  ride  fevcral  Circuits,,  and  at  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Town  of  every  County ,  fit  to  hear  and 
determine  all  Caufes  of  lelTcr  moment ,  both 
Civil  and  Criminal  ;  a  nioft  excellent  wife 
Conllitution,  begun  by  King  Henry  the  Second, 
Anno  nvtf..  who  at  fitll  divided  Engknd  into 
fix  Circuits,  (not  the  fame  that  arc  now)  and 
to  each  Circuit  allotted  three  judges.  iVales- 
C  5  alfo 
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alfo  is  divided  into  two  Circuits,  North  jod 
Stuib  Wales,  for  which  arc  dcfigncd  in  like  man¬ 
ner  two  togeants  at  Law  for  each  Circuit. 
Tbefe  Judges  give  Judgment  of  the  Pleie  of 
the  Crown,  and  all  Common  Pleas  within  thoft

ing  to  Equity  in  Chancery:  Of  thefe  Courts, 
ttatfor  Corneal  was  never  fully  crefted,  thofe 
people  defiring  rather  to  come  to  London  for 
fuftice :  that  of  the  North  was,  by  the  late 
Long  Parliament,  taken  away,  and  fo  was  that 
•f  Wales ;  but  this  lall  fince  thcRefiauration  of 
the  King  agaiti  credted.  Of  this  Court  or 
Council  of  thcMarlhcsof  STijfet  is  a  LordPre- 
Ident,  at  prefent  the  Right  Honourable  Menry 
Somerjet,  Marquifs  and  Earl  ofWtrcejhr ;  di¬ 
vers  Connfcllors,  Secretary,  Attorney,  Solli- 
•itor,  Suncyer,  who  have  Salaries  from  His 
lilajclly.

For  the  Civil  Government  of  aB  Counties, 
theKing  makes  choice  of  feme  of  the  Nobility, 
Clergy,  Gentry  and  Lawyers ,  Men  of  worth 
and  parts ,  who  have  their  ufiial  rcfidcnce  in 
the  County ,  fo  many  as  His  Majefty  ptcafeth, 
to  keep  the  Peace  of  the  County ;  and  thefe, 
by  Commiil'ion  under  the  Great  Seal ,  are  cal¬ 
led  Juttices  of  the  Peace,  at  firA  Ailed  Wardens, 
of  the  Peace,  and  fuch  of  them  in  whom  thr 
King  doth  more  particularly  confide  or  refpedf.. 
are  called’ JuAices  of  the  ^orum,  from  tholb 
words  in  the  Commiflion,  Siuorum  A.  B.  «««« 
(ft  volume,  that  is,  fome  bulinefs  of  more  im¬ 
portance  ,  may  not  be  tranfadlcd  without  the 
ptciince  or  concurrence  of  one  of  them. 

One  of  the  principal  JuAiccs  of  Peace  and 
SmriM,  is,  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  madeCu- 
Jkt  I{otulorm,  fo  called ,  bccaufe  he  hath  the 
cullod’y  of  the  Rolls ,  or  Records  of  the  SelTi- 
ons,  and  is  to  bring  them  to  each  Quartec- 
SelTions. 

The  Original  of  JuAiccs  of  the  Peace  is  fro® 
the  firA  year  of  Edwtri  the  Third. 

Their  Office  is  to  call  before  them,  exam’me 
and  commit  to  Prifon  all  Tliicv'cs,  Murderers, 
Wandering  Rogues ,  thofe  that  hold  Confpira- 
cies.  Conventicles,  Riots-,  and  almoA  alt  other 
Delinquencies  that  may  occafion  the  breach  of 
Peace  and  (^liet  to  thcKings  Subjefts ;  to  com- 
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mit  all  fuch  to  prifon ,  as  either  cannot,  or  hy 
Law  arc  not,  to  be  bailed,  (that  is,  cannot  be 
fet  at  liberty  by  Sureties,  taken  for  their  ap¬ 
pearance  at  a  place  and  time  certain)  and  to 
lee  them  brought  forth  in  due  time  toTn'al 
Ever)' Quarter  or  Tlircc  Months,  the  lulliKs 
meet  at  the  Chief  or  Shire-Town  ,  where  the 
Grand  Inqucll  or  Jury  of  the  County  is  fim- 
moned  to  appear,  who  upon  Oath,  arc  to'en- 
quire  of  all  Traitors,  Hcreticks.  Thieves,  Mur¬ 
derers,  Money-Coiners,  Riots,  &c.  Thofe 
that  appear  to  be  guilty,  arc  by  thefaid  JulH- 
ccs  committed  to  prifon ,  to  be  tryed  at  the 
next  Allizcs ,  when  the  judges  at  iVelhmihr 
come  their  Ciicuits  aforementioned.  ^ 
For  the  execution  of  Laws  in  every  County 
except  Durham^  the  King  every 

Mckelma  Term  nominates  for  each  County  a 
Sheriff,  tint  is,  a  \eeve  of  the  Shire,  Fixtofi- 
tM,  or  Pro’feliia  c omitmt,  a  Governor  or  Guar¬ 
dian  of  the  County,  for  the  words  of  the  Pa- 
tent  are,  Commifmm  tibi  CuMim  Comittm 
nopi  de  N 

The  Sheriffs  Office  is  to  execute  the  Kings 
Mandates  ,  and  all  Writs  direfled  to  him  out 
of  the  Kings  Courts,  to  empanncl  juries,  to 
oringCaufcs  and  Criminals  to  Tryal,  to  fee  the 
Sentences  both  in  Civil  and  Criminal  Affairs 
executed ;  to  wait  on,  and  guard  the  Itinerant 
Judges  twice  a  year,  fo  long  as  they  continue 
within  the  County,  which  at  the  Affixes  is  per- 
formed  with  great  Pomp ,  Splendor,  Fcafting, 
In  order  to  the  better  execution  of  his 
Office,  the  Shcrilfhath  attendant  bis  under  She¬ 
riff,  divers  Clerks,  Stewards  of  Courts,  Bayliffs 
of  Hundreds,  Conftablcs,  Gaolers,  Sergeants  or 
Bcaciles,  bclldcs  a  gallant  Train  of  Servants  in 
'““onHorfcbackat  the  reception 
ef  the  judges.  ^  He 
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ilc  was  anticntly  chofcn  as  Knights  of  the 
Shire,  but  to  avoid  tumults  it  is  now  thus ; 

Every  year  about  the  beginning  of  Nnem^ 
kr,  the  Judges  Itinerant  nominate  fix  fit  Men 
cfcach  County,  that  is  Knights,  or  Efquires 
of  good  Efiates ;  out  of  thefe  the  Lords  Chan¬ 
cellor,  Trcafiirer,  Pri\7  Counfellors ,  and  ii 
jiiilgcs  alTeniblc  in  the  Exchqiiir  Chimkr  and 
livorn  ,  make  choice  of  three ,  of  which  the 
King  himfclf  after  choofeth  one  to  be  Sluriff 
for  tliat  year  only ,  though  licretoforc  it  was 
for  many  years,  and  fometimes  Hereditary ;  as 
at  this  day  to  the  Cliffords ,  who,  by  defeent

l  urthermore,  the  Sheriffs  Office  is  to  colleft 
all  publick  Profits ,  Cuftoms ,  Taxes  of  the 
County,  all  Fines,  DifirclTes  and  Amerciaments, 
and  to  bring  them  into  the  Kings  Exchequer 
or  Trcafuiy  at  london ,  or  elfcwherc ,  as  the 
King  (ball  appoint. 

The  Sheriff  of  each  County  hath  a  double 
Fiinftion,  firll  Minilierial ,  to  execute  all  Pro- 
(cfies  anti  Precepts  of  the  Courts  of  Law,  and 
to  make  returns  of  the  fame.  Secondly ,  Ju¬ 
dicial,  whereby  he  hath  Authority  to  hold  two 
fcvcral  Courts  of  tlillinit  nature,  the  one  cal¬ 
led  the  Sheriffs  Turn,  which  he  lioldcth  in  fc- 
vcral  places  of  the  County ,  enquiring  of  all 
Crfraina/ Offences againtt  thcCmr)m-lir0,  not 
proliibitccl  by  any  Statute  ;  The  other  called 
tiicCount)-Court,  wherein  he  hears  and  deter¬ 
mines  Civil  Caujes  of  the  County  under  40  s. 
which  anticntly  was  a  confidcrablc  fum ;  fo 
j  that  by  the  great  fa^l  of  the  Moneys  now,  the 
^  Sheriffs  Authority  in  that  part  is  much  dimi-

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He  is  Paid  to  be  the  Life  of  Juflicc,  of  tlic 
Law,  and  of  the  County,  for  no  Suit  begins 
and  no  Procefs  is  ferved  but  by  him,  then  jj 
execution  of  the  Law  but  by  him.  Lallly,  k 
is  the  chief  Confervator  of  the  Peace  in  the 
whole  County.

There  arc  alfo  in  every  County  two  Offi¬ 
cers,  called  Coronet!,  whofc  Office  is  to  enciuirc 
ky  a  Jury  of  Neighbours  how  and  by  whom  any 
perfon  came  by  a  violent  death  ,  and  to  enter 
the  umc  upon  Record,  which  is  matter  Crimi¬

Thcfc  arc  thofen  by  the  freeholders  of  the 
County,  by  virtue  of  a  Writ  out  of  the  Ckn- 
ter).  They  were  anticntly  Men  of  Ellalcs,  Birth 
and  Honour :  and  therefore  in  the  Reign  of 
Xdmri  the  Third,  a  Merchant  being  chofcn  a 
Coroner,  was  removed,  quit  commntt  Meta- 
Mr  juis,  whereas  he  ought  to  have  been  a  Gen¬ 
tleman,  which  no  Tradelraen  is  reckoned  to  be 
ky  our  Laws. 
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Every  County  alfo  hath  an  Officer  called 
Clerk  of  the  Mmn ,  whofe  Office  is  to  keep 
a  Standard  of  all  Weights  and  Meafiires  exaft- 
ly,  according  with  the  Kings  Standard  kept  in 
the  Exekeiutr,  and  to  fee  that  none  others  be 
ufed  in  the  fame  Coun^,  to  Seal  all  Weights 
and  Meafurcs  made  exaclly  by  the  Standard  in 
liisCiiltody,  and  to  burn  fuch  as  are  otherwife. 

He  hath  a  Court,  and  may  keep  and  hold  Plea 
therein.

EVcryCitynf  by  their  Cliarters  or 

I'l'iviledges  granted  by  leveral  Kings ,  it 
a  little  Conimonwe  iltb  ap.irt,  govcrncil  not  as 
the  Cities  of  frme,  by  a  Nobknian  or  Ceii- 
tlcman  placed  tl’.cre  by  the  King;  but  wholly 
by  thcmfcivcs ,  tliey  clioofc  among  thcmfelvcs 
their  own  Governour ;  in  Cities  a  Mayor  is 
chofen,  commonly  out  of  twelve  Aldermen.  In 
fomc  other  Corporations ,  a  P.aylilT  is  chofen 
out  of  a  certain  number  of  liurgefles. 

They  arc  not  taxcJ,  but  by  their  ownOfii- 
cers  of  their  o\\  n  Corporation  ,  every  Trade 
having  fomc  of  their  own  ahvays  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  to  fee  that  nothing  bccnadtcd  contrary  to 
theif  profit. 

Every  City  by  Charter  from  the  King  hath 
hme  myenne,  IS  bifi  fuflice,  a  Jurifdidtion 
among  thcmfelvcs,  to  judge  in  all  matters  Cri- 
w'wi  and  Civil,  only  with  thk  refiraint,  that 
all  Civil  caufes  may  be  removed  from  their 
Courts  to  tlic  Higher  Courts  at  iVijlmhJler. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  the  Kings  Lieute¬ 
nant  ,  and  with  the  Aldermen  and  Comnion- 
Council,  (as  it  were  King,  Lords  and  ComniMS 
^  ^1 :  cunif  in  Parliament)  can  make  Laws  called^ij-iaSi. 
O  for  the  Government  of  the  City. 

He  is  for  his  time  (wliich  is  but  for  one  year) 
as  it  were  a  judge  to  determine  matters ,  and 
to  mitigate  the  Rigour  of  the  I  aw. 

The  next  in  Government  of  Cities  arc  two 
principal  Officers ,  called ,  though  improperly, 
Sheriffs,  wise  arc  judges  in  Civil  Caufes  within 
this  City,  and  to  fee  all  execution  done,  whe¬ 
ther  penal  or  capital,  and  Ihould  rather  be  called 
Sut-

III  Ciiics  ilic  ficnple  nrc  generally  m^fk  mure 
iiiiliilliioir,  liy  Mamilatiuitb .  ani|  Ids  idltntfs 
liiildcil  iliaii  in  otlicr  places,  fo  that  in  Ibme 
Citic- ,  Children  (,f  fix  or  (even  years  old  arc 
iMilc  to  pain  their  own  cxycnces,  In  theCity 
of  A'drii  /ffi,  it  hath  of  hue  years  been  conipii- 
tal  and  found,  that  yearly,  Children  from  fix 
to  ten  years  of  age,  have  gained  Twelve  thoii- 
faiui  pounds  more  than  wliat  they  fpend ,  and 
tliat  chiefly  by  knitting  of  fine  Jer/ey  Stock¬ 
ing'. 

Tile  Government  of  Boroughs,  and  other 
Towns  Corporate,  is  much  after  the  fame  man¬ 
ner.  In  fomc  there  is  a  Mayor .  in  others  one 
or  two  Payliffs,  who  have  equal  power  wTh  a 
Mayor  and  Sheriffs,  and  during  their  Offices, 
they  are  Julliccs  of  the  Peace  within  their  I  i- 
bertics,  and  have  there  the  fame  power  that 
other  Juftices  of  the  Peace  have  in  the  Coun¬ 
ty- 

For  the  better  Government  of  Villages,  the 
Lord  of  the  place  hath  ordinarily  power  to 
hold  a  Court  Baron  ,  fo  called  ,  becaufe  anti- 
cntly  fuch  Lords  were  called  Barons,  as  they 
arc  ilill  in  many  parts  of  France:  or  elfe  Court- 
Baron,  (i.  e.)  Court  of  Freeholders ,  as  the  Ba¬ 
rons  of  Germany  arc  called  Freyherren ;  fo  the 
Barons  of  the  Cinque  Ports  in  England  arc  but 
the  Freeholders  of  the  Cinque  Ports.  And  this 
Court  may  be  held  every  three  VCceks. 

Alfo  for  the  Government  of  Villages  there 
is  a  Petty  Conjhble  chofen  every  year  by  every 
one  that  is  Lord  of  the  place ;  this  Officer  is  to 
keep  the  Peace ,  in  cafe  of  quarrels ,  to  fcarch 
any  luiufc  for  Robbers ,  Murderers,  or  others 
that  have  any  ways  broken  the  Peace :  to  ra'fe 
the 
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the  Hue  and  Cry  after  Robbers  fled  away ,  te 
feizc  upon  them,  and  keep  them  in  the  Stocks 
or  other  Prifon  till  they  can  bring  them  befort 
fomcjullicc  of  Peace,  to  whom  the  Conlhbln 
arc  fubfervient  upon  ail  oecafions ,  either  to 
bring  Criminals  before  them,  or  to  carry  thtij 
by  their  command  to  the  Common  Prifon. 

Every  little  Village  hath  almoll  an  Cpum 
ofMonarchical  Government,  of  Civil  and  Ec- 
clcliailical  Policy  wathin  it  felf,  which  if  daly 
maintained,  would  render  the  whole  Kinedotn 
bappy. 

Firit,  for  the  Cm/ Government,  there  is  the 
lord  of  the  Soil,  who  ftom  the  Crown,  imme¬ 
diately  or  mediately,  holds  Honiimm  foli,  and 
»s  raid  to  have  in  him  the  Royalty,  as  if  he  were 
a  little  King,  and  hath  a  kind  of  Jurifdidlion 
over  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village,  hath  his 
Cmrt-Zeet  or  Court-Baron ,  to  which  they  owe 
pit  and  fervice,  and  where  may  be  tryed  fmallcr 
matters  happening  within  the  Manner,  Efchcac 
upon  Felonies,  or  other  accidents,  Cuflodyof 
Infants  and  Lunaticks,  power  of  palling  Ellates, 
and  admitting  of  Tenants,  Reliefs,  Hariots, 
Hunting,  Hawking,  Filhing,  O’c,  under  the 
Lord  is  the  ConflablcorHeadborough,  to  keep 
the  Peace,  to  fcciire  Offenders,  to  bring  them 
before  tlic  Jullicc,  ijc. 

Then  for  the  Ecclefiaflical  Government  of 
Villages ,  there  is  ^  as  before  Iiath  been  men- 
tioncd)  the  Parfon  or  Vicar,  who  hath  Cmn 
jinirnarunij  the  care  of  Souls ,  (as  the  Lord  of 
the  Mannor  hath,  in  fomc  mcafur'  Curm  e'er- 
torum)  for  which  he  hath  the  Tythes,  Glebe, 
Church-Offerings,  hath  under  him  the 
Church-wardens  and  Sidcs-Mcn  to  take  care  of 
the  Church,  and  Church. AfT.-mblics ;  tlieO 
terfeers  of  the  Poor,  to  take  care  of  the  Poor, 
Sick, 
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Sick ,  Aged ,  Orplians ,  and  other  Objcdls  of 
Charity ;  and  laltly,  the  clerk  to  wait  upon 

him  at  Divine  Ser\’ice. 

Tims  a.iniiralilc  and  ercceilcnt  is  tlie  Confi- 
tiition  of  the  prclcnt  Englilh  Government, 
above ,  or  beyond  any  other  Government  in 
Clirillcndom.

Ncighbourstothe  Law  of  Nations;  tlienKitifs 
have  recourl'e  to  Force  and  Arms,  to  bring 
them  to  Reafon. 

■  So  long  as  Subjtfts  are  prone  to  Sedition, 
and  Neighbour  I'rinccs  and  States  to  Ambition, 
there  will  be  a  necc,Tity  of  a  Military  Power 
in  every  State,  both  by  Land,  and  lifccwife  by 
Sea,  w  here  the  Country  is  any  where  border¬ 
ing  on  the  Sea. 

Of  the  Military  Power  of  EogUrtd,  both  by 
Land  and  Sea,  the  King  of  Erghtni  hath  the  foie 
Supreme  Pow.  r,  Government,  Command  and 
Difpofition.  And  neither  one,  nor  both  Houfs 
of  Parliament,  h,ive  any  right  to  levy  any  For¬ 
ces,  or  make  any  War.

Aiitiently ,  there  were  many  Calllcs  in  all 
England-,  but  inland  Calllcs  generally 
Iiavc  either  been  dcmolilht  in  latter  times,  or 
wittingly  fuflercd  to  decay,  that  to  Rebels  they 
might  be  no  {heller,  to  Invaders  no  Hay,  nor 
to  the  Invaded  any  refuge  in  flight:  and  con- 
Icciucntly,  that  there  may  not  be  any  lingriis 
d'ar  again  in  England,  which  is  the  grcatelt  mi- 
fery  and  calamity  that  can  ever  happen  to  a 
Nation. 
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1111(88.  upon  cxpcdlation  of  the  Sp^mJ!}^r. 
mado,  Hik'd  Ir.v  'mcible,  tlicrc  went  fortli  from 
the  (^icen,  Comniidions,  to  Muller  in  all  parts 
of  Ertglmi,  all  M  n  that  were  of  pcrfedl  Scncc 
and  Limb,  from  the  age  of  1 6  to  «o,  except 
Noblemen Clergy-men ,  Univerfity-Students. 
Lawyers,  Officers,  and  fuch  as  had  any  publick 
charges,  leaving  only  in  every  Parifli,  fo  many 
Huffiandmen,  as  were  Efficient  to  till  the 
Ground.  In  all  thofe  Mulkrs,  there  were  then 
niinibrcd  three  Millions;  but  of  thofe,  fit  for 
War,  about  fix  hundred  thoufand.

The  City  of  London  is  a  Lieutenancy  of  it 
fclf,  not  fubjeft  to  any  Lord  Lieutenant,  but 
executed  by  the  Lord  Mayor ,  Aldermen,  and 
other  Principal  Members  of  the  City,  Autho¬ 
rized,  by  a  peculiar  Coramill'ion  from  His  Mi- 
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Of  the  prefent  Mmtime  Power,  It- 
lovp^itjg  to  the  Crown  of  England. 

The  Kingclrm  t  f  En^leni  being  a  Pen- 
infula.almoli  furrouiKlccl  with  the  Sea, 
there  will  always  be  a  ncccCfity  of  Ma¬ 
ritime  Forces ;  and  as  nert  Neighbours  grow 
potent  at  Sea,  the  King  of  EiigUnd  will  bene- 
ceflitateti  to  augment  His  Maritime  Forces  pro¬ 
portionable,  (how  great  foever  the  charges 
thereof  may  be  )  or  cJfc  to  quit  His  antitnt 
Right  to  the  Sovereignty  of  the  narrow  Seas, 
and  to  liiffer  His  Merchants  to  be  abufed,  and 
their  Traffique  every  where  interrupted. 

It  is  true,  that  in  tliei4  of  EU^etbetb,  upon 
a  general  View  and  Muller ,  there  svcrc  founil 
but  1 3  Ships  of  War,  and  1 3  y  Ships  of  confidc- 
rablc  burden ,  belonging  to  all  the  Subjefis  of 
EtigUnd  ;  And  in  the  year  i  Coo.  hcr.Majclly 
had  but  3C  Ships  of  War,  and  13  or  14  hina- 
ccs,  the  biggtll  Ship  was  then  of  tooo  Tun, 
carried  3.10  Mariners,  150  Suuldicrs,  and  but 
thirty  piece  of  Ordnance  ;  the  Iclfcr  Ships  of 
Warwereuf  icoTun, Forty  or  Fifty  Mari  nets 
Seven  or  Eight  Souldicrs,  and  Eight  Guns.  The 
Pinactsof  Thirty  Tun,  Eighteen  or  Twenty 
Mariners,  and  Two  or  Four  Guns;  fo  fmall 
was  the  Royal  Fleet  in  thofe  days,  when  our 
next  Neighbour  Nations  were  weak,  and  always 
engaged  with  Civil  and  Foreign  Wars  ;  but 
now ,  that  their  lirength  at  Sea  is  of  late  fo 
protligioufly  increafed ,  it  will  be  moll  expedi¬ 
ent  for  this  Kingdom,  to  be  alw.ns  well  pro¬ 
vided.  And  God  be  thanktd,  we  luve  a  King 
that 
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that  unilfritands  bctt  r,  and  takes  more  delight 
i:iMariiimc  affairs,  and  Ships  of  War,  than  any 
of  hi>  Royal  Anccliors,  or  any  Sovereign  Prince 
now  living  in  the  World  ,  and  who  hath  made 

it  li''  ciliff  buliiicis  that  \\ay  to  fortilic  this 
Kingdom. 

The  l-orccs  of  Potentates  at  Sea,  Sant  des 
di‘  Cr.irJeur  d'  £jht ,  faith  a  Ffmeb 
Jiiikr  -.  V\  liofocver  commands  the  Sea,  com¬ 
mands  th:  Trade  of  the  World  ;  he  that  com¬ 
mands  the  Sea,  commands  the  Wealth  of  the 
i.rld,  and  conlequcntly  the  World  it  felf- 
Again,  as  he  that  is  Maftcr  of  the  Field,  is 
fill  to  be  Mailer  of  cviryTown,  when  it  lliall 
pleafc  him ;  fj  he  that  i  .  Mailer  of  the  Sea,  may, 
ill  fomc  fort ,  be  faid  to  be  Mailer  of  every 
Country,  at  lead  of  fuch  as  arc  bordering  on 
th;  Sea;  for  he  is  at  liberty  to  begin,  and  end 
a  War,  where,  and  upon  what  terms  he  plvaf- 
ctli,  and  to  extend  his  Conquelis,  even  to  the 
Mifodes. 

To  the  Crown  of  Er.ghvd,  belongs  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  all  the  narrow  Seas,  round  about  the 
whole  llknd  of  Grett  Sritm,  by  antient  Right 
whereof,  it  hath  had  polTcilion  in  all  times. 

Firll,  the  Morigim,  or  antient  Britnir.s  were 
polTell  thereof,  (as  Mr.  Seldett  makes  appear) 
and  in  their  Right ,  the  held  it ,  then 

the  Suxovs  having  gotten  poUeflinn  of  Exglud, 
kept  that  Dominion,  their  King  Edgur,  among!! 
his  Royal  Titles,  calling  himfclf,  Sovmign  of 
the  mrorv  Sen. 

Afterwards  the  Komm  polTelPing  EngUrJ, 
claimed,  and  quietly  polTcIl  the  fame  Domini¬ 
on  I  in  tclliniony  whereof,  the  Smdes,  Dines, 
IJim-Toms,  Hohnders.  ZcaUnders,  arc.  were 
"ont  to  ask  leave  to  pafs  the  BritiJI)  Sen,  and 
to  take  Licences  to  filh  therein ;  and  to  this  day, 
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do  (Irike  fail  toall  the  Sliip'^ofWar,  belonging 
to  the  King  of  ErgliirJ,;[i  oft  as  t  hey  ph's  by  any 
one  of  them,  thereby  to  exprels,  that  theyac. 
knowledge  tlie  Si  vcrJgnty  of  the  Brit  ip  Sm, 
to  belong  to  the  King  of  Er.tpirJ,  according  to 
an  Ordinance  made  at  Hdpmgs  in  bv 

^ckn  King  ofEttgIdrJ,  about  hour  hundred  and 
fifty  years  ago. 

To  maintain  this  Right  and  Title,  to  protcfl 
■Trade,  to  ftibduc  Tirats,  to  defend  this  King, 
dom  againft  holiilc  Invafions ,  and  to  reduce 
foreign  Potentates  to  Reafon,  the  Kings  oi 
ErisIdrJ  have  had  (cfpecially  of  latter  times;  a 
conliderable  number  of  Ships  of  War,  for 
Strength,  for  i.eauty,  aiul  Sailing,  (if  not  for 
number)  liirpafllng  all  thofe  of  our  Neigliboiip 

Nations:  For  Strength,  by  reafon  of  the  nioli 
excellent  Timber,  they  are  like  fo  ma¬ 
ny  floating  Calilcs  and  B.irbicins  ■,  for  Beauty, 
lb  proportionably  and  Ipacioufly  built ,  and  fo 
curioufly  and  richly  adorned,  that  they  area; 
lb  many  Royal  Palaces ;  amonglf  other  Ships  at 
Sea,  they  arc  as  fo  many  Lyons  amongft-  other 
filly  tells,  or  as  Eagles  amongft  other  Birds. 

Eiiflories  mention  a  great  Fleet  of  ^iitim  Ca- 
/ar,  a  Fleet  of  the  forementioned  King  filgar, 
confining  of  Three  thoufand  fix  hundred  Sail; 
a  Fleet  of  Levrit,  Son  to  Philip  King  of  Frm:, 
of  Six  hundred  Sail,  that  arrived  at  SuMil', 
to  alfift  the  EnsUfi  Barons  againft  King 
but  thofe  doubticfs  were  but  as  fo  many  Cot¬ 
tages  to  Calllcs,  in  rerpedt  of  the  prefent  Ships 
of  War. 

the  VIII.  in  the  fifth  year  ofliisRcign, 
built  a  Ship,  then  accounted  the  greateft  that 
ever  had  been  feen  in  Evgitvd,  and  named  it, 
ffemy  Grace  de  Dieu,  or  the  Great  ffenrji  it 
was  of  1 000  Tun, 
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In  tlic  Eiglith  year  of  King  was  built, 
by  the  Lor.doxers,  a  Ship  of  izoo  Tun,  and  called 
the  Tudis  Incttift,  which  being  loft  in  the  F.a^‘ 
hdici,  King  fma  caufed  another  to  be  built, 
of  1400  Tun,  which  being  giv.n  to  Prince 
n,  was  by  Iiim  named  the  I'rince. 

‘  King  Cbar/et  the  Martyr,  perceiving  the  great,- 
Incrcafc  of  Shipping  in  ourNciglibour-Nations, 
and  that  the  Sovereignty  of  thefe  Seas  was  like 
to  b:  difputed ,  amongft  other  great  Ships  of 
War,  built  one  greater  than  any  Ship  of  War, 
either  in  Enghnd,  or  in  any  Country  of  Europt, 
and  named  it  ihc  Siwrei£» which,  fora, 
little  divcrfion,  ftiall  here  be  more  particularly 
dcfcribcci. 

The  Sovmign,  being  a  Ship  of  tliefirft 

Rate  or  Kank ,  built  in  the  year  One  thoufand- 
lix  hundred  thirty  and  feven ,  is  in  length,  by 
the  Keel,  One  hundred  twenty  feven  Foot,  in 
brcadtii  by  the  Ream  ,  Forty  feven  Foot,  hi. 
depth,  Forty  nine  Foot,  her  draught  of  Wa¬ 
ter,  Twenty  one  Foot,  of  Burden,  in  all,  ttva 
tlioiifand  I'evctity  and  two  Tuns,  and  1491  Tuns, 
befides  Guns,  Tackle,  Ctfr.  This  mighty  movingi 
Caftlc  hath  fix  Anchors-,  whereof  the  biggeil 
weighs  6000  I.  and  the  Icaft  4300  /.  It  hath  14 
Cables,  whereof  the  greateft  is  11  inches  ii 
conipafs,  and  Weighs  9000  /.  her  Icaft  Cable  be¬ 
ing  eight  inches  in  compafs.wcighing  near  1 300 
To  thc%4/  Joucre/gn  belong  eighteen  Malls 
and  Yards ,  whereof  the  greateft  ,  called  the 
Mm  Majl,  is  one  hundred  and,  tlftrtccn  Foot 
long,  and  tliirty  eight  Inches  Diameter ;  her 
Mm-Tird,  toy  Foot  long,  and  13  Inches  Dia¬ 
meter;  and  her  Main  Top,  Fifteen  Foot  Dia¬ 
meter  ;  She  hath  Ten  fcvcral  forts  of  Sails,  of 
fcvcral  names ,  (as  every  Ship  of  every  one  of 
the  fixth  Rate  hath)  whereof  her  greateft  Sail, 
H  j  called 
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called  her  Mm-Courfe ,  ( together  with  her 
Bonnet)  contains  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  and 
forty  Yards  of  Canvas,  /p/w/ci  double,  and  the 
lead  Sail,  called  fore-Top-GuUmSdil,  contains 
One  hundred  and  thirty  yards  of  Canvas,  Tlie 
charge  of  oncconipleat  Suit  of  Sails  for  cite  d;. 
vsreign,  is  404/.  Sterling  Money.  The  weight 
of  the  Sea-llorc,  in  point  of  Ground,  Tackle, 
and  other  Cordage,  is  Sixty  Tuns ,  eight  hun^ 
dred  and  odd  pounds. 

She  carries  a  long  Boat  of  Fifty  Foot,  a  Pin¬ 
nace  of  Thirty  fix  Foot,  and  a  Skiff  of  Twenty 
feven  Foot  long. 

The  weight  of  her  Rigging,  Three  and  thir¬ 
ty  Tun. 

She  hath  three  Tire  of  Guns ,  all  of  Brafs, 
■whereof  there  arc  Forty  four  in  her  Upper 
Tire ,  Thirty  four  in  her  Second  Tire  ,  and 
Twenty  two  in  her  Lower  Tire ;  in  all.  One 
hundred  Guns, 

She  carries  in  all,  of  Officers,  Souldicrs.and 
Mariners,  Eight  hundred  and  fifty  Men. 

Finally,  her  whole  Charges  for  Wages,  Vi- 
finals,  Ammunition,  Wear  and  Tear,  for  eve¬ 
ry  month  at  Sea,  cods  the  King  3500  /.  Ster¬ 
ling,  as  hath  been  computed  by  a  very  skilful 

perfon. 

The  charges  of  building  a  Ship  of  the  Firll 
Rate,  together  with  Guns,  Tackle,  and  Rigg¬ 
ing,  (bcCdcs  Viflualling)  doth  ordinarily  a- 
mount  to  about  61 431 1.  Tfiofe  of  lower  Rates 
proportionably. 
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Here  foUomth  a  Lift,  in  Alphabeti‘ 
ad  Order ,  of  the  Ships  of  War, 
whereof  Hit  Majejiies  Navy  did 
confiji  before  the  late  Dutch  War  ; 
together  with  the  Rates,  Tuns, 
Men,  and  Guns,  ufiially  account¬ 
ed:  which  may  ferve  as  an  inftance^ 
whereby  to  judge  of  the  Naval 
Strength  of  this  Nation.

For  handling  of  Mjritiiw  Afiairs,  the  Lord 
Bkh  Adminl  hath  Courts  of  his  own,  whereof 
that  at  London  is  the  Principal ,  or  Supream, 
where  all  Pioccfs  and  Proceedings  runs  _m  his 
Name,  and  not  in  the  Kings ,  as  it  doth  in  all 
Common-Lm  Courts.  In  this  Court ,  ufually 
called  the  Cwirt  of  Admiralty ,  he  hath  a  Lieu¬ 
tenant  ,  called  Judge  of  the  Admiralty ,  who  is 
commonly  fome  Learned  Doilor  of  the  Cruil 
Larr,  and  is  at  prefent  Dodlor  Jenkjns,  lately 
Knighted  for  his  great  Worth,  and  no'.v  called 
Sir  Lionel  Jenkins. 

The  Pri  cecding  in  this  Court  in  all  Civil 
Milters,  is  according  the  Civil  Lire,  bccaufc 
the  Set  is  without  the  limits  of  the  Common- 
Lire  dsM  under  the  Admirals  Jiirifdid ion ;  there¬ 
fore  the  Civil  Law  only  (all  Common  Lire  feclu- 
ded)  is  made  u'c  of,  and  by  Libel  they  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  Aftion ,  the  Plaintiff  giving  cauti¬ 
on  to  profecute  the  Suit,  and  to  pay  what  lha« 
be  judged  againlJ  him  ,  if  he  fail  in  the  fnit ; 
the  Defcndent  on  the  contrary,  fccuring  the

Take  then  a  fumniary  account  of  the  Name,' 

Antiquity,  Situation,  Magnitude,  Streets,  Hou- 
iK,  Number  of  Inhabitants,  ParilTi-Churches, 
Cathedral,  Royal  Exchange,  River,  Conduits, 
Aquedufts,  Trade,  Government,  Publick  Halls 
of  Companies,  of  the  Tower,  Bridge,  Cnllom- 
Houfe,  Publick  Offices,  Collcdges,  Schools, 
Hofpitals,  Work-Houfes,  CS’e. 

LONDON,  fo  called,  as  feme  conjefture, 
from  Lktigdin  thcBritidi  word,  fignifying  in  the 
.axon  Tongue  skipm,  or  Town  of  Ships,  was 
I  built. 
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fo  that  as  Corn  may  eafily  be  brought ,  and 
attic  commodioufly  driven  unto  it  by  Land  j 
fo  thofc  heavy  though  ncccITary  Commodities, 

Hay  and  Fuel,  arc  more  cheaply  conveyed  by 
water.  In  a  word .  all  the  bleflings  of  Land 
and  ^ca  near  about,  and  by  the  benrat  of  Ship¬ 
ping,  all  the  blcfling  of  the  Terreftrial  Globe 
may  be  faid  to  be  here  enjoyed,  above  any 
Ci^’of  the  World. 

The  City  of  1 0  WZ)  0  W,  with  its  Suburbs 
and  places  adjacent ,  is  of  a  vail  extention ; 
ftom  Lime-houfe ,  mcafured  to  the  end  of  Tot- 
W  or  Tuttk-jimt,  from  Eaft  to  Well,  is  above 
7500  Geometrical  Paces ,  that  is ,  above  fe- 
Tcn  Englilh  Miles  and  a  half;  and  from  the 
brther  end  of  Blicktiutifireet  in  Smthvark^  to 
the  end  of  St.  leomd  Shoreditth,  is  tyoo  Pa¬ 
ces,  or  two  Miles  and  an  half. 

In  this  great  City,  the  Streets.  Lanes,  and  Smcls, 
Alleys,  as  they  are  called ,  are  in  number  a- 
bove  500,  and  yet,  fomeof  them  abovehif  a 
mcafured  Mile  in  length.  Dwclling-Houfes , 
kfore  the  late  dreadful  Fire,  were  computed 
oncly  within  the  Walls,  above  Fifteen  thou- 
6nd,  and  that  was  accounted  but  a  fifth  part 
of  the  whole  City ,  as  may  be  judged  by  the 
Weekly  Bills  of  Mortality.

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had  been  all  built  towards  the  Street,  as  in 
other  Countreys ,  no  Foreign  City  would,  cs'cn 
in  this  particular,  much  furpafs  mth/m  ;  Yet, if 
a  Stranger  (ball  view  Lincoks-hv-Fields,  Smit- 
mptm-SiiiUkss  ,  Covtnt-Gjrden  ,  St.  fmu’t 
f  ields,  Hmm-G  ardent,  Ckaf-Jide.Lumbard-jhcn, 
Cannm-ftreet ,  Fleet-jheet ,  and  indeed  ,  moli 
of  the  other  lall  built  Streets  with.n  the  City,hc 
mull  confefs,  that  for  fair  Puzza’s ,  or  open 
Places,  for  (lately  uniform  Buildings ,  for  fpa- 
cious  llrcighc  Streets,  there  is  Icarcc  the  para- 
lelin^KTOjie. 

Kmler  of  That  the  Reader  may  the  better  guefsatthc 
lobibimts  number  of  Inhabitants,  or  humane  Souls  with¬ 
in  this  great  City,  he  mull  know ,  that  in  one 
year  there  were  computed  to  be  eaten  in  Ut- 
don,  when  itwaslefsbyonefourth part,  ^7500 
Beefs,  tentimcs'as  many  Sheep,  bolides  abun¬ 
dance  of  Calves ,  Lamb,  Swine  ,  all  forts  of 
Poultry,  Fowl,  Filb,  Roots,  Milk,  C/r.  Alfo 
tliat  comiinibas  annit  to  fnpply  London  with 
iLewcaflIe-Coil ,  there  is  brought  into  the  Ri¬ 
ver  of  Thames  Two  hundred  and  fcvcnty  thou- 
land  Chaldron .  and  every  Chaldron  is 
Buibcis. 

Again,  the  number  of  Inhabitants  may  be

and  Four  huudred  eighty  nine  thouland  feven 
hundred  ninety  f'.vcu  Barrels  of  Table  Beer, 
or  Small  Beer  ,  fold  at  6  i.

TheExcife  oncly  of  Peer  and  Ale  for^bc  City 
cfiDHiloH  (though  it  lie  a  very  moderate  Impofi- 
tion)  is  farmed  or  rented  of  the  King  at  above 
One  hundred  and  twenty  thoufand  Pounds, a 
year,  and  about  one  fourtli  part  of  all  that 
Excife  throughout  Eiigkni> 

I’arifh  Churches,,  bcfidcs  Cliappeis ,  there  c/wrkj. 
were  in  all  One  liundred  and  thirty ,  that  is 
double  the  number  of  CJrarches  Parochial  to 
be  found  in  any  City  of  Cirijioidm  the  Mo¬ 
ther  Church  whereof  is  dedicated  to  the  me¬ 
mory  of  St.  Paul,  (the  oncly  Cathedral  of  that 
Name  in  Smpe ,  and  founded  by  fegbert  .a 
1 3  Saxon. 
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Saxon  King  about  the  year  tfio,  in  a  placj 
where  had  Hood  a  Temple  dedicated  to  DUm, 
and  afterward  enlarged  by  ErdemM  ,  the 
Fourth  Saxon  Pidiop  thereof ;  and  that  old 
Fabriik  being  alnioll  deOroyed  by  Fjre,  Mm- 
film,  another  Bilbop  of  in  One  thou-

other  Temples )  it  was  in  height  tot  Foot, 
and  in  breadth  130,  and  flood  upon  fb  nwcli 
ground  as  contained  above  three  Acres  and 
a  half.  The  Church  was  built  as  other  O 
thcdrals,  in  a  perfeft  Crols,  and  in  the  midli 
of  the  Crofs,  upon  mighty  high  Arches,  was 
a  Tower  of  Stone  xtfo  foot  high,  and  on  thata 
Spire  of  Timber,  covered  with  Lead)  in  height 
1^0  Foot  more,  in  all  from  the  ground  jio 
Foot,  above  which  was  a  Bole  of  Copper  gilt, 
of  j  Foot  in  compafs,  whereon  flood  the  Crofs, 
ij  Foot  atid  a  half  liigh,  and  almoft  6  Foot 
acrofs,  made  of  Oak,  covered  with  Lead,  and 
another  Cover  of  Copper  over  the  Lead,  above 
all  flood  the  Eagle,  or  Cock  of  Copper  Gilt, 
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4  foot  long,  and  the  breadth  over  the  Wings 
3  foot  and  .in  half. 

In  thcycar  ijtfi.  apart  of  this  magnificent 
Pile  was  much  wafted,  and  the  reft  endanger¬ 
ed,  by  a  l  ire  begun  in  that  ftately  Timber 
Spire,  by  the  negligence  of  a  Plummer,  who 
left  his  Pan  of  Pirc  there,  whilft  he  went  tO’ 
Dinner,  as  he  confeft  of  latter  years  on  his  death¬ 
bed  ;  but  by  the  great  Bounty  and  Piety  of 
Pueoi  nikiM!,  of  the  Citizens  of  ZonAm,  and 
oTall  the  Clergy  of  the  Province  of  Cttiter- 
krj,  it  was  again  repaired  in  the  fpaec  of  five 
years.  After  which,  the  Stone-work  decay- 
ing  apace,  by  rcafon  of  the  corroding  quality 
of  the  abundance  of  Sea-coal  fmoak ,  the 
beamed  and  pious  Martyr,  Dodlot  land,  co¬ 
ming  tobe  Uilhopof  London,  and  after  ofCan- 
ttrkth  was  fo  aealous  and  vigorous  for  up¬ 
holding  this  moft  antlent  Ghurch,  ftately  Mo¬ 
nument  of  En^tnd,  and  Glory  of  the  City  o6 
Umdon,  that  by  the  Kings  favor,  and  liberal 
Contribution  . of  Godly  People,  (maugre  all  op- 
polition  of  the  ^uriim)  the  work  was  fo  ea¬ 
gerly  pnrfucd,  that  before  the  year  iet4o,  the 
whole  Body  was  finiihed  with  Poriliwd  Stone,, 
excellent  againll  all  Smoak  and  Weather,  and' 
the  Tower  fcaffolded  up  to  the  top,  with  pur- 
yofeto  take  it  all  down,  and  to  rebuild  it  more 
feir,  and  of  a  greater  height;  with  a  ftately 
Pinnacle  at  each  corner,  bccaiife  the  Arches' 
were  not  thought  ftrong  enough;  to  rupporb 
another  Steeple;  and  to  place  in  that  Tower,-, 
the  biggcft,and  moft  tunable  Bells  in  the  W orld,. 
for  performance  whereof,  and  for  adorning 
the  Church,  there  was  in  the  Chamber  of 
london,  above  one  hundred  and  feventy  thoii- 
fand  pounds,  all  taken  out  foon  after,  and  cn\-- 
ploycd  in  an  Unnatural  War,  by  a  ftiff  necked 
1 4  People, 
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People,  againftthc  beft  of  Kings,  in  wliichfo. 
glc  aft.  a  great  part  of  the  Citizens  of  L»- 
aon,  and  of  the  rj))ig  p^rlmm,  became  deep, 
ly  guilty  of  a  liorrid  Rebellion,  and  detcflable 
Sacriledgc. 

After  the  Murther,  or  rather  Martyrdom 
of  the  forementioned  Archbilhop,  the  Scaffolds 
were  taken  away  and  fold,  with  fome  of  the 
Lead  which  covered  tliis  famous  Strudhure 
and  thus  Houfc  of  God  made  a  Stable  for  Hor- 
fo  by  the  dilloyal  Army,  and  almoft  all  fiif- 
fcred  to  decay ,  till  the  Reftauration  of  the 
King ;  who  having  a  Pious  intent,  to  fet  upon 
the  repair  tliereof  again,  it  was  all  ruined  hy 
the  late  dreadful  Conflagration  in  Which 
yet  liath  not  fo  difeouraged  our  Gracious  So¬ 
vereign,  but  that  in  the  year  167^ ,  having  al¬ 
ready  with  vail  charges,  pulled  down  the  huge 
burnt  Walls,  removed  the  Rubbilli,  and  clear¬ 
ed  the  huundationsi  His  Majclly,  like  another 
Jo/twww,  intends  to  lay  a  new  Foundation  of 
Ijich  a  I'abrick,  as  for  Magnificence,  Splendor, 
&lidity.  Figure,  and  curious  Architedhtre,  the 
World,  perhaps  never  faw  the  like;  the  Mo¬ 
del  whereof,  hath  been  defigned  by  that  Prince 
of  Architefls,  Sir  Chrifiother  tVren,  ani  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  the  King:  fo  that  they  who  have 
icen  the  old  Temple,  fliall  have  no  occa/ion 
(as  the  people  m  Ezn,  Ckp.}.  u.)  to  weep 
with  a  oud  voice,  but  rather  to  llioutfor  joy. 
when  they  (hall  fee,  by  the  Foundation  of  tile 
New,  that  i^t  IS  likely  to  fiirpafsthe  Old,  as  much 
M  the  prefent  King  doth  furpafs  in  Dominions, 
in  Power  and  Revenue ,  that  King ,  in  wliofe 
Rei^  the  Old  Church  was  erefled :  for  the 
Wdy  promoting  whereof,  to  the  Glory  of 
On  of  the  Prince  of  Apoftlcs 

bt.  Pml,  to  the  great  Renown  of  King  Chrla 
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tlic  1 1,  and  to  tlic  Honour  of  this  City  and 
Nation,  both  King  and  Parliament ,  City  and 
Countiy ,  Clergy  and  Laity ,  High  and  Low. 
feem  to  (land  engaged  to  lend  their  utmoft  aid 
and  alTillancc;  amongft  other  things,  confider- 
ing,  that  probably^  it  may  be  a  lafting  Monu¬ 
ment,  to  evidence  to  all  pollerity,  that  iii  the 
micift  of  a  crooked  and  pen-erfe  Generation, 
in  the  midft  of  many  thoufands,  who  had  open¬ 
ly  forfaken  the  Community  of  the  Cliurch  pf 
E:iSktid,  there  want,  d  not  a  David  to  raife  Mo¬ 
ney,  and  provide  Materials ,  nor  zSolotm,  tO' 
begin  and  finjlh  fuch  a  mighty  Work  of  Piet)', 
nor  a  BezaM,  and  an  cUrjous  Work¬ 
men  ,  nor  a  People  willing-hearted,  and  libe¬ 
ral,  in  bringing  in  their  Plate  and  Jewels  in  fuch. 
abundance,  till  their  liberality  (as  theirs  Exod,. 
Chip.  jr.  3«.)  was  thought  fit  to  be  rclkained. 

Of  the  fore-mentioned  Fire ,  'hat  was  able 
to  dellroy  fuch  a  vail  folid  Strnflurc as  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  Paw/,  a  brief  account  may  here 
be  acceptable,  crpccially  to  Foreigners,  who- 
have  had  impcrfcdl  Relations  thereof. 

THe  City  of  LONDON-,  within  the  Walls,, 
was  fcated  upon  near  Four  hundred  and 
faty  Acres  of  Ground,  whereon  was  built  about 
Fifteen  thoufand  Hpufes ,  ’  befides  Churches, 
Cbappels,  Halls,  CoHcdges,  Schools,  and  other: 
publick  Buildings,  whereof,  about  four  parts 
of  five,  were  utterly  devoured  in  the  late  dif- 
mal  Conflagration ,  and  about  one  part  of  five 
of  the  whole  City  and  Suburbs,  counting  there¬ 
in  ireJJwieJfer  and  Southnirk-  There  were  thyi 
dcllroyed ,  ' Right)'  feven  Parochial  Churches, 
fixConfccrated  Chappcis ,  moll  of  the  Princi¬ 
pal  I’ublick  Edifices  i  as  the  forenamed  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  St.  Paul,  the  great  CuiUhaU,  wherein 
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arc  held  nine  fcvcral  Courts,  belonging  to  fe 

City ;  the  Exchange,  the  C^om-M 
moll  Halls  of  Companies,  which  were  fo  many 
Balilikes,  or  Palaces,  Kc.  whereof  the  whole 
damage  is  almoll  incredible. 

In  that  one  Commodity  of  Books  oncly 
wherewith  london  abounded,  was  loll,  as  lu- 
dicious  Stationers  have  computed.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  thoufand  pounds :  for  the  lofs  fell 
mod  upon  that,  and  three  or  four  other  cum- 
lerfome  Commodities,  not  ealle  on  a  fu<ld« 
to  be  removed,  viz.  Wines,  Tobacco,  Sugar, 
and.  Plums,  wherewith  this  City  was  fiirnilhc.l 
beyond,  any  City,  in  the  World :  infomuch,  that 
one  perfon,  Alderman- Jefreyt,  loll  of  Tobac¬ 
co,  to  the  value  of  Twenty  thoufand  pounds. 
T  ct,  in  this  vail  Incendy,  not  above  Si  x  or  Eight 
l)crfons  were  burnt.  Of  this  dreadful  Fire, 
there  were  many  concurrent  occalions. 

Pirll,  The  Dunkennefs,  or  Supine  negligence 
of  the  Baker  and  his  Servants,  in  whofcHoufc 
it  began. 

Next,  The  dead  time  of  the  night,  wherein 
it  began  ,  viz.  between  One  and  Two  of  the 
Clock  after  Midnight,  when  fomc  were  wea¬ 
ried  with  working ,  others  filled  with  Drink, 
an  in  adcadfleep. 

Thirdly.  The  dead  time  of  the  week,  being 
Smtity  night,  when  Traders  were  retired  to 
their  Country  Houfes.  and  none  but  Maid-Set- 
vants,  or  young  Apprentices,  left  to  look  to 
the  City  Houfes. 

.  Fourthly ,  The  dead  time  of  the  year,  be¬ 
ing  then  the  long  Vacation ,  on  the  Second  of 
Septemkt,  when  Tradcfnicn  were  generally,  a- 
broad  in  the  Country,  fomc  in.  the  rcmotdl 
parts  of  England,  to  fetch  in  their  Debtr.

Fifthly ,  The  clofcncfs  of  the  Buildings  in 
that  place,  facilitating  the  progrefs  of  the  Fire, 
and  h’mdring  the  ufual  remedy,  which  was  by 
Engines,  to  Ihoot  Water. 

Sixthly,  The  matter  of  the  Buildings  there¬ 
abouts,  which  was  generally  Wooden,  and  of 
old  Timber. 

Seventhly,  The  long  continued  Drought  of 
the  preceding  Summer,  even  to  that  day,  which 
had  fo  dried  the  Timber,  that  it  was  nevee 

fflirc  apt  to  take  fire. 

Eighthly, The  matter  of  Wares  in  thofe  partSi 
tthcrc  were  the.  glcatcll  Mcgaziucs  and  Storc- 
houfes  of  the  City ,  of  Oyls,  .Pitch,  Tar,  Ro« 
tin.  Wax,  Butter,  Brimftone,  Hemp,  .Cordage, 

Cheefe,  Wine,  Brandy,  Sugars,  (Sc.  _ 

Niuthly,  An  Merly  Wind,  the  dried  of  all 
other,  that  had  continued  long  before ,  and 
then  did  blow  very  lirongly. 

Tenthly,  The  nnexpefled  failing  of  the  Wa* 
ter,  the  rijwKJWatcr-Tower.ncatto  the  place 
where  the  Fire  began,  then  out  of  order,  and 
burnt  down  immediately,  after  the  beginning  of 
the  Fite,  fo  that  mod  Water-Pipes  were  fooa. 
dry. 

Ladly,  An  unuliial  negligence  at  fird ,  and  a 
confidence  of  eafily  quenching  the  Fire,  on  a 
fiiddain ,  changed  into  a  general  condernatioH 
and  dcfpondcncy,  all  People  chufing  rather  by 
flight  to  fave  their  Goods,  than  by  a  vigorous 
oppolition  to  fave  their  Houfes  and  the  City. 

Thefe  Canfes  thus  drangely  concurring, 
lay  nothing  of  Gods  jud  indignation,  for  the 
notorious  impcnitcncy  of  the  Citizens,  for  their 
great  abominations  in  abetting,  and  indigating 
the  dicdding  of  the  precious  innocent  Blood, 
both  of  Gods  Anointed-,  and  of  their  other 
thief 
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chief  Governours,  both  in  Church  and  State 
for  their  flill  going  on  in  their  old  hainousfo 
of  peffifing  Dmmm  uni  fpi^kjrg  nil  of  Dk. 
Mies,  till  there  be  no  remedy)  thofc  foremen- 
tioncd  caufes,  fo  wonderfully  concurring  by  a 
general  prodigious  Conflagration ,  did  make 
greater  fpoil  in  the  fpace  of  three  days,  vk, 
from  Smity  niorning  to  WehefUj  morning, 
than  three  or  four  Armies^  unrefi/lcd ,  could 
ealily  have  done  in  twice  the  time;  for  (to 
give  the  Reader  fomc  little  profpeft  of  the 
huge  damages  done  by  this  Fire)  it  hath  been 
computed  by  an  ingenious  Perfon,  that  tliere 
were  burnt  in  all,  within  the  V/alls  of  this  Ci¬ 
ty,  Twelve  thoufand  Houfes,  and  without  the 
Walls,  One  thoufandHoufes;  all  which  valued, 
one  with  another,  at  no  more  than  15  /.  yearly 
Rent ,  which  at  the  low  rate  of  twelve  years 
purchafe,  will  amount  in  the  whole  to  Three 
Millions  and  r.ine  hundred  thoulaiid  pounds 
Sxerikg.  The  Eighty  feven  Parifli-Churchcs, 
the  moft  fpacious  Cath'  dral  Church  of  St.  P«l, 
Six  Conf  erated  Chappcls,  the  /(oral  Surfe,  or 
Exchange,  the  Croat  Ctiild  mS ,  the  Oi/frac 
poufe,  the  many  magnificent  Halls  of  Compa- 
ni  s,  the  fcvcral  principal  City-Gates ,  with 
Other  publick  Edifices,  may  well  be  valued  at 
Two  Millions. 

The  U  arcs  ,  HoulholJ-.fiuff ,  Moneys ,  and 
other  moveable  Goods,  loft  and  fpoiled  by  the 
Fire,  may  probably  amount  to  Two  Millions  of 
pounds,  fomc  fay,  much  more. 

The  Money  fpent  in  a  general  removing  of 
Wares  and  Goods,  during  the  Fire,  and  bring¬ 
ing  them  back  afterward,  in  the  hire  of  Boats, 
Carts,  and  Porters,  may  be  well  reckoned  at 
the  Icaft  at  Two  hundred  thoufand  pounds ;  the 
total  whereof,  is  Nine  Millions,  and  nine  hun¬ 
dred 
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dred  thoufand  pounds;  which  reduced  into 
Fretch  Money,  will  amount  unto  One  hundred 
twenty  eight  Millions,  and  feven  hundred  thnu- 
fand  Livers  Fournoit,  And  yet  notwithllanding 
all  tilde  huge  loflcs  by  Fire ;  notwithllanding 
that  moll  devouring  Peliilence  in  the  year  im¬ 
mediately  foregoing,  and  the  then  very  charge¬ 
able  War  againll  three  Potent  Neighbours,  the 
Citizens  recovering,  after  a  few  Montlis,  their 
Native  Courage ,  have  lince  fo  chearfully  and 
unanimoiilly  fet  themfelves  to  rebuild  th'eCi- 
W,  that  (not  to  mention  whole  Streets,  built, 
and  now  building  by  others  in  the  Suburbs) 
within  the  fpace  of  four  years,  they  haveereft- 
cd  in  the  fame  Streets,  Ten  thoufand  Houles, 
and  laid  out  for  the  fame.  Three  Millions  of 
piunds  Sterling,  counting  but  ;oo  /.  a  Houfe, 
one  with  another ;  bclidcs  feveral  large  Hofpi- 
I  tals,  divers  very  (la'ely  Halls,  Nineteen  fair  fo- 
I  Ikl  Stone- (.hurches,  that  will  coll  above  Onc 
;  hundred  tliouland  pounds,  were  lall  year,  all 
at  the  fame  time  ercdling,  and  will  be  fuddainly 
finilkil  ■■  which  is  here  the  rather  mentioned, 
to  Hop  the  mouths  of  our  J{omiJl)  Adverfaries, 
who  oft  alledge,  that  lince  our  Reformation, 
fcarce  one  folid  Struflure  hath  been  Eredled 
for  Gods  Worfliip,  by  the  Englip  Protejhnts ; 
and  that  although  they  have  done  divers  conli- 
dcrable  Works  of  Charity,  in  founding  of  Hof- 
pitals  and  Alms-Houfes,  yet  they  have  been  ve¬ 
ry  deheient  in  Works  of  pure  Piety ,  for  ad¬ 
vancing  the  Worfliip,  the  Praife,  and  the  Glory 
of  our  Creator,  which  ought  to  be  regarded  in 
the  lirll  place.  Moreover,  as  if  the  late  Fire  Iiad 
only  purged  the  City ,  the  Buildings  are  be¬ 
come  infinitely  more  beautiful,  more  commo¬ 
dious,  and  more  folid,  (the  three  main  Virtues 
of  all  Edifices)  than  before ;  nay,  as  if  the  Ci- 
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tizcnsliad  not  been  any  way  imfoveridicci,  bat 
rather  inricht  by  that  huge  Conflagration,  they 
may  be  faid  to  be  even  wanton  in  their  erpen- 
ces,  upon  theftatcly/M/w«  i'accidtu'i,  orFroiiti 
of  their  new  Houfes,  Churches  and  Halls,  (ma¬ 
ny  of  rortUnd  Stone ,  as  durable ,  almofl,  at 
Marble)  upon  their  richly  adorned  Shops,  Cham¬ 
bers  ,  Balconies ,  Signs ,  Portals ,  Their 
Publick  Halls  arc  fo  ricljly  adorned  with  curi¬ 
ous  Architeflure,  Carved  Work,  in  Stone  and 
Wood,  with  Piftures  andWainfeot.  not  only 
of  Firr  and  Oak,  but  foiiK  wi  ;h  the  fwcet  fmcl- 
ling  Cedar.  Their  Churclics  beautified  -with  ei- 
xcllcnt  various  Towers  and  Fronts  of  true  % 
?B«Architcflurc.  They  have  made  their  Streets 
much  more  large  and  llrait ,  paved  each  (idc 
with  fmooth  hewen  Stone ,  and  guarded  the 
fame  with  malfy  Polls,  for  the  benefit  of  Foot- 
paflengers ;  anti  whereas  before  they  dwelt  in 
low,  dark.  Wooden  Cottages,  they  now  live 
in  lofty,  lightfome,  uniform.  Brick  Buildings, 
fo  that  although  our  gracious  King  cannot  fay 
of  this  bis  Capital  City,  as  one  of  the  Empe¬ 
rors  faid  of  Utiritim  Mum- 
turn  rsIiqHi,  yet  he  may  fay  of  it,  what  issl- 
moft  equivalent,  ligr-em  invetii,  Ltieriumn- 
liqui ;  and  ofa  Principal  Strudlurc  of  this  City, 
tii:  Exchugi,  His  Majcfly  may  fay,  LiK- 

ritium  kvini,  lapidam  whereof  take 

here  this  following  brief  Account- 

'"^Hc  former  Burfi  began  to  bq  crefled  in  tie 
J_  year  i  yiStf.  jull  one  hundred  years  before 

it  was  burnt ;  it  was  built  at  the  coll  and  cliat* 

ges  of  a  Noble  Merchant ,  Sir  Tbomts  Grepm, 
and  in  a  folcmn  manner  by  a  Herald,  and  (oiind 
of  Trumpet,  in  tlic  prcfence,  and  by  the  fpe- 
cial  Command  of  Queen  Elizikth,  Proclaimeil, 
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and  named ,  THE  EXCHANGE  :  it 

was  built  moll  of  Brick,  and  yet  was  the  moll 
fplendid  Burfe  (all  tliings  coniidercd)  that  was 
tlicn  in  Eurof(,  (before  the  building  whereof, 
the  Burfc  for  Merchants  was  kept  in  lumbtti- 
jhei.) 

Now  it  is  built  within  and  without,  of  the 
fore-mentioned  excellent  Stone,  with  fuch  cu¬ 
rious  and  admirable  Architefturc,  efpccially  for 
a  Front ,  a  Turret ,  and  for  Arch-work,  that 
it  furpalTcth  all  other  Burfes,  fo- 

kit  idler  yiturna  Cufrefi. 

It  is  built  Quadrangular,  with  a  large  Court, 
wherein  the  Merchants  may  alTemble ,  and  the 
grcatcll  part,  in  cafe  of  Rain,  or  hotSun-fliine, 
may  be  flieltered  in  fidc-Galleries ,  or  Porti¬ 
co’s.  The  whole  Fabrick  coll  above,  yoooo  I , 
whereof  one  half  is  disburfed  by  the  Chambtr 
of  London ,  or  Corporation  of  the  City ,  and 
the  other  half  by  the  Company  of  Mercers ; 
and  tore-imburfe  thenrfelves,  there  will  be  Lett 
tohirctpo  Shops  above  llairs,  at  loL  yearly 
Sent  each,  and  30  L  Fine,  bcMes  the  Icveral 
Shops  below ,  on  the  £ajl  and  irejl  fides,  and 
the  huge  Vaulted  Cellars  under  ground ;  fo  that 
it  will  be  the  richcll  piece  of  ground,  perhaps, 
in  the  whole  World  ;  for,  according  to  exaft 
Diratnlions ,  the  ground  whereon  this  goodly 
Fabrick  is  erefted,  is  but  171  Foot,  from  Norm 
toSouti,  and  103  Foot  from  Eajl  to  iToj},  (for 
kh  dluadtatum obkngum)  fo  that  it  is  but  very 
little  more  than  three  quarters  of  an  Acre  of

.  The  River  whereon  is  feated.  this  great  City, 
fcr  its  breadth  ,  depth,  gentle,  (Trait,  evm 
Coujtfe,  extraordinary  wholfomc  Water  and

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Tides,  is  more  commodious  for  Navigation,

Palaces  on  both  (ides  thereof:  in  a  word,  the 
Thmes  feems  to  be  the  very  Radical  moiliurc 
of  this  City,  and,  in  fomcrenfe,  the  natural 
heat  too ;  for  almofl  all  the  Fuel  for  Firing,  is 
brought  upthis  River  from  Arwcaftle,  Scotlsrl 
Kfnt,  EJlix,  e'c. 

Front  this  Rjvcr,  the  City.,  by  Wgter-Ln- 
gmes,  is  in  many  places  fiippljcd  with  excel¬ 
lent  wholfom  Water ;  alfo,  from  almoll  twcii- 
ty  Conduits  of  pure  Spring-Water,  foconi- 
modioully 
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modioullv  placed,  tliat  they  ferve  all  the  cliicf- 
cll  parts 'of  this  City;  and  moreover,  by  a 
Kiw  River,  brought  at  a  vail  charge,  and  ci- 
quilicc  skill  (by  Sir  HughMiUkm,  who  dc- 
ferres  his  ftatiie  in  Brafs )  from  AmeU  and 
Ckimll,  two  Springs  near  Wire  in  Hertford- 
fire ,  from  whence  in  a  turning  and  winding 
courfe.it  runs  thrcefcorc  miles  before  it  reaches 
thisCitv ;  in  fome  places  thcCliannel  is  nccef- 
farily  thirty  foot  deep ,  in  other  places  it  is 
carried  over  Valleys ,  more  than  twenty  foot 
high  above  ground  ,  in  open  Troughs.  Over 
this  new  River  arc  made  Eight  hundred  Bridges, 
fome  of  Stone ,  fome  of  Brick ,  and  fome  of 
Wood :  Six  hundred  Men  have  been  at  once 
imployed  in  tliis  great  Work.  It  was  begun 
inUo8,  andfinilhed  in  five  years.  Itfcrvcsthc 
highcll  parts  of  london  in  their  lower  Rooms 
and  the  lower  parts  in  their  highcll  Rooms. 
Morcovcr,this  City  is  fo  lituaccd,tliat  in  ail  parts 
(though  on  the  highcll  ground)  it  is  abundantly 
fcrved  with  Pump-water,  and  thofe  Pumps  ia 
many  places,  not  Six  Foot  deep  in  the  ground. 

The  vail  Tralfick  and  Commerce,  whereby  Traded 
this  City  doth  flourilh,  may  be  guelTed  at,  chiefly 
by  the  Culloms  which  arc  paid  for  all  Mcr- 
chandife ,  Imported  or  Exported  ,  which  arc 
but  very  moderate  Impofitions,  in  comparifon 
of  the  linpolls  of  moll  other  Countries  of  Eu-  c 
rcfe,  and  yet  the  Culloms  of  the  Port  of/e»- 
ds'i  only ,  ( without  counting  the  Cullonis  of 
other  Cities'  did  lately  amount  to  above  Three 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  a  year,  and  arc  now 
rifui  to  a  much  greater  fum  ,  by  the  infinite 
number  of  liips,  which  by  their  Malls,  refem- 
blc  a  Forefl,  as  they  lie  along  this  Stream,  bc- 
lidcs  many  that  arc  font  forth  every  year ,  to 
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carry  and  fetch  Commodities,  to,  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  knosvn  World,  whereby  it  comes 
to  pafs,  that  no  fmall  number  of  Mei  chants  of 
lotidon,  for  Wealth ,  for  (lately  Houfes  within 
the  City  for  Winter,  and  without  fir  Summer 
for  rich  Furniture,  plentiful  Tables,  honourabl' 
«  Efcat  tllatcs  in  Money  and  land, 

pr.  excel  fome  Princes,  in  divers  of  our  Neigh, 
hour  Nations.  Moreover,  one  may  conjeflurc 
at  the  huge  Commerce,  by  the  infinite  number 
of  great  wcll-fui  nillicd  Shops ;  which  a  Stt- 
nurd  once  obicrving,  together  with  the  great 
number  of  Law-Suits  in  Term-time,  made  tliij 
Kcport  of  Lomti  to  his  Country-men,  That  it 
was  a  great  City,  but  made  up  of  nothing  but 
TitndM  }  Contiendtn,  ShoiB  and  Suits:  whereas 
he  might  rather  have  Paid  more  truly,  in  a  few 
more  words,  viz.  That  London  is  a  huge  Mega- 
zinc  ofMcn^j.  Muncy,  Ships,  Horfes,.  and  Am¬ 
munition,  of  all  forts  of  Commodities,  necef- 
[ary  or  expedient  for  the  nfc  or  pleafure  cf 
Mankind ;  That  London  is  the  mighty  Rendez¬ 
vous  of  Nobility,  Gentry,  Courtiers,  Divines, 
Lawyers,  Phyfitians,  Merchants,  Sea-men,  and 
all  kind- of  excellent  Artificers,  of  the  moll 
refined  Wits  and:  moll  excellent  Beauties ;  for 
u  IS  obferved ,  that  in  moll  Families  of  £«• 
««</,  if  there  be  any  Son  or  Daughter  that  cr¬ 
eels  the  rcilin  Beauty  or  Wit,  orperhapsCou- 
rage  or  Indullry ,  or  any  other  rare  nimlity, 
London  is  their  North-Sur,  and  they  arc  never 
at  reft  till  they  point  dircflly  thither. 
ovm-  The  Government  of  this  City,  conlidcring  the 

tnt,  Gfcatncfs  and  Populoufncfs  thereof,  is  very  ad¬ 
mirable,  and  might  take  up  a  Volume  in  the 
defenption  thereof. 

The  Ecclefiallical  Government  is  by  a  BilTiop, 
w  as  in  the  time  of  the  Britoins  by  an  Archbilhopi 
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but  when  it  became  fubjeft  tc  the  Sdxons,  the 
Archiepifcopal  See  was  placed  at  Ctmrbm'j, 
not  bccaufc  that  was  the  mote  worthy  City, 
but  for  the  fake  of  St.  Mgujlhe  ,  who  firft 
preached  the  Gofpel  there  to  the  Heathen  Six- 
ms ,  and  was  there  buried.  Since  which  time 
it  hath  been  under  a  Uiihop,  above  ten  Centu- 
rics  and  an  half,  in  a  continual  Succcltlon ;  In 
whicli  fpace,  there  are  reckoned  Bilhops  of 
Mon ,  to  the  prefent  worthy  Bifhop  thereof, 
the  Learned  Pious  Divine,  Doflor  Hent)  C’emp- 
m,  Confecrated  Hilliop  of  O^ord,  iC7a.  and 
Tr, inflated  to  London,  To  this  Cathedral 

alfo  belongs  a  Dean,  a  Chapter,  a  Treafurer, 
and  Thirty  Prebendaries,  all  perfons  of  worth. 

For  the  Ecclefiaftical  Government  of  the  fe- 
veral  Pariflies,  there  are  placed  many  excellent 
Divines,  that  have  the  eurc  of  Souls,  a  Redlot 
or  Vicar  for  every  Parifti,  and  thefe  have  for  a 
long  time  had  the  mod  excellent  way  of  Ser¬ 
monizing  in  Ctrijjendom  ,  infomuch ,  as  divers 
Divines  of  Foreign  Reformed  Churches ,  have 
come  hither  on  purpofe  to  learn  their  manner 
ofharanguing  in  the  Pulpit. 

For  maintaining  thefe  Divines ,  with  thelf 
Families,  there  is  in  every  Parilli  a  Parfonage, 
or  Vicarage-Houfe,  and  in  mod,  a  competent 
allowance  in  Tythes.  Anciently  theParfons  due 
in  Undon,  belidcs  the  Tythes  of  theTradefmens 
Gains,  and  Mortuaries,  Obits,  &c.  was  ;  t. 
t  d.  in  the  pound ,  of  the  yearly  Rent  of  all 
Houfes  and  Shops ;  and  this  was  paid  as  Of¬ 
ferings  on  Sunditp  and  Holidays,  only  a  Half- 
peny  for  each  pound,  whereby  the  Paridiioners 
did  hardly  feel  it ,  although  the  Sundip  and 
Holydays  were  fo  many ,  that  in  a  whole  year 
it  amounted  to  3  x.  j  d.  in  the  pound.  After¬ 
wards  many  Holydays  being  taken  away,  and 
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tlic  Clergy  means  tivrd)y  abated ,  it  was  or- 
damed  ij  ^.8.  that  :  s.  9  d.  in  tlic  pound  of 
all  Rents  of  Huufes  ..nd  Shops,  flioiild  be  paid 
yearly  to  the  Parfon ;  v.licrcunto  d\e  Lor.doittti 
did  not  only  confent,  (as  they  had  good  reafoa 
it  being  much  Ids  in  tiie  pound  than  before! 
but  bound  thcmlclves  by  an  A&  of  Common 
Couneil,  to  perform  the  lame:  and  the faid Or¬ 
dinance^  was  confirmed  in  Parliament  17  U.i 
and  again,  37/48.  with  a  power  given  to  the 
lord  Mayor  ,  to  commit  to  prifon  any  Citizen 
that  fhould  refufe  to  pay  his  Tythes  and  Duis, 
according  to  that  proportion.  But  fince  the 
Reformation,  many  Men  willing  to  think  Tythes 
®  j'^8^P°Pery,  or  elfc  making  no  Confciencc 
of  robbing  God,  liave  devifed  many  baf?  and 
fraudulent  ways ,  by  double  JLcafes ,  by  great 
Fines  and  fmall  Rents,  and  few ral  other  ways 
to  cheat  the  Law,  and  rob  their  God,  Mtl.u. 
complaint  whereof  bring  made  to  King  ftsui, 
Jfi8.  it  was  declared  in  liis  Court  of  Excbi- 
by  the  Barons  there,  that  the  inhabitants 
or  £w)ao»,  and  of  the  Liberties  thereof,  ought 
llill  (according  to  the  afor  mentioned  Aft;;  tp 

gy  II-  9  d.m  the  pound ,  according  to  the 
te  yearly  value  of  the  Rent  of  their  Houii? 
and  Shops,  from  time  to  time;  but  the  Citi- 
aens  (who  think  iooo  I.  per  annum  not  enough 
for  an  Alderman,  or  for  a  Lawyer,  an !  yet  200 1. 
too  much  fora  Pallor  of  aParilh)  opixyrngthe 
fame,  the  bufinefs  lies  yet  uncHal.liihcd,  to  the 
great  difhonour  of  the  Reformed  Religion.

Cities)  by  a  chief  Magillratc,  feme  Nobleman 
let  over  the  City  by  theKing,  as  Supreme  Go¬ 
vernor;  nr  If  -i,„  1; _ r-c. 


Krnor;  or  as  it  was  here  in  the  time  of  till 
/{omam,  when  the  chief  Magillratc  was  callei 
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(as  it  is  Hill  ir  Aowf;  the  PrefeU  of  Loudw,  or, 
as  it  was  in  tn,  ti  c  of  the  Sjxotis,  «hcn  he 
wascalltu  the  ro-tgreeve,  tiiat  is,  Cwjfox,  or 
Gurluti,  and  fometimos  Provofi  of  Lotion ;  but 
after  the  coming  in  of  the  Noimns,  the  Chicr 
Magillr.'tc  was  called  Biilho,  from  the  Ptcnib 
word  BMller,triicfc,commmereX\tit  is  Commijfi- 
riJi,  or  one  that  hath  Commillion  to  govern  o- 
thers,  and  there  were  fometimes  two  Baylifis  of 
Ltdot.t’M  King^ic/writhel.  /tea  iig^.chari^- 
cd  the  name  of  Bj}Iiff  into  Mjyor,  wliicli  alfo 
being  derived  frorti  the  French,  hath  continued 
ever  fince,  aCitiiten  chofen  by  the  Citizens  an¬ 
nually,  unlefs  fometimes, for  the  did  .yulty  of  the 
Citi/ens,  their  Priviledg's  and  rranchifeshave 
been  taken  from  them,  and  a  Guardian  fet  over 
them,  as  was  done  by  Hen.  III.  and  Eiw.  I. 

Of  latter  times,  the  Mayor  of  Ia«da»,  though 
always  a  Citizen  and  Tradcfman,  hath  been  of 
filth  high  repute  and  edeem,  that  in  all  Wri¬ 
ting  and  Speaking  to  him,  the  Title  of  Lord  is 
prelixt,  which  is  given  to  none  others,  but  ei¬ 
ther  to  Noblemen,  to  Billiops,  Judges,  and  of 
latter  times  to  the  Mayor  of  Tork.,  or  to  feme 
of  the  highell  Officers  of  the  Realm.  He  is 
alfo  for  his  great  Dignity,  ufually  Knighted  by 
the  King,  before  the  year  of  his'Mayoialty  be 
c.tpircd ;  unlefs  he  had  received  that  Honour 
before,  whilft  he  was  Alderman,  as  of  Ute  hath 
been  nfual. 

His  Table  is,  and  alfo  the  Table  of  each  SIic- 
tlf,  fuch,  that  it  is  not  only  open  all  the  year 
(0  all'  comers,  dCafigcrs  and  otliers,  tliat  arc  of 
lay  (jiiality,  but  fo  .well  furnillicd,  that  it  is 
il'vayb  fit  to  receive  tH=  greateft  Subjeft  of 
or  of  other  Potentate ;  nay,  it  is  rc- 
tordod,  that  a  ford  Mayor  of  Zoidwi  liath  fcall- 
til  four  King;  at  once  at  his  Table ;  and  the 
prefent 
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prcfcnt  King  and  Qpccn  have  been  by  forae  of 
the  late  LordMayois,  Treated  at  their  Tabic, 

Alfo  for  the  Grandeur  of  the  Lord  Mayor, 

there  is  allowed  above  looo  /.  a  year  for  b'u 

Sword-bearers  Tabic,  in  thcHoufc  of  tlicLord 
Mayor. 

HisDomcllick  Attendance  ,  is  very  honoa- 
rahlc ;  he  hath  four  Officers  that  wait  on  him, 
who  arc  reputed  Efquircs  by  their  places,  that 
is.  the  Sword-bearer,  the  Common  Hunt,  who 
keepeth  a  gallant  Kennel  of  Hounds  for  the 
Lord  Mayi.rs  R  creation  abroad ;  the  Common 
Crycr,  and  the  Water-Bayliffi  There  is  alfo 
the  Coroner,  three  Sergeants  Carvers,  three 
Sergeants  of  the  Chamber ,  a  Sergeant  of  the 
Channel,  four  Yeoman  of  the  Water-fide,  one 
Undo  Water-Bayliff.two  Yeomen  of  the  Cham* 
her,  thrccMcal-Weighers,  two  Yeomen  of  the 
Wood-Wharfs,  mod  of  which  have  their  Ser¬ 
vants  allowed  them,  and  have  Liveries  for 
thcmfclvcs. 

His  State  and  Magnificence  is  remarkable, 
wh  n  he  appears  abroad ,  which  is  ufually  on 
Horfcback,  with  rich  Caparifon,  himfcif always 
in  long  Robes,  fomctimcsoffinc  Scarlet  Cloih 
richly  Furred ,  fometimes  Purple ,  fomctiracs 
Puke,  and  over  his  Robes  a  Ho^of  black  Vel¬ 
vet,  w  hich  fomc  fay  is  a  Badge  of  a  Baron  of 
the  Realm,  with  a  great  Chain  of  Gold  about 
his  Neck,  or  Collar  of  SS’s,  with  a  great  rith 
Jewel  pendant  thereon ,  with  many  Olficers 
walking  before ,  and  on  all  fidcs  of  him,  tff. 
but  more  cfpcciallyon  thcij  of  OMtr,  when 
he  goes  to  mfmhller  in  his  Barge,  accompa¬ 
nied  with  all  the  Aldermen ,  all  his  Officert, 
all  the  fcvcral  Companies  or  Corporations,  in 
their  fcvcral  liatcly  Barges,  witli  their  Arms, 
Colours/ 
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Colours,  and  Streamers ;  and  having  there  in 
tlic  Excheiiuer-Chimber,  taken  his  folemn  Oath 
to  be  true  to  the  King,  returns  in  like  manner 
to  GuiU-HaQ,  that  is,  the  Great  Common  Hall 

of  Guilds ,  or  Incorporated  Confraternities, 

where  is  prepared  for  him  and  his  Brethren,  a 
moll  fumptuous  Dinner,  to  which  many  cf  the 
great  Lords  and  Ladies,  and  all  the  Judges  of 
the  hand  are  invited,  and  the  lail  year  the  King 
and  Qucins  Ma,clly,  the  Duke  of  Torli,  and 
Prince  Jfiiferf,  were  plcafcd  to  honour  that 
Fcail  with  their  Prefeitce. 

This  great  Magiflratc,  upon  the  death  of  the 
King  ,  is  raid  to  be  the  Prime  Peribn  of  £>ig- 
had :  and  therefore  wh.en  King  fama  was  in¬ 
vited  to  come  and  take  the  Crown  of  EttgUrJ, 
I{okri  Lee,  then  Lord  Mayor  of  /or<lo»,fubfcri- 
bed  in  the  lirll  place,  before  all  the  Great  Of¬ 
ficers  ()f  the  Crown,  and  all  the  Nobility. 

He  is  ufually  cliofcn  on  Michtelnui-ixf,  by 
the  Livery-M.n,  or  Members  of  tire  fcveral 
C'onip.rnies  within  the  faid  City  ,  out  of  the 
Twenty  fix  Aldermen ,  all  Perfons  of  great 
Wealth  and  Wifdom,  in  which  Eleftion  the  he- 
nior  Alderman ,  that  hath  not  been  Mayor, 
hath  ufually  the  Precedence  >  yet  in  this  parti¬ 
cular,  the  faid  Eleftors  are  at  their  liberty. 

The  Lord  Mayor  on  the  day  of  the  Kings  Co¬ 
ronation,  claims  to  be  Chief  Butler,  andbearr 
the  Kings  Cup  amongll  the  highcll  Nobles  of 
the  Kingdom,  which  ferve  on  that  day  in  other 
Offices. 

His  Authority  reaches,  not  only  all  over  this 
great  City,  and  a  part  of  the  Suburbs,  butalfo 
on  the  famous  River  of  Thmes.  Eallward,  as 
far  as  rexdale,  or  rexleet,  and  the  mouth  of  the 
River  Meim),  and  Wellward,  as  farasCo/oiiy 
Vitek,  above  Smes-Briige,  He  hath  power 
to 
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to  punKh  and  corrcdt  all  that  (hall  annoy  fe 
Stream,  Banks,  or  Fifli ;  and  for  that  end  1.: 
yearly  keeps  fcveral  Courts  in  the  Counties  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  Thuniis,  for  Conicrvation  of  tie 
River ,  and  punillimeiit  of  Oltcnders :  Onlv, 
the  Strength  and  Safety  of  the  River,  aeairii 
an  liivafion ,  and  fecuring  Merchandizing  acd 
Navigation,  byBlock-houles,  Forts,  or  Callte, 
is  the  care  of  the  King. 

The  two  Sherifls  of  this  City ,  arc  alfo  Sh;. 
rids  of  the  County  of  Middkfex ,  and  arc  at' 
iiually  chofen  by  the  Citizens,  from  ainonj 
thcmfclvcs,  i.i  the  Gtiild-HaU,  upon  Midfmm- 
day,  ahighPrivilcdge,  among  many  other,  an- 
tiently  grant  d  to  this  City,  by  fcveral  Kirp 
and  (^iccns  of  this  Kingdom,  but  they  arc  mi 
fworn  t\\\  Michelmjt-Eve ,  and  then  arc  alfo 
prefented  at  the  Exchequer,  to  be  allowed  b; 
the  Barons,  and  fworn ;  after  which ,  they  en¬ 
ter  upon  their  Office.  If  the  perfons  fo  chofen 
refufe  to  hold,  they  incur  a  penalty,  unlefs  thq 
,  will  take  a  fulcmn  Oath ,  that  they  arc  not 
worth  Ten  thou'and  pounds. 

The  ^6  Aldermen ,  do  prefide  over  the  if 
Wards  of  the  City.  When  any  of  thefe  die, 
the  Lord  M-iyor  and  Aldermen  chufc  another, 
out  of  the  moil  fubftantial  Men  of  the  City; « 
any  fo  chofen,  reftife  to  hold,  he  is  ufually  Fi¬ 
ned  too  /. 

All  the  Aldermen  that  have  been  Lord 
Mayors ,  and  the  three  eldcft  Aldermen  that 
have  not  yet  arrivctl  to  that  Honourable  Eftate, 
are,  by  their  Charter,  Jufticcs  of  the  Peace  of 
this  City. 

To  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  City  of  lofM 
belong  divers  Courts  of  Judicature  of  high 
importance.  The  higheft ,  and  nioft  antient 
Court,  is  that  called  the  (i.e.) 

Cjiifim 
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Citifjrtim.w  hich  doth  pi  cfcrvc  the  Laws,  Rights, 
I'raiichilcs.  and  (  uftoms  of  the  City.  There 
ii  a  Court  uf  l{eq!icjU  orCovfcioice.  The  Court 
I  of  (he  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  where  alfo 
the  Rcco:  dcr  and  Sheriffs  (who  are  uliially  Al¬ 
dermen,  or  clic  conftantly  cliofen  upon  the  next 
Vacancy)  fit,  Two  Courts  of  the  Sheriffs,  one 
for  each  Counter.  The  Court  of  the  City  Or¬ 
phans,  whereof  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
have  the  CuHody.  The  Court  of  Common 
Ccimcil,  confiding  (as  the  Parliament  o(  Btie- 
lud)  of  two  Houles,  one  for  the  Lord  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  and  the  other  for  the  Comnu)- 
ners ;  in  which  Court  arc  made  all  By-Laws, 
which  bind  all  the  Citizens  oUondoii-,  for  eve- 

rj  man,  either  by  hinifclf,  or  by  his  Reprefen- 

tativc,  gives  his  AlTcnt  thereunto,  wherein  con- 
hlls  the  great  happinefs  of  the  Englijh  Subicdl, 
above  ail  the  Subjedis  of  any  other  Prince  in 
the  W orld,  that  neither  in  Laws,  nor  By-Laws, 
neither  in  Ta.\es  or  Impods,  any  man  is  obli¬ 
ged,  but  by  his  own  confent.  There  is  another 
Court  of  thcaamierWaof  theCity,  to  whom 
belongs  the  Receipts  of  the  Rents,  and  Revenues 
of  the  City,  and  to  his  Court  the  bufinefs  of 
Apprentices ,  over  whom  he  hath  a  great  au¬ 
thority'.  To  the  Lord  Mayor  alfo  belong  the 
Courts  of  Coroner,  and  of  Efeheator,  and  an¬ 
other  Court  for  the  Confervation  of  the  Ri¬ 
ver  of  Tkmes.  Ladly.  the  Court  of  Goal-de- 
hm,  held  ufually  eight  times  a  year,  at  the 
oiiBnil)/,  both  for  the  City  and  Miiikfex,  for 
?^i^‘'"™ls,  whereof  the  Lord  Mayor 
lithe  Clnef  Judge;  and  hath  the  power  of  re¬ 
prieving  condemned  perfons.

The  Traders  of  Lordotii:e  divided  into  Cora- 
panlcj,  or  Corporations,  and  are  lb  manylo- 
dicsPclitiqucbOf  tlicfc  there  arc  twelve,  Ql- 
led  the  Chief  Comi»nics,  and  he  that  is  choti 
Lord  Mayor,  iiiiill  be  free  of  one  of  thcle  Corn- 
par, ies,  whidiarc,  i  Mcrcen,_zGroc<rs,\Dti- 
firs,  4  riJhiWKSi'rs,  5  Goldfmiibs ,  6  Skjmn, 
7  dJcrdw.t-Ts)!ors ,  ?.

ly  clipfc'f’q  pc  made  Free  of  the  Company  ot’ 

f  Ea^'.Compiiiiy  tprMyllcry  hath  a  Mailer,  ar- 
jiiially.cHofca  i Trom  among  themfclvcs,  ami 
hat'll  od)<;i-  ii'bocdinatc Governors,  called  War¬ 
dens  or'Adlillants.  Thelc  do  exaaiy  corrcfitoml 
to  the  General  Government  of  the  City,  by  a 
Lord, Mayor,  Aldermcn,.aml  Common  Council ;

Antient  and  Modern,  of  this  mighty  Populoui 

City,  is  alfo  well  woriliy  to  be  known,  botli 

to  Englifh  and  Forreigners.  In  the  13  of  Utt- 
ry  the  Eighth, 1  f  3'. .  at  a  general  Muller  in  Lot- 
don,  were  firll  taken  the  Names  of  idl  Men  witbin 
this  City  and  Lib.-rties  only  (wliich  reach  not 
far  without  the  Walls)  from  the  age  ofi«ti) 
60,  alfo  the  number  of  all  HarnelTcs,  and  of 
all  forts  of  Weapons  for  War,  then  they  dra 
out  of  thefe  only  fuch  able  Men,  as  had  wbitt 
Harnefs,  and  caufcdthemall  to  appear  in  white 
Coats,  with  Breeches,  and  white  Caps  and  Fca- 
theis,  and  bccaufe  Notice  was  given,  that  tbe 
King  himfelf  would  fee  thent  Muller,  they  all 
prepared  to  appear  as  fplendidly  as  they  could, 
and  to  that  end,  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldcrmec, 
Recorder ,  and  Sheriffs,  and  all  who  had  becc 
Sheriffs,  had  all  white  Harnefs,  and  over  that, 
Coats  of  black  Velvet,  with  the  Arms  of  the 
City  Embroidered  thereon,  each  one  a  great 
gold  Chain  ,  and  mounted  on  a  goodly  Horfc, 
with  rich  Trappings ,  on  their  Heads  Velvet 
Caps,  in  their  hands  Battel  Axes  Gilt :  Each 
Aider  man  and  the  Recorder  had  four  Halber¬ 
diers  in  white  Silk,  or  clfc  Buff  Coats,  waiting 
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on  them  with  Gilt  Halberds ;  and  the  Lord 
Mayor  had  itf  tall  Men  apparalcll’d  in  white 
Satin  Doublets,  Caps,  and  Feathers,  Chains  of 
Gold  and  other  gorgeous  Attire,  with  long 
Gilt  Halberds  following  his  Lordlhip  at  a  di- 
llanee :  but  next  to  him  he  had  four  Footmen 
in  white  Satin,  then  two  Pages  cloathed  in 
Crimfon  Velvet  and  Cloth  of  Gold,  riding  on 
gallant  Horfes  richly  furnilht,  one  of  them  car¬ 
rying  the  Lord  Mayors  Helmet,  and  the  other 
Im  Pole-Ax ,  both  richly  gilt  and  adorned. 
Moll  of  the  Citirens  of  any  C^ality  or  Of¬ 
fice,  were  in  white  Satin  or  white  Silk  Coats, 
widi  Chains  of  Gold ,  and  Come  with  rich 

Jewels.  What  was  the  number  then  of  Men 

in  Arms  was  not  Record  'd,  but  that  may  be 
gueffed  at  by  what  follows.  They  mulicrcd  in 
Mik-md-Fields,  and  before  Nine  of  the  Clock 
ill  the  Morning  began  to  march ,  entring  at 
W%te  in  excellent  order  down  to  (Cejlmhjhr, 
where  the  King  and  Court  flood  to  view  them 
palling  by ,  thence  they  marched  about  Sr. 
Jaw’s  l'irk_,  fo  through  Notion,  up  to  Li.den- 
M,  and  there  disbanded  immediately,  and  yet 
this  was  not  done  till  Five  of  the  Clock  in  the 
tvciiing, which  was  eight  hours  continual  March. 

At  the  time  of  the  happy  Rellauration  of 
His  Majclly  now  Reigning,  there  were  in  Lok- 
^!»and  the  Lib-jrtics,  fix  Regiments  of  Train- 
Bands,  and  fix  Regiments  of  Auxiliaries  ,  and' 
one  Regiment  of  Horlc.  Thefe  thirteen 
Regiments ,  about  fix  Weeks  before  his  Ma- 
jcllics arrival,  mullercd  in  Njde  I’arti,  being  then 
drawn  out  for  promoting  and  fccuring  His  Ma- 
jellies  Return.  Thefe  Twelve  Regiments  of 
Foot  were  1 8000  complcat.  Eight  of  thefe; 
Regiments  had  feven  Companies  in  each,  andh' 
the  other  four  had  fix  Companies  in  each,  pt 
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all  Eighty  Companies.  Tl)c  Regiment  of  Her,;' 
of  fix  Troops  j  and  a  luindred  in  c.ich  Troop. 
This  confidcrabic  .-yrmy  drawn  together  bofor; 
the  ijtfi  of  Mj),  the  day  of  Ilis  i\Ia:c[lios  Re- 
turn,  was  judged  to  be  highly  ufcful  for  facili¬ 
tating  that  Happy  W'ork.  Seine  Months  after, 
His  Majeliy  font  to  the  City  a  Conimiifion  of 
Lieutenancy,  appointing  fevcral  perlbns  to  aft 
as  his  Lieutenants  in  London-,  giving  themtk 
lame  power  tliat  tlie  Lords  Lieutenants  Iwvcii 
their  rcfpctlivc  Counties,  and  in  purliiancc  o: 
that  Commifilon ,  the  Regiments  were  new 
I'ctlcd.  Tlierc  were  fix  Regiments  of  Train 
Bands,  commanded  by  fix  Citizens,  Knights,  aud 
their  Lieutenant  Colonels  were  all  Knights;  and 
there  were  fix  Regiments  of  Auxiliaries.  In  all 
thefc  Twelve  Regiments  were  Twenty  thou- 
fand  Men;  tlicn  were  lified  two  Regiments  of 
Horlc,  caci)  confining  of  five  Troops,  in  all 
Eight  hundred  Horfe.  Thefc  were  all  drawn 
into  Hyde  Parlj.,  where  His  Ma)clly  wasplcafcd 
to  take  a  view  of  them.  I’ut  in  calc  of  need, 
it  is  certain,  that  in  iotidwi,  and  witliin  the  Li¬ 
berty,  there  may  in  few  days  be  railed  forty 
thonVand  Men-  Bclides  Somhmrk^,  one  Regi¬ 
ment  of  Traill  Daiid,  Idfctcn  hundred  Men,  tk 
Hamlets  of  tlie  Tower  two  RcgiiViCiits,  in  all 
Three  thoufaiul  Men;  then  //o/ierx Rcgifflc.it 
amltTejlMAj/erRcgini-nt,  Two  thoulaiideacli; 
and  in  cafe  of  neceflity,  tliey  can  rail'e  Twenty 
tltoiifand  more.

time;  who  fince  His  MajclUes  Return',  liatli  taken 
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ihcCommancl  thereof^  and  owns  it  rs  His  Com.

The  Town  oi  London  is  out  of  all  County  or 
Parilb,  (only  a  Ihiall  part  fomc  hold  to  be.in 
Middlejex)  is  a  Liberty  of  it  fclf,  exempt  from 
all  Taxes  to  the  King,  to  the  Church,  or  to  the 
Poor.  It  ha:  h  a  Titochkl  Church  exempt  from 
all  Ecclcfiallical  Jurirdiflion  of  the  Archbilliop, 
and  is  a  Donative  bellowed  by  the  King  w  ithout 
Inftitution  or  Induction.  There  arc  thirteen 
Hamlets  in  fevcral  Parifhes ,  of  large  extent, 
belonging  to  the  Tower,  whofe  Train  Bands  arc 
all  bound  to  alTift  the  Conjidli  or  LUmenm  of 
the  Tower  ;  they  arc  all  called  the  doings  Com- 
pny,  arc  to  wait  on  the  Kings  Pcrlon  in  time 
of  need,  and  to  go  no  farther  than  the  King, 

Within  thcTowcr  is  kept  the  Olhcc  of  His 
Majeflies Ordnance,  which,  liatli  been  always  an 
Office  of  great  Accompt  and  Importance,  as  be¬ 
ing  the  only  (landing  and  grand  Magazine  of  the 
Principal  Preparatives,  Habiliments,  Utenfils, 
and  Inllrumcnts  ofWar.aswcll  by  Sea  as  Land, 
for  the  defence  and  fafety  of  the  Kingdom  ;  and 
confequentlyhath  influence  in  the  Navies,  Forts, 
Callles,  and  Armies  thereef:  having  the  fuper- 
intcndencc,  ordering,  and  difpoling,  as  well  of 
theGrand  Magazine  lodged  in  the  Tower,  as  at 
the  Minoriss,  W'oolmch.Chiilhm,  U'indfor,  Porlf- 
mutb,  riymotiih,  lJuU,  and  clfcwhirc;  where¬ 
in  is  Ammunition  at  all  times  for  as  many  Land 
and  Sea  Forces,  as  may  not  only  defend  Eng¬ 
land,  but  be  formidable  to  all  our  Neighbours. 
It  is  under  the  Government  in  Chief  of  the  Ma¬ 
iler  of  the  Ordnance,  w  ho  is  commonly  a  Per- 
fon  of  great  Eminence  and  Integrltv ,  and  is  in 
France  called  Le  Grand  Maiflre  d'  Anilktie ; 
which  word  Artillcrie,  is  cither  ab  arte  klorum 
nimiorum,  or  clfe  as  it  denotes  all  manner  of 
Ord- 
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Oniiiaiicc,  may  podibly  be  derived  from  tbe 
Italian.  AtiigUo,  fignifying  the  Talons  or  Claws 
of  riilmra,  Engks,  and  Inch  rapacious  Birds  of 
Prey ,  as  alfo  of  Drigor.s ,  Bjfiiskj ,  and  CriJ- 
for,s,h)'  which  they  not  only  def.nd  themfelvc!, 
hut  tear  and  rend  in  pieces  all  that  oppofj  them. 
Hence  the  fcveral  forts  of  Cannon  Icem  to  be 
denominated  from  fuch  kind  of  Creatures ,  as 
f  dhotis,  FdhorMs,  Suk^s,  Ciilverines,  from  the

ment  of  the  laid  Office  is  committed  to  thefe 
Principal  Olficers  following,  viz-

Lieutenant  of  the  Ordnance,  fince  the  death 
of  Colonel  H'illkm  le^,.  is  Dtvii  miKr  Efq; 
Groom  of  His  Majeflies  Bedchamber ,  wliolo 
duty  is,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Mailer  of  the  Ord¬ 
nance,  to  impart  all  Orders  aud  Warrants  di- 
rcfled  to  the  Office ,  and  to  fee  them  duly  ex¬ 
ecuted,  and  to  give  order  for  difeharging  the 
great  Ordnance,  when  required,  upon  Coro¬ 
nation-days,  Fellivals,  Triumphs,  and  the  like;

To  allow  all  Bills 
of  Debt,  and  to  keep  Check  upon  all  kaboiircrs 
and  Artificers  Works ;  and  to  fee  that  all  I’ro- 
vilions  received,  be  good  and  fcrviceablc,  and 
duly  proved  with  the  anillancc  of  the  rell  of  the 
Officers,  and  the  Proof-Mailers,  and  marked 
with  the  Kings  Mark,  if  they  ought  fo  to  be.

rich  Shops  built  thereon ,  furpalTeth  ail  other 
in  Eurofe-,  it  hath  ninvteen  Arches,  founded 
in  a  deep  broad  River ,  and  fome  fay  on  a  foft 
Ozy  ground ;  Eight  hundred  Foot  in  Icngtli 
Sixp'  high,  and  Thirty  broad ;  hath  a  Draiv^ 
bridge  almoft  in  tiic  middle,  and  Twenty  Foot 
between  each  Arch ;  it  was  built  ylmo  1 209.  in 
the  Reign  of  King  Thefirft  Stone-bridge 

in  having  been  built  above  One  hun¬ 

dred  years  before,  by  Queen  Mjud  Wife  to 
ffc>rry  the  Firft,  at  Stratford,  on  the  River  L-e 
Three  miles  from  Loodon-,  lb  called  from  the 
High-way  there  parting  over  a  Ford,  and  flnce 
called  Stratford-Bowe,  from  the  Arched  BridRc 
a  piece  of  Architcdhire  then  new  to  the  Eiw- 
liln  Nation.  ° 

The  building  of  this  Bridec  of  Lovdo«,  was 
an  exceeding  difficult  and  colTly  piece  of  Work 
and  to  tliole  that  coiifidcr  the  coiillant  great 
it  ferns  almoft 

importiblc  to  be  done  again.  The  charges  of

bw.  thought  fit  by  our  Anceftors  to  have  a 
large  Houfc,  a  vaft  Revenue  inlands  and  Hoii- 
fes,  divers  conliderable  Officers,  do.  to  be  fet 
apart  for  the  conllant  care  and  repair  thereof- 
the  principal  whereof  arc  the  two  Bridee-Ma-

(as  was  ordered  by  an  Aft  of  Parliament,  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  Fire )  a  Pillar ,  in  per¬ 
petual  memory  thereof  It  is  of  the 
Dorick, 
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Derick  Order,  175  Foot  liicli,  and  15  Foot  Dia¬ 
meter,  all  ok  :o\k\PortI.ir.d  Stone,  w  ith  a  Stair- 
cafe  in  the  mi  Idle  of  black  Marble,  with  an 
IronBalcoiicoii  the  top,  not  unlikcthofctwo 
anti.nt  white  Marble  Pillais  at  creeled 
in  hcnoiir  of  the  Emperors,  Trjjdit  ard  Mor.i- 
r.t:,  thefc  two  excellent  Princes;  they  were 
there  built  above  150c  years  ago,  and  arc  liilf 
Handing  entire.  The  PiedcHal  of  this  our  Pil¬ 
lar,  is  alfo  alt  of  Fortknd  Stone-,  and  is 2 1  Foot 
fquarc,  and  40  Foot  high,  whereon  is  to  be  a 
large  Infeription. 

Not  far  below  this  famous  Bridge  is  placed 
tl'.c  Cujlom-lmfe,  where  is  received  and  mana¬ 
ged  all  the  Impofitions  laid  on  Merchandife,  Im¬ 
ported  or  Exported  from  this  City,  which  arc 
lb  confidcrablc,  that  of  all  the  Culloms  of  En^- 
hrJ ,  divided  into  three  parts ,  the  Port  of 
london  pays  Two  thirds,  that  is  above  330000/. 
yearly.

Upon  tliis  Grand  Office,  depends  One  hun¬ 
dred  eighty  two  Deputy  I’oll-Malkrs  in  Er.^- 
Imi  and  ;  mUlof  which  keep  Regular 

Offices  in  their  Stages,  and  suh-Pofimallcrs  in 
their  Rranches,  and  alfo  in  IreUnd,  another 
General  Office  for  that  Kingdom,  whichiskept 
in  Dub.k,  confining  of  Eighteen  like  Officers, 
and  forty  five  Deputy  Poll-Maflcrs.

G.ncral,  for  the  better  Government  of  the 
■faid  Office,  he  hath  annexed  and  appropriated

Ihort  a  time,  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  that 
every  14  l:ours,  the  Poll  goes  no  miles,  and  in 
live  days,  an  anfwer  of  a  Letter  may  be  had  from 
a  place,  300  miles  dillant  from  the  Writer, 
Moreover,  if  any  Gentleman  defire  to  ride  Poll, 
to  any  Principal  Town  of  Er^sUrJ,  Poll-Hor- 
Ics  arc  always  in  readinefs  (taking  no  Horfc 
rvithout  the  confent  of  his  owner)  which  in  0- 
tlicr  Kings  Reigns  was  not  duely  obferved  ;  and 
only  3  d,  is  demanded  for  every  EtisUjh  mile, 
and  for  every  Stage  to  the  Poil-Boy,  4  d.  for 
Condiidling. 

Bcfidcs  this  excellent  convenience  of  convey¬ 
ing  Letters,  and  Men  on  Horfcback,  there  is  of 
late  fuch  an  admirable  commodioufnefs,  both 
for  Men  and  Women  of  better  rank,  to  travel 
from  Lor.don,  to  almoll  any  great  Town  of  Etig- 
and  to  almoll  all  the  Villages  near  this  great 
City;  that  the  like  hath  not  been  known  in  the 
World,  and  that  is  by  Stage-Coaches,  where¬ 
in  one  may  be  tranfported  to  any  place,  Iheltrcd 
from  foul  weather,  and  foul  wayt,  free  from  en¬ 
damaging  ones  Health  or  Body,  by  hard  jog» 
ing,  or  over  violent  motion,  and  this  not  on¬ 
ly  nr  a  low  price,  as  about  a  Ihilling  for  every 
hve  miles,  but  with  fuch  velocity  and  fpeed,  as 
ilut  the  Polls  in  fomc  lorraign  Countreys, 
nuke  I'.ot  more  miles  in  a  day,  for  the  Stage 
coiithcs,  called  MyingConches,  make  forty  or

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fifty  Mile?  in  a  clay,  as  from  LorJon  to  Oxfori 
or  Cmbridse,  and  that  in  the  fpacc  of  iz  hours,

THis  Office  was  ufually  kept  within  the 
City  near  Pn Ji/e  H'fijr/e ,  in  an  antient 
Houfe,  built  by  Sir  JcfaiMwt’awp,  Son  to  Guj 
de  Bt'juch, imp, Earl  of  lEarrvick.,  anti  afftrwards 
fold  to  King  Edmri  the  Third. 

TheMaltcr  or  Keeper  of  the  Great  irart/rsk, 
is  an  Office r  of  great  Antiquity  amlDignity. 

High  Priviledges  and  Immunities  were  con¬ 
ferred  by //e«r>  VI.  and  confirmed  by  his  Sue- 
ccflbrs;  Kingjawaenlargcd  the  fame,  and  or¬ 
dained,  That  tills  Great  Officer  iliould  be  an  In¬ 
corporation,  or  Body  Politique  for  tvtr. 

His  Office  is  to  make  Provifions  for  Coro- 
lliltions,  Marriapes,  and  Funerals,  to  furnifh 
the  Court  witli  Betls,  Hanffings,  Carpets,  an.l 
other  ncceffarics  i  to  furiiiln  Hoiifcs  for  Am- 
baffiadors,  at  their  firft  arrival  here ;  Prefents 
for  Foreign  Princes  and  Ambaffiidors,  Cloaths 
of  Efiatc,  and  other  Furniture ,  for  tlie  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Irdstid,  Lord  Prefident  of  ra/rr, 
and  all  His  Majefties  Ambafladors  abroad  ,  to 
tirovidc  all  Robes  for  Foreign  Knights  of  the 
Garter ,  for  the  Officers  of  the  Garter,  Coats 
for  Heralds  and  Purfiiivants  at  Arms ,  Robes 
for  the  Lord  Chancellor,  Lord  Trealiirer, 
Rich  Liveries  for  the  two  Lords  Chief  J ulf ices, 
all  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  divers  Offi- 
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ccrsiiithofc  Courts;all  Liveries  forHisMajcftlcs 
Servants,  all  Linnen  for  tlic  Kings  Perfon, 

To  defray  all  the  forementioned  charges,  or¬ 
dinarily  th.re  is  expended  yearly,  about  Twen¬ 
ty  live  thoufand  pounds,  befides  all  Estraordi- 
naries,  as  Coronations,  Funerals,  c. 

This  Office  is  at  prefent  enjoyed  by 
MountigueEUi^  Son  to  the  Lord  Mouuugiie  of 
Bougkon,  and  one  of  HisMajcliics  mollHonou- 
rable  Privy  Council. 

The  prefent  Salary  to  him,  in  compenfation 
of  all  other  atitient  Fees  and  Allowances ,  is 
yearly!  000 /. 

The  faid  Houfe  near  ruddle  Ifharfe  was,  long 
ago,  annext  for  ever  to  the  Mailer  of  this  Of¬ 
fice  !  but  iince  the  great  Fire ,  this  Office  is 
kept  in  Torkd/oiife. 

The  chief  Officers  under  the  Maficr ,  are  a 
Deputy,  Thnm  Tomefeud  Senior,  Efq;  his  Sa¬ 
lary  looL  and  i  Clerk,  Thomt  Tomefeud  Jun, 
iilij  whofe  Salary,  in  compenCitiun  of  all  Fees 
and  Allovanccs,  is  yearly  300/. 

Hoththefe  Officers  had  f,iir  dwellingllotifes, 

ivliich  wer?  alfo  wnfiimctl  by  tiic  idre.  ^  ^ 

Belonging  to  this  Office  arc  divers  '1  radel- 
men.  Artificers,  and  others,  to  the  nnniber  of 
about  forty,  all  fworn  Servants  to  the  King. 

To  this  Office  have  lately  been  added ,  by 
Patent,  during  pleafurc ,  two  connderable  01- 
ficers,  ■u/ei.  a  Controulcr,  Mren>  NeivforiEi'n, 
Brother  to  the  Lord  Nentort,  and  a  Surveyor, 

Col.  BJeu  J{eyms.  whole  Salaries  arc  300  A 
yearly  to  eachone. 
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Of  the  CoUedges  in  London. 

THc  Famous  City  of  LONDO  H may  not 
unfitly  be  llilccl  an  LIniverfity,  for  there¬ 
in  are  taught  all  Liberal  Arts  and  Sci¬ 
ences:  not  only  Divinity,  Civil  Law,  Phyfick, 
•which  in  other  llnivcrhtics  arc  nfual,  are  read 
here;  but  alfo  the  Municipal,  or  Common  Laws 
of  the  Nation  is  here  taught,  and  Degrees  ta¬ 
ken  therein,  which  can  be  faid  in  no  other  Na¬ 
tion  ;  Moreover,  all  forts  of  Langviagcs,  Geo¬ 
graphy,  Hydrography,  the  Art  of  Navigation, 
the  Arc  of  Fortification,  Anatomy,  Chyrurge- 
ry,  Chymillry,  Calligraphy,  Brachygraphy,  or 
Short-hand,  the  Arts  of  Riding,  Fencing,  Dan¬ 
cing, Art  Military,  Fire-works,  Limning,  Paint¬ 
ing,  Enamelling,  Sculpture,  Architefture,  He¬ 
raldry,  all  forts  of  Mufick,  Arithmctick,  Geo¬ 
metry,  Allronomy,  Grammar,  Rhetorick,  Poe¬ 
try,  and  any  other  thing ,  that  may  any  way 
contribute  to  the  accompiflimcnt  of  an  Inge¬ 
nious  Nobleman  or  Gentleman. 

T!)c  Colledges  of  Municipal ,  or  Common- 
Law  ProfcIFors  and  Students,  are  14,  called  Hill' 
Inns,  the  old  word,  for  Honfes  of  No¬ 
blemen,  or  hilhops,  or  Men  of  extraordinary 
Note,  and  which  is  of  the  fame  fignification 
with  the  trench  word  Ho\]e)  at  Puris. 

There  are  two  Inns  of  Sergeants,  four  Inns 
of  Court,  and  eight  Inns  of  Cbincery. 

The  Inns  of  Chtneery  were  probably  fo  na¬ 
med,  becaufe  there  dwelt  fuch  Clerks,  as  did 
chiefly  liudythe  forming  of  Writs,  which  re¬ 
gularly  appertain  to  the  Cnrfitors ,  that  are 
Ofiicers  of  Chir.cery.  The  firll  of  thefo  is  cal¬ 
led  Tkw  Inn,  begun  in  the  Reign  of  jEdml 
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the  Third,  and  (ince  purchafed  by  Lincolns  Inn, 
as  wasallb  Furnivsls  Inn ;  tlicn  there  i^ietniirds 
Inn,  Mem  Inn,  Chnents  Inn,  CUfjords  Inn,  anti- 
cntly  the  Houfe  of  tlic  Lord  Clifford ;  Stnple  Inn, 
belonging  to  the  Merchants  of  th.c  Staple ;  and 
Lions  Inn,  ariticntly  a  common  Inn,  with  the 
Sign  of  the  Lion- 

Thefewcrc  heretofore  preparatory  Collcdgcs 
for  younger  Students ,  and  many  were  entred 
here,  before  admitted  into  the  Inns  of  Court. 

Now  they  are  for  the  moft  part  taken  up  by 
Attorneys,  So'.licitors  anti  Clerks,  who  have 

here  their  Chambers  apart ,  and  their  Dyet  at 
a  very  cafic  rate ,  in  a  Hall  together ,  where 
they  arc  obliged  to  appear  in  grave  longRobcs, 
and’ black  round  knit  Caps,  rhefe  Collcdgcs 
belong  all  to'  fomc  Inns  of  Court ,  who  fend 
ycir'y  fomcof  their  Barrihers  to  read  tothcfc. 
Incachof  thefeinns  of  Cbincery,  one  with  an¬ 
other,  may  be  about  fixty  perfons. 


The  Inns  of  Court  were  fo  named,  as  fomc 
think ,  bccaufc  the  Students  therein ,  are  to 
ferve  the  Courts  of  Judicature  :  or  clfc,  bc- 
caufe  antiently  thefe  Collcdgcs  received  oncly 
the  Sons  of  Noblemen,  and  better  fort  of  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  as  Fortcfciie  affirm  'th. 

Of  thefe  there  are  four:  Firft.  thcrwoTfW- 
ths  heretofore  the  dwelling  of  the  Knights 
Tcmplcrs,  and  Purchafed  by  fomc  Profcflbrsof 
the  O.mmoi,-:  aw,  above  three  hundred  years 
ago.  They  arc  called  th:  Inner  and  Middle 
Temple,  in  relation  to  FJfen  Fiowk ,  which 
was  part  of  the  Knights  Tcmplcrs,  and  called 
tbe  Outer  ' Temple,  becaufeit  is  fcatc.l  without 
TempIeS.tr. 
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the  two  other  Inns  of  Coert ,  arc  liticslti 
.[tin,  belonging  anticntly  to  the  Earls  of  Lin¬ 
colns  ;  and  Grejs  Inn,  belonging  to  the  Noble 
Family  of  the  Guys. 

In  the  Reign  of  Henry  VI.  they  fo  flourifli- 
ed,  that  there  were  in  each  of  thefe,  about 
two  hundred  Students,  and  a  Student  then  ex¬ 
pended  yearly  about  lo  /.  which  was  as  much 
as  Two  hundred  poundsnow;  for  they  had  ufu- 
ally  (as  tlie  French  Nobles  have  now  in  their 
Academics)  every  one  aii  old  (iiftreet  Servant, 
and  divers  Mailers  for  to  inllruft  them  in  all 
laudable  qualities ;  and  therefore  faith  the 
fame  Fortefeue,  VUra  Stiidium  legiim  ;  funi  qui) 
Cymifil  omnium  morum.  And  the  Students  were 
oncly,  faith  he,  NobUium  Filii,  that  is ,  Gentle¬ 
men  at  lead;  for  fo  the  word  Hobilis  was  then 
taken  here,  and  is  dill  in  France:  And  there¬ 
fore  by  command  of  King  Jamri,  none  were  to 
be  admitted  into  thefe  Collcdgcs,  but  Gentle¬ 
men  by  defeent.  Our  Anccdors  thought  thofe 
of  inferior  Rank,  would  rather  debafe  the  ho¬ 
nour  of  the  Law,  and  would  be  prone  to  Chi¬ 
cane,  or  play  Tricks,  and  not  like  to  be  folit 
for  Trulls  and  Honours,  whereas  the  confidera- 
tion  of  Birth  and  Fortune ,  makes  Men  more 
careful  of  ther  Honour  and  Reputation. 

If  this  Command  of  King  James  had  been 
carefully  oblcrved  ,  and  one  more  added,  viz. 
that  none  but  Gentlemen  Ihould  eafily  and 
ordinarily  be  admitted  to  Ecclcliallical  Dig¬ 
nities ,  there  would  be  in  England,  fufficieiit 
Provifions  for  the  younger  Sons  of  Noblemen 
and  Gentlemen,  whereof,  now  very  many  arc 
thcobjeftsof  pity,  either  for  fuffering,  or  at 
Icall,  for  doing  much  evil,  for  want  of  fit  em¬ 
ployments,  and  there  would  be,  doubtlefi,  lefs 
cojTuption  in  our  Ecclcliallical  and  Civil  Go¬ 
vernment 
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vcrnmcnt ;  the  ferious  conficlcration  whereof, 
would  be  a  Work  worthy  of  our  Parlia- 
nicnt. 

Thefe  Societies  are  no  Corporations ,  nor 
liavc  any  Judicial  power  over  their  Members 
but  have  certain  Orders  among  themfclvcs 
ivliichhave  byconfent  the  force  of  Laws ;  For 
lighter  Offences  they  are  only  excommoned 
or  put  out  of  Commons,  not  to  cat  with  the 
rcll  ;  and  for  greater  Offences  they  lofc  their 
Cliambcrs,  and  arc  expelled  the  Colledgc; 
and  being  once  expelled  ,  they  arc  never  re¬ 
ceived  by  any  of  the  three  other  Societies.. 
Which  deprivation  of  Honour  to  young  gene¬ 
rous  Spirits,  is  more  grievous  than  perhaps  de¬ 
privation  of  life. 

Thefe  alfo,  when  they  meet  atChappel,  or 
Hall,  orat  Courts  of  Jufticc.wGara  grave  black 
Robe  and  Cap,  at  other  times  walk  with  Cloak 
and  Sword. 

There  arc  no  Lands  or  Revenues  Befong  to 
thefe  Societies,  which  being  no  Corporations , 
are  not  enabled  to  purchalc,  or  have  they  any, 
thing  for  defraying  the  Charges  of  the  Houfe,, 
but  what  is  paid  at  Admittances  and  Quit- 
Rents  for  their  Chambers. 

The  whole  Company  of  Gentlemen  in  each. 
Society,  may  be  divided  into  four  parts,  Benehr 
ers,  Uttcr-Barrillcrs ,  Inncr-Barrillcrs ,  and 
Students. 

Benchers  arc  the  Seniors,  to  whom  is  com¬ 
mitted  the  Government  and  Ordering  of  the 
wholeHoufc  5,  and  out  of  thefe  isthofen  year¬ 
ly  a  Treafurer,  who  receiveth,  di[burfcth,.and. 
accounteth  for  all  Moneys  belonging  to  the- 
Houfe. 

Utter  Barrillers  arc  fuch ,  as  from  their 
Learning  and  Standing,  afe  callcci'bythc  BencH- 
L  5  ci» 
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crs,  to  Plead  and  Argue  in  the  Society  doubtful 
Calcs  and  (iiicflions,  which  arc  called  Afowi 
(from  ,  tlic  old  Sixon  Word  for  the 
French,  /Iffembk,  or  clfc  from  the  French,  Mot, 
a  word.)  And  whilft  they  Argue  the  faid  Cafes,.' 
they  fit  uttcrmoll  on  the  Forms  of  the  Benches, 
which  they  call  the  Bar. 

Out  ofthefe  Mootmen,  arc  chofen  Readers 
for  the  Inns  of  Chancery,  belonging  to  the  Inns 
of  Court,  whereof  tlicy  arc  Members ;  where 
in  Term-time,  and  Grand  Vacations,  they  Ar- ' 
guc  Cafes  in  the  prefbnee  of  Attorneys  and 
Clerks. 

All  the  reft  arc  accounted  Inncr-Barriflcrs, 
who,  for  want  of  Learning  or  Time,  are  not  to 
Argue  in  thefe  Moots;  and  yet  in  a  Mootbe- 
bctorc  the  Benchers ,  two  of  thefe  Inner  Bar- 
rillers,  fitting  on  the  fame  Form  with  the  Utter 
Barrilters,  do,  for  their  cxcrcifcs ,  recite  by 
heart,  the  Pleading  of  the  fame  Moot  Cafe, 
mlm French-,  which  Pleading  is  the  Declarati¬ 
on  at  large,  of  the  faid  Moot  Cafe,  the  one  ta¬ 
king  the  part  of  the  Plamtiff,  and  the  otlicr  of 
the  Defendent. 

The  year  alfo  amongft  them  is  divided  into 
three  parts.  The  Learning  Vacation,  theTerB 
Times,  andthcZ>«d,  or  Mean  Facatien. 

They  have  two  Learning  Vacauom,  viz.  Un 
Vacation,  which  begins  the  firft  Monday  in  Lent, 
and  eontinucth  three  weeks,  and  three  days ; 
and  Summer-Vacation,  which  begins  Monday  af¬ 
ter  Zi»;war-J4;,andcontinueth  alfo  three  weeks 
and  three  days.  In  thefe  Vacations  are  the 
grcatcll  Conferences  and  Excrcifcs  of  Study,  in 
manner  following:

cation,  and  declarer  Rich  millhicfs  and  incon¬ 
veniences  as  were  unprovided  before  the  fame 
Adi,  and  are  provided  by  the  fai.l  Aft.  and  then 
rccitcth  certain  Doubts  and  Qneliions,  which 
he  hath  devifed,  tlat  may  grow  upon  the  faid

Out  of  thefc  Readers  ufually  the  Sergeants 
arc  chofen. 
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The  Manner  of  Mooting  in  the  Inns  of 

Conrty  kttm: 

■JNthefe  Vacations,  after  Supper,  iiuhcHall, 
1  or  after  Drinking  on  Falling  nights,  the 
Reader,  -with  one  or  two  of  the  Benchers, comes 
in ,  to  whom  one  of  tlic  Uttcr-Barrilkrs 
propounds  fomc  doubtful  Cafe;  wliich  being 
argued  by  tlie  Benchers,  and  lalHy,  by  liim  that 
moved  the  Cafe;  the  Benchers  lit  down  on  the 
Bench,  at  the  upper  end  cf  the  Hall,  whence 
they  arc  called  tocim;  And  upon  a  Form,  in 
the  middle  of  the  Hall,  fittwoUiter-Barrilkrs; 
and  on  both  lidcs  of  them,  on  the  6mc  Form, 
litteth  oile  Inncr-Barrillcr,  who  doth,  in  Lm 
f  rrtic/»,dcclare  to  the  Benchers  (as  the  Sergeants 
do  .U  the  Bar  in  the  Kings  Court  to  the  Judges) 
fomekindof  Adtion,  the  one  being,  as  it  were, 
ictainedfor  the  Plaintiff,  and  the  other  for  the 
Defendcnt.  Which  ended,  the  two  Uttcr-Bai- 
xiflers  argue  liich  Qucllions  as  be  difputable 
within  the  Cafe.  Aftcrwhich,  the  Bcnchersdo 
likewife  declare  their  opinions,  how  they  take 
the  Law  to  be  in  thofe  Queftions. 

In  theft  Mootings,  the  Junior  always  argueth 
firll,  asisufed.among  the  Judges  in  the  Exek- 
qutt-Ckah,wAmon^  the  Sergeants  in  open 
Courts  of  Judicature.  The  Inner  and  Utter- 
Barriflers  plead  here  in  Lav>  Ennch,  and  the 
Benchers  in  EtgU^ ;  and  at  the  Readings,  tliC 
Readers  Cafes  arc  put  in  ExsUJb.

The  time  between  the  Learning  Vacations  and 
Tcrms,is  called  the  Man  raMiios,  during  which 
time,  every  day  after  Dinner,  Cafes  arc  argu¬ 
ed,  as  at  other  times;  and  after  Supper,  Moots 
arc  brought  in,  and  pleaded  by  the  Inner-Bar- 
rillers,  in  the  prcf.ncc  of  the  Uttcr-Barrillcrs, 
which  fit  there  in  the  room  of  the  Benchers, 
and  argued  by  tlicm  as  the  Benchers  do  inTVnn*

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The  M.wm-  of  keeping  a  Chriftmas

The  Students  lioUl  a  Parliament  before 
CWijlma  ,  and  in  cafe  there  be  in 
Union  no  Peliiknee,  and  tl'.at  tbc  Houfe  is  fur- 
nillrcd  with  fucli  number  c.f  Students,  ami  of 
fucli  quality,  as  are  meet  to  keep  a  Solemn 
Ckripmijsi  then  arc  chofen  and  appointed,  cer¬ 
tain  of  the  Students  to  beOlScers,  in  imitation 
of  the  Kings  Court ;  as  Comptroller  of  the 
Inmr-Tmfk  (an  Oilice  lately  performed  with 
much  fplendor  and  reputation,  h'j Thoms iVdlktr 
Efq;)foof  the  MidiliTemfk, iWkd,  LimaM 
of  lie  Tortir,  and  Treafurer,  tfe,  Thefe  bear

Kote,  That  tlic  maimer  of  their  Parliament 
is  briclly  thus ;

Thefe  arc  called ,  Stt- 
visits  ad  Legm,  Sergeants  at  Law,  and  arc  at 
Doflors  in  the  Civil  Law ;  oiicly  thefe  have 
heretofore  been  reputed  more  Noble  and  Ho- 
noutable.  Doliorit  enim  app;l!aiio  ej}  Magille- 
rii,  Strvkntif  v;ro  Miniflerii ;  and  therctorc 
Doftors  of  Law  arc  allowed  to  fit  within  the 
Bar  in  Chairs,  and  covered  ;  whilll  Sergeants

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new  F.lcflion  ,  to  call  on  tlicm  to  be  inllallccl 
at  H'/nior,  to  caulb  their  Arms  to  be  hung  up 
upon  their  Scats  there  ,  to  carry  the  Garter 
to  Kings  and  Princes  beyond  tlic  Seas;  for 
which  purpalc ,  he  was  wont  to  be  joined  in 
Commiifion  with  lorac  principal  Peer  of  the 
Realm,  r. 

The  next  is  Clirtncisux,  fo  called  from  the 
Duke  of  Cliteiice,  to  whom  he  firil  belonged ; 
for  Lionel ,  third,  Son  to  Eiwti  tlic  'third  , 
marrying  the  Daughter  anti  Heir  of  the  Farl 
of  VIjkr  in  Jrelind ,  had  with  her  the  Honor 
of  Cure  in  the  County  of  r/'omcod ;  where¬ 
upon  he  was  afccrwartli  created  Duke  of  Ck- 
rence,  or  the  Territory  about  Ckre-,  whick 
Dukedom  efeheating  to  King ,  Ednuri  the 
Fourth ,  iby  the  death  of  his  lirofher  Georgf 
Duke  of  datence  ,  he  mldc  this  Herald,  who 
properly  belonged  to  that  Duke,  a  King  at 
Arms,  and  named  him  Ckrencieux  in  French, 
and  Clirenim  in  Latin.  His  Oifice  is  toMarfhal 
anddifpofc  the  Funerals  of  all  the  lower  Nobi¬ 
lity,  as  Baronets,  Knights,  Efquircs,  and  Gea- 
tlcmcn  on  the  Sonth-fidc  of  Tre«(,  and  therefore 
lomcthne  called  Snrro)  or  Souihro). 

The  third  King  at  Arms  is  .Vorroy,  or  Konh- 
roy ,  whofe  Office  is  to  do  the  like  on  all  the 
Korth-fidcof  Trent, 

The  two  laft  arc  called  VrovkcUl  HerMs, 
Engknd  being  by  them  divided  into  two  Pro¬ 
vinces. 

!  Thefe  by  Charter  have  power  to  vtlit  No¬ 
blemens  Families,  to  fet  down  their  Pedigrees, 
to  diflingnilb  their  Arms ,  to  appoint  Men 
their  Arms  or  F.nlign',  and,  with  Cmer ,  to 
diredt  the  liralds.  . 
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The  fix  Heralds,  anticntly  belonging  pro¬ 
perly  to  Dukes ,  have  been  fonictimcs  named  I

attend  Dukes  in  Marllial  Fxectitions:  Non 
they  arc  to  xvait  at  Court  ,  attend  piihli'.lt 
Soloninitics,  I’roclaiin  War  and  I’eaec,  Ur, 
thence  perhaps  naincd  //rra/ib,  rroitl  tivo

Of  tliele Heralds  in  /Yii'l.M.l  ilierc  weieail- 
ticntly  many,  and  lii  likeuiienf  I’lirlidvaiiis, 
wliereof  at  prefenc  there  are  hut  four ,  tints 
named ,  /(miji'-Cirifs ,  /(niigt'-JJop^on,  rortciil- 
lia',  and  lilemmtle ;  from  liicli  iiadges  here¬ 
tofore  worn  by  tlicni,  as  it  is  tbonght. 

The  fcrvice  ofihefe,  and  of  the  Heralds, 
and  of  rite  whole  Collcdge,  is  ufed  in  Mat- 
ilialling  and  Ordering  Coronations,  Marriages, 
Clirifinings ,  FuiK-rals,  Intervicxxs,  Fcalis  of 
Kings  and  Trinccs ,  Cavalcades,  Shews,  Julls, 
Tournaments,  Combats  before  the  Conllabic 
and  Marfhal,  Cfc.  Alfothcy  take  care  of  the 
Coats  of  Arms,  of  the  Genealogies  of  the 
Nobility  ami  Gentry  ;  briefly ,  wbatfoever 
■concerns  Honor  is  their  care  and  finely ;  they 
arc  Tmnum  Sacrontm  Cuflodes,  (f; 

All  thefe  receive  Annual  Stipends  out  of  the 
Kings  £xt&fHer.They  arc  all  t  obc  Gcntlcmca 
at 
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at  leall ;  ami  the  fix  Heralds  are  expredy  made 
Efquircs  by  the  King,  they  arc  created 
Heralds. 

Anti.ntly  the  Kings  at  Arms  were  Created  and 
Solemnly  Crowned  by  the  Kings  of  Engknl 
tlicml'elvcs,  and  the  Heralds  and  Hiirliiivants 
had  tlieir  Creation  (Vom  the  Kings  Hand;  but 
of  later  times  the  Lari  Mavllval  liatb  Imd  afpe- 
cial  CoinmiHiun  for  every  paiticnl.ir  Creation, 
tudo  all  that  ^^a5  done  biTureby  thcKingi 
I’ot  the  Creating  and  Ctnwiiiiia  of  Oilrter 
King  of  Atliis,  there  are  fn.ll  (o  be  provided 
iCiWnfdaiid  d  Hook  ,  hlietenn  to  take  a  !io- 
Irini!

the  Coat  of  Arms  and  Collar  ofs’s,  and  the 
Crown  on  Vs  head. 

The  Oath  is  to  obey,  firll.  tlie  Supreme  Head 
of  die  mod  Noble  Order  of  tlic  Gartcr,and  tlien 
the  noble  Knights  of  that  Order,  in  fucli  things 
asbelongtohis  Onicc;  to  inquire  diligently 
of  all  the  Noble  and  Notable  Ads  of  every 
Knight  of  the  Order ,  and  therefore  to  ccr- 
tific  the  Rcgillcr  of  tnat  Order  ,  that  he  may 
Rcconi  the  fame  ,  and  to  give  notice  to  the 
King  and  the  Knights  of  the  Order ,  of  the 
death  of  any  of  tliat  Society ;  to  havc_  an  ex- 
aft  Knowledge  of  all  the  Nobility ,  toiullrnft 
Heralds 
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Hcndds  and  Purfuivants  in  doubts  cor.ccrnfng 
the  Office  of  Arras;  to  efehew  ani  avoid  all 
perfons  of  illrcputarioii ;  to  be  more  ready  to 
CiCufe  than  to  blame  any  Noble  Perlbn.unlcfs 
called  by  Authority  to  witnefs  againli  them, 
(ic.  This  Officer  hath  a  double  Salary,  dou¬ 
ble  to  the  two  o-.licr  Kings,  and  hath  more¬ 
over  Fees  at  the  Inllalments ;  yearly  \\'agc! 
givenby  the  Knights  of  the  Garter,  hath  their 
uppermort  Garment  at  their  Inlhlmcnts,  i^c. 

The  two  Provincial  Kings  at  Arms  Chret> 
deux  and  A’ijrru)’ ,  are  created  by  Letters  Pa¬ 
tents,  a  Book,  a  Sword,  Cfc.  as  Girter,  and 
with  almoft  the  fame  Ceremonies. 

A  Herald  at  Arms  isalfo  created  with  the  like 
Ceremony;  oncly  his  Coat  of  Arms  muft  be 
Sattin  ,  embroidered  and  cnricht  with  Gold , 
and  mull  be  brought  in  with  two  Heralds ,  as 
the  Kings  at  Arms  arc  by  two  Kings  at  Arms. 

They  take  a  folcmn  Oath  to  be  true  to  the 
King,  to.be  fcrviceable  to  Gentlemen,  to  keep 
fecrcts  of  Knights,  Efquires,  Ladic.;,  and  G'  r.tlc- 
ivomcn;to  alfilldiUrdrcd  Gentlemen  and  Getlc.i- 
womcn.  Widows,  and  Virgins;  to  avoid  la- 
vcriis,  Dicing,  ant!  Whurc-houfes,  Cic.  Pur¬ 
fuivants  at  Arms  are  created  allb  by  Letters 
Patents,  a  Book,  a  Bowl  of  Winc.and  a  Coat 
of  Arms  of  Damask ,  and  to  be  brought  in , 
as  the  Heralds,  before  the  Earl  Marfhal,  or  his 
Deputy ;  and  to  fwcar  in  Iblcmn  manner  to 
be  true  to  the  King .  to  be  fcrviceable  to  all 
Chriflians,  to  be  fecrct  and  fober,  to  be  more 
ready  to  commend  than  to  blame,  to  be  hum¬ 
ble,  lo.vly.Cs’c. 

Part  of  this  Colledge  is  fince  tire  late  dread-

The  mighty  chargeable  and  beautiful  Work 
rciidting  Navigable  tlw  Fleet  Brook,  from 
thc_  River  Thma  up  to  Mkrn  ,  the 
curious  Stonc-Bridges  over  it,  the  many  huge 
Vaults  on  each  fide  tliereof,  to  Treafurc  up 
Mii'faJ?/f  Coal  for  the  ufe  of  the  Poor.  The 
colily  Bon  Toner  in  Ckiffde,  which  for  Hclglir, 
Solidity,  Architedlure,  and  a  Ring  of  Bells, 
will  probably  be  one  of  the  bell  in  Enghnd. 
The  neatly,  wrought  Conduit  in  the  Market¬ 
place, at  the  Wcli-cndof  Lmkrd-jheet.nhcrc- 
«pon  is  placed  a  very  magnificent  btatue  of 
King  C/wr/ttthc  Second  on  Horicback, tramp¬ 
ling  upon  an  Enemy,  all  in  excellent  white 
Mrable, 
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Marble ,  at  tlic  foie  cod  and  cliarpcs  of  that 
worthy  Citizen  and  Alderman  of  ZoxJc:> ,  Mr 
J{okrr  I'irter  Knight  and  Baronet ;  allbto  con- 
(ider.  theCiti'of  iKe/jH/npcr,  and  the  liu trough 
of  Southmri,  botli  which  feem  now  to  be  fwal- 
lowcd  up  in  Loxdov,  wlicreof  let  this  brief  Ac¬ 
count  following  fulficc. 

'fliiiin-  Within  thePrccinas  of  n'eflmhpr  arema- 
■'  ny  Magnalia,  fcveral  things  as  remarkable 
as  any  aforementioned ;  The  ancient  Ihtcly 
Abbey-Church ,  founded  before  the  Normr. 
Conqucll,  by  the  Pious  King  Udmrd  the  Cun- 
feflbr,  and  mod  richly  endowed;  afterwards 
rebuilt  from  the  ground  by  King  Z/enrf  the 
Third,  svith  that  rare  Architcflure  now  feen  , 
wherein  arc  tlie  moft  Magnificent  Tombs  and 
Monuments  of  our  Kings  and  CJucens,  of  our 
greated  Nobles,  and  famous  Worthies  of 
lud.  To  the  Ead  end  of  which  is  a  ided  a 
Chappcl  of  King  f/enry  the  Seventh,  which,  for 
tlie  mod  admiral  Artificial  Work  without  and 
within,  fora  Monument  of  maflieBrafs,  moll 
curioufly  wrought,  is  fcarcc  to  be  paralell'din 
the  World. 

This  huge  Fabrick  dands  where  fird  was  the 
Temple  of  AfoUo-,  and  afterwards  King  Seiliert 
the  Saxon  King,  that  fird  built  St.  Pan/f  afore¬ 
mentioned,  built  here  a  Church  to  St.  Peter. 

Queen  Elindkth  converted  this  Abbey  into 
a  Collegiate  Church  ,  and  therein  placed  a 
Dean  ,  u  Secular  Cannons  or  Prebendaries, 
Petty  Canons  and  others  of  the  Quire  to  the 
numberof  30,  andtenOfficersbelongingtothc 
Collegiate  Diet,  two  schoolmaflers.^o  Scho¬ 
lars,  ii  Almes-men,  with  plcntifull  mainte¬ 
nance  for  all ,  befides  Stewards ,  Receivers , 
Regiders,  Collcfiors,  and  other  Officers ;  the 
piincipj! 
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principal  whereof  is  the  Hipli  Steward  of 
ii'ejhmjler  ,  wlio  is  ufiuilly  one  of  the  prime 
Nobility,  and  was  tlic  late  Lord  Chamberlain. 
TkD.an  is  intriiilcd  with  tlie  cullodyof  the 
at  the  Coronation  ,  honoured  with  a 
pike  of  necclTary  fcrvice  at  all  Coronations , 
and  a  CommiHion  of  Peace  w  thin  the  City  and 
Liberties  of  mjhaixjkr,  the  Dean  and  Chap¬ 
ter  invelVed  with  all  manner  of  jurisdiftion, 
both  Ecclefiallical  and  Civil,  not  only  within 
the  City  and  Liberties  of  fVtpiwjkr,  but 
Kithin  the  Preelnd  of  St.  Mjrtitt  k  Grand , 
ivitliin  tlic  Walls  of  London,  and  in  fomcTowms 
of  c.\cmi)ted  in  the  one,  from  the  [u- 
rifdidtionof  the  Billiop  of  London-,  and  in  tlie 
otlicr  from  that  of  the  Archbilhop  of  Canttr- 
bj. 

For  Ecclefiallical  Caufes  and  probate  of \VilIs, 
it  Hath  a  Royal  Jurifdiflion,  Dr.  }(Jdurd  Uo)d 
isCommilIary,from  whom  AppKal  mud  be  c  ncly 
to  the  King  in  his  High  Court  of  Clianccry,  who 
iliercupim  ilFucth  out  a  Commiillon  of  Dele¬ 
gates  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England. 

When  the  Convocation  is  adjourned  from 
St,  Eauls  (for  the  convenienty  of  being  nearer 
to  the  Parliament)  to  ff^ejiminjler ,  the  Bithopis 
lirll  declare  (upon  a  Protcllation  made  by  the 
Dean  there)  thut  they  intend  not  thereby  to 
violate  tliat  high  Priviledge,  viz.  That  no  Ri- 
/sap  or  Archbilhop  my  come  there  wilimt  the  leave 
if  the  Dean  prfl  obtained. 

There  is  alfoa  fair  publick  Library,  free  for 
ail  Strangers  to  lludy  botli  morning  and  after¬ 
noon  always  in  Term-time. 

Next  this  Church  flood  the  Royal  Palace , 
and  ufual  place  of  Rcfidcnce  for  the  Kings  of 
Etigktid ,  wlio  ordinarily  held  tlicir  Parliament 
aitd 
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and  all  their  Courts  of  Judicature  in  their  i 
dwelling  Houles  fas  was  done  at  Paris  by  the 
King  of  Pram,  inthclUeiteMjJIreJDamc,  and  I 
is  done  at  this  day  at  Mailrid  by  the  King  of 
Sfaia)  and  many  times  late  themfclves  in  the 
laid  Courts  of  Judieature  ,  as  they  do  Hill  in 
their  Court  of  Parliament. 

A  great  part  of  this  huge  Palace  was  in  the 
time  of  VIII.  dellroyed  by  Fire,  what 
lemamcd  hath  Hill  been  employed  for  the  ulc 
of  the  Lords  and  Commons  alTembled  in  Par¬ 
liament,  and  for  the  thief  Courts  of  Judica¬ 
ture.  The  great  Hall  where  thefe  are  kept, 
fome  fay  was  built  by  King  if'iUiam  others 
by  Jsing  Pjehard  11.  about  300  years  ago,  and 
for  all  dimcniions,  is  not  to  be  equalled  by  any 
Hall  inChriHendom. 

Moreover ,  Strangers  and  Foreigners  may 
take  notice  of  the  extraordinary  commodinuf. 
nefs,  conveniency  and  lituacion  of  the  imcfciif 
Royal  Palace,  and  ufual  place  of  Rcfidenccof 
our  Kings,  called  Whitehall,  belonging  hereto¬ 
fore  to  Cardinal  Woolfe),  fcated  betweena  no¬ 
ble  Navigable  River ,  and  a  moH  dclcdtablc 
Park  ;  of  the  great  Chamber  there,  called  the 
Sattquctkg'fJouje ,  the  like  whereof  for  fpaci- 
ouliicfs ,  beauty,  Peinture ,  and  exaft  propor¬ 
tion,  no  King  in  Eurofe  can  paralel;  of  ano¬ 
ther  Royal  Park,  called  bt.  ffam's,  of  C/«- 
rendox-h’oufe ,  which,  for  (ituation,  and  an  uni¬ 
form  folid  Strudture,  is  admirabl:  of  ierfr- 
ley-h'oii[e ;  of  the  many  llately  uniform  Piles  in 
St.  ,f  iMCj’s  Fields,  of  Wallingford-Hoiife,  Net- 
thimherland’/Joiife,  and  rorkrPdoiife ,  of  Briiaks 
Burfc ,  or  the  new  Excharge ,  a  place  excel-.

dities  and  W'atcs  for  Ladies ,  Salisbury ,  and'

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crcftcd  by  Peter  Earl  of  Savo^  and  ^chnemd. 
Unklcto  Elemr,  Wife  to  our  King //otry  the 
Third ,  wlio  after  inirchafed  the  lame  for  her 
Son,  Ehuwd,  Duke  of  Ldncijier,  and  is  now  a 
famous  Hofpital,  built  alkf  huge  Hone,  and 
more  like  a  Kings  Palace  ;  of  another  Royal 
Palace  called  Somerfet-fJoitfe ,  built  by  frfwird 
Duke  of  Smerjet ,  Llnklc  to  King  Edward  the 
Sixth  of  ylriiniel,  Efex,  Exeter,  Bedford,  Lei- 
cefter,  Newport,  and  Sotitlmpm  HottCcs  of 
the  uniform  llatcly  Buildings,  and  forementio- 
ned  large  Piazza's  or  open  idaccs  (for  which 
the  Cities  m  My  arc  fo  highly  cllcemcd)  in 
Lo-Mi-Oardci,  Ihcotns- hr.- fields,  and  Souib- 
tmpm-Bm  dirgs,  not  to  be  enuallcd  in  any  of

England. 

THEEnglifh  Univcrfitics  arc  fo  famous  be¬ 
yond  the  Seas,  and  fo  much  I'urpafs  all 
otlicr  ill  the  world  ,  tliat  they  abundantly  dc- 
fcrvc  a  larger  account  than  can  futc  with  the 
(Icligncd  brevity  of  this  Manual ;  however  they 
(hall  not  be  parted  over  infilcnce. 

Nothing  was  ever  devifed  morcrtngularly  be¬ 
neficial  to  Cods  Church,  and  Mans  happinefs, 
than  what  our  Anccllors  have,  to  their  eternal 
renown,  performed  by  fctling  fuch  vaftRcvc- 
nucs ,  and  creding  fuch  admirable  Strufturcs 
for  Learning,  as  our  llnivcrfities  do  contain  ; 
ami  by  providing  thereby  that  men  of  choice 
parts,  after  icalbnablc  time  fpent  in  contcmpla- 
non ,  may  be  called  forth  to  ad  and  pradicc  in 
Ciiiirch  and  State. 

In  the  beautiful  Fabriclc  of  the  Kingdom  of 
trigjitid,  the  two  Eyes  arc  the  two  Univcrfitics, 
Ox/wdand  Cambridge ,  thole  two  Nurfcricsor 
Seminaries  of  Lcarningand.Rcligion,  which, for 
number  and  magnificence  of  richly  Endowed 
Colleges;  for  Liberal  Stiixmds  to  all  forts  of 
PubhekProfertors;  for  well  furnilhcdpublick 
and  private  Libraries,  for  large  Charters,  Pri- 
vilcdg;s ,  and  Immunities ;  for  number,  and 
guality  of  Students  ;  for  exadt  Difciplinc  and 
Order,  arc  not  to  beparalcird  in  the  whole 
World,; 

They  were  anciently  called  Academies ,  from 
a  Grove  lb  named  near  Athens,  whither  Plato, 
Zenoerstes,  and  other  Philofophcrs  retired,  for 
the  Study  of 
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Of  later  times  they  liavc  been  Ailed  Vr.ivtrf- 
ties.  A  poftffme  VniverfAim  Scienturm 
Artim  likrAium, ' 

Anllniverfityisnow  properly  an  Incorpn- 
tioti  (under  one  <jovcrnmcnt)  of  many  publick 
Schools,  ordained  efpecially  for  the  Study  and 
I’rofcnionof  Divinity,  Civil  Lite,  and  Hy/lcltj 
and  alfo  of  rhikfoyhy ,  and  of  other  Liberal 
Sciences  and  Arts ,  as  Hand-maids  to  the  for¬ 
mer. 

Oxford ,  quj/i  Ousford  ,  Iftdu  Fdim ,  the 
name  of  the  chief  River  wlicreon  it  is  feated, 
or  perhaps  from  ydim,  aFqrdfor  0«» 
to  pafs  through  before  thculc  of  Bridges;  as 
ThfMhi  Boffherui,  hgnifying  the  like,  is  by  the 
Germans  called  Ochenfurt. 

It  is  feated  at  the  meeting  of  two  clear  Filhy 
Rivers,  in  fuch  a  healthy  Air,  and  pleafant  rich 
Soil,  that'  it  hath  anciently  been  called,  Billof- 
■  tumBellnfisot  Bmlieu. 

It  lies  5 1  Degrees,  41  Minutes  Latitude,  and 
about  1:  Degrees  Longitude .almoft  in  tlic  lame 
Climate  with  that  molt  ancient  famous  City'  and 
Univetiity  of  Athens,  that  once  fruitftil  Mother, 
and  careful  Nurfe  of  many  Arts  and  Sciences, 
and  beneficial  Inventions. 

Oxford  was  a  place  of  publick  Studies  above 
nine  hundred  years  ago,  and  much  augmented 
(not  founded  )  by  the  Learned  Stxon  King, 
Alfred,  hath  been  very  anciently  reckoned  the 
Second  Vniverhty  among  the  four  principal  of 
Europ,  whereoftheothersare  in  it  me, 
Sononii,  now  called  Bolosnt  in  July ,  and 
mnci  in  Splint  and  although  Piris  hath  ufuaHy 
been  nam  d  in  the  firll  place,  yet  it  hath  been 
acknowledged  to  be  OxonU  I’ropago  ■,  and  it 
Farit  for  a  time  was  more  flourilhing,  yet  fmte, 
in  many  refpeas,  t  is  excelled  by  this  ot Oxford. 
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Oxford  is  an  ancient  City,  conliftingof  two 
forts  of  Inliabitants,  viz.  Sntdtnts  wAcitizens, 
living  one  amongii  another,  though  wholly  fc- 
paratc  for  Government  and  Manners :  for  when' 
former  Kings  of  ttigUnd  perceived  that  they 
could  not  (as  at  Par/()  be  feparated  by  a  River, 
they  tl'.oiight  bell  to  disjoyn  them  ,  as  much  as 
might  conveniently  be  ,  by  Priviledges  and 
whole  manner  of  Government ;  fo  that  there 
are  not  the  lame  limits ;  for  the  Univerlity  have 
them  much  larger ,  not  the  fame  llroke  and  au- 
tliority  of  Julticc ,  or  Power  of  Magillratcs ; 
for  the  Chancellor  of  the  Univerlity,  and  in  hiS 
abfence,  his  Vice-Chancellor  is  not  only  in  place, 
but  in  all  affairs  of  moment,  (though  concerning 
theCityitfelf)  fuperiour  to  the  Mayor  of  the 
Town. 

Nor  are  they  governed  by  the  famekind  of 
Laws,  for  all  Members  of  the  Univerlity,  arc 
fub;edl  to  the  Vice-Chancellors  Judicial  Courts  j 
w  hich  are  ruled  wholly  by  the  Civil  Law. 

Over  the  Univerlity,  next  under  the  King  is 
placed  the  forementioned  Magi'lrate,  called  the 
Chancellor  ;  who  is  ufually  one  of  the  Prime 
Nobility ,  and  nearelt  In  favour  with  the  Sove- 
tcin  Prince,  eledtcd  by  the.  tndentsthemf  Ives, 
in  Convocation,  to  continue  diimiiie  viti ;  whofe 
Office  is  fo  take  care  of  the  Government  of  the 
whole  Univerlity,  to  maintain  rhe  Libcrtic  and 
Privilclgcs  thereof,, tocadAlTcmblicj,  t  'hear 
and  determine  Controvcdi.s ,  to  call  Courts, 
pniiilTi  Delinquents,  elc. 

Thisgreat  Hortour  is  enii  ycd  at  prefent  by 
fumes  Duke  of  Om(md\  Lorcl  steward  of  the 
Kings  lloulTiolcl. 

The  next  in  Dignity.amongft  the  Officers  of 
the  Univerlity  of  Oxford,  is  the  High  Steward, 
who  is  nominated  by  the  chancellor,  and  ap- 
N  j  proved. 
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proved  by  the  llniveifity ,  and  is  allb  durMt 
vit,t ;  whole  Office  is  to  affiil  the  Chr.ukt, 
yici-Chrtcc'tjor ,  and,  I’roilors ,  upon  their  Rc^ 
quells,  in  tiie  execution  of  their  Places;  alfoto 
hear  and  determine  Capital  Caufes ,  according 
to  the  Law  s  of  the  Land,  and  Priviledges  of  the 
llnivcriity,  lb  oft  as  the  Chancellor  lhall  require 
him. 

This  Honour  is  held  by  ^ohn,  Earl  of  Bud^- 

Tlic  third  is  the  Vice-Chancellor  ,  wlw  is 
yearly  nominated  by  the  Clianccllor ,  and  is 
commonly  the  Head  of  feme  Collcdgc :  Kb 
put)  is  in  the  Chancellors  abfence  to  do  what¬ 
ever  almoft  tl-.c  Chancellor  might  do  if  he  were 
prefent.  Moreover,  he  takes  care  tliat  Sermons, 
LeSures,  Dlfputations ,  and  other  Excrcifcsbe 
pcrformcd,that  Hercticks,  FanatiLks,  Noncoa- 
furmills.  Panders,  Bawds,  and  Whores,  etc,  b; 
expelled  the  UniverEty,  and  tl’.c  Confer, e  with 
Students;  that  the  Proflors  and  otherOfficers 
and  publick :  ervants  of  the  Univeifi.y  duly  per¬ 
form  their  duty  ;  that  Courts  be  duly  called, 
and  Law fu its  determined  without  delay;  in  a 
word,  that  whatever  is  for  the  Honour  and  Pro¬ 
fit  of  the  Univerfity,  or  may  conduce  to  tlic  ad¬ 
vancement  of  good  literature,  may  be  carefully 
obtained.  The  prefent  Vice-Chancellor  is  Do- 
ClOTUillum  Clerk.,  Prefident  i,f  Muitdlin  Col- 
ledge. 

Fourthly,  The  twoProffors  ,  cbofrii  every 
year  out  of  the  fevcral  Collcdgcs  by  turns  thcl'c 
arc  to  affift  in  the  Government  of  the  Univcriity, 
morcparticularlyin  thebufinefs  of  Fcholaliick 
Exerci les.  and  taking  Degrees,  in  fearcliing  after, 
•andpuiiilhing  all  Violators  of  Statutes,’  orPri- 
vilcdgcsof  the  Univerfity,  all  Night-Walkers, 
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Thcyhavcairo  the  overiight  of  Weights  and 
Mcafurcs  ,  tint  fo  the  Students  may  not  be 
wronged.

Next  in  order  is  the  Publick  Orator ,  whofc 
biifinefsis  to  write  Letters ,  according  to  the 
orders  of  the  Convocation,  or  Congregation?

Perfon  that  comes  to  fee  the  Univcrlity,  to  make 
folcmn Harangues, Ctfe.  Heisnow  R^btrtSmth, 
Doftor  in  Divinity. 

There  is  the  Cujhs /frebivom  or  Keeper  of 
Records,  whofc  Duty  it  is,  not  only  to  collcft 
and  keep  the  Charters  ,  Priviledges,  and  Re¬ 
cords  that  concern  the  Llniverfity ,  but  alfo  to 
be  alwavs  ready  to  produce  them  before  tlic 
Chief  Officers ,  and  to  plead  the  Rights  and 
Priviledges  of  the  faid  Ur  iverfity.  This  Office 
is  now  in  the  truftof  Dr,  tVilIis. 

Lalily  ,  is  the  Regiff  r  of  the  Univerlity, 

Mailer  Cooler,  whole  Office  is  to  R  gillcr  ali 

Tranfailions  in  Convocations ,  Congregations, 
Delegacies,  tfc. 

Bcfidcs  the  (brementioned  Officers,  there  are 
certain  publick  Servants  of  the  llniverfity ,  ai¬ 
led  Jrdf/;,  from  the Dutch  Bitten,  orclfc 
from  the  Lem  Dutch  Bidden,  to  fummon ,  ad- 
monilli.orpiay  ;  of  thefe  there  are  fix,  where¬ 
of  three  arc  called  Satire  Bedels  ,  and  arry 
large  Maces  of  Silver  Gilt ;  the  other  three  are 
filled  remen  Bedels,  and  carry  large  SiivcrMa- 
ccs  ungilt. 

Their  Office  is  always  to  wait  on  the  Vicc- 
ChanccllofinVublick,  doing  v,  hat  belongs  to

Many  Kings  of  EttgUni  have  been  great  Fa¬ 
vourers  of  Learning,  and  elleemed  it  their  Ho¬ 
nour  to  give  or  enlarge  the  Priviledges  of  th: 
Llnivcrlities. 

By  Charter  of  f.lw.ird  the  Third,  the  Mayor 
of  Oxfod  is  to  ob,  y  the  orders  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  to  be  in  fubjeftion  to  him. 

The  Mayor,  with  the  chief  BnrgelTcs  in  Ox¬ 
ford,  and  allb  the  High  Sheriff  of  OxfordJI.irc, 
every  year  in  a  folcmn  manner  take  an  Oath, 
given  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  obferve  and 
conferee  the  Rights,  Priviledges,  and  Liberties 
of  the  Univertity  of  Oxfod. 

And  every  year  on  the  day  of  St.  SchoUftici, 
being  the  tenth  of  feiriary,  a  certain  number 
of  the  principal  BurgclTcs.publicklyand  folemii- 
ly  do  pay  to  each  one  a  penny,  in  token  of  their 
fubmidloa  to  the  Orders  and  Rights  of  the  Llni- 
vcrlity. 

No  Vifluals  to  be  taken  by  the  Kings  Purvey¬ 
ors,  within  five  mil's  of  Oxford,  unlefs  the 
Kinghimfclf  comes  thither. 

King  ^irnos  of  Happy  memory  ,  lionoiirod 
bothllnivcrfiiics,  with  the  priviledge  of  fend¬ 
ing  each  two  Burgelfes  to  Parliament. 

It  is  none  of  the  IcaftpriviL.dgcs  belonging 
to  the  two  Univcrlitics,  that  they  arc  fubjeft  to 
the  Vifitation  or  Correflion  of  none  but  the 
King, 
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Xing  ,  or  whom  he  (hall  plcafe  to  Commiiho- 
natc. 

By  Chatter  of  Htitt)  4.  it  is  left  to  the  choice 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor ,  whetlicr  any  Mcni- 
,  her  in  the  llnivcrfity  there  inhabi  ing,  acciifcd, 

:  for  1-clony  or  High-Treafon ,  (hall  be  tried  by ' 
the  Laws  of  the  Land ,  or  by  the  Laws  and  Cn- 
ftnms  of  the  llnivcrfity,  tlioughnow,  whcie 
Life  or  Limb  is  concerned ,  the  Criminal  is  left 
to  be  tried  by  tlic  Laws  of  the  Lantl. 

No  Students  nf  Ox/erd  may  be  fued'at  Cbm- 
mon  Law  for  Debts ,  Accounts.  Contrails,  In¬ 
juries,  (yc.  but  only  in  the  Court  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  who  hath  power  to  determine  Cau- 
fes,  toimpriibn,  asaforefaid  ,  to  give  corporal 
piinilhmcnt.toeKommunicate,  tolufpcnd,  and 
to  baniili. 

Anticntlyin  Ox/ord  (asnow  in  moRlturjfr/I 
Iks  beyond  the  Seas )  the.  Students ,  without 
anydilllnition  of  Habit,  lived  in  Citizens  Hou- 
fes ,  and  bad  Meeting-places  to  hear  Lectures, 
and  difputc.  After  that,  there  were  divers  Hou¬ 
les  for  .students,  o  dy  to  live  together  in  So- 
citty  (as  now  in  the  Inns  of  Com,  and  of  Chdn- 
cer)  It  Condon)  m\  tliofe  places  were  called ,  ei¬ 
ther  Inns,  from  the  Saxon ,  or  ffoJ}:/t  from  the 
Irench,  and  atprefcntarc  named  d-yafo  ,  where 
every  Student  lives  wholly  upon  his  own’ciiar- 
ges,  until  divers  bountiful  Patrons  of  Learn¬ 
ing  ,  in  their  great  Vf'ifdom,  thought  bell  to.

Colledge,  where  were  divers  ProfelTors,  and  all 
the  Liberal Scicnccsrcad. 

Of  fuch  endowed  Collcdges ,  there  are  in 
Oxford,  Eighteen,  and  of  Halls,  (wherewith 
the  like  Difeiplinc,  Students  live  upon  their  own 
means,  only  excepting  fomc  certain  Bdiibiti- 
ens,  or  Annual  Penfions,  amicxcd  to  fome  one 
or  two  of  them)  there  arc  feven;  of  all  which, 
the  Names  and  Governours ,  fee  the  foil  Part 
of  the  Erejent  Stute  of  England. 

Thcfc  Colledges  have  within  their  own 
.Walls,  Leftures,  Difputations ,  all  ProfcQions, 
and  Liberal  Sciences  read  and  taught ,  and  in 
fome  of  them,  Puhlick  Leflurcs  for  all  Comer', 
and  large  Salaries  for  the  Readers;  infomucb 
that  they  feem  fo  many  complete  Univcrlitics, 
and  arenotinferiourtofome,  iaourNeiglibour 
Countries.

SmdiofurumJiDis,  /f^Jfo/j-.or Halls ;  and, 
as  Armickma  writes,  there  were  thirty  thou- 
fandecudents ;  and  twenty  milts  round  Oxford^ 
were  by  the  Kings  of  Englmi  fet  apart,  for  Pro- 
vifionin  ViitualsforthisCity. 

The  Difeipline  of  theic  ColUdges  and  Halls, 
is  far  more  exact  and  excellent ,  than  in  any  Fo¬ 
reign  Univerfity. 

Firll,allthat  intend  to  take any’Dcgrcc .  are 
to  take  their  Diet  and  Lodging  ,  and  have  a 
Tutor  confiantly  in  feme  L  olftdgc  of  Hall ;

They  arc  to  fuficr  thcmfclves 
to  be  Ibut  up  by  night  in  their  fcvcral  Houfos. 
They  arc  never  to  be  feen  abroad  out  of  tbeii; 
Chambers,  much  lefs ,  out  of  their  Collcdges, 
withouttheirCaps  and  Gowns,  (ancxccllcnc 
.Order,  no  where  obferved  in  Foreign  parts,  but 
inj'fjw,)  ThcirGownsarcallto  bcbiack,  only 
th  •  Sons  of  the  higher  Nobility  arc  herein  in¬ 
dulged  ;  and  all  Dodtors  arc  honoured  with 
Purple  ,  or  rather  Scarlet  Robes,  whichanti- 
ciitly  were  allowed  only  to  Em[)erors  or  a  ings ; 
bitnoviinEKgliKd,  bcfidcsthc  Peers 

in  Pitltment,  all DoHors  in thcVr.hi'Jiiies,  all 
Mayors  and  Governors  of  Cities, and  all  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  fudges ,  are  at  certain  tunes  cloathcd  in 
Scarlet. 

The  Degrees  taken  in.  the  Vm.'rfij ,  arc  on- 
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ly  two ,  viz.  of  iadiUr  and  Mujhr ,  (for  fa 
tbcy  are  anticntly  callctl  ^  as  well  in  Divmitj, 
Uro,  and  Fhfick.,  as  in  tlic  Arts,)  At  prefent’, 
tlie  Degrees  in  thofe  three  Prcfellions,  are  caD 
led  Bitchekrs  and  Dathrs,  only  in  tlic  Arts, 
Mucbelar  and  ’ 

tvcryyear  at  the  Aft,  or  timeof  complcat- 
ing  the  Degree  ofMajler,  both  in  the  three 
ProfclSons  and  Arts  (which  is  always  the  Mon- 
day  after  the  fixth  of  Jn/y)  there  are  (unlcfs 
Ibme  extraordinary  occalion  hinders)  great 
Solemnities ,  not  only  for  publick  Exercifes, 
but  Fcallings, Comedies, and  a  mighty  Concourfe 
of  Strangers,  from  ail  parts,  to  tlr.  ir  Friends  and 
Relations,  then  complcating  their  Degrees;

Doftor  of  Divinity,  Law,  or  Pliylick,  about  one 
hundred  pounds  i'teriing,  and  a  Mafter  of  Arts, 
twenty  or  thirty  pounds  Jter/iijg. 

In thefc three  Prof. (lions,  and  in  the  Arts, 
there  proeced  Mailers,  or  Doftors  yearly,  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty ,  and  every  Lent ,  about 
two  hundred  Rachelarsof  Arts, 

The  time  required  by  Statute,  for  Studying 
intheUnlverfify ,  befbrethetakingofthe  fore- 
mentioned  Degrees ,  bccaufc  it  is  much  longer 
than  what  isrequired  in  any  Foreign  Univerfity, 
Iball  here  be  let  down  more  particularly. 

To  take  the  Degree  of  Sackkr  in  Arts,  is  re¬ 
quired  four  ye  rs,  andthrcc  years  more  for  to. 
be  Mdfier  of  Arts. 

Now  tlic  year  is  divided  into  four  Tcnris,  the 
Eirll  begins  the  i  oth  of  OSober ,  and'  ends  the 
lythofDecewiier,  and  BCdikAMichulmuTertn; 
Thcfccond,  aWei  nihr^  or  Lent  Tern,  begins 
<he  14th  of  fmuty,  and  ends  the  Saturday  be¬ 
fore  ralm-Sunday:  The  third  ,  called  idjler 
Term,  begins  the  10th  day  after  £i!^er;and  ends 
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the  Thurfday  before  n^bit[uitdjj :  The  Fourth, 
is  called  Trinity  Term,  beginning  the  Wednef- 
dayafter  Trinity  Smii'i ,  and  ends  after  the  Adt, 
fooner  or  later,  as  the  Vice-Chancellor  ,  and 
Convocation  think  meet. 

To  take  the  Degree  of  DoUar  of  Divinity,  the 
Student  mull  ncccflarily,  Firft  ,  have  taken  the 
Degree  of  AJaJfer  of  Arts,  and.then  after  Seven 
years  more,  he  is  capable  of  being  Sacheljr  of 
Divinity,  andthcnfourycarsmorc,  isrequilite, 
before  tk  Degree  of  Dodlor  can  be  had. 

To  take  the  Degree  of  Doilor  of  Ims ,  the 
more  ordinary  way  is,  in  three  ycars  after  Mi~ 

Jkr  of  Arts,  one  may  be  capable  of  the  Degree 
of  iicheldr,  and  in  four  years  more  of  Dodoro/ 

Urns ;  the  like  for  Doilor  in  Phyfick. 

TlicExercifes  required  for  taking  thefe  De¬ 
grees,  arc  many,  and  difficult  enough;  yet  noa 
liich;  but  that  may  be  performed  in  lefs  time, 
by  any  men  of  good  abilities ;  But  it  was  the 
VVifdomof  onr  Anccllors ,  fo  to  order,  that 
before  thofc  Degrees  were  conferred  upon  any, 
and  they  allowed  to  pradfife  ,  tlicy  might  firft 
gain  Judgment  and  Difetetion ,  which  comes 
with  Time  and  Years,  and  perhaps ,  that  thofc 
of  (lower  parts  might ,  by  Time  and  Induftry, 
make  themfelves  capable  of  that  Honour ,  as 
well  as  thofc  of  quicker  Abilities.

This  llnivcrfity,  for  tltc  encouragement  of 
Students,  linthalo  divers  privilcdgcs  granted 
byfcv.'ral  Kings  ofErslMd.  Fvery  tVichKlmis 
day,  the  Mayor  of  the  Tow  11  cf  Cmbridge,  at 
the  entrance  into  his  Ofliec ,  takes  a  Solemn 
Oath  before  the  Vice-Chancellor,  to  obferve 
and  confervethcPriviledg  s,  LibertiesandCu- 
llomsofthiBVnivcrlity.

Boththdc  Univerfitics  are  placed  trvo  eafie 
days  ourncy  from  the  Capital  City ,  and  about 
tJic  fame  dillanccfrom  cacli  other. 

7  T  Glorious  Fountains  of 

Learning,  to. the.  Fame  whereof,  Foreigners 
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come  on  Pilgrimage  to  offer  up  Honour  ami 
Admiration  and  yet,  even  thefc  had  lately  been 
like  to  be  dried  up,  by  the  over-heated  zeal  of 
feme  ignorant  Fanaticks. 

Thefearethe  chiefelt  Storehou,'cs  of  Letter¬ 
ed-Men,  which  lend  forth  yearly,  a^reat  num¬ 
ber  of  Divines ,  Civilians,  Phyliciaiis,  tfc.  to 
fcrv'c  all  parts  of  this  Kingdom. 

To  fupplythefe  great  htorc-houfes  ,  there 
arc  in  Icvcral  parts  of  England,  Grammr  Schools, 
whereof  the  principal  are  St.  Paul’s,  Wcjlmk- 
jlif,  H'inchefier,  Eaton ,  Msrehant  Taylors ,  the 
Charter -houfe-,  all  richly  endowed,  to  maintain 
Mailers,  lllhcrs,  and  a  certain  number  of  Scho¬ 
lars  ;  fo  that  a  Child ,  once  admitted  into  thefc 
Schools,  if  he  become  capable,  may  at  length  be 
preferred  to  be  Scholar,  or  Fellow  in  fomc  CoU 
ledge  of  one  of  thefe  Univerfities,  and  will  want 
little  or  no-afliftance  from  his  Parents,  all  his 
llf:-;im:  after. 

Befdcs  th  fe  ,  there  arc  of  late  Cnmnit 
Schools,  Founded  and  Endowed ,  in  almoft  evc- 
n’  Market  Town  of  England,  wherein  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Town,  arc  only  to  be  taught  sraiA, 
without  any  oth-r  Allowance.  But  inthemul- 
tiplyingoF  thefe  Schools,  it  may  be  doubted, 
whether  tlierc  appeared  not  more  Zeal  than 
Prudence  ;  for  the  Parents  of  fuch  Schools 
boys ,  not  able  to  afivancc  them  to  the  Uni- 
vcriirics,  allthcre'l,  bcfidcs  Reading  and  Wri¬ 
ting,  becomes  ufclefs ;  and  the  Youth’s  by  eight 
or  ten  y  ars  lazy  living,  rendred  unapt  tor  the 
labour ,  belonging  '  to  the  more  profitable 
Plough ,  and  beneficial  Manufaftures ,  ufu^ly 
turncither  Serving-m  n,  or  Clerks  tojufticcs 
or  Lawyers,  whereby  they  learn  much  Chicane- 
rv,  they  become  cunning  Petty-foggers,  mul¬ 
tiply  Law-Suits,  audeouzen  their  Countrey; 

og 
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or  ifperhaps  they  arc  fetto  Trades,  the  little 
Iniattcringin  Learning,  got  at  the  Guimxt- 
School,  renders  them  commonly  proud ,  (lifL- 
necked,  feif-conccitcd.  unapt  to  be  governed, 
apt  to  embrace  every  new  Doarinc,  Hcrcfc, 
Schifni,  sc6t,  andt'auion  :  or  in  calc  their  Pa- 
rents  are  able  to  put  them  to  the  llniverlity,  yet 
for  want  of  furtitient  maintenance ,  and  roii. 
dcncc  there  ,  they  get  only  to  be  half-Lcarn  .d, 
ami  thereby  a  propenfity  to  preach  Faftion,  Se¬ 
dition,  and  Rebellion ,  to  fednee  thole  that  arc 
inore  ignorant  than  th  .mfelvcs,  as  was  evident 
in  our  late  unhappy  troubles,  where  it  wasob- 
ferved,  that  the  seducers  were  generally  fuch, 
as  had  bean  from  thole  Miriet-Utine-Scheols, 
advanced  to  be  either  Commoners  or  Servitors, 
for  a  Ihort  time  in  the  UnWerfity  (and  not 
Fellows  of  CoUedges)  and  the  Seduced  ,  ordi- 
nariiy,  fach  as  from  thefe  Schools  b.  camc  af- 
terwaids  Shopkeepers,  orP  .ttyfoggcrs.  If  fuch 
had  been  endowed  with  more  ,  or  perhaps  with 
Icfs knowledge,  they  had  probably  bren much 
Humble  ,  Loyal,  and  Obedient  to  their 
Governours,  both  Civil  and  Eccl.  liallical :  And 
therefore  the  late  K  ing  of  Spin  ,  confulting 
with  his  able;!  Coiinlellors  of  State ,  for  a  ge¬ 
neral  Rcfuniiationi^f  matters,  that  were  found, 
by  experience,  to  be  inconvenient  ami  prejudi¬ 
cial  to  his  kingdom,  aft  r  mature  deliberation, 
came  to  tins  refoletion  ;  that  amongft  other 
abufes,  the  great  nnmiier  of  Countrey  Gram¬ 
mar  Schools,  foonld,  by  a  Iblcmn  Prmit/M,  or 
Ordmmes,  be  diminifoed  ,  and  the  Uiildrcns 
time  better  employed  at  Ma  uifiddm  cs.  Trades, 
Husbandry, (Je.  Mies,  epjnfcrimisconfidcra- 
tioii,  it  vyill  be  found ,  that  Evshni  is  over- 
llocked  withScholam,  fortheproporton ofits 
rwerments,  and  for  its  employments  for  Let¬ 
tered 
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tcrcd  Pcrfops ,  whereby  it  comes  to  pa^s  that 
too  many  live  difeontented,  loiiginp  for  Innova¬ 
tions  and  Changes,  and  watching  for  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  alter  the  Government  both  of  Church 
and  State. 

Tims  the  Reader  hath  had  a  fmall  Map  of  a 
great  Monarchy,  the  molt  jiill  aiui  cafic ,  that  c- 
vet  any  People  lived  under,  (except  only  thofe 
who  lived  in  Engktd,  before  the  lateunpa- 
rallel’d  Rebcilion)  and  many  ways,  more  hap¬ 
py  than  that  which  the  great  and  good  Sratef- 
man,  rhilif  Cmir.es ,  fo  much  admired  in  hiS 
days,  when  he  declared  (after  he  had  much  com¬ 
mended  the  policy  of  the  yemm  Common¬ 
wealth)  That  amongllalltheScigncuticjinthc 
World,  Erg/judwasthe  Countrey,  where  the 
State  was  belt  ordered,  and  where  there  w  as  the 
l.ali  violence  and  opprrfton  upon  the  People. 

The  Reader  may  tee  take  notice,  that  a 
brief  Account  was  intended  to  be  given 
cf  all  the  rell  of  his  Majdiics  Kingdoms,  Do¬ 
minions,  Coimtrcys ,  Territoric;,  Plantations, 
and  Places ;  which  (hall  be  refervedfor  another 
opportunity;  only  at  prefent ,  mmiff'.t  loco, 
(hill  follow'  a  Catalogue  of  allthcGovcrnours, 
conitituted  hy  his  Ma)eHy  in  Foreign  Parts;  to¬ 
gether  witli  all  the  EmhafTadors,  Envoyes,  Rc- 
iid-nts,  Conhils,  aud  Agents,  atthislime  em¬ 
ployed  abroad. 

After  the  antient  Kingdom  of  Sceu 

httl  hath  the  precedence,  the  chief  Governour 
whereof,  under  his  Majefty,  is  the  Lord  Chan- 
ccliur  of  Scothnd,  who,  by  that  Title,  cn;oys 
the  ordinary  Power  and  Authority  of  a  Vicc- 
Roy,  and  is  at  prefent ,  the  Right  Honourable 
fok  Earl  of  J{oiks. 
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The  next  is,  the  Kingdom  of  /r«W,thcGo* 
vernourwhcicof,  is  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Or 
m«d ,  who  by  tlic  Title  of  Lord  Lieutenant, 
is  asVicc-Royof and  lives  with  more 
Splendor  and'  Grandeur,  than  perhaps  ,  any 
otlier  Vice-Roy  of  Europe. 

Other  Dominions  belong  to  the  King  of 
ErglarJ ,  which  either  for  number  of  People, 
or  large  extent,  may  as  well  delcrve  the  name  of 
Kingdoms,  as  divers  Countreys  which  under  the 
King  of  Spiix,  have  long  enjoyed  that  Title  ,  as 
Nero-Er.glini,  Virmii,  Jamaica,  &c.  but  our 
Kings  have  nev.rafiefted  thofe  fwelUng  Titles.
